ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Monday,  January  17,  1927,  and  adjournment  to  Wednesday,  March 
23,  1927. 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen,  under  date  of  January 
4,  1927,  and  signed  by  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Edmund  G.  Dalton,  Eu¬ 
gene  Endicott,  Harold  W.  Baker  and  Arthur  W.  Forrest,  Selectmen 
of  Norwood,  the  proper  service  of  which  Warrant  was  duly  attested 
by  J.  Irving  Reid,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to 
elections  and  Town  Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meet¬ 
ing  was  called  to  order,  the  articles  contained  in  the  Warrant  and 
the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The  following 
are  to  be  chosen  by  ballot;  namely,  two  Selectmen  for  three  years 
(who  shall  be  overseers  of  the  poor  and  surveyors  of  highways) ;  one 
Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  for  one  year;  one  Finance 
Commissioner  for  three  years;  one  Finance  Commissioner  for  one 
year  (to  fill  vacancy);  one  Moderator  for  one  year;  one  Member  of 
the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years;  two  members  of  the  School 
Committee  for  three  years;  two  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial 
Library  for  three  years;  two  members  of  the  Planning  Board  for 
three  years;  six  Constables  for  one  year;  and  also  upon  the  same 
ballot  to  vote  upon  the  following  question:  “Shall  Section  15  of 
Chapter  45  of  the  General  Laws,  requiring  certain  towns  to  provide 
public  playgrounds,  be  accepted  by  this  Town?”

To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  to  pay  not  more  than  the  ordinary  and  reasonable  com¬ 
pensation  for  care  actually  rendered  or  furnished  by  the  Norwood 
Hospital  or  other  hospitals  in  the  vicinity  of  Norwood  to  such  per¬ 
sons  as  may  be  in  whole  or  in  part  unable  to  care  for  themselves, 
the  same  to  be  in  addition  to  sums  appropriated  for  the  care  of  con¬ 
tagious  diseases  and  for  institutional  relief,  or  take  any  other  action 
in  the  matter.

To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  Section  39,  of  Chapter 
33  of  the  General  Laws;  namely  for  providing  of  suitable  quarters 
for  and  the  maintenance  of  an  Armory  for  the  use  of  Co.  G,  101st 
Infantry,  Massachusetts  Guard,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the 
matter.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  lease  a  part  of  the 
building  of  the  Norwood  Civic  Association,  Inc.,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  suitable  headquarters  for  Post  No.  70,  American  Legion, 
for  the  current  year,  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for 
said  purpose,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
Norfolk  County  Hospital  as  apportioned  by  the  County  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  the  County  of  Norfolk. 

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $6,386.07. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select¬ 
men  to  petition  the  General  Court  for  appropriate  legislation  to 
permit  regular  or  permanent  members  of  the  fire  department  other 
than  the  chief  of  said  department  to  be  included  in  the  classified 
civil  service,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  To  so  authorize  the  Selectmen,  if  it  appears  necessary. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Section  88  of 
Chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to  pensions  to  families  of 
policemen,  firemen,  etc. 

Voted:  To  accept. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  name  of 
Railroad  Avenue,  and  that  the  same  be  called  Forest  Avenue  or  take 
any  other  action  in  the  matter  (On  petition  of  Joseph  F.  McAuliffe 
et  al.). 

Voted:  Not  to  change.

Chairman  Francis  J.  Foley  of  the  Memorial  Municipal  Building 
Committee  read  to  the  meeting  a  statement  explaining  the  nature 
of  the  gift  as  tendered  by  Mr.  Tilton  together  with  the  story  of  the 
history  of  this  gift  which  statement  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Norwood: 

Care  of  Francis  J.  Foley,  Chairman, 

Memorial  Municipal  Building  Committee. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  tender  to  the  Town  of  Norwood, 
by  way  of  gift,  a  carillon  of  fifty  bells  in  complete  form,  installed 
ready  for  use  in  the  tower  of  the  Norwood  Memorial  Municipal 
Building  now  under  construction  and  for  which  I  am  informed  the 
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tower  will  be  admirably  adapted.  In  the  event  of  acceptance  it  is 
my  purpose  and  expectation  that  the  carillon  will  be  available  for 
use  when  the  building  is  ready  for  dedication. 

It  is  my  desire  that  the  gift  be  subject  to  a  single  condition  only, 
which  its  acceptance  will  impose  upon  the  town,  viz. :  that  the  super¬ 
vision  and  operation  of  the  carillon  shall  be  committed  to  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  three  citizens  appointed  for  the  term  of  three  years  begin¬ 
ning  March  1st,  1928,  and  each  and  every  third  year  thereafter,  on 
or  before  March  1st,  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Towm  so  long  as 
Norwood  remains  a  Town,  and  thereafter  in  such  manner  as  its 
citizens  by  appropriate  action  may  determine. 

It  is  my  wish  that  this  carillon  may  for  all  time  serve  as  a 
memorial  to  and  a  reminder  of  the  patriotic  service  and  devotion  of 
all  Citizens  of  Norwood  who  have  given  of  their  lives,  their  health, 
their  strength,  their  thought,  their  comfort  and  means  that  this 
nation  might  live.  It  is  my  wish  that  these  bells  may  keep  fresh  the 
memory  of  that  sacrifice  and  service,  and  by  such  reminder,  ever 
sound  the  call  of  Good  Citizenship. 

The  excellent  seiwices  which  Mr.  Francis  J.  Foley  and  his  asso¬ 
ciates  on  the  Memorial  Municipal  Building  Committee  have  rendered 
the  Town  in  the  conception  and  planning  of  the  important  municipal 
enterprise  which  this  combined  memorial  and  office  building  repre¬ 
sents,  have  excited  my  admiration  and  prompted  my  desire  that  the 
impressive  features  of  the  memorial  tower  be  completed  by  the 
installation  of  a  carillon.

Voted:  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  said  committee  to 
be  made  up  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  Chairman  of  the 
Town  Planning  Board  and  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  to¬ 
gether  with  two  citizens  to  be  appointed,  to  consider  and  report  with 
recommendations  to  the  Town  with  respect  to  the  acquiring  of  addi¬ 
tional  land  for  the  extension  of  the  athletic  field  at  the  Senior  High 
School,  the  use  for  public  garden  purposes  of  a  part  of  a  parcel  of 
land  purchased  by  the  Town  for  Cemetery  Purposes,  and  the  acquir¬ 
ing  of  land  southerly  and  westerly  of  the  Cemetery  for  winter  play¬ 
ground  purposes,  said  committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator.

Voted:  That  a  committee  of  nine  be  appointed  to  consider  whether 
the  present  town  charter  affords  the  best  and  most  efficient  method 
of  administration  of  its  affairs,  said  committee  to  make  such  recom¬ 
mendations  as  it  may  deem  to  be  for  the  Town’s  best  interests,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator.

Throughout  the  year  each  month 
accounts  of  Frederick  S.  Barton  as  to  sales  and  collections  have 
been  examined  and  I  find  that  he  has  deposited  with  the  Town 
Treasurer  all  collections  shown  in  the  sales  account  of  this  de¬ 
partment.

King  as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  have  been  examined,  and 
he  had  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  all  fees  which  appear  to  have 
been  collected  by  his  department. 

Morrill  Memorial  Library.  Alice  H.  Plimpton  Trust  Fund.  I 
have  examined  the  securities  in  the  possession  of  Harold  W.  Gay, 
as  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  and 
find  that  the  securities  and  cash  on  hand  represent  the  amount 
set  forth  in  this  report;  namely,  $59,336.51.

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GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT 


February  20,  1928. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: 


I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1927,  which  report 
covers  the  more  important  work  done  by  the  various  departments 
under  my  direction. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 
John  E.  Colburn,  Superintendent 

The  department  has  had  a  busy  season.  Briefly,  the  Highways, 
Sidewalks,  Drains,  Water  and  Sewer  systems,  Removal  of  Ashes 
and  care  of  Public  Dumps,  etc.,  come  directly  under  this  depart¬ 
ment.  All  of  the  maintenance  and  repair  work  in  connection  with 
the  above  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  granolithic  sidewalks,  all 
of  the  construction  work  has  been  done  on  a  day  basis.  Beginning 
early  in  April  and  continuing  through  the  summer  and  fall  from 
100  to  150  men  have  been  employed  in  the  various  branches  of  the 
work.  With  few  exceptions,  the  men  employed  are  residents  of 
Norwood. 

In  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March 
19,  1927,  all  employees  of  the  Public  Works  Department  who 
worked  for  the  town  for  32  weeks  in  the  aggregate  during  the 
preceding  year  were  granted  a  two  weeks’  vacation  without  loss 
of  pay. 

At  the  time  the  1927  budget  was  prepared  the  above  act  had  not 
been  passed.  Consequently,  no  allowance  was  made  for  the  ex¬ 
pense  incurred  which  amounted  to  $3900.00.  In  order  to  meet  this 
extra  expense  and  still  keep  the  expenditures  within  the  budget  it 
has  been  necessary  to  curtail  in  every  way.  With  few  exceptions, 
however,  the  amount  of  money  expended  in  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  has  been  well  within  the  estimate. 


Highway  Division 

The  maintenance  work  has  consisted  of  the  usual  cleaning, 
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patching,  grading,  oiling,  sanding,  removal  of  snow  and  other 
work  incidental  to  the  care  of  streets  and  sidewalks.  In  the  early 
spring  all  of  the  streets  were  given  a  thorough  cleaning,  also  at 
other  intervals  during  the  year  as  became  necessary.  A  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  brush  and  small  growth  has  been  cut  and  removed 
from  the  sides  of  the  roadways  which  improves  the  appearance  of 
the  outlaying  streets  and  eliminates  obstructed  corners,  thus  add¬ 
ing  to  the  safety  of  travel.  In  the  maintenance  of  the  streets  it 
has  been  necessary  to  do  a  large  amount  of  patching  and  particu- 
lai’ly  the  streets  having  gravel  surfaces. 

Street  Oiling 

Fifteen  miles  of  streets  having  an  area  of  132,500  square  yards 
of  surface  have  been  oiled  and  sanded.  By  smoothing,  patching 
and  applying  oil  the  surface  of  the  gravel  streets  can  be  kept  in 
good  condition  and  at  a  small  expense.

Snow  Removal 

The  snowfall  for  the  year  1927  was  heavy.  The  streets  have 
been  kept  plowed  out,  however,  and  the  snow  removed  throughout 
the  main  or  business  sections  within  a  short  period  after  it  fell. 
Our  equipment  for  handling  snow  is  not  large  but  the  results 
obtained  compare  very  favorably  with  other  towns  and  cities  both 
as  to  the  conditions  of  the  streets  and  the  cost  of  the  work.  In 
caring  for  snow  it  is  possible  to  spend  large  amounts  of  money 
which  must  be  paid  and  reflects  in  the  tax  bills  and  it  would  appear 
that  there  should  be  some  point  or  condition  when  the  work  could 
stop  without  endangering  travel  or  causing  hardships  to  the  cit¬ 
izens.  If  the  streets  are  to  be  kept  thoroughly  clean  of  snow  at 
all  times  it  will  require  a  far  larger  equipment  then  is  now  avail¬ 
able  and  the  expense  of  the  work  will  be  materially  increased  and 
which  expense  must  be  met  by  the  taxpayers. 
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Ash  Removal 

The  collecting  of  ashes  from  householders  has  been  continued 
on  the  basis  of  the  householders  paying  for  the  same  by  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  tickets.  The  amount  received  for  sale  of  tickets  does  not 
cover  the  entire  cost  of  the  work  and  the  difference  is  made  up 
through  an  appropriation  for  such  service. 

Crusher 

The  crusher  was  operated  a  few  days  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  summer  in  order  that  a  small  amount  of  cobble  stone  which 
had  been  removed  from  the  Vernon  Street  and  Cottage  Street 
construction  be  crushed.  Following  the  custom  of  the  two  previous 
years,  crushed  stone  has  been  purchased  and  delivered  on  the  job. 
Proposals  for  stone  were  received  from  the  New  England  Crushed 
Stone  Co.  and  the  West  Roxbury  Trap  Rock  Co.  Both  companies 
submitted  the  same  price  or  $2.50  per  ton  and  the  contract  was 
divided  between  them.  The  stone  purchased  was  of  good  quality 
and  both  companies  gave  excellent  service.  The  amount  delievered 
was  as  follows:

The  main  street  sewers  have  been  given  a  thorough  cleaning  and 
flushing  and  are  in  good  working  condition. 

Filter  Beds 

The  beds  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  are  in  good  condi¬ 
tion.  As  stated  in  the  1926  report  they  will,  with  careful  watching 
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and  care,  provide  for  the  dry  weather  flow.  During  the  wet  periods 
however,  they  become  overloaded  and  considerable  amounts  of 
raw  or  unfiltered  sewage  finds  its  way  directly  into  the  Neponset 
River.  The  overloaded  condition  is  to  a  certain  degree  caused 
by  infilteration  or  leakage  of  ground  water  into  the  sewers  and 
house  connections,  and  to  a  large  degree  by  the  custom  or  practice 
of  property  owners  allowing  cellar  drainage  to  enter  the  sewers. 
This  is  a  dangerous  practice  and  should  be  discontinued.  The 
sewers  are  constructed  and  the  disposal  works  designed  to  care 
for  sewage  only  and  any  roof  or  cellar  drainage  causes  an  addi¬ 
tional  burden  and  the  street  sewers  and  disposal  works  are  over¬ 
loaded  to  a  point  far  beyond  their  capacity. 

In  the  erection  of  sanitary  plumbing  inside  of  all  houses  and 
other  buildings,  every  care  is  taken  to  secure  absolutely  air  tight 
work  in  order  that  odor  or  sewer  gas  from  the  gas  street  mains 
be  excluded.  This  is  accomplished  by  trapping  independent  fix¬ 
tures  such  as  toilets,  set  tubs,  lavatories,  kitchen  sinks,  etc.,  and 
as  an  additional  precaution  these  traps  are  vented  in  order  to 
prevent  siphonage.  There  is  no  running  trap  on  the  main  four- 
inch  pipe  which  connects  the  cellar  or  building  to  the  main  street 
sewer  and  by  removing  the  cap  from  the  cleanout  (in  order  to 
drain  water  from  the  cellar)  a  clear  opening  leading  from  the 
street  sewer  directly  into  the  cellar  is  made  with  the  result  that 
sewer  odors  and  gasses  are  allowed  to  enter  the  cellar  and  from 
which  it  penetrates  the  entire  house.  From  the  health  standpoint 
alone  it  is  a  dangerous  practice  and  should  be  discontinued  for 
sanitary  reasons  if  for  no  other. 


Drains  Division 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  connection  with 
the  drainage  system.  The  work  has  consisted  of  repairs,  altera¬ 
tions  and  maintenance  of  the  existing  drains  and  the  construction 
of  new  drains  and  catch  basins.  The  construction  has  been  done 
in  accordance  with  a  plan  which,  if  adhered  to,  will  eventually 
provide  for  the  entire  drainage  system  of  the  town.

Water  Division 

Due  to  the  heavy  rainfall  during  the  summer  months  the  supply 
has  held  up  remarkably  well.  The  entire  supply  was  taken  from 
the  Ellis  source  from  January  1  to  June  14.  On  June  14  the  West- 
wood  pump  was  started  and  run  a  portion  of  each  day  until  Octo¬ 
ber  7,  at  which  time  the  Ellis  station  was  shut  down  and  the 
entire  supply  was  pumped  from  Westwood  until  December  9.  From 
December  9  to  December  12  the  Westwood  pump  was  run  a  portion 
of  each  day  and  the  balance  of  the  supply  was  taken  from  Ellis. 
On  December  13  the  Westwood  station  was  shut  down  for  the 
winter  and  the  entire  supply  was  taken  from  the  Ellis  station. 

Following  the  custom  of  preceding  years,  by  starting  the  West- 
wood  pump  early  in  the  season,  the  water  at  the  Ellis  source  has 
been  maintained  at  a  high  level  in  the  ground,  with  the  result  that 
it  has  been  possible  to  operate  the  pumps  at  Ellis  at  their  full 
capacity  and  the  water  has  been  of  good  quality. 

All  of  the  water  taken  from  the  Westwood  source  has  been 
filtered. 

As  usual,  monthly  samples  from  both  sources  have  been  sent 
to  the  State  Department  of  Health  for  analysis  and  they  report 
the  water  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

The  pumping  machinery  at  both  stations  is  in  good  condition 
and,  barring  accident,  should  be  of  sei’vice  for  several  years  in  the 
future.

During  the  year  1927  the  department  has  done  its  usual  work 
such  as  burials,  maintenance,  construction  and  private  work.  131 
burials  and  4  removals  have  been  made.  Improvement  work  con¬ 
sisted  of  grading  and  seeding  11,340  square  feet  in  Section  44, 
digging  over  but  not  grading  11,200  square  feet  in  Section  21, 
excavating  2800  square  feet  of  avenue  in  Section  21.  The  follow¬ 
ing  avenues  were  rolled,  oiled  and  sanded:  North  and  South 
Highland  View,  Cypress,  Woodward,  Groveland,  Maplewood,  St. 
Catherine’s,  St.  James’,  St.  Paul,  St.  Mary’s,  St.  Cecelia’s,  St. 
Martin’s  and  Holy  Cross.

be  dug  over  and  graded;  that  Section  21  be  seeded,  walks  surfaced 
and  bounds  set;  that  grave  markers  be  set  in  Section  18;  that  in 
Section  28  four  plots  be  excavated  and  walks  surfaced;  and  that 
bounds  be  set  in  Section  44.

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Metcalf,  Superintendent 

The  work  of  this  department  has,  as  usual,  consisted  of  spraying 
all  shade  trees  bordering  the  streets  and  a  large  amount  of  shrub¬ 
bery  and  trees  on  private  property. 

Considering  the  small  expense  of  the  department  the  results 
obtained  from  spraying  were  very  satisfactory. 

The  equipment  is  in  good  condition  for  use  during  the  coming 
season. 

Sixty  new  maple  trees  have  been  set  out,  some  taking  the  place 
of  those  destroyed  or  broken,  either  by  boys  or  trucks  backing  or 
running  into  them,  or  other  causes,  and  the  balance  in  streets 
where  no  trees  had  before  been  planted. 

During  the  past  season  considerable  work  has  been  done  in 
pruning  and  caring  for  the  older  trees,  also  the  removal  of  dead 
and  partially  dead  trees. 

The  shade  trees  along  the  streets  in  Norwood  are  one  of  its 
principal  attractions  and  more  care  should  be  given  them,  and, 
in  order  to  keep  them  in  good  condition,  a  larger  appropriation 
than  has  heretofore  been  available  should  be  made. 

One  thousand  white  and  one  thousand  Scotch  pine  seedlings 
were  set  out  on  the  town  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ellis 
pumping  station.

LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 


The  past  year  shows  another  successful  business  year  for  the 
department.  The  load  was  very  much  increased.  Nearly  10% 
more  light  was  added  to  the  streets  by  placing  larger  lights  in  the 
business  section  and  where  traffic  sections  need  more  light.  This 
and  the  new  traffic  signals  placed  Norwood  first  in  its  class  in 
reducing  accidents. 

The  connected  load  increased  as  follows:  32  h.  p.  of  motors 
and  the  equivalent  to  6515,  40  watt  lamps. 

The  addition  to  the  Station  has  been  completed  and  most  of  the 
equipment  is  here  and  will  be  installed  and  put  into  service  from 
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time  to  time  without  interruption  to  service.  When  fully  com¬ 
pleted  Norwood  will  have  one  of  the  very  latest  type  of  equipment 
in  a  fire-proof  building.  This  will  insure  our  consumers  a  better 
service  than  it  was  possible  to  give  before  to  both  power  and 
lighting  users. 


FIRE  ALARM  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 
Last  year  the  old  type  of  fire  alarm  call  boxes  were  changed  to 
the  new  Standard  Non-interfering  and  Succession  type.  The  lines 
are  in  good  condition  and  very  little  trouble  has  been  encountered 
with  the  system. 


INSPECTION  OF  WIRES 
Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Inspector 

During  the  year  136  wiring  permits  were  issued.  This  is  not 
as  many  as  usual  due  to  the  decrease  in  building.  The  work  has 
been  done  in  a  first  class  manner  and  was  done  mostly  by  local 
contractors.  Only  a  few  minor  changes  had  to  be  made  upon 
inspection.  Pipe  and  B.  X.  wire  were  used  in  every  installation. 
12  of  the  136  permits  issued  were  for  unwired  dwellings.  This 
brings  Norwood’s  percentage  of  wired  dwellings  to  above  99%. 

PARKS 

Mr.  John  E.  Colburn,  Superintendent 

Early  in  the  spring  the  Town  Square  Park  was  graded,  seeded 
and  rolled.  Gravel  walks,  on  top  of  which  a  layer  of  stone  dust 
was  spread,  were  constructed.  The  grass  has  been  cut  and  the 
park  kept  in  good  condition  throughout  the  summer. 

The  Bond  Street  Park  has  been  kept  in  good  condition  by  cut¬ 
ting  the  grass  and  trimming,  etc.,  and  it  has  had  a  neat,  attractive 
appearance. 

At  the  Eliot  Park  a  considerable  amount  of  work  was  done  by 
means  of  filling.  During  the  early  part  of  the  winter  2340  cubic 
yards  of  gravel  was  taken  from  a  pit  on  Neponset  Street  and  used 
for  grading  and  filling.  This  gravel  was  given  to  the  town  by 
Mr.  Charles  J.  Prescott,  the  cost  being  the  expense  of  loading, 
hauling,  depositing  and  spreading  it  at  the  park.  In  addition  to 
the  gravel  taken  from  the  above  pit  about  2500  cubic  yards  were 
taken  from  an  existing  bank  at  the  site  of  the  park  and  used  for 
filling. 

Before  the  park  can  be  used  as  a  playground  or  for  recreation 
purposes  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  a  large  amount  of  work  such 
as  filling,  leveling,  grading,  rolling,  surfacing,  etc.  Drainage  should 
be  provided  and  the  entire  area  smoothed  over. 
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In  order  to  bring  the  surface  to  the  finished  grade  it  will  be 
necessary  to  rehandle  a  considerable  amount  of  material  now  on 
the  ground.  If  the  surface  is  brought  to  a  sub  grade  and  leveled, 
smoothed  and  rolled  it  will  provide  an  area  of  five  acres  which 
can  be  used  for  playgrounds  or  other  purposes.  As  the  finished 
surface  of  the  park  is  about  eight  feet  lower  than  the  ground 
located  at  the  rear  of  the  Balch  School  it  will  be  necessary  to 
provide  means  of  access  and  a  set  of  steps  should  be  constructed. 

The  Shattuck  Park  has  been  improved  by  the  removal  of  un¬ 
sightly  trees,  construction  of  walks,  etc.  This  work  has  been 
done  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Arthur  Shurtleff,  landscape 
architect,  of  Boston.  A  substantial  rustic  stone  wall  was  con¬ 
structed  around  the  Winter  Street  side  and  adds  to  the  general 
appearance.  The  expense  of  all  of  the  work  in  connection  with 
removing  of  trees,  construction  of  walks,  etc.,  was  paid  by  Mrs. 
Emma  L.  Shattuck.  The  wall  was  built  at  the  expense  of  the 
town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1927 

January  14,  1928. 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  annual  report  for  the  year 
1927. 

There  were  held  fifty  regular  and  nine  special  meetings. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  January  17,  1927,  Harold  W. 
Baker  and  Phillips  Dennett  were  elected  Selectmen  for  the  ensuing 
three  years;  Mr.  Baker  being  re-elected  and  Mr.  Dennett  succeed¬ 
ing  Eugene  Endicott  who  had  refused  re-nomination. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  18,  1927, 
by  the  unanimous  re-election  of  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill  as  Chairman 
and  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk.  Mr.  Pendergast  was  also  ap¬ 
pointed  State  Aid  and  Soldiers’  Benefit  Agent  and  Soldiers’  Burial 
Agent. 

The  following  appointments  were  made  during  the  year: 
January  4.  Lewis  G.  Thorpe,  local  moth  suppression  superintend¬ 
ent,  subject  to  approval  of  Division  of  Forrestry,  Department 
of  Conservation,  which  approval  was  given  January  11,  1927; 
reappointment  for  one  year  from  January  1,  1927. 

February  15.  Walter  J.  Hobson,  town  fish  and  game  warden; 
reappointment  for  one  year  from  March  1,  1927.  Division  of 
Fisheries  and  Game,  which  was  given  February  21,  1927. 

John  J.  Hannigan,  chief  of  fire  department,  ap¬ 
pointed  forest  fire  warden  subject  to  approval  of  Division  of 
Forestry,  Department  of  Conservation,  which  approval  was  given

March  15.  Albert  Fales,  Inspector  of  animals,  reappointment,  term 
ending  March  31,  1928.  Subject  to  approval  of  Department  of 
Conservation,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  which  approval  was 
given  on  March  29,  1927. 

March  15.  Edward  A.  Flaherty,  assessor  for  term  of  three  years 
beginning  April  1,  1927,  subject  to  confirmation  by  Commissioner 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  which  approval  was  given  on 
March  18,  1927. 

April  26.  Jennie  F.  Fales,  John  R.  Parker  and  Mary  G.  Millott, 
board  of  relief,  reappointments. 

April  26.  William  H.  Sullivan,  pound  keeper  and  dog  officer. 
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William  J.  Barrett,  J.  Irving  Reid,  and  Thomas  C.  Lydon,  field 

drivers,  reappointments. 

Charles  O.  Littlefield,  Austin  L.  Maddox,  and  John  J.  Flaherty 

(34  Granite  Street)  fence  viewers,  reappointments. 

James  A.  Halloran,  town  counsel,  reappointment. 

Forrest  M.  Douglass,  inspector  of  buildings,  reappointment. 

George  A.  Smith,  acting  inspector  of  buildings  in  absence  of 

Inspector  Douglas,  reappointment.

The  foregoing  appointments  made  on  April  26,  1927,  are  for 
terms  of  one  year  respectively  from  May  1,  1927.

December  13.  William  J.  Barrett,  Peter  M.  Curran,  Charles  R. 

Donnell,  and  John  F.  Lee,  appointed  dog  officers  for  period  De¬ 
cember  15,  1927,  to  May  1,  1928. 

There  were  appointed  from  time  to  time  various  sworn  weighers, 
measurers  of  wood  and  bark,  surveyors  of  lumber  and  measurers 
of  leather,  and  special  police  officers. 

On  October  18,  1927,  Phillips  Dennett  gave  notice  of  his  resig¬ 
nation  to  the  Selectmen  due  to  his  removal  from  Norwood  and 
establishment  of  a  residence  in  Medfield.  The  Selectmen  were  not 
required  under  the  existing  law  to  take  action  to  fill  the  vacancy 
until  the  annual  town  meeting  held  January  16,  1928. 

On  December  6,  1927,  Lewis  D.  Thorpe  presented  his  resignation 
as  General  Manager  to  take  effect  as  the  Selectmen  might  decide, 
but  not  later  than  February  1,  1928,  which  resignation  was  accepted. 

Licenses  or  permits  were  granted  from  time  to  time  to  various 
persons  upon  due  consideration  for  the  conduct  of  certain  lines  of 
business  in  the  manner  required  by  law  as  follows:  Common  vic¬ 
tualed ;  lodging  house;  employment  office;  pool  and  billiard  room; 
bowling  alley;  second  hand  furniture;  junk  collectors;  public 
amusement;  local  peddling;  Sunday  sales;  motor  bus  transporta¬ 
tion;  purchase,  sale  and  exchange  of  second  hand  motor  vehicles — 
classes  1,  2  and  3;  Lord’s  Day  entertainment;  keeping,  storing  and 
selling  gasoline  and  motor  oil;  garage;  public  repair  shop;  oper¬ 
ator  of  motor  busses;  sale  of  refreshments  at  band  concerts  by 
American  Legion  Local  Auxiliary;  sale  of  flowers  on  streets  by 
Post  No.  70  American  Legion  for  Welfare  Fund;  rental,  sale  and 
lease  of  fire-arms  to  April  30,  1928,  by  Frank  W.  Fay,  Washington 
Street;  disturbance  of  street  surfaces  for  underground  work;  ob¬ 
struction  of  certain  sidewalks  for  repairs  and  alterations  of  adjoin- 
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ing  buildings;  erection  and  maintenance  of  goal  posts  for  soccer 
games  by  students  on  the  park  on  the  northerly  side  of  Bond 
Street  on  the  application  of  the  Junior  High  School  officials  as 
limited;  conduct  of  carnival  of  Elks  Park;  erection  and  maintenance 
of  sign  on  Shattuck  Park;  merry-go-round  by  Norwood  Lodge  of 
Elks;  Circus  (fee  $100);  tag-day  by  Salvation  Army  also  open 
air  meeting  at  band  stand  lot;  Norwood  Theatre  Building  marquee; 
parades  on  Sunday  and  other  days  to  specific  organizations;  public 
exhibition  by  Junior  High  School  students  for  hire  and  reward. 

Action  by  way  of  recommendation  to  the  State  Director  of 
Standards  was  taken  with  respect  to  various  applications  for 
licenses  to  peddle  in  other  localities  in  the  State  which  were  re¬ 
ferred  by  the  Director  for  consideration  and  report. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

The  case  of  Alfred  L.  Atwood  against  the  town  in  which  an 
assessment  of  damages  by  a  jury  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Nor¬ 
folk  County  was  claimed  for  land  fronting  on  a  proposed  street 
shown  as  Cleveland  Street  taken  in  fee  by  right  of  eminent  domain 
for  public  school  purposes  (as  the  sum  of  $1500  awarded  as 
damages  was  unsatisfactory)  was  pending  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  As  the  time  of  trial  approached  negotiations  for  a  com¬ 
promise  settlement  were  had  and  a  settlement  mutually  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  Mr.  Atwood  and  the  Selectmen  was  reached  through  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  $2300  by  the  town  to  Mr.  Atwood  for  the 
parcel  of  land  in  question  and  for  an  adjoining  parcel  containing 
about  7500  feet  as  reported  to  and  accepted  by  the  town  at  the 
special  town  meeting  held  December  29,  1927.  In  addition  to  a 
release  of  damages  Mr.  Atwood  gave  to  the  town  a  conveyance  of 
both  parcels  by  a  quitclaim  deed. 

On  April  27,  1927,  actions  of  tort  were  brought  against  the  town 
by  George  W.  Pelham  and  Eva  H.  Pelham  of  Quincy  in  the  Su¬ 
perior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  to  recover  for  personal  injuries 
and  property  damage  alleged  to  have  resulted  on  October  24,  1926, 
from  the  defective  condition  of  Dean  Street.  These  cases  were 
referred  to  the  law  department  for  attention  and  the  action  taken 
by  that  department  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel. 

Certain  other  claims  against  the  town  had  consideration  and 
such  action  was  taken  following  investigations  and  report  by  the 
General  Manager  and  advice  from  the  law  department  as  appeared 
to  be  desirable  or  necessary  in  each  instance. 

It  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  detail  these  claims  in  this 
report.  Perhaps  it  should  be  stated,  however,  that  the  compromise 
settlement  of  the  claims  of  John  H.  and  Mary  E.  Maguire  for  per¬ 
sonal  injury  and  property  damage  to  which  reference  was  made 
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in  our  report  for  1926,  was  completed  in  January,  1927,  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  sum  of  $1742.16  which  was  appropriated  by  the  town 
for  the  purpose. 


Public  Hearings

as  required  by  law  including  the  following: 

Alterations  by  widening  of  portions  of 
A — Railroad  Avenue  and  Monroe  Street;

Extension  of  Nichols  Street  northwesterly; 

New  street  southerly  from  Bellevue  Avenue; 

Extension  of  Bond  Street  also  of  Rosemary  Street  and  Chicker- 
ing  Road; 

Layout  of  new  street  connecting  the  extension  of  Rosemary 
Street  with  the  extension  of  Chickering  Road; 

Proposed  parkway  from  Walpole  Street  at  Bond  Street  to  Nichols 
Street,  also  as  to  establishment  of  exterior  lines  for  the  proposed 
way; 

Location  of  exterior  lines  of  proposed  Grant  Avenue,  Garfield 
Avenue  and  Monroe  Street; 

Lay  out  of  Hawthorn  Street  900  feet  northwesterly  from  Winter 
Street; 

Lay  out  of  Fairview  Street;

Orders  of  Taking 

Orders  of  taking  by  right  of  eminent  domain  were  adopted  with 
respect  to  various  parcels  of  land  as  follows,  the  preliminary  action 
required  by  law  as  to  location,  lay  out  or  otherwise  having  been 
taken  in  each  instance:

Washington  Street  Widening 

The  widening  of  Washington  Street  between  Railroad  Avenue  and 
Prospect  Street  as  to  which  a  petition  to  the  County  Commissioners 
was  filed  in  1926  had  considerable  attention  in  its  various  phases 
during  the  year  including  attendance  at  hearings  before  and  con¬ 
ference  with  the  County  Commissioners,  also  various  conferences 
with  the  Finance  Commission  and  Planning  Board  and  with  citizens 
interested  and  preparation  of  plans.  Consideration  was  given  to  the 
extent  and  character  of  the  proposed  widening  and  to  the  damages 
involved.  Substantial  progress  was  made  in  reaching  a  decision 
which  would  accomplish  the  end  sought  and  would  be  generally 
acceptable  and  which  would  be  put  into  effect  in  1928  by  a  decree 
of  the  County  Commissioners  directing  that  the  widening  be  made. 
It  is  understood  that  contributions  to  the  expense  of  the  widening 
will  be  made  by  the  State  and  County  in  the  sum  of  $8,000.00 
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Granolithic  and  Other  Sidewalks 

The  construction  of  granolithic  sidewalks  was  ordered  as  to 
Nahatan  Street  southerly  side  from  Washington  Street  to  Fulton 
Street,  thence  on  Fulton  Street  easterly  side  to  a  point  near  Pros¬ 
pect  Avenue  and  thence  on  Prospect  Avenue  northerly  side  to  Pros¬ 
pect  Street  subject  to  assessments. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  existing  sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Walpole  Street  between  Endicott  Street  and  property  of  Francis 
W.  Plimpton  and  Harriet  W.  Lane  was  ordered  subject  to  assess¬ 
ments. 

The  construction  of  a  granolithic  sidewalk  on  the  west  side  of 
Prospect  Street  between  Nichols  Street  and  Vernon  Street  was 
ordered  subject  to  assessments. 

The  installation  of  a  cement  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  new  senior 
high  school  premises  on  Nichols  Street  was  authorized. 

Assessments  were  levied  for  the  construction  of  a  granolithic 
sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side  of  Washington  Street  between  Nor¬ 
wood  Hose  No.  2  property  and  existing  cement  sidewalk  on  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  at  Dean  Street,  also  for  the  portion  of  sidewalk  on 
easterly  side  of  Walpole  Street  between  Walnut  Avenue  and  Chapel 
Street. 


Betterment  Assessments 

Action  in  accordance  with  law  was  taken  assessing  betterments 
for  public  improvements  which  had  been  completed  as  follows: 

May  17,  1927.  Elliot  Street  Extension. 

September  6,  1927.  Alteration  by  widening  of  a  portion  of 
Nahatan  Street;  alteration  and  relocation  of  a  portion  of  Central 
Street,  both  existing  town  ways,  and 

Lay-out  and  construction  of  two  new  ways  known  as  Cottage 
Street  East  and  a  proposed  street  so-called,  all  forming  a  single 
improvement. 

September  6,  1927.  A  Public  Park  known  as  Memorial  Park  as 
located  and  constructed. 

September  13,  1927.  Brookfield  Road,  a  new  way  as  laid  out  and 
constructed. 

October  11,  1927.  Cypress  Street,  Sycamore  Street  and  Lincoln 
Street  Extension  as  laid  out  and  constructed,  all  forming  a  single 
improvement. 

Petitions  were  filed  by  Myer  Dana  and  by  Charles  G.  and  Cath¬ 
erine  J.  Maguire  respectively  requesting  abatement  of  assessments 
levied  with  respect  to  the  Town  Square  Street  and  park  improve¬ 
ments  and  hearings  were  held.  The  requests  were  given  due  con¬ 
sideration  and  abatements  were  denied  as  no  abatements  were 
found  necessary. 
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Restraint  of  Dogs 

Upon  notice  from  the  State  Director  of  Animal  Industry  that 
there  was  grave  danger  of  an  outbreak  and  spread  of  rabies,  and 
that  dogs  should  be  restrained  from  running  at  large  which  would 
be  ordered  by  the  State,  if  not  ordered  by  the  local  authorities,  an 
order  was  adopted  on  December  6,  1927,  restraining  all  dogs  from 
running  at  large  in  Norwood  for  the  period  of  ninety  days  from 
December  15,  1927.  Due  notice  was  given  of  this  order  and  addi¬ 
tional  dog  officers  were  appointed  to  assist  in  its  enforcement. 

Motor  Bus  Transportation 

The  license  of  the  New  England  Transportation  Company  for  the 
operation  of  five  motor  busses  through  the  town  on  route  between 
Boston  and  Providence  was  renewed. 

The  license  of  the  Medway  and  Dedham  Street  Railway  to  operate 
motor  busses  between  Norwood  and  Westwood  was  renewed.  This 
company  failed  to  function  under  this  license  and  thereafter  a 
license  was  granted  to  the  Medway  &  Dedham  Bus  Line  Inc.  (known 
as  the  Johnson  Bus  Line)  to  operate  two  motor  coaches  for  one  year 
from  April  18,  1927  between  Norwood  and  Westwood  on  a  schedule 
calling  for  eight  trips  daily  with  a  rate  tariff  of  15  cents  between 
Norwood  and  Westwood  and  5  cents  between  Prospect  Street  and 
Norwood  Central  Station  in  Norwood  over  a  route  as  to  Norwood 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  viz:  Clapboardtree 
Street,  Nahatan  Street,  Prospect  Street  to  Winter  Street  and  re¬ 
turning  by  Prospect  Street  to  Nahatan  Street  thence  to  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  and  returning  by  Prospect  Street  to  Nahatan  Street 
thence  to  Washington  Street  to  Guild  Street  to  Norwood  Central 
Station.  A  condition  of  the  license  was  that  it  should  become  void 
unless  there  was  continuous  operation  under  it  for  thirty  conse¬ 
cutive  days  from  April  26th  the  date  of  issue. 

Miscellaneous 

Extensions  of  the  sewerage  system  were  ordered  subject  to  the 
assessments  usual  in  such  cases  in  the  following  streets,  viz: 
Cypress,  Sycamore,  Lincoln,  Quincy  Avenue,  Day  and  Bullard. 

Extensions  of  the  water  system  mains  were  ordered  in  Cleveland 
Street  and  Grant  Avenue. 

The  purchase  from  Fred  L.  Fisher  for  school  purposes  of  the 
parcel  of  land  located  on  Pleasant  Street  as  authorized  by  action 
taken  at  the  special  town  meeting  held  March  23,  1927,  was  com¬ 
pleted  on  May  17,  1927,  through  the  receipt  from  Mr.  Fisher  of  a 
proper  deed  conveying  title  to  the  town  and  the  payment  of  the 
purchase  price. 
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Recommendation  was  made  to  the  town  in  agreement  with  the 
Finance  Commission  that  the  compensation  of  each  call  man  in  the 
Fire  Department  should  be  increased  $30  yearly  effective  as  of 
January  1,  1927,  and  that  the  balance  of  the  increase  petitioned  for 
be  provided  in  the  year  1928  effective  as  of  January  1,  1928. 

Recommendation  was  made  to  the  Town  in  agreement  with  the 
Finance  Commission  of  an  increase  in  salaries  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors  from  $1,500.  to  $2,000  be  apportioned  as  follows:  Chair¬ 
man,  $1,000,  remaining  members,  $500  each. 

New  regulations  were  adopted  making  effective  a  schedule  of 
increased  charges  with  respect  to  Highland  Cemetery  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Finance  Commission. 

The  alteration  by  widening  of  Morse  Street  was  considered. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Selectmen  of  Sharon  for  the 
perambulation  of  the  Norwood-Sharon  boundary  line  at  a  later 
date. 

The  erection  of  a  flag  pole  and  flag  at  Highland  Cemetery  was 
ordered. 

Conferences  were  held  with  the  Planning  Board  and  consideration 
and  approval  were  given  to  its  draft  of  the  proposed  zoning  by-law 
which  was  subsequently  submitted  to  the  citizens  and  adopted  at 
the  special  town  meeting  held  May  12,  1927. 

Authority  was  given  to  Chief  of  Police  Sullivan  to  grant  licenses 
to  persons  to  purchase,  rent  or  lease  pistols  and  revolvers. 

With  respect  to  Dean  Hall  and  Lithuanian  Hall  it  was  determined 
that  dance  permits  should  not  issue  for  such  entertainments  to  be 
held  on  Saturday  nights  and  that  as  to  other  week-day  nights  when 
permits  were  given  two  police  officers  should  be  in  attendance  at 
the  dances  so  authorized. 

Action  was  taken  with  respect  to  repairs  by  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  on  the  overhead  railroad 
bridge  at  Guild  Street. 

An  automatic  pedestal  traffic  signal  was  installed  at  the  inter¬ 
section  of  Walpole  and  Winter  Streets.  A  flashing  beacon  light  was 
installed  at  the  intersection  of  Nahatan  and  Prospect  Streets. 

The  deed  granting  to  the  town  an  easement  or  right  of  way  for 
all  town  and  highway  purposes  over  a  strip  of  land  fronting  on 
Washington  Street  and  extending  northerly  from  Railroad  Avenue 
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was  received  from  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  New  York,  owner, 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  its  license  for  the  conduct 
of  an  oil  and  gasoline  station  on  its  land  adjoining  the  right  of  way. 
Upon  report  from  the  law  department  that  the  deed  was  in  order 
it  was  submitted  to  the  Town  for  acceptance  and  such  acceptance 
was  voted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  December  29,  1927. 

The  request  made  by  the  school  authorities  for  the  use  by  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  reservoir  premises  for  a  hockey  field  was  considered 
and  it  was  determined  that  such  use  involved  a  potential  health 
menace  as  regards  the  water  supply  and  that  it  would  not  be 
approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Health,  the  request  was 
refused.  Appropriate  action  was  also  taken  to  safeguard  the 
premises. 

A  Christmas  tree  donated  by  Post  70,  American  Legion,  was 
erected  and  maintained  in  Memorial  Park  during  the  Christmas 
season. 

On  May  21st,  1927,  the  following  were  appointed  as  an  advisory 
committee  to  consider  and  report  to  the  Selectmen  with  recom¬ 
mendations  as  to  changes  in  the  by-laws  relating  to  buildings  as 
regards  the  prevention  of  fires  and  the  preservation  of  life,  viz: 
Forrest  M.  Douglas,  James  H.  Murphy,  Carroll  P.  Nead,  Eli  M. 
Chamberlain  and  James  E.  Pendergast. 

The  respective  rights  of  the  Town  and  the  land  owners  as  to  the 
existing  main  drain  southerly  from  Railroad  Avenue  through  Cur¬ 
ran  and  Fahey  lands,  being  a  1906  lay-out,  were  investigated  and 
advice  obtained  from  the  law  department. 

The  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  Municipal  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  building  on  Central  Street  and  the  purchase  of  additional 
equipment  for  the  department  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $1,800  were 
approved. 

A  new  heating  plant  at  the  Central  Fire  Station  was  authorized 
through  use  of  available  funds. 

The  purchase  of  a  new  motor  cycle  for  the  Police  Department 
through  use  of  available  funds  was  authorized. 

The  fee  for  a  license  to  maintain  a  marquee  over  a  public  way 
was  fixed  at  $10. 

The  purchase  of  the  automatic  over  head  traffic  signals  as  main¬ 
tained  on  Washington  Street  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Guild 
Street  was  authorized. 
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St.  George  Avenue  was  re-numbered  to  accord  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  by-laws. 

The  interest  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  in  the  forty-four  steel  poles  on  Washington  Street  in  the 
business  sesction,  in  which  poles  the  Town  hold  equal  interest 
through  the  Municipal  Light  Department,  was  purchased  for  the 
Town  for  the  sum  of  $660  subject  to  certain  future  use  by  that 
company  after  considerable  negotiation  with  the  officials  as  to 
character  and  extent  of  the  use  by  the  town  and  now  defined  in 
the  agreement  of  sale. 

An  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Street  Railway  Company  and  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  as  to  the  cost,  use  and  maintenance  of  a  new 
line  of  fourteen  poles  jointly  owned  with  the  Municipal  Light 
Department  of  the  Town  to  take  the  place  of  an  old  line  of  poles 
and  joint  and  identical  locations  in  place  of  the  old  locations  were 
granted  for  the  new  poles  and  wires  and  fixtures. 

At  the  request  of  the  Building  Inspector  we  joined  with  the  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Building  Inspector  in  hearings 
given  by  the  Building  Inspector  on  the  petition  of  Witton  Levis  for 
a  laundry  building  permit  on  premises  on  Cottage  Street  which 
Mr.  Levis  contemplated  purchasing  and  approved  the  refusal  by  the 
Building  Inspector  to  issue  a  permit. 

The  amount  apportioned  by  the  County  Commissioners  to  Nor¬ 
wood  for  the  care,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Norfolk  County 
Hospital  was  $6,386.07. 

Consideration  was  given  and  recommendation  was  made  to  the 
Town  as  to  the  purchase  from  Hon.  W.  Cameron  Forbes  of  19  acres 
of  land  located  on  the  westerly  side  of  Everett  Street  for  gravel  pit 
purposes  at  $700  an  acre.  Action  at  the  Town  Meeting  at  which 
the  matter  was  presented  was  adverse  to  the  purchase. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  establishment  of  a  building  line 
on  Washington  Street  from  East  Hoyle  Street  to  Lenox  Street  on 
the  easterly  side  making  a  set  back  as  proposed  of  414  to  5  feet. 

On  April  5,  1927,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  act  in  an  advisory 
capacity  to  the  Selectmen  with  respect  to  their  duties  as  park  com¬ 
missioners  in  the  matter  of  providing,  using  and  controlling  play¬ 
grounds  as  follows,  viz:  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Chairman  of  Select¬ 
men;  Frederick  A.  Cleveland,  Chairman  of  School  Committee;  Dr. 
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Harold  G.  Matters,  President  of  Board  of  Governors  of  Norwood 
Civic  Association;  Mrs.  Lucille  W.  Riemer  and  Miss  Maude  A. 
Shattuck.  This  committee  organized  by  choosing  Mrs.  Reimer  as 
Chairman  and  Miss  Shattuck  as  Secretary.  Playgrounds  were  estab¬ 
lished  at  the  Balch,  Shattuck  and  Winslow  Schools  and  at  the 
Fisher  lot. 

The  wage  scale  policy  adopted  as  a  five-year  program  for  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  calling  for  a  minimum  salary  of  $1,500. 
and  a  maximum  salary  of  $2,000.  for  permanent  men  other  than 
the  Chief  and  Sergeant  of  the  Police  Department  and  the  Chief  of 
the  Fire  Department  was  determined  to  be  worthy  of  continuance. 

The  purchase  of  a  squad  wagon  with  water  pump  attachment  and 
of  pumping  equipment  of  capacity  of  not  more  than  150  gallons  per 
minute  for  use  of  the  Fire  Department  was  approved. 

The  amount  fixed  by  the  Division  of  Local  Taxation,  State 
Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  for  which  the  surety 
bond  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  would  be 
approved  for  $46,660. 

From  time  to  time  as  occasion  required  deeds  for  lots  in  High¬ 
land  Cemetery  were  approved  and  ordered  to  be  delivered. 

Warrants  for  the  payment  of  all  expenses  of  the  conduct  of  the 
various  departments  under  our  charge  were  regularly  issued. 

Approval  of  various  note  issues  and  sales  of  notes  was  given  as 
provided  by  law. 

Soldiers’  relief  payments  were  authorized. 

A  list  of  citizens  qualified  for  jury  duty  was  prepared  and  is 
appended. 

Warrants  were  prepared  for  the  annual  and  for  special  town 
meetings  containing  articles  appropriate  for  action  as  to  matters 
to  be  considered  as  determined  by  us  or  as  petitioned  for  and  the 
meetings  so-called  were  duly  held  thereunder. 

Election  officers  were  appointed  for  service  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

Grand  and  traverse  jurors  were  drawn  upon  notice  given  as 
required  by  law. 

Water  rates  were  abated  where  good  reasons  for  such  action 
were  shown. 
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Band  concerts  were  arranged  and  given  at  the  Elks’  Park  in 
accordance  with  the  appropriation  therefor. 

Joint  locations  were  granted  to  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  and  to  the  Municipal  Light  Department  for  35 
poles  on  Nahatan  Street  and  7  poles  on  Fulton  Street. 

The  following  citizens  were  appointed  an  advisory  committee  on 
public  safety,  viz:  Carl  A.  Johnson,  Robert  E.  Costello,  George  H. 
O’Brien,  Charles  J.  Rich,  William  H.  Sullivan,  and  John  J.  Hannigan 
and  rendered  excellent  service. 

The  extension  of  Plimpton  Avenue  was  considered. 

On  October  20,  1927  the  boundary  line  between  Norwood  and 
Walpole  was  perambulated. 

Selectmen  Dalton  and  Baker  acted  as  a  committee  on  exercises 
in  the  matter  of  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Memorial 
Municipal  Building. 

On  July  12,  1927,  rules  and  regulations  were  adopted  for  the 
operation  of  carriages  and  other  vehicles  on  public  ways  effective 
on  July  19,  1927  at  9  a.m.  These  rules  and  regulations  were  as 
completely  notified  and  widely  published  as  was  proper  and  desir¬ 
able  to  acquaint  the  public  of  their  existence.  Angle  parking  on 
Washington  Street  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Guild  Street  was 
abolished  and  warning  signs  and  markings  permitting  parallel 
parking  only  were  placed  in  that  section. 

It  was  voted  not  to  proceed  with  the  claim  against  Albert  W. 
Lyon  as  to  injuries  received  by  Martin  King  while  engaged  as  a 
town  employee  as  Mr.  King  released  the  Town  from  all  claims  for 
compensation. 

Winter  employment  in  the  Public  Works  Department  had  con¬ 
sideration. 

Action  was  taken  in  the  interest  of  the  citizens  regulating  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  booths  for  the  display  and  sale  of  fire 
works  for  the  Fourth  of  July  holiday  and  the  period  of  sale. 

In  the  matter  of  a  levy  by  the  assessors  of  assessments  on 
meadow  land  in  the  Neponset  River  section  based  upon  alleged 
benefits  resulting  from  the  improvement  work  performed  by  the 
State  the  assessors  were  advised  that  there  appeared  to  be  no 
benefit  which  would  justify  an  assessment. 
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Quarters  were  provided  by  rental  for  the  local  company  of  the 
National  Guard  at  the  Norwood  Civic  Association  building. 

A  gravel  sidewalk  was  ordered  on  the  southerly  side  of  Winter 
Street  along  the  Shattuck  Park  frontage. 

Considerable  attention  was  given  by  the  Selectmen  acting  as  a 
board  of  survey  to  the  location  of  a  way  extending  through  private 
property  from  Walpole  Street  at  Bond  Street  to  Nichols  Street  also 
to  the  question  of  action  being  taken  by  the  town  looking  to  the 
establishment  of  the  exterior  lines  of  the  way  as  located  and  shown 
on  the  plan  prepared,  approved  and  filed  following  public  hearings 
held  as  provided  by  law.  It  was  determined  in  view  of  the  estimated 
expense  involved  that  further  action  in  the  matter  be  postponed. 

Street  widenings  were  considered  with  respect  to  the  intersection 
of  Prospect  Street  and  Upland  Road  and  Clapboardtree  Street  and 
Upland  Road. 

The  hearing  held  by  the  legislative  committee  on  the  bill  pre¬ 
sented  with  the  special  report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
to  the  Legislature  relative  to  the  extension  of  the  Metropolitan 
Sewerage  System  in  the  valley  of  the  Neponset  River,  at  which 
the  case  for  Norwood  was  presented,  was  followed  by  a  report  and 
action  referring  the  matter  to  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature 
to  be  held  in  1928.  This  important  matter  will  have  the  attention 
of  the  town  officials  at  that  time. 

Conclusion 

The  activities  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  year  1927  were  constant 
and  as  varied  and  important  as  in  recent  past  years  as  may  be 
appreciated  to  some  extent  at  least  from  the  foregoing  resume. 
The  Selectmen  were  appreciative  of  the  support,  co-operation  and 
consideration  shown  by  their  fellow  officials  and  the  citizens  gene¬ 
rally  and  hope  to  merit  a  continuance  in  the  year  now  beginning.

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report 
together  with  the  statement  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax 
levy  for  the  year  1927. 

Organization,  April  1,  1927 

Patrick  J.  Lydon  was  elected  as  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pender- 
gast  as  Clerk. 


Assistant  Assessors 

George  L.  Banks,  Benjamin  Paddleford,  Edmund  H.  Sullivan, 
Robert  B.  Oldham,  Eugene  L.  Murphy,  Albert  W.  Tafuse  and 
Michael  J.  Lydon  were  appointed  by  vote  of  the  Board  under  au¬ 
thority  of  Town  Meeting  to  serve  for  the  period  of  thirty  days  or 
such  shorter  period  as  the  Board  of  Assessors  may  determine. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1927 

The  table  of  comparison  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith 
exhibits  the  differences  as  to  the  years  1926  and  1927. 

On  August  9,  1927  it  was  voted  that  the  tax  rate  for  the  year 
1927  be  determined  as  $29.00  per  thousand. 

It  was  also  voted  at  this  meeting  that  no  assessments  should  be 
levied  as  a  Special  Assessment  against  individual  parcels  of  land 
in  the  Neponset  Valley  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expense 
which  the  Town  has  been  called  upon  to  pay  because  no  special 
benefit  can  be  found  to  exist. 

Filing  of  Statements 

The  Board  of  Assessors  at  this  time  wish  to  call  to  the  attention 
of  all  taxpayers  the  responsibility  placed  upon  each  taxpayer  under 
the  Law  with  regard  to  the  filing  of  statements  of  property  taxable 
in  each  year. 

The  Law  directs  a  mandatory  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  the 
matter  of  abatements  of  taxes  where  application  is  made  by  the 
taxpayer  after  the  15th  day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  Board  of 
Assessors  are  permitted  to  abate  only  as  the  Law  directs.  If  the 
taxpayer  would  file  an  early  statement  and  before  the  15th  day  of 
May  it  would  save,  in  all  cases  in  question,  the  requirement  of  the 
doomage  as  directed  by  Law.

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Contagious  Diseases 

The  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  with  respect  to 
isolation  and  quarantine  in  December  1926  appeared  to  have  pro¬ 
duced  very  favorable  results. 

Good  control  has  been  had  in  the  greater  number  of  the  qua¬ 
rantine  cases.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  both  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever  show  a  considerable  reduction  against  the  preceding  years; 
of  this  reduction  as  obtained,  even  though  the  practice  to  hospitalize 
cases  of  these  diseases  has  been  almost  wholly  discontinued. 

Garbage  Collections 

A  new  contract  was  entered  into  during  the  year  1927  covering 
the  period  of  three  years.  The  collections  have  been  more  satis¬ 
factory  under  the  new  contract.  Householders  who  have  reason  to 
complain  of  conditions  are  requested  to  bring  their  complaint  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  steps  will  be  taken  to 
correct  any  failure  to  collect  garbage. 

The  reports  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk,  Public  Health  Nurse  and 
Eye  and  Dental  clinics  are  submitted  herewith.

89  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  and  for 
number  of  bacteria  per  c.c. 

81  samples  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  alone. 

58  samples  for  number  of  bacteria  per  c.c.  alone. 

The  results  of  examination  show  the  milk  examined  to  be  of  a 
very  good  quality  averaging  considerably  above  the  standard  re¬ 
quired  by  the  State  and  in  a  clean,  wholesome  condition  with  a  very 
low  average  bacteria  count. 

Eighty-three  dairies  supplying  milk  to  Norwood  were  inspected 
and  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 


At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  January  16,  1928,  Mr. 
John  J.  Coakley  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Finance  Commission 
for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

The  Finance  Commission  for  the  year  1928  was  organized  with 
Mr.  Charles  J.  Prescott  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Fred  R.  Ellis  as 
Clerk.  Mr6.  Clarissa  G.  Maier  was  elected  as  Executive  Secretary. 

During  the  past  year  the  Finance  Commission  has  as  in  previous 
years,  held  regular  meetings  on  nearly  every  Fx-iday  night  and  have 
endeavored  to  function  as  a  consti’uctive  commission  in  a  co-opera¬ 
tive  manner  rather  than  as  a  Board  of  Critics. 

On  account  of  the  many  urgent  and  increased  demands  which 
are  being  made  from  all  parts  of  the  Town,  it  has  been  necessary 
for  this  commission  to  carefully  consider  all  requests  for  appro¬ 
priations  and  in  exercising  our  judgment  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  Town,  we  have  not  considered  it  advisable  to  recommend  some 
appropriations  as  originally  submitted.  We  are  still  unanimously 
of  the  opinion  that  the  citizens  should  follow  the  policy  of  “Pay 
as  we  go,”  as  defined  by  well  known  authorities  on  Taxation  and 
Budget  procedure.  The  progress  made  in  this  policy  is  clearly  set 
forth  by  the  following  figures,  showing  the  amounts  put  into  our 
budget  items,  which  heretofore  were  largely  borrowed  for.

Dear  Sirs: 

The  nineteenth  annual  report  of  the  law  department  covering  the 
year  1927  is  submitted  in  the  following  form. 

It  furnishes  information  in  a  summarized  way  as  to  the  more 
important  activities.  A  supplementary  report  detailing  in  chrono¬ 
logical  form  all  services  rendered  is  also  submitted  for  the  files. 

The  activities  of  the  department  included  advice  and  opinions  to 
various  officials,  attention  to  court  matters,  attendance  at  meetings 
and  hearings,  preparation  of  papers,  numerous  conferences  with 
town  officials  and  others,  extensive  correspondence,  study  of  docu¬ 
ments  and  papers,  title  searches,  views,  attention  to  law  questions 
and  problems  arising  during  the  course  of  the  year  in  the  conduct 
of  the  business  of  the  Town  through  its  several  departments. 

Advice  and  such  other  assistance  as  was  requested  were  fur¬ 
nished  on  matters  submitted  by  the  following  departments  and 
officials,  viz:  Selectmen,  as  such  and  as  Park  Commissioners  and 
Board  of  Survey,  Finance  Commission,  School  Committee,  Planning 
Board,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Trustees  of  the 
Morrill  Memorial  Library,  Board  of  Relief,  Registrars  of  Voters, 
Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Appeal,  General  Manager,  Town 
Clerk  and  Accountant,  Building  Inspector,  Senior  High  School 
Building  Committee,  Municipal  Memorial  Building  Committee  and 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 


Litigation 

Atwood  Suit 

The  petition  of  Alfred  L.  Atwood  for  a  jury  to  assess  the  amount 
of  his  damages  as  owner  resulting  from  the  taking  for  the  Town 
for  school  purposes  of  a  parcel  of  his  land  bounded  northwesterly  by 
a  proposed  street  shown  as  Cleveland  Street  on  the  plan  of  the 
taking  was  pending  for  trial  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  the 
Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County.  Mr.  Atwood  claimed  that 
$1,500.  the  amount  awarded  was  inadequate.  A  compromise  settle¬ 
ment  was  reached  by  the  terms  of  which  an  adjoining  parcel  of 
land  was  deeded  to  the  town  together  with  the  parcel  of  land  in 
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question  and  Mr.  Atwood  was  paid  the  sum  of  $2,300.  This  settle¬ 
ment  which  was  developed  by  friendly  negotiations  between  the 
Selectmen  as  represented  by  their  Clerk,  Mr.  Pendergast,  and  Mr. 
Atwood  was  the  result  of  the  very  frank  and  fair  attitude  of  Mr. 
Atwood  to  compose  honest  differences  as  to  the  proper  amount  of 
damages  to  be  paid  and  had  the  approval  of  those  who  were 
assisting  the  Selectmen  and  law  department  in  preparing  the  case 
for  trial.  Action  by  the  Town  with  respect  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
additional  land  thus  obtained  was  sought  and  secured  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  December  29th,  1927. 

Pelham  Suits 

Eva  H.  Pelham  and  George  W.  Pelham,  her  husband,  of  Wollas¬ 
ton  District,  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  respectively  brought  actions 
of  tort  against  the  Town  on  April  27th,  1927,  in  the  Superior  Court 
for  Norfolk  County  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage 
stated  in  unwarrantable  large  sums  and  alleged  to  have  been  sus¬ 
tained  in  an  automobile  accident  in  October,  1926,  on  Dean  Street, 
due  to  a  defective  condition  created  by  oil  on  the  street. 

These  cases  were  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  should  be 
reached  for  jury  trial  during  the  year  1928.  The  Town  acting 
through  this  department  has  denied  liability  for  the  accident  based 
upon  an  extensive  investigation  of  the  facts. 

Claims 

Various  claims  against  the  Town  of  minor  character  had  con¬ 
sideration  and  upon  facts  developed  through  investigations  and 
reports  made  advice  was  given  and  followed  that  they  should  not 
be  recognized. 

The  claim  made  by  the  Town  against  one  B.  B.  Terrill  for  damage 
to  an  automobile  of  the  Town  through  collision  in  Walpole  on  May 
21st,  1927,  was  settled  by  this  department  by  compromise  with  the 
approval  of  the  General  Manager  for  the  sum  of  $65  through 
negotiation  with  the  Liberty  Mutual  Insurance  Company  which 
insured  Mr.  Terrill  with  respect  to  his  legal  liability  for  damages 
of  the  character  in  question. 

A  claim  against  Michael  F.  Connors  of  Boston  for  automobile 
property  damage  in  a  small  amount  is  pending  and  this  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  directed  by  the  General  Manager  to  bring  suit  to 
enforce  collection  of  the  claim. 

Action  to  enforce  for  the  benefit  of  Martin  King,  a  town  em¬ 
ployee,  the  liability  of  Albert  W.  Lyon  for  personal  injuries  sus¬ 
tained  by  King  while  engaged  in  street  work  on  Washington  Street 
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on  April  9th,  1927,  when  struck  by  an  automobile  operated  by  Lyon 
was  directed,  but  upon  a  waiver  of  his  compensation  claim  against 
the  Town  and  a  suitable  release  suit  was  not  brought. 

Miscellaneous 

The  following  matters  which  received  attention  appear  to  be  of 
sufficient  importance  to  warrant  a  place  in  this  report  in  the  form 
stated  and  indicate  the  character  and  extent  of  the  activities  of  the 
law  department  which  of  necessity  are  largely  for  the  guidance  of 
the  officials  in  the  performance  of  their  extensive  and  varied  duties.

As  to  the  wooden  pole  line  in  which  the  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany,  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  and 
the  Town  through  its  Municipal  Light  Department  were  jointly 
interested  certain  new  poles  were  set  and  certain  other  poles  were 
relocated,  necessitating  changes  and  consideration  of  the  propor¬ 
tions  in  which  the  respective  parties  would  contribute  to  the  cost 
and  maintenance  of  the  poles.  After  extended  negotiations  a  new 
agreement  amending  the  existing  agreement  was  made  whereby 
the  proportions  should  be  the  same  as  before.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  FOR  THE  YEAR  1927 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

It  has  been  our  pleasure  to  report  for  some  years  past  an  increase 
in  circulation  over  each  preceding  year.  This  has  shown  a  mode¬ 
rate  but  steady  growth  in  the  usefulness  of  the  Library  to  all  parts 
of  the  community  but  the  astounding  increase  for  1927  over  1926 
of  7,784  volumes,  bringing  the  total  circulation  for  the  year  up  to 
90,166  volumes,  only  goes  to  show  that  the  establishment  by  the 
Trustees  of  branch  libraries  in  several  of  our  public  schools,  with¬ 
out  additional  cost  to  the  town,  together  with  the  work  which 
the  Library  is  doing  in  connection  with  the  higher  grades  in  our 
school  system,  was  exceedingly  wise  in  its  conception.  For  it  has 
made  our  Public  Library  not  only  a  source  of  pleasure  and  infor¬ 
mative  reading  for  the  general  public  but,  in  addition,  has  made  it 
a  workshop  auxiliary  to  our  educational  system,  and  thus  augurs 
for  increased  circulation  and  usefulness  in  the  years  to  come,  an 
end  to  which  your  Trustees  and  the  Library  staff  are  bending  their 
endeavors.  In  this  way  is  the  Library  becoming  better  known  and 
more  widely  used. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Library  received  the  Warren 
H.  Cudworth  Memorial  Collection,  consisting  of  a  splendid  library 
of  classical  authors  and  other  works,  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Mr.  Cudworth.  It  also  received  the  sum  of  $500.  from  the  same 
source,  to  be  known  as  the  Cudworth  Fund  for  Encouraging  the 
Use  of  Pure  English,  the  income  of  this  fund  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books  especially  connected  with  the  purpose  expressed 
in  the  title  of  the  fund. 

Beginning  in  the  early  summer,  the  Trustees  have  been  devoting 
much  attention  to  the  preparation  of  tentative  plans  and  estimates 
for  the  proposed  addition  to  the  Library,  for  the  erection  of  which 
the  necessary  funds  were  provided  through  the  bequest  of  the  late 
Mrs.  Alice  H.  Plimpton.  These  efforts  have  reached  their  fruition 
in  the  appointment  of  the  building  committee  authorized  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  December  28th,  1927,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  committee  will  be  able  to  complete  the  necessary  details  so  that 
the  work  may  commence  in  the  early  spring. 

Fortunately  the  mutilation  of  books  rarely  occurs.  When  it  does 
occur,  however,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  see  that  the 
offender  is  punished.  Lately  a  case  has  been  in  the  court  covering 
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the  mutilation  of  several  reference  books  by  a  boy  and  the  Court 
has  ordered  that  the  matter  be  settled  to  the  full  satisfaction  of 
the  Trustees.  In  addition  to  this  incident  another  case  occurred  in 
which  an  adult  mutilated  two  books  and  was  forced  to  make 
restitution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  GAME  WARDEN 

February  1,  1928. 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 

Attention  of  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill. 

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Town  Game  Warden. 

Attention  has  been  given  the  enforcement  of  the  Statutes  relating 
to  Fish  and  Game  during  the  past  year.  I  have  been  out  upon  the 
fishing  streams  and  ponds  and  lands  frequented  by  game  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-three  days. 

I  have  found  it  necessary  on  two  occasions  to  ask  for  complaints 
against  persons  for  violation  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Laws.  These 
complaints  were  brought  before  the  District  Court  of  Northern 
Norfolk  and  both  were  fined. 

There  appears  to  have  been  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of 
pheasants.  There  appears  to  be  a  small  increase  in  quail,  about 
ten  per  cent  of  the  previous  year. 

There  has  been  a  five-year  lease  or  agreement  with  the  Proprie¬ 
tors  of  the  New  Pond  and  the  Department  of  Conservation  into 
which  continues  the  conditions  that  persons  fishing  in  the  New 
Pond  must  have  a  State  License  or  conform  to  the  other  provisions 
of  the  Law. 

The  Department  of  Conservation  have  placed  fourteen  hundred 
white  perch  in  the  New  Pond  on  April  5,  1927. 

The  Department  of  Conservation  have  re-stocked  the  following 
brooks: 

Germany  and  Ellis  Brooks,  with  trout,  on  April  9,  1927. 

There  seems  to  be  very  few  partridges  in  Norwood  being  a 
smaller  number  than  the  past  two  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


At  the  last  March  town  meeting  an  appropriation  of  $2500  was 
made  to  enable  the  School  Committee  to  employ  experts  to  inquire 
into  Junior  High  School  needs  and  submit  a  plan  to  relieve  the 
pressure  on  that  part  of  the  system.  When  this  matter  was  gone 
into,  however,  it  was  found  that  the  Junior  High  School  problem 
was  only  a  part  of  a  more  general  one.  Therefore  an  arrange¬ 
ment  was  made  for  the  employment  of  Dr.  Jesse  B.  Davis  with 
authority  to  employ  such  assistants  as  he  might  find  desirable  to 
make  a  study  of  the  whole  system — especially  as  bearing  on  the

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question  of  building  shortage  and  the  adequacy  of  the  educational 
system  to  meet  the  local  community  needs.  The  first  two  sections 
of  Dr.  Davis’  report  are  included  herewith  for  the  infoi'mation  of 
citizens. 

It  seemed  desirable  to  continue  the  statistical  data  that  has  been 
prepared  from  year  to  year  and  to  make  certain  comments  on 
matters  not  mentioned  in  the  reports  of  the  experts  and  in  the 
reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Department  Heads. 

Increased  Population  and  School  Membership:  It  is  necessary 
only  to  look  at  Table  I  to  understand  why  it  is  that  Norwood  High 
School  demands  have  run  so  far  ahead  of  all  expectations.  The 
fact  as  brought  out  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  is  that  the 
enrollment  in  the  Norwood  High  School  has  increased  375%,  and  in 
the  Junior  High  School  218%  as  against  a  population  increase  of 
50%  since  1912  has  already  been  commented  upon  in  other  reports. 
In  Dr.  Davis’  report  an  estimate  is  made  as  to  what  will  be  the 
future  increase.  It  is  obvious  that  this  higher  ratio  of  increase  in 
the  High  School  cannot  continue.  The  fact  is  that  not  only  in 
Norwood,  but  throughout  the  country,  little  attention  was  given 
to  the  secondary  educational  needs  of  others  than  those  who  were 
going  to  college.  The  rapid  increase  is  largely  due  to  the  inclu¬ 
sion  in  the  school  program  of  instruction  to  other  groups  with  the 
result  that  a  very  much  larger  percentage  of  pupils  enrolled  as 
elementary  pupils  continue  in  the  system  in  the  higher  grades  than 
heretofore.  Whether  or  not  this  curriculum  has  produced  educa¬ 
tional  results  that  warrant  the  expenditure  is  a  question  discussed 
later  in  this  report. 

Enrollment  by  Grades:  Statistics  of  enrollment  by  grades  are 
shown  as  Table  II  of  this  report;  this  table  also  shows  the  losses 
from  the  system  in  going  from  grade  to  grade.  From  this  state¬ 
ment  it  will  be  seen  that  the  losses  are  very  small.  A  further 
study  has  been  made  by  Professor  Blair,  as  shown  in  the  report  of 
experts  attached.  From  this  it  appears  that  the  percentage  of  the 
total  in  each  grade,  after  the  seventh  grade  has  been  reached,  is 
much  higher  in  Norwood  than  is  shown  by  the  reports  of  the 
National  Bureau  of  Education.  For  the  country  as  a  whole  the 
percentage  of  the  total  enrollment  in  grades  one  to  three  inclusive 
is  37.7%;  for  grades  four  to  six  inclusive  31.5%;  for  grades  seven 
to  nine  inclusive  21.8%;  and  for  grades  ten  to  twelve  inclusive 
9.1%.  In  the  Norwood  system,  the  percentage  in  the  three  lowest 
grades  is  27.7%  as  against  37.7%  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  This 
probably  is  accounted  for  by  the  introduction  of  the  parochial 
school  and  by  the  fact  of  the  larger  numbers  who  continue  in  the 
system  higher  up.  In  the  second  group  (grades  four  to  six)  the 
percentages  are  almost  exactly  the  same.  In  the  Junior  High

School,  however,  Norwood  has  4.6%  larger  attendance  than  for 
the  country  at  large,  and  in  the  Senior  High  School,  Norwood  has 
15.1%  as  compared  with  9.1% — a  difference  of  6%.  This  means 
that  we  have  180  more  pupils  in  the  Senior  High  than  would  be  if 
we  followed  the  average  for  the  systems  reporting.  It  seems 
probable  that  this  percentage  will  continue  to  increase  until  a 
normal  has  been  reached — having  in  mind  the  fact  that  we  have 
been  gradually  approaching  that  normal  over  a  period  of  years. 
After  that  normal  has  been  reached  it  is  not  to  be  assumed  that 
the  increase  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  will  be  any 
more  rapid  than  in  the  elementary  grades.  Therefore,  we  may 
assume  that  very  soon  we  will  strike  a  dead  level,  so  to  speak, 
in  the  secondary  schools — as  we  have  already  done  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school — where  the  percentage  of  increase  in  the  school  pop¬ 
ulation  is  almost  the  same  as  the  percentage  of  increase  in  pop¬ 
ulation. 

Reasons  for  Leaving  School:  Last  year  a  study  was  made  of 
losses  in  going  from  grade  to  grade.  The  result  is  shown  in  Table 

III.

Analyses  of  records  were  not  made  this  year  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  demand  on  the  clerical  force  has  been  unusually  large  during  the 
last  three  months  for  the  preparation  of  the  special  material  called 
for  in  the  report  of  the  experts.  However,  from  Table  II  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  number  lost  from  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools 
was  much  smaller  than  the  year  before.  In  1926  the  loss  from  the 
Senior  High  School  was  119,  whereas  in  1927  it  was  only  56;  in  1926 
the  loss  from  the  Junior  High  School  was  77,  whereas  the  loss 
during  the  current  year  was  only  53.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  it  has  been  more  difficult  to  find  employment  and 
therefore  a  greater  inducement  to  remain  in  the  school  system. 

Estimated  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  Requirements  for  the 

Next  Five  Years:  Estimate  requirements  must  necessarily  shift 
from  year  to  year  —  because  of  the  changing  conditions  as  • 
these  present  themselves  in  actual  situations  as  they  arise.  How¬ 
ever,  such  estimates  are  useful;  and  for  the  nearby  years  they  are 
absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  make  plans  for  teachers,  seatings 
and  the  adjustments  between  districts  and  between  the  several  parts 
of  the  system.  This  estimate  shows  that  from  all  of  the  facts  pre¬ 
sented  and  inquiries  made  the  class  coming  into  the  Senior  High 
School  will  be  larger  than  before  and  that  an  increase  of  about  100 
will  have  to  be  provided  for  there.  It  also  seems  obvious  that  an 
increase  of  about  50  will  have  to  be  arranged  for  in  the  Junior 
High  School. 

Increasing  Cost  of  Operation:  A  careful  study  has  been  made  of 
the  cost  of  operation,  both  direct  and  indirect.  These  analyses  are 
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shown  as  Tables  IV  to  VII  inclusive.  Comparisons  of  these  costs 
are  made  in  terms  of  percentages  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the 
experts.  From  the  tables  shown  below  it  will  be  seen  that  the  in¬ 
creases  in  salaries  have  been  very  large  when  extended  over  a 
period  of  15  years;  but  that  at  the  present  time  the  salary  schedules 
have  been  stabilized  at  a  point  found  necessary  in  order  to  protect 
the  system  against  too  great  a  loss  of  teachers  going  to  other 
places  where  higher  salaries  are  paid.  A  comparison  of  cost 
per  pupil  with  other  towns  having  about  the  some  population  is 
shown  in  Table  VIII.  The  comparisons  made  in  the  report  of  the 
experts  are  on  the  basis  of  valuation  per  pupil  instead  of  popula¬ 
tion.  Both  of  these  indicate  that  the  elementary  school  costs  are 
about  the  same  for  Norwood  as  in  other  towns  in  the  same  popula¬ 
tion  class  but  not  in  the  same  valuation  class. 

Since  the  new  Senior  High  School  was  built  the  cost  to  the  town 
has  increased.  The  increase  in  the  cost  to  the  town  per  pupil  has 
been  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  this  school  building  is  one  which 
provides  all  of  the  general  facilities  needed  for  a  much  larger 
school — in  fact,  adequate  for  a  school  of  1800  pupils,  or  a  town 
more  than  twice  the  size  of  Norwood.  As  classrooms  are  added 
to  the  structure,  this  overhead  cost  per  pupil  will  be  correspond¬ 
ingly  reduced. 

School  Building  Needs:  The  school  building  needs  are  fully  gone 
into  in  the  special  reports  mentioned.  The  estimates  heretofore 
made  have  been  based  on  a  five-year  perspective.  This  did  not  bring 
into  the  picture  all  of  the  elements  which  should  be  considered 
when  planning  a  program  that  would  finally  reach  every  part  of 
the  system.  Dr.  Davis  in  his  report  has  taken  a  fifteen  year  per¬ 
spective,  having  in  mind  establishing  an  average  outlay  from 
year  to  year  in  order  to  meet  the  present  and  prospective  require¬ 
ments  until  the  whole  system  would  be  developed  to  meet  the 
demands  of  every  section  of  the  town.  From  his  report  it  would 
seem  that  an  average  expenditure  of  about  $100,000  a  year  would 
be  required  in  order  to  fully  equip  Norwood  with  buildings  and 
educational  equipment — in  which  it  is  contemplated  that  ultimately 
the  antiquated  buildings  would  be  done  away  with  and  every  grade 
of  pupils  would  be  adequately  housed.  This  plan  carries  with  it  an 
assumption  of  growth,  viz. — that  at  the  end  of  fifteen  years  Nor¬ 
wood  would  be  a  community  of  22,000.  In  case  the  community 
grows  faster  than  is  estimated  it  is  obvious  that  the  building  needs 
would  be  correspondingly  enlarged.  It  appears,  however,  that  val¬ 
uations  have  increased  more  rapidly  than  has  the  population — 
although  it  has  not,  during  the  last  ten  years,  kept  up  with  the 
increase  in  school  registration;  assuming  that  the  school  registra¬ 
tion  is  going  to  reach  a  point  at  which  increases  in  pupils  to  be

Questions  Raised  by  Citizens  About  Our  School  System  and  Its 
Operation:  Two  very  closely  related  questions  have  been  asked 
time  and  again  about  our  school  system  and  its  operation.  Although 
variously  phrased,  this  is  their  meaning:  (1)  Is  our  school  system 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  town?  (2)  Are  our  schools  being 
efficiently  managed?  An  answer  to  these  basic  questions  re- 
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quires  (a)  that  we  get  clearly  before  us  a  picture  of  the  kind  of 
community  our  schools  are  to  serve;  (b)  the  kind  of  school  system 
now  in  operation;  and  (c)  such  facts  as  will  enable  us  to  think 
about  educational  results. 

These  are  subjects  that  are  gone  into  in  the  special  reports  of 
Dr.  Davis  and  Professor  Blair  and  have  been  discussed  in  the 
local  press.  However,  there  is  one  aspect  of  the  question  of 
efficiency  that  has  not  been  discussed  by  them  which  seems  de¬ 
serving  of  mention,  namely:  The  question  as  to  whether  the  school 
system  is  keeping  boys  and  girls  in  the  High  School  who  could 
better  be  occupied  in  lucrative  vocations.  This  is  a  question  which 
has  been  seriously  raised  and  a  serious  attempt  has  been  made 
to  find  out  what  the  facts  are.  With  this  end  in  view,  an  analysis 
was  made  of  all  of  the  elements  entering  into  the  problem  as  it 
presents  itself  in  the  Senior  High  School.  Being  a  town  with  a 
mixed  population  in  which  there  are  many  elements,  having  dif¬ 
ferent  cultural  and  social  backgrounds,  it  seemed  desirable  in  the 
first  place  to  make  an  analysis  by  national  groups,  and  then  to 
apply  educational  tests  within  each  of  these  groups  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  the  school  system  is  reaching  each  group. 

Effectiveness  of  Instruction  as  Measured  by  Averages  in  the 
Study  of  English:  Applying  our  first  test  (what  of  the  results  of 
instruction  m  English  in  each  of  the  several  race  groups)  it  appears 
that  as  a  whole,  those  whose  parents  came  from  non-English 
speaking  countries  do  not  suffer  by  comparison.  On  the  whole 
their  averages  are  higher  in  English  than  are  the  averages  of  pupils 
of  English  speaking  groups — including  the  United  States,  Canada, 
England,  Ireland  and  Scotland.  For  example,  the  averages  for 
the  English  speaking  groups  in  English  studies  are  as  follows: 
United  States  77%,  Canada  77%,  England  76%,  Ireland  74%,  and 
Scotland  76%;  whereas  the  averages  in  English  study  for  North 
and  Central  European  groups  were  as  follows:  Austria  78%,  Fin¬ 
land  78%,  Germany  75%,  Hungary  84%,  Latvia  91%,  Lithuania 
76%,  Norway  78%,  Poland  78%,  Roumania  87%,  and  Russia  78%. 
The  lowest  averages  are  found  in  the  Italian  group. 

The  Test  of  Teaching  Methods  as  Measured  by  Results  in  Four 

Major  Studies:  Broadening  our  inquiry  to  extend  to  the  four  major 

subjects  of  the  student,  the  results  are  still  more  striking.  The 
general  averages  for  the  English  speaking  groups  are:  United 
States  77%,  Canada  77%,  England  79%,  Ireland  74%  and  Scotland 
79%;  whereas  for  the  North  and  Central  European  groups  the  gen¬ 
eral  averages  for  the  four  major  subjects  are:  Austria  79%, 
Finland  81%,  Germany  78%,  Hungary  87%,  Latvia  91%,  Lithuania 
80%,  Norway  80%,  Poland  79%,  Roumania  86%,  Russia  82%,  and 
Sweden  77%.  In  these  subjects  the  language  handicap  would  not 
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be  so  apparent.  It  would  seem  that  when  both  language  and  gen¬ 
eral  group  averages  in  the  non-English  speaking  national  and  race 
groups  are  equal  to  or  above  those  of  the  English  speaking  groups, 
it  would  seem  that  the  system  is  fairly  well  adapted  to  the  prob¬ 
lem  in  hand — from  the  elementary  grades  up  through  the  Junior 
High  School  as  well  as  in  the  Senior  High  School  itself. 

The  Test  of  the  Highest  Quartile:  Another  interesting  basis  of 
comparison  is  found  in  studentship  averages  and  the  proportion  of 
pupils  in  the  highest  fourth  in  each  group.  Using  the  same  basis 
for  comparison,  the  studentship  averages  for  the  highest  fourth  in 
the  English  speaking  group  are:  United  States  87%,  Canada  87%, 
England  85%,  Ireland  87%  and  Scotland  92%,  the  averages  of  the 
highest  quartile  in  the  North  and  Central  European  groups  men¬ 
tioned  above  are:  Austria  86%,  Germany  89%,  Hungary  91%,  Lata- 
via  91%,  Lithuania  86%,  Norway  85%,  Poland  85%,  Roumania 
86%,  Russia  87%  and  Sweden  87%.  While  the  studentship  aver¬ 
ages  do  not  differ  widely  in  the  highest  fourth,  as  is  shown,  there 
is  a  very  interesting  basis  of  comparison  when  we  take  the  per¬ 
centage  of  the  total  number  who  are  in  the  highest  fourth.  For 
the  United  States,  a  fraction  short  of  25%  are  in  the  highest 
fourth,  Canada  30%,  England  37%,  Ireland  14%.  The  average 
of  all  the  English  speaking  groups  in  the  highest  fourth  is  22%. 
The  average  of  all  the  North  and  Central  European  groups  in  the 
highest  quartile  is  40%. 

A  Challenge  Offered:  In  the  South  European  group,  Italy  is  out¬ 
standing  as  having  no  one  in  the  highest  quartile.  This  fact  clearly 
indicates  that  inquiry  should  be  made  to  determine  whether  this 
failure  has  been  due  to  the  system  (in  not  supplying  methods 
adapted  to  getting  hold  of  the  South  European  group)  or  that 
failure  is  due  to  inherited  defects  and  social  traditions. 

Other  Questions  Raised  About  the  School  System:  There  are  va¬ 
rious  other  questions  raised  about  the  school  system.  Some  of 
these  are  financial;  others  have  to  do  with  certain  aspects  of  the 
social  and  community  problems.  Questions  bearing  on  the  cost  of 
education,  the  recent  rapid  increase  in  this  cost,  how  our  cost  in 
education  compares  with  that  of  other  communities,  etc.,  will  be  left 
for  consideration  in  other  annual  reports. 

As  bearing  on  the  educational  and  community  problem,  how¬ 
ever,  brief  mention  may  here  be  made  of  three  more  pertinent  in¬ 
quiries:  (1)  are  we  giving  undue  prominence  to  athletics  and  other 
extra-curricula  activities;  (2)  should  we  spend  money  to  educate 
our  foreign  born  adults;  (3)  is  the  method  of  handling  the  back¬ 
ward  and  mentally  deficient  children  in  the  schools  one  which 
should  be  continued  or  should  the  method  be  changed. 
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Is  Undue  Prominence  Given  Athletics  and  Other  Extra-Curricula 
Activities?  In  adopting  a  “comprehensive  system”  for  public 

school  instruction,  the  School  Committee  has  followed  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  experts  as  to  what  is  best  adapted  to  achieve  the  social 
purpose  of  education.  Education  today  means  training  for  health, 
training  for  character,  training  in  cooperation  (leadership,  follow¬ 
ership  and  group  discipline),  training  in  judgment  as  well  as 
training  in  language,  history  and  mathematics  and  sciences.  No 
part  of  school  activities  contributes  more  to  health  habits,  char¬ 
acter  formation,  cooperation  and  judgment  and  the  development 
of  capacity  for  leadership  than  sports  and  other  extra-curricular 
activities — if  these  are  brought  under  adequate  supervision  and 
made  a  recognized  part  of  a  larger  cultural  program.  There  is 
always  grave  danger  that  the  public  interest  in  major  sports  may 
give  to  these  such  an  importance  as  to  make  the  educational  inter¬ 
est  subservient  to  a  sporting  element  or  local  betting  ring.  The 
School  Committee  has  sought  in  every  way  to  give  to  every  boy 
and  girl  in  Norwood  the  best  possible  training  opportunities  and 
to  make  each  part  of  the  system  complementary.  The  Athletic 
Association  was  retained,  but  every  feature  of  organized  sports  is 
subject  to  approval  of  the  school  authorities — including  supervision 
and  control  of  funds.  We  have  been  more  than  fortunate  in  having 
and  retaining  the  services  of  a  physical  training  director  who  has 
the  highest  of  ideals  and  a  capacity  for  inspiring  sportsmanlike 
conduct  as  well  as  fidelity  to  the  general  school  program.  The 
rules  laid  down  are  such  as  to  put  a  premium  on  scholarship 
as  well  as  “Character.”  The  School  Committee  has  laid  down 
higher  scholarship  requirements  even  than  those  recommended  by 
the  Massachusetts  Master’s  Association.  We  seek  to  encourage 
100%  participation  and  a  high  percentage  in  competition  for  places 
on  the  squads.  Results  speak  for  themselves.  Since  bringing  the 
sports  under  stricter  control,  increasing  numbers  have  participated 
in  “try-outs,”  and  the  average  scholarship  of  members  of  teams 
has  been  materially  raised.  Last  year  there  were  seven  honor  men 
on  the  football  and  baseball  squads.  At  the  same  time  the  school 
developed  an  unbeaten  football  team  and  a  championship  base¬ 
ball  team. 

The  conclusion  that  clean  sport  and  a  high  standard  of  scholar¬ 
ship  are  not  incompatible  with  success  in  athletics  has  back  of  it 
an  unusual  record.  The  football  team  has  not  been  beaten  since 
the  middle  of  the  season  in  1925.  Another  interesting  develop¬ 
ment  has  been  a  strong  sentiment  in  favor  of  ice-hockey.  Sixty 
boys  have  indicated  a  desire  to  enter  this  sport  if  suitable  playing 
surface  can  be  found  for  the  game. 
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Should  We  Spend  Public  Money  to  Educate  Foreign  Born  Adults? 

The  fact  is  that  Norwood  (due  to  its  industrial  situation)  has  held 
out  inducements  to  large  groups  of  persons  born  abroad — many 
of  whom  were  wholly  without  educational  opportunities.  The 
industries  have  welcomed,  even  sought  for,  illiterate  persons  to 
come  here  and  settle.  Due  to  this  fact  Norwood  has  had  a  very 
high  factor  of  illiteracy.  This  does  not  mean  that  those  who  come 
here  in  such  circumstances  are  not  desirable;  nor  does  it  mean 
that  the  children  of  these  foreign  born  parents  from  whatever 
country  they  come,  will  not  make  good  citizens.  However,  the 
upbringing  of  children  and  the  making  of  citizens  is  a  matter  in 
which  parents  and  teachers  must  share.  It  is  an  interesting  fact 
that  the  teachers  of  Norwood,  and  especially  the  principals  of  the 
several  schools,  have  established  relations  of  mutual  confidence  and 
cooperation  between  the  parents  and  the  schools.  Our  district 
principals  have  become  important  factors  in  the  life  of  the  school 
districts — as  have  also  the  Director  of  Americanization,  the  school 
nurses  and  physicians  and  the  Superintendent.  Our  Parent-Teacher 
Associations  are  doing  splendid  work  in  each  of  the  districts.  The 
best  cooperation  can  come  about  only  when  the  parents  are  able 
to  speak  English;  and  the  ability  of  a  person  of  foreign  extraction 
to  get  along  and  establish  himself  in  the  community  depends  very 
largely  on  his  capacity  to  read  and  write  and  do  simple  problems 
of  arithmetic.  One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  our  own  school 
system  is  the  evening  school  for  adults.  We  now  have  an  attend¬ 
ance  of  276 — instruction  being  under  a  special  director — one-half 
of  the  cost  of  this  work  being  paid  by  the  State. 

Our  Method  of  Handling  the  Backward  and  Mentally  Deficient 
Pupils:  Perhaps  no  subject  has  caused  more  criticism  than  has 
this.  The  School  Committee,  however,  have  pursued  the  policy 
recommended  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  In  Bulletin 
No.  7  of  the  current  year  the  following  recommendation  is  found: 

“Children  in  classes  for  retarded  will  become  in  adult  life  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  community.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Department  that 
they  should  associate  in  school  life  and  play  with  normal  children. 
They  should  attend  and  participate  in  general  assemblies,  athletic 
events  and  other  school  activities.” 

Members  of  the  School  Commitee  as  well  as  the  Superintendent 
have  made  careful  observations  of  the  playground  activities,  where 
such  classes  are  present;  and  this  is  the  unquestioned  conclusion 
reached — that  the  children  do  not  preserve  their  room  formations 
while  on  the  playground.  Children  at  undirected  play  naturally 
drift  into  friendly  and  neighborhood  groups,  so  that  the  backward 
and  mentally  deficient  join  brothers,  sisters  and  those  friendly  dis¬ 
posed.  It  it  the  joint  responsibility  of  teachers  and  parents  if 
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unfriendly  conduct  develops  and  harsh  comments  are  made  in  the 
social  bicker  of  children  in  districts  where  special  classes  are 
formed. 

As  the  matter  now  stands,  we  have  two  separate  classes  called 
“special” — one  located  in  the  Balch  School  and  the  other  in  the 
Beacon  School.  These  schools  were  selected  for  geographical 
reasons.  The  Balch  School  is  the  center  of  the  largest  population 
of  the  south  side;  the  Beacon  is  in  the  most  nearly  central  part 
of  the  north  side.  We  have  not  as  yet,  however,  found  adequate 
facilities  for  handling  the  same  problem  in  the  Junior  High 
School.  It  is  our  hope  that  when  the  system  is  better  supplied 
with  housing  “opportunity”  classes  can  be  formed  in  the  higher 
grades.

A  STUDY  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  SITUATION  IN  THE 

TOWN  OF  NORWOOD 

Each  school  building  has  been  visited  and  inspected  as  to  its 
location,  condition,  adaptability  to  modern  education,  and  possible 
future  service.  Data  has  been  secured  with  respect  to  the  present 
enrollment,  expected  increase  in  attendance,  and  efficiency  of  ad¬ 
ministration  as  to  the  housing  of  the  pupils  and  provision  for 
instruction. 

Map  studies  have  been  prepared  showing  the  home  location  of 
all  pupils  now  enrolled  in  (1)  the  Senior  High  School,  (2)  the 
Junior  High  School  grades,  (3)  grades,  4,  5,  and  6,  and  (4)  grades 
1,  2,  and  3.  To  aid  in  diagnosing  the  situation  a  map  has  been 
prepared  showing  the  location  of  all  of  the  new  homes  built  during 
the  years  1925,  1926,  and  1927.  Also  to  give  some  indication  of  the 
future  needs  of  the  primary  schools  a  sixth  map  has  been  made 
showing  the  home  location  of  all  of  the  children  born  during  the 
past  five  years. 

From  the  reports  and  studies  already  made  by  the  superintendent 
and  principals,  all  essential  information  has  been  secured  to  show 
the  growth  and  demands  for  housing  during  the  past  fifteen  years 
and  the  immediate  future.  Every  possible  aid  has  been  rendered 
most  efficiently  by  the  superintendent  and  his  assistants.  The 
situation  with  respect  to  each  building  will  be  taken  up  in  the 
following  order:  the  Senior  High  School,  the  Junior  High  School, 
and  the  elementary  schools. 

The  Senior  High  School  Building 

At  present  this  building  is  very  naturally  the  pride  of  Norwood. 
Wherever  I  meet  a  group  of  educators  or  meet  with  a  building 
committee  to  consider  a  building  program,  I  always  hear  very 
complimentary  things  said  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School. 

Its  reputation  has  very  justly  spread  through  New  England.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  the  plan  for  the  auditorium  and  other  fea¬ 
tures  so  essential  to  a  complete  school  were  not  secured  with  the 
first  appropriation.  It  is  proverbially  true  that  when  this  is  not 
done,  the  plant  is  not  completed  until  all  other  local  demands  are 
met.  By  that  time  the  building  is  apt  to  become  old,  and  the  en¬ 
thusiasm  for  completing  it  has  been  lost.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
Norwood  will  not  repeat  this  procedure  and  permit  the  present 
situation  to  continue  long. 

The  Present  Situation:  The  program  of  studies  now  in  operation 
at  the  Senior  High  School  calls  for  the  daily  use  of  an  auditorium, 
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for  a  music  department  and  such  facilities  as  the  original  plans 
provided.  If  this  portion  of  the  building  were  completed,  it  would, 
at  the  same  time,  increase  the  capacity  of  the  building  while  offer¬ 
ing  a  balanced  educational  program. 

The  Senior  High  School  now  enrolls  499  pupils.  The  expected 
increase  for  next  year  is  practically  100  additional  pupils.  The 
capacity  of  the  building  will  then  be  taxed  to  the  limit  of  an  effi¬ 
cient  organization.  To  receive  these  pupils  will  mean  that  some 
teachers  wil  have  no  classrooms  of  their  own.  They  will  be  obliged 
to  go  about  each  period  to  hear  a  class  in  some  room  that  may 
be  vacant  for  that  hour.  With  a  present  eighth  grade  of  316 
pupils,  the  prospect  for  1930  is  a  very  critical  one  for  the  Senior 
High  School.  It  will  undoubtedly  force  the  administration  to  make 
adjustments  which  will  injure  the  efficiency  of  the  entire  school 
and  work  hardship  to  all  concerned. 

The  study  of  the  map  (see  map  on  page  205)  which  shows  the 
location  of  the  homes  of  pupils  attending  the  Senior  High  School 
is  remarkable.  One  cannot  imagine  a  more  evenly  distributed 
enrollment  from  all  parts  of  Norwood.  This  certainly  speaks  well 
for  the  general  intelligence  and  ambition  of  the  citizens  for  the 
education  of  their  children.  No  favoritism  or  sectionalism  is  in 
evidence.  It  might  be  thought  that  some  difference  would  be 
noticed  between  the  districts  at  the  south  and  east  portions  of  the 
town  in  comparison  with  the  district  west  of  the  railroad  and  near 
to  the  Senior  High  School  building,  but  this  is  not  to  be  found.  In 
the  South  district,  including  those  living  between  the  branches  of 
the  railroad,  are  156  pupils.  In  the  East  section  are  94  pupils, 
making  a  total  of  250.  Counting  those  living  in  the  region  West 
of  the  railroad  and  near  the  building  are  249.  No  one  can  say  that 
the  Senior  High  School  exists  for  the  well-to-do  or  for  the  poorer 
pupils.  It  is  an  opportunity  accepted  equally  by  all  the  children 
of  all  the  people. 

The  Problem  of  Increased  Enrollment.  The  building  is  now 
serving  practically  all  that  it  was  intended  to  accommodate  when 
it  was  built.  A  careful  study  has  been  made  of  the  assignment 
of  pupils  to  teachers  and  of  teachers  to  rooms.  Very  little  im¬ 
provement  is  possible  by  way  of  a  more  efficient  administration. 
This  possibility  will  be  taxed  to  the  limit  before  the  needed  addi¬ 
tions  can  be  built.  The  growth  of  the  Senior  High  School  has  been 
in  no  way  different  from  the  growth  of  high  schools  in  other  com¬ 
munities  and  throughout  the  country. 


(See  graph  on  page  206.) 
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This  graph  shows  what  the  actual  increase  has  been  during  the 
past  fifteen  years  up  to  the  assured  enrollment  for  1928.  A  very 
conservative  estimate  of  a  continued  average  growth  is  projected 
by  the  dotted  line  for  the  next  fifteen  years.  This  would  indicate 
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an  enrollment  of  at  least  900  pupils.  The  percentage  of  increase 
during  the  past  fifteen  years  has  been  phenomenal.  If  this  per¬ 
centage  should  continue  for  the  next  fifteen  years,  the  enrollment 
would  amount  to  1871  pupils.  This  can  hardly  be  expected.  The 
phenomenal  growth  of  the  high  school  during  the  past  fifteen  years, 
has  been  due  to  many  factors  that  will  not  function  in  this  same 
way  during  the  coming  years.  We  may  well  assume  that  the 
future  growth  will  be  nearer  a  normal  rate.  If  we  draw  a  line 
some  where  between  these  two  possibilities  we  may  figure  a  fair 
estimate  of  the  number  we  must  expect  to  provide  for  during  the 
next  fifteen  years.  This  will  be  at  least  1200  pupils. 

Any  building  program  should  look  forward  for  at  least  ten  to 
fifteen  years.  The  present  building  has  been  designed  wisely  with 
this  prospect  in  view.  Therefore,  when  any  addition  is  made  to 
the  present  structure,  provision  should  be  made  to  meet  the  ex¬ 
pected  enrollment  of  at  least  ten  years  in  advance  of  the  time  of 
construction. 

The  Vocational  School  for  Girls 

Should  the  trustees  of  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  Fund  and  the 
Town  of  Norwood  cooperate  in  the  establishing  of  a  Vocational 
School  for  Girls,  as  proposed  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Arthur  L.  Wil- 
liston,  some  relief  will  undoubtedly  be  felt  in  the  Senior  High 
School.*  However,  before  this  could  possibly  become  operative, 
the  situation  is  bound  to  become  serious.  As  I  compare  the  con¬ 
ditions  in  all  parts  of  the  schools  of  Norwood,  I  find  that  the  most 
pressing  need  is  at  the  Senior  High  School.  Therefore,  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  auditorium,  music  room,  and  additional  classrooms 
be  provided  at  once.  The  number  of  classrooms  needed  will  depend 
somewhat  upon  the  possible  cooperation  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Peabody  Fund.  Whatever  decision  may  be  reached  the  suggested 
auditorium,  music  department,  and  a  minimum  number  of  class¬ 
rooms  are  imperative  within  the  next  year. 

The  Junior  High  School 

This  building  was  erected  as  a  junior-senior  high  school  and  has 
now  been  turned  over  to  the  Junior  High  School  with  an  estimated 
seating  capacity  of  about  750  pupils.  The  present  enrollment  of 
the  Junior  High  School  grades  is  832  with  an  expected  annual  in¬ 
crease  of  about  80  pupils.  At  present  four  rooms  of  seventh-grade 
pupils  are  housed  in  the  old  Everett  building.  Those  pupils  are 
losing  much  of  the  benefit  of  the  Junior  High  School  organization, 
life,  and  spirit  to  which  they  are  entitled. 

The  use  of  the  Civic  Association  buildings  and  grounds  is,  at 
best,  an  administrative  make-shift.  Much  valuable  time  is  lost  in 
the  passing  of  classes  to  and  from  these  buildings.  At  best  these 


A  separate  report  has  been  made  to  the  School  Committee  on  this  proposition. 
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facilities  are  not  satisfactory  nor  adequate,  and  their  use  should 
be  discontinued  as  soon  as  the  Junior  High  School  can  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  its  own  facilities. 

The  Present  Situation.  The  Junior  High  School  also  presents  a 
difficult  problem.  This  school  needs  an  auditorium  and  a  gym¬ 
nasium  of  its  own,  a  good  library,  more  adequate  space  for  prac¬ 
tical  arts  for  both  boys  and  girls,  and  some  adjustments  in  its 
administration  to  care  properly  for  the  pupils  now  enrolled.  With 
the  assurance  of  a  large  increase  in  numbers  next  year  and  the 
year  following,  it  is  evident  that  the  policy  for  the  solution  of 
the  future  Junior  High  School  problem  must  be  determined  now. 

Growth.  Two  lines  of  probable  future  enrollment  are  projected 
in  the  graph  shown  on  page  209.  If  only  the  average  increase 
in  enrollment  is  maintained  for  the  next  fifteen  years,  we  may 
expect  not  less  than  1400  pupils  in  the  junior  high  school  grades. 
This  is  a  very  conservative  estimate  and  does  not  take  all  factors 
into  consideration.  It  represents  the  lowest  possible  estimate.  The 
experience  of  the  past  shows  us  that  we  do  not  grow  in  enrollment 
in  accordance  with  an  average  increase.  The  increase  each  year 
exceeds  the  rate  of  previous  years.  If  the  schools  should  increase 
according  to  the  same  percentage  in  the  next  fifteen  years,  we 
would  have  over  2600  pupils  in  the  junior  high  school  grades. 
Therefore,  we  must  plan  with  a  very  conservative  estimate  that 
we  will  have  to  provide  for  approximately  1800  pupils. 

The  Solution  of  the  Problem.  In  attempting  to  solve  this  prob¬ 
lem  several  factors  must  be  taken  into  consideration: 

1.  The  ultimate  size  of  the  Junior  High  School  unit  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  pupils. 

2.  The  most  efficient  administration. 

3.  The  adequacy  of  the  plant  for  all  educational  purposes. 

4.  The  location  of  the  school  building  with  respect  to  the  homes 
of  the  pupils. 

5.  The  special  service  which  such  a  building  can  render  to  the 
neighborhood  or  community. 

A  junior  high  school  ought  not  to  enroll  over  1000  pupils  if  the 
best  teaching  conditions  are  to  be  considered.  A  school  much 
larger  soon  loses  its  unity  of  purpose  and  ideals.  The  pupils  are 
in  the  early  adolescent  period  and  need  more  individual  attention 
than  can  be  given  in  too  large  a  school. 

A  school  of  1000  pupils  is  large  enough  to  be  administered 
economically.  The  overhead  for  administration,  maintenance,  and 
instruction  works  out  most  satisfactorily  in  a  building  of  this 
size  when  well  organized.  Such  a  plant  can  afford  the  essentials 
of  an  auditorium,  gymnasium,  practical  arts,  and  full  curriculum 
offerings  at  a  minimum  cost. 
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A  junior  high  school  building  should  be  located  within  a  radius 
of  approximately  one  mile  and  a  half  of  the  homes  of  the  pupils. 
At  the  same  time  the  advantages  of  such  a  building  should  serve 
as  an  intellectual  and  recreational  center  for  the  community  which 
it  serves. 

The  map  shown  on  page  211  has  been  prepared  showing  the 
location  of  the  homes  of  all  Junior  High  School  pupils  now  enrolled. 

A  study  of  this  map  shows  a  fairly  even  distribution  of  pupils 
through  all  sections  of  the  town  with  the  most  evident  congestion 
between  the  branches  of  the  railroad.  There  are  some  pupils  who 
come  from  the  extreme  limits  of  the  town  in  all  directions.  While 
this  distance  is  not  excessive,  it  indicates  the  trends  of  population 
and  presents  a  factor  to  be  considered  in  the  location  of  any  pro¬ 
posed  schools. 

Taking  the  present  Junior  High  School  building  as  a  center  there 
are  now  355  pupils  living  toward  the  North  and  467  pupils  living 
South  of  this  central  line.  If  a  line  is  drawn  east  and  west  approx¬ 
imately  at  Walnut  Avenue,  the  Junior  High  School  population  is 
divided  into  two  practically  even  groups  of  416  pupils  each.  If  we 
take  the  main  line  of  the  railroad  as  a  dividing  line,  we  again  find 
a  remarkably  even  division  of  these  pupils.  East  of  the  railroad 
are  184  pupils,  and  between  the  two  branches  are  235  pupils, 
making  a  total  of  419  living  in  this  section  of  the  town.  To  the 
west  of  the  railroad  are  413  pupils.  These  facts,  together  with  the 
possibilities  of  future  growth  and  the  cost  of  future  buildings,  must 
be  kept  in  mind  as  we  attempt  to  solve  the  problem.  Three  pos¬ 
sible  solutions  are  presented  for  consideration. 

Suggested  Plans 

1.  A  large  central  Junior  High  School  located  on  the  present 
site,  or  on  the  Civic  Association  grounds,  to  be  expanded  from  time 
to  time  to  house  all  the  pupils  of  grades  7,  8,  and  9.  This  would 
mean  that  in  time  this  school  would  be  forced  to  house  over  2000 
pupils.  This  would  make  an  unwieldy  and  unsatisfactory  admin¬ 
istrative  school  unit. 

2.  Two  six-year  high  schools.  This  could  be  accomplished  by 

adding  to  the  present  Senior  High  School  to  accommodate  one 
half  of  the  expected  junior  high  school  enrollment.  Then  build 
a  second  plant  on  the  East  side  of  the  town  beyond  the  railroad, 
first  as  a  Junior  High  School,  and  then  to  be  expanded  into  a 
junior-senior  high  school  as  the  enrollment  increased.  The  present 
Junior  High  School  building  would  then  become  a  central  element¬ 
ary  school. 

This  proposition  has  several  features  in  its  favor.  The  six-year 
high  school  makes  a  unified  secondary  school  combining  all  six 
grades  under  one  administration.  The  junior  section  would  keep 
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its  own  social  organization,  but  it  also  would  become  an  integral 
part  of  a  single  and  united  administrative  unit.  It  prevents  the 
break  that  is  so  threatening  between  the  separate  junior  and 
senior  high  schools.  This  plan,  however,  would  prove  more  costly 
than  the  other  suggestions  and  for  a  town  of  the  size  of  Norwood 
may  not  be  the  best  solution  of  the  problem. 

3.  Two  separate  Junior  High  Schools.  The  present  enrollment 
in  the  Junior  High  School  has  been  shown  to  be  fairly  well  dis¬ 
tributed  throughout  the  town.  As  the  population  is  now  distributed 
one  center  of  congestion  is  found  in  the  south  end  near  the  Balch 
School.  The  center  toward  the  north  end  of  the  town  would  be 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Washington  and  Howard  streets.  A  radius 
of  three-quarters  of  a  mile  would  cover  the  greater  portion  of  the 
available  land  in  this  direction  for  future  home  building.  The 
probability  of  securing  a  suitable  tract  of  land  in  this  north  section 
is  problematical.  Therefore,  considering  the  cost  of  new  sites  and 
the  fact  that  the  present  Junior  High  School  is  well  within  the 
radius  of  this  north  section,  it  is  suggested  that  this  present 
building  be  improved  to  serve  as  the  Junior  High  School  for  the 
North  and  West  sections  of  the  town.  It  would  then  be  necessary 
to  determine  how  and  where  the  second  Junior  High  School  would 
be  developed.  A  study  of  the  location  of  the  homes  of  the  pupils, 
the  probable  growth  of  population,  and  the  interests  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  suggests  a  location  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Balch  School, 
provided  a  site  of  sufficient  size  can  be  secured.  This  means  a 
lot  of  at  least  ten  acres. 

Present  Junior  High  School  Building  Needs 

A  study  has  been  made  of  the  administration  and  organization 
of  this  school  as  will  be  reported  fully  in  another  division  of  the 
survey.  However,  in  consideration  of  the  possible  reorganization 
of  the  school  along  more  efficient  lines,  assisted  by  some  further 
use  of  the  Civic  Association  property,  it  is  evident  that  the  Junior 
High  School  can,  as  a  temporary  arrangement,  provide  for  the 
increased  enrollment  for  at  least  two  more  years. 

The  Use  of  the  Civic  Association  Property.  The  suggestion  that 
the  Civic  Association  property  be  purchased  as  a  site  for  a  school 
is  not  recommended  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  It  would  mean  the  building  of  a  large  Junior  High  School  to 
serve  the  entire  town  and  eventually  housing  about  2,000 
pupils. 

2.  It  might  mean  the  building  of  a  large  elementary  school  for 
the  central  portion  of  the  town.  This  is  not  needed. 

3.  It  would  also  suggest  the  turning  over  of  the  present  Junior 
High  School  building  as  an  elementary  school,  which  is  not 
advisable  for  the  same  reason. 
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On  the  other  hand  it  is  a  very  desirable  piece  of  land  and  the 
athletic  field  is  a  temptation  to  any  school.  If  possible  this  field 
should  be  retained  as  a  central  playground  for  the  use  of  all  of 
the  schools.  The  Civic  Association  field  may  well  serve  as  the 
center  of  a  system  of  playgrounds  for  the  town.  As  a  part  of 
such  a  plan  each  school  building  should  have  about  it  a  large 
playground  to  serve  not  only  the  children  of  the  school  but  the 
immediate  neighborhood  as  a  recreation  center  for  all. 

Temporary  Uses  of  the  Civic  Building.  Whatever  building  plans 
may  be  adopted  the  Junior  High  School  must  continue  to  make 
temporary  use  of  the  Civic  Association  buildings.  Therefore,  as 
stated  above,  it  is  suggested  that  even  more  use  be  made  of  this 
space  than  at  present,  so  that  pupils  sent  across  to  this  building 
remain  there  for  two  or  more  periods  without  recrossing  the  street. 
One  suggestion  would  be  to  place  the  music  work  here.  This  would 
also  relieve  the  present  music  room  and  accommodate  two  extra 
teachers.  Such  devices  will  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  school  until  the  needed  buildings  can  be  provided. 

Recommendations  for  the  Junior  High  School 

The  following  recommendations  are  made  regarding  the  present 
Junior  High  School  situation: 

1.  That  an  addition  be  constructed  to  include  an  auditorium,  a 
gymnasium,  a  library,  and  that  some  readjustments  be  made 
for  the  teaching  of  practical  arts  for  boys  and  girls.  The 
total  accommodations  should  not  provide  for  more  than  1,000 
pupils. 

2.  That  during  the  period  necessary  to  secure  this  addition 
more  use  be  made  of  the  Civic  Association  buildings  and  that 
a  new  organization  of  the  school  be  employed  to  cai’e  for 
more  pupils. 

3.  That  a  site  be  secured  for  the  location  of  a  second  Junior 
High  School  to  accommodate  the  pupils  living  in  the  East  and 
South  portions  of  the  town. 

The  Elementary  School  Buildings 

The  elementary  school  buildings  of  Norwood  also  present  a 
problem  calling  for  careful  planning  to  meet  present  and  future 
needs.  In  order  that  we  might  approach  this  situation  with  an 
understanding  of  the  present  conditions,  several  studies  have  been 
made.  Location  maps  have  been  prepared  to  show  the  homes  of 
pupils  in  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades,  and  also  in  grades 
one,  two,  and  three.  A  study  has  been  made  of  the  location  of 
the  new  homes  built  during  the  past  three  years,  and  also  of  the 
homes  of  children  born  during  the  past  five  years.  Each  of  the 
elementary  buildings  has  been  inspected  and  its  condition  noted. 
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The  Everett  School.  This  is  evidently  the  oldest  school  building 
in  town.  No  record  has  been  found  to  indicate  its  real  age.  A 
town  report  of  1883  refers  to  this  building  as  “the  old  Everett 
School”  being  in  need  of  repairs.  This  building  should  be  aban¬ 
doned  as  soon  as  possible.  The  lighting  is  very  bad.  Ceilings  are 
low  and  proper  ventilation  is  impossible  in  cold  weather.  The 
stairways  are  veritable  death  traps. 

The  Guild  Building.  This  building  is  of  wood  construction,  poorly 
planned  for  school  purposes.  The  lighting  is  very  bad  for  the  eyes 
of  the  chilren.  The  toilets  are  of  an  ancient  type,  ill-smelling,  and 
are  none  too  sanitary.  This  building  should  soon  be  discarded 
with  the  other  frame  structures. 

The  Beacon  Building.  This  building  is  the  third  frame  structure 
in  the  central  portion  of  the  town  which  should  be  abandoned  as 
soon  as  possible.  Lighting,  ventilation,  and  fire  risks  are  features 
which  cannot  be  ignored  by  a  town  concerned  with  the  welfare  of 
the  children.  In  inspecting  these  old  buildings  one  is  impressed 
with  their  cleanliness  and  the  evidence  of  unusually  good  janitorial 
service.  The  organization  of  the  force  in  care  of  the  school  build¬ 
ings  is  to  be  commended. 

East  and  West  Schools.  There  are  two  more  frame  buildings 

used  for  the  primary  grades  which  are  not  safe  or  satisfactory. 
With  the  development  of  a  new  elementary  school  building  pro¬ 
gram  these  buildings  known  as  the  East  and  West  Schools  can 
be  abandoned. 

The  Winslow  School.  This  building  represents  a  little  later  type 
of  construction.  It  is  an  eight-room  school  with  a  small  extra  room 
accommodating  twenty  pupils.  It  was  built  in  the  days  of  poor 
lighting  and  ventilating.  The  stairways  are  of  wood,  creating  an 
extra  fire  risk.  However,  the  building  appears  to  be  in  very  good 
condition,  and  its  capacity  can  easily  be  increased  by  an  addition 
to  the  rear.  Some  immediate  relief  may  be  given  as  suggested 
later  in  this  report,  but  it  will  be  a  temporary  measure.  Extra 
land  adjoining  this  lot  has  been  secured. 

The  Shattuck  School.  This  is  a  more  modern  type  of  building 
and  will  prove  satisfactory  for  some  years  to  come.  It  should  have 
been  planned  so  that  it  could  be  added  to  more  easily.  The  lighting 
is  good  and  there  is  a  fair  sized  playground.  In  time  this  should 
be  made  into  an  eighteen-room  building. 

The  Bakh  School.  This  large  school  of  twenty  regular  rooms 
and  one  small  special  room  houses  the  first  six  grades.  This  is 
a  good  building  and  has  many  possibilities  for  serving  its  par¬ 
ticular  neighborhood.  An  auditorium  and  a  gymnasium  connected 
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with  this  school  would  serve  a  real  need  in  the  community.  This 
building  ought  to  be  equipped  for  some  practical  arts  work  for 
both  boys  and  girls. 

The  special  room  for  the  “opportunity”  group  is  not  properly 
equipped.  In  each  building  where  there  is  such  a  group  there  should 
be  two  small  rooms,  one  for  class  work  and  the  other  for  individual 
hand  or  craft  work.  These  unfortunate  children  must  not  only  be 
removed  from  the  regular  classes,  but  must  be  trained  in  such 
hand  work  as  they  are  capable  of  doing.  This  is  their  only  pos¬ 
sible  means  of  acquiring  a  status  of  self-support. 

Enrollment  in  the  Elementary  Schools 
The  distribution  of  the  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades,  one  to 
six,  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

A  study  of  this  table  will  show  that  the  elementary  schools  are 
not  badly  crowded.  Only  in  the  Winslow  and  Balch  Schools  is 
there  any  congestion  according  to  the  present  distribution.  The 
other  schools  show  a  possible  total  relief  of  only  thirty-five  pupils 
or  the  equivalent  of  one  room.  The  present  assignment  of  pupils 
is  on  the  basis  of  thirty-five  pupils  to  the  teacher.  This  is  con¬ 
sidered  by  many  as  an  ideal  teaching  group  for  the  grades.  If, 
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as  a  temporary  measure  awaiting  the  erection  of  new  elementary 
schools,  this  average  assignment  were  raised  to  forty  pupils  to 
the  teacher,  the  elementary  schools  could  care  for  about  three 
hundred  twenty-five  more  pupils. 

Attention  is  called  to  that  column  in  the  chart  showing  the 
distribution  of  the  elementary  pupils  living  east  of  the  railroad. 
A  total  of  three  hundred  ninety-two  pupils  in  these  grades  live  in 
this  district.  Most  of  these  pupils  are  very  young  and  have  to  go 
a  long  distance  to  reach  school.  Two  hundred  sixty-seven  of  these 
pupils  are  attending'  the  Guild  School.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
fact  that  these  pupils  must  cross  the  railroad  through  a  dangerous 
underpass  and  in  the  way  of  heavy  traffic. 

The  Growth  of  the  Elementary  Grades.  The  increase  of  enroll¬ 
ment  in  the  elementary  grades  is  noticeably  smaller  than  in  either 
the  Junior  High  School  or  the  Senior  High  School.  The  percen¬ 
tage  of  increase  during  the  past  fifteen  years  has  been  in  the 
elementary  grades  50.3  per  cent,  in  the  Junior  High  School  218 
per  cent,  and  in  the  Senior  High  School  375  per  cent.  This  will 
be  more  clearly  seen  by  referring  to  the  charts  contained  in  this 
report.  The  chart  for  the  elementary  schools  is  on  page  217. 

This  chart  would  show  that  we  may  very  reasonably  expect  at 
least  2691  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades,  if  only  the  average 
number  of  new  pupils  enter  each  year  for  the  next  fifteen  years. 
It  also  shows  that  if  the  same  percentage  of  increase  should  con¬ 
tinue  we  may  have  to  provide  for  over  3,000  pupils. 

The  Future  Elementary  School  Policy 

Before  determining  the  future  policy  for  the  distribution  of  the 
children  in  the  elementary  grades  and  the  location  of  proposed 
buildings,  every  available  factor  entering  into  the  problem  should 
be  studied. 

Attention  is  first  called  to  the  location  of  the  homes  of  the 
children  now  in  the  primary  or  first  three  grades.  (See  map  on 
page  218.)  Considering  the  fact  that  these  little  ones  are  only 
six,  seven,  and  eight  years  old,  it  will  be  seen  at  once  that  many 
of  them  are  going  very  long  distances  to  reach  the  school.  ..While 
transportation  is  provided  for  the  ones  living  the  farthest  from 
the  school,  it  is  not  a  satisfactory  condition  for  children  of  primary 
age.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the  evident  trend  of  school  pop¬ 
ulation  to  the  outside  districts,  rather  than  toward  the  central 
portion  of  the  town. 

The  location  of  the  homes  of  pupils  in  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth 
grades  is  very  similar  to  the  one  for  the  primary  grades  as  shown 
on  map,  page  219.  Also  the  numbers  to  be  found  in  these  groups 
is  very  evenly  distributed  through  the  districts  showing  no  peculiar 
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congestion  except  in  the  section  between  the  branches  of  the 
railroad. 

The  suggestion  that  some  small  primary  schools  be  placed  in 
certain  districts  does  not  seem  to  be  advisable  at  the  present  time 
nor  in  the  immediate  future.  Small  units  are  expensive  to  main¬ 
tain  and  the  distances  in  Norwood  do  not  warrant  the  system. 
Two  or  three  such  units  as  the  beginnings  of  larger  units  may  be 
needed  according  to  the  trend  of  the  future  population. 


The  Location  of  New  Homes,  1925-1927 

A  study  of  the  location  of  the  new  homes  built  during  the  past 
three  years  has  a  very  important  bearing  upon  the  problem  of  new 
school  building  centers.  (See  map  on  pages  222-23.)  The  great  mass 
of  these  houses  are  of  the  moderate  price  and  tenement  type  oc¬ 
cupied  by  the  younger  families  with  children.  Within  the  several 
elementary  school  districts  the  development  is  as  follows: 

Shattuck  and  Beacon  districts  80  homes 

Winslow  district  45  homes 

Balch  district  42  homes 

Guild  district,  east  of  Railroad  68  homes 


Total  235  homes 

This  is  certainly  a  very  healthy  growth  and  promises  well  for  the 
future  of  the  town.  It  also  prophesies  a  very  definite  increase  in 
the  future  school  enrollment  in  all  school  districts. 

There  seem  to  be  no  peculiarly  favored  portions  of  the  town. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  these  homes  are  west  of  the  rail¬ 
road  and  one  hundred  and  ten  are  on  the  east  side.  Building  in 
the  past  has  followed  along  the  general  line  of  the  railroad  and 
the  main  thoroughfares.  While  there  is  still  some  available  building 
area  to  the  extreme  north  and  south  sections,  it  is  quite  evident 
that  the  burden  of  future  home  development  will  be  in  general 
toward  what  may  be  designated  as  the  east  and  south-west  sections. 
This  should  be  kept  in  mind  in  considering  the  future  location  of 
school  buildings. 

The  older  buildings,  the  Everett,  the  Guild,  and  the  Beacon,  were 
located  at  a  time  when  the  town  was  very  small  and  the  settlement 
was  quite  compact  about  the  business  center.  Today  the  population 
has  spread  out  in  all  directions  until  these  schools  are  no  longer 
in  the  center  of  their  districts.  Pupils  of  the  elementary  grades  in 
these  districts  are  obliged  to  go  long  distances  to  the  end  of  the 
district  rather  than  to  a  center.  Many  very  young  children  have 
to  cross  main  highways  and  even  railroad  tracks  to  reach  their 
respective  schools.  In  planning  for  the  future  this  sort  of  situa¬ 
tion  should  be  carefully  avoided.  New  centers  for  elementary 
schools  should  be  placed  within  a  half-mile  circle  of  the  possible 
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future  homes  within  the  proposed  district.  This  would  mean  that 
at  the  time  the  land  is  purchased  and  the  building  erected  it  should 
be  near  the  outer  edge  of  a  growing  population. 

The  Distribution  of  Births  in  1926-1927:  During  the  years  1926 
and  1927  there  were  three  hundred  and  sixty-six  births  recorded 
in  the  town  of  Norwood.  (See  map  on  page  226.)  It  is  of  interest 
to  note  the  general  distribution  of  these  births  in  all  parts  of  the 
town.  As  might  be  supposed  the  largest  proportion  is  found 
in  the  district  between  the  branches  of  the  railroad.  A  summary 
of  these  births  as  they  may  contribute  to  the  school  enrollment 
of  the  future  has  its  bearing  upon  the  location  of  additional 
buildings.

Expected  Increases.  Not  only  from  the  birth  rate  of  about  183 
children  each  year,  but  also  from  the  families  moving  into  the  town 
each  year,  must  we  calculate  the  probable  school  enrollment.  (See 
chart  on  page  227.) 

This  chart  shows  the  very  rapid  growth  of  Norwood  during  the 
past  twenty-five  years.  If  we  extend  the  line  of  possible  increase 
on  the  very  conservative  line  of  just  keeping  up  the  average  rate 
of  past  years,  we  may  expect  at  least  a  population  of  21,000  people 
by  1945.  However,  experience  proves  that  the  rate  of  increase 
does  not  remain  the  same,  but  jumps  up  from  year  to  year  with 
an  increasing  rate.  If  this  procedure  continues,  as  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe  it  will,  the  expected  population  by  1945  would  be 
in  the  neighborhood  of  28,000. 

Increase  in  Total  School  Enrollment.  Let  us  now  consider  the 
increase  of  the  total  school  enrollment  for  the  past  fifteen  years. 
(See  chart  on  page  229.)  The  increase  fro  1912  to  1927  was 
from  1707  to  3347  pupils.  This  represents  a  percentage  of  about 
ninety  per  cent.  If  we  should  gain  to  the  extent  of  ninety  per  cent 
during  the  next  fifteen  years,  we  would  have  about  6359  pupils 
in  all  of  the  schools.  On  the  other  hand,  we  have  gained  only  about 
110  pupils  on  the  average  each  year  during  the  period.  If,  then, 
this  average  should  continue  we  would  have  in  the  next  fifteen 
years  about  4,000  pupils  to  provide  for  in  all  the  schools.  So  far 
as  we  can  prophesy  at  this  time  the  increase  will  certainly  ap- 
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proach  the  larger  figure.  To  care  for  this  increase  definite  steps 
should  be  taken  in  the  interest  of  the  elementary  schools  as 
suggested  below. 

Program  for  Elementary  School  Building 

1.  The  first  elementary  school  building  should  be  erected  on  the 
Fisher  lot  to  care  for  the  first  six  grades  on  the  east  side  of 
the  railroad.  This  should  be  planned  as  a  twelve-to-eighteen- 
room  building.  This  building  will  relieve  the  Guild  School, 
which  in  turn  can  relieve  the  Winslow  by  the  transfer  of 
pupils. 

2.  A  second  school  should  be  built  on  the  east  side  of  the  rail¬ 
road  in  the  vicinity  of  Pleasant  Street,  midway  between  the 
Fisher  lot  and  the  Balch  School. 

3.  An  addition  should  be  made  to  the  Winslow  School  to  make 
it  an  eighteen-room  building  with  small  auditorium  and  gym¬ 
nasium. 

4.  The  Shattuck  should  be  eventually  an  eighteen-room  building 
with  small  auditorium  and  gymnasium. 

5.  A  primary  school  for  grades,  one,  two,  and  three,  will  be 
needed  in  the  future  as  the  beginning  of  a  larger  unit  to  the 
south  of  the  Balch  school.  The  size  of  this  school  would  be 
determined  by  the  future  growth  of  this  section.  A  similar 
primary  school  may  also  be  needed  south  of  the  Winslow 
school  and  its  location  should  be  determined  and  a  site  secui'ed 
now.  Also  as  the  population  may  develop  another  primary 
school  may  be  needed  toward  the  western  boundary  midway 
between  the  Winslow  and  Shattuck  Schools. 

Summary  of  Program.  The  following  table  will  serve  to  show 
the  provisions  made  possible  by  the  suggested  program  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  elementary  schools  until  such  a  time  as  the  town 
reaches  a  population  of  28,000  to  30,000  people.

Each  of  the  six  large  elementary  schools  as  proposed  should  be 
equipped  with  a  small  auditorium  to  seat  about  two  hundred  pupils 
and  a  small  gymnasium  about  fifty  by  seventy  feet  for  a  health  and

recreation  program.  Also  space  should  be  provided  for  practical 
arts  for  both  boys  and  girls  beginning  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades. 
With  this  equipment  the  capacity  of  each  school  would  be  increased 
by  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent.  The  accompanying  map  will 
indicate  the  approximate  location  of  the  future  elementary  school 
buildings  as  recommended  in  this  report.  (See  map  on  page  230  ) 
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A  STUDY  OF  THE  SCHOOL  FINANCES 
By  Herbert  Blair 
Increasing  Cost  of  Education: 

It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  why  there  has  been  questioning 
in  Norwood  regarding  the  increased  cost  of  the  public  schools. 
During  the  last  five  years  (1922-23  to  1926-27  inclusive)  the  school 
population  in  average  daily  attendance  has  increased  from  2671 
to  3096  or  16%,  while  the  direct  expense  for  school  support  in¬ 
creased  from  $220,774  to  $315,408  or  39%.  The  tax  rate  increased 
for  this  same  period  from  $25.30  on  the  $1000  of  assessed  valuation 
to  $29.00  or  almost  15%  in  spite  of  an  increase  in  the  assessed  val¬ 
uation  during  the  five  years  of  28%.  For  construction  items  also 
in  Norwood  during  these  last  five  years,  nearly  as  much  was  spent 
for  school  buildings  as  was  spent  during  the  preceding  50  years 
(1872-1922,  $722,992;  1923-1927,  $611,418).  The  number  of  pupils 
in  average  daily  attendance  in  1925-26  was  3099  or  three  more  than 
this  past  year  when  it  was  3096.  On  the  other  hand  the  direct 
expense  of  conducting  the  schools  increased  from  $265,877  for 
1925-26  to  $315,408  for  1926-27.  Certainly  the  taxpayer  is  entitled 
to  know  why  with  no  additional  pupils  the  expense  of  instruction 
increased  18.5%. 

Educational  Results  as  Basis  for  Comparision. 

It  is  not  a  simple  matter  to  analyze  school  costs.  The  expense 
of  giving  a  year’s  schooling  to  a  pupil  has  many  variables.  One 
may  consider  only  the  amount  of  money  spent  with  no  con¬ 
sideration  for  what  was  purchased.  On  the  other  hand  the  changes 
wrought  in  the  lives  of  the  pupils  might  be  considered,  using  as 
a  measure  the  achievement  of  the  pupils,  or  even  less  tangible 
than  this,  we  might  consider  the  benefits  to  society  in  later  years 
that  are  the  direct  outgrowth  of  the  education  given  to  the  children 
of  our  schools. 

We  have  one  objective  measure  of  the  achievement  of  the  pupils 
that  is  developed  sufficiently  to  be  considered  significant  but  it  is 
so  significant  that  it  scarcely  can  be  over  emphasized.  If  our 
school  organization,  curriculum  and  teaching  technique  were  so 
adjusted  as  to  give  a  complete  elementary  and  secondary  school 
education  in  twelve  years  time  to  “all  the  children  of  all  the 
people”  and  every  child  who  entered  the  elementary  school  at  six 
years  of  age  completed  the  senior  high  school  twelve  years  later, 
one  twelfth  of  the  total  number,  or  8  1-3%,  would  be  in  each  of 
the  twelve  grades  of  the  school  system.  Or  if  provision  were 
made  so  that  as  many  of  the  brighter  children  were  making  rapid 
progress  as  there  were  slow  children  retarded  in  their  progression 
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from  grade  to  grade,  there  would  also  be  8  1-3%  of  the  total 
enrollment  in  each  grade. 

Needless  to  say  no  school  system  has  so  adjusted  its  organization 
as  to  bring  about  this  result.  When,  if  ever,  it  is  so  adjusted  as  to 
give  a  complete  twelve  year  program  to  each  child  our  present 
school  costs  will  be  considered  very  low  in  comparison.  For  the 
cities  of  the  country  having  an  eight  year  elementary  school  and 
four  year  high  school,  which  does  not  include  most  of  the  cities 
of  the  south  since  these  have  seven  years  in  the  elementary  school, 
the  actual  reuslts  fall  far  short  of  this.  By  some  peculiar  coinci¬ 
dence,  the  total  enrollment  for  the  cities  reporting  to  the  Bureau 
of  Education  was  just  one  thousand  times  greater  than  the  total 
enrollment  in  Norwood  for  November  first,  1927,  so  that  the  figures 
as  well  as  the  percentages  can  be  compared  grade  by  grade. 

Enrollment — Percentage  in  Each  Grade: 

Enrollment  by  grades  in  cities  reporting  to  the  Bureau  of  Educa¬ 
tion  having  an  eight  year  elementary  school  and  four  years  high 
school  is  set  up  for  comparison  with  the  Norwood  enrollment.  This 
includes  those  having  the  six  year  elementary,  three  year  junior 
and  three  year  senior  high  school,  but  excludes  those  cities  of  the 
south  with  a  seven  year  elementary  school  and  those  of  New  Eng¬ 
land  with  nine  years  in  the  elementary  school.

Efficiency  of  System  Measured  by  Enrollment: 

It  can  readily  be  seen  that  Norwood’s  enrollment  in  the  first  four 
grades  closely  approaches  this  theoretical  standard  of  100%  effi¬ 
ciency  being  only  an  average  of  one  percent  above  this  standard 
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of  8  1-3%  in  each  grade.  Likewise  Norwood’s  enrollment  in  the 
last  four  grades  is  one-half  higher  than  for  all  cities  as  a  whole 
and  for  the  last  two  years  of  the  high  school  is  almost  twice 
as  satisfactory.  It  is  certainly  true  that  Norwood  for  its  greater 
expenditure  per  pupil  is  getting  greater  educational  results.  Be¬ 
cause  our  communities  have  not  yet  been  educated  to  the  point 
where  these  less  tangible  measures  are  fully  appreciated  or  be¬ 
cause  of  our  failure  to  develop  objective  measures  of  achievement 
of  pupils,  most  analyses  of  school  costs  confine  themselves  to  a 
consideration  of  the  money  spent. 

Cost  to  Norwood  Compared  with  Suburban  Towns: 

How  much  should  Norwood  spend  on  its  schools?  Not  having  a 
more  accurate  yard  stick  we  must  depend  upon  the  old  device  of  the 
table  of  comparative  cities.  Norwood  is  one  of  the  residential 
suburbs  of  Boston.  These  suburban  cities  of  the  second  class  have 
a  valuation  behind  each  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance  ranging 
from  $14,000  and  more  for  Winchester,  Wellesley  and  Brookline  to 
less  than  $5,000  for  Natick.  The  middle  valuation  for  cities  of  this 
group  is  about  $8,000.  Norwood  with  $7,878  of  assessed  valuation 
behind  each  child  to  be  educated  is  in  moderate  circumstances, 
neither  so  poor  that  she  cannot  afford  to  give  a  good  education  to 
her  children  nor  so  wealthy  that  she  can  afford  to  see  any  of  her 
money  wasted.

Wealth  Behind  Each  Pupil  in  School 
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Table  one  lists  the  five  suburban  cities  just  above  Norwood 
in  wealth  per  pupil  and  the  five  just  below  with  some  figures  show¬ 
ing  how  well  each  city  is  meeting  its  educational  problem.  For  this 
year  of  1926-27  three  of  these  eleven  cities,  Concord,  Lexington  and 
Reading,  spent  more  per  pupil  on  those  in  the  elementary  school 
than  was  spent  in  Norwood  and  but  one,  Concord,  spent  more  on 
each  high  school  pupil.  Compared  then  to  these  ten  other  cities  of 
approximately  equal  wealth  and  social  need  Norwood  was  generous 
in  her  support  of  the  elementary  schools,  the  most  expensive  city 
spending  but  four  per  cent  more  and  the  least  expensive  city  spend¬ 
ing  25%  less.  For  High  School  instruction  the  most  expensive  city 
of  the  group  spent  but  one  and  a  quarter  per  cent  more  and  the 
least  expensive  city  providing  a  form  of  instruction  that  cost  24% 
less  than  that  furnished  in  Norwood. 

Since,  however,  the  expenditures  for  a  single  year  tell  a  very  in¬ 
complete  story  table  II  was  prepared  to  show  how  the  expenditures 
for  school  purposes  in  these  eleven  cities  compared  during  a  five- 
year  period.

It  will  be  seen  that  Norwood’s  rank  in  expenses  for  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school  pupils  ranged  from  third  to  eighth  an  average  of 
between  fifth  and  sixth  place  for  the  five  years  with  a  steady 
decline  each  year  until  1927.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  per  pupil 
cost  for  high  school  instruction  in  Norwood  steadily  declined  from 
$134.25  in  1923  to  $116.61  in  1926,  but  jumped  to  $144.92  in  1927. 
More  imperative  than  ever  is  the  need  for  showing  why  1927  should 
have  been  so  expensive  compared  with  previous  years. 

While  it  is  necessary  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  moneys 
received  to  safeguard  both  those  responsible  for  the  distribution  of 
school  funds  as  well  as  the  funds  themselves  it  is  even  more  impor¬ 
tant  to  keep  these  financial  records  in  such  a  manner  that  they  may 
be  used  to  determine  policies  in  formulating  the  educational  pro¬ 
gram.  Because  of  the  very  complete  and  detailed  analyses  of  school 
costs  that  are  kept  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools, 
supplementary  to  the  financial  records  that  are  kept  by  the  Town 
Clerk  it  is  possible  to  arrive  at  a  fairly  satisfactory  answer  to 
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the  question  as  to  the  reason  for  increased  costs.  These  records  dis¬ 
tribute  the  expense  for  schools  under  the  main  heads  of  (1)  General 
Control  which  includes  all  administration  costs;  (2)  Instructional 
Service  which  includes  the  salaries  of  supervisors,  principals  and 
teachers,  the  cost  of  textbooks  and  all  other  instruction  supplies; 
(3)  Operation  of  Plant  including  the  cost  of  janitors,  fuel,  water, 
light,  powers  and  janitors  supplies;  (4)  Maintenance  of  Plant, 
which  covers  the  costs  of  all  repairs  and  replacements  to  buildings 
and  equipment  and  (5)  Auxiliary  Agencies  or  the  expense  of 
Library,  Health,  Transportation,  Recreation  and  similar  school 
needs.  Since  the  reports  to  the  State  are  for  a  school  year  from 
September  1922  to  August  31,  1923,  for  example,  while  the  finan¬ 
cial  records  are  kept  for  the  town  fiscal  year,  from  January  1st, 
1923  to  December  31st,  1923,  the  figures  are  not  exactly  compar¬ 
able.  The  per  pupil  cost  as  given  in  the  table  is  slightly  higher 
than  was  actually  the  case  because  the  per  pupil  in  average  daily 
attendance  which  was  used  as  a  divisor  is  for  the  school  year  of 
1922-23  while  the  costs  were  for  the  fiscal  or  calendar  year  of  1923.

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For  the  three  years  given  in  the  table  there  was  but  a  slight 
increase  in  general  control.  The  additional  clerical  force  in  the 
superintendent’s  office  was  badly  needed  and  has  more  than  jus¬ 
tified  the  cost.  The  increase  of  the  expense  classified  as  auxiliary 
from  $2.16  per  pupil  in  1923  to  $3.22  in  1927  was  almost  entirely 
due  to  an  increase  in  the  health  service  rendered  by  the  school. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  increased  cost  during  the  five  years  was 
due  to  three  changes  in  the  school.  The  housing  of  the  senior  high 
school  pupils  in  a  separate  building  did  not  increase  the  per  pupil 
cost  for  instruction  but  it  did  double  the  per  pupil  cost  for  opera¬ 
tion  and  maintenance.  It  is  always  expensive  to  operate  and  main¬ 
tain  a  large  building  for  a  smaller  number  of  pupils  than  it  can 
accommodate.  And  further  because  the  number  of  pupils  in  the 
senior  high  school  increased  over  50%  in  five  years  the  total  cost 
for  instruction  was  a  large  item  in  the  increased  total  cost. 

The  second  of  the  three  major  reasons  for  increased  cost  was  due 
to  a  40%  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  junior  high 
school  and  a  25%  increase  in  the  cost  of  instruction  for  each  of 
these  junior  high  school  pupils.  This  increased  per  pupil  cost  was 
due  to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  pupils  taught  by  each  teacher 
and  an  increase  in  the  salary  schedule  for  the  teachers. 

The  third  reason  for  the  increase  is  due  to  the  expense  caused 
from  using  small  buildings.  During  the  five  years  there  was  no 
increase  for  instruction  in  the  large  Balch  School  and  the  building 
was  maintained  and  operated  at  a  very  low  per  pupil  cost.  On  the 
other  hand  the  per  pupil  cost  for  operation  for  the  East  and  West 
Schools  was  more  than  twice  as  high  as  for  the  Balch  and  main¬ 
tenance  costs  were  even  more  out  of  proportion.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  chief  difference  between  1923  and  1924  in  operating  costs 
was  due  to  the  very  high  cost  of  fuel  in  1923. 

Granted  that  the  tax  rate  is  higher  than  for  some  other  towns, 
granted  that  the  bonded  indebtedness  with  the  required  additional 
large  payments  for  principal  and  interest  have  increased  more  than 
for  the  other  suburban  cities  listed;  granted  that  the  per  pupil  cost 
for  instruction  has  increased  during  the  past  year,  are  the  tax¬ 
payers  of  Norwood  carrying  a  heavier  burden  than  is  just  and 
reasonable  ? 

Table  V  is  an  attempt  to  answer  this  question.  An  analysis  of 
the  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  Norwood  shows  that  nearly 
70%  of  the  tax  burden  is  carried  by  residence  and  other  land 
properties.  That  means  that  the  home  owners  are  vitally  inter¬ 
ested  in  town  and  school  expense.  How  much  school  tax  does 
each  pay?

Few  of  the  homes  are  assessed  for  large  amounts,  half  of  them  being 
under  $5,000,  so  that  the  total  school  tax  paid  is  less  than  $75  each  for 
more  than  half  of  the  homes  in  Norwood.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  any 
considerable  number  of  these  home  owners  would  object  to  an  even  larger 
school  expense  if  they  fully  understood  how  small  a  sum  they  are  actually 
paying  for  the  large  value  they  are  receiving. 
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Recommendations 

1.  A  continuation  of  the  “pay  as  you  go  policy.”  For  a  growing 
community,  the  policy  of  issuing  bonds  to  pay  for  elementary 
schools  is  as  improvident  as  for  a  young  married  couple  to  attempt 
to  spread  over  a  term  of  years  the  payment  for  the  first  baby.  For 
high  school  buildings,  where  several  years  will  intervene  before 
another  building  is  needed,  it  may  be  advisable  to  spread  the  pay¬ 
ments  over  a  period  no  longer  than  until  another  high  school 
building  will  be  needed. 

2.  An  increase  in  the  standard  enrollment  per  teacher  in  ele¬ 
mentary  junior  and  senior  high  schools  alike. 

3.  An  analysis  of  the  per  pupil  per  hour  costs  of  instruction  in 
the  senior  high  school  with  a  view  to  reducing  the  total  high 
school  cost.  While  there  is  no  general  agreement  regarding  the 
relative  value  to  the  pupil  of  the  different  subjects  taught,  there 
has  been  general  agreement  throughout  the  country  that  instruc¬ 
tion  in  Greek,  for  example,  was  not  ten  times  as  valuable  as 
instruction  in  English,  and  Greek  has  disappeared  from  most  high 
school  curriculums.  Other  subjects  might  also  disappear  if  the 
tax-paying  public  once  realized  their  excessive  costs  due  to  the 
small  demand  for  instruction  in  these  subjects. 
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A  PROPOSED  SCHEDULE  FOR  A  FUTURE 
SCHOOL  BUILDING  PROGRAM 

As  a  result  of  the  foregoing  studies  of  the  conditions  found  to 
exist  in  the  schools,  their  evident  future  needs,  and  of  the  finances 
of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  a  schedule  for  the  erection  of  school 
buildings  has  been  prepared  to  extend  through  a  period  of  from 
fifteen  to  twenty  years. 

The  aim  has  been  to  meet  the  urgent  demands  of  the  present 
and  at  the  same  time  to  plan  with  a  view  to  the  future.  When  com¬ 
pleted  this  schedule  will  provide  the  Town  of  Norwod  with  com¬ 
plete  and  modern  school  buildings  for  all  of  the  children.  See 
Map,  page  230.  The  order  in  which  these  buildings  are  listed  has 
been  determined  by  the  apparent  needs  and  possibilities  for  adjust¬ 
ment  while  the  building  program  is  in  process. 

It  is  also  aimed  to  spread  the  financial  burden  as  evenly  as 
possible  through  the  years  with  an  average  of  not  to  exceed 
$100,000  per  year.  The  heavier  load  comes  in  the  earlier  years  to 
meet  the  immediate  needs,  but  is  evened  up  during  the  following 
years.  The  schedule  follows: 


SUMMARY  OF  PROPOSED  BUILDING  SCHEDULE 
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1.  Completion  of  the  Senior  High  School,  1928.  The  Senior  High 
School  has  little  opportunity  for  adjustments  to  serve  immediate 
relief.  It  must  have  an  auditorium,  a  music  department  and  as 
much  additional  classroom  space  as  can  be  secured  at  this  time. 
This  should  not  be  less  than  twelve  rooms.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
would  cost  about  $350,000. 

If  it  should  be  decided  to  co-operate  with  the  Peabody  Voca¬ 
tional  School  for  Girls  and  erect  a  building  to  house  the  project,  it 
would  be  a  logical  scheme  to  place  this  structure  at  the  east  of 
the  Senior  High  School  and  to  connect  it  by  a  corridor  as  a  counter¬ 
part  of  the  present  gymnasium  wing.  The  cost  of  this  building 
cannot  be  estimated  until  the  activities  to  be  carried  on  are  deter¬ 
mined  and  tentative  plans  drawn. 

Administrative  Adjustments:  While  the  addition  to  the  High 
School  is  being  built  the  Junior  High  School  will  have  to  make 
larger  use  of  the  Civic  Association  buildings  and  to  plan  a  more 
efficient  organization  of  the  teaching  program  in  order  to  care 
for  the  expected  increase  of  pupils. 

When  the  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School  is  completed  a 
portion  of  the  ninth  grade  can  be  assigned  here  during  the  erection 
of  the  addition  to  the  Junior  High  School. 

Also,  in  the  elementary  schools  the  pupils  can  be  cared  for  by 
assigning  forty  pupils  to  a  room  instead  of  thirty-five  and  by  some 
shifting  of  the  districts  to  adjust  the  distribution  among  the 
schools. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  use  the  Everett  building  until  the  Junior 
High  School  is  permanently  relieved.  Then  this  building  should  be 
abandoned. 

2.  Addition  to  the  Junior  High  School,  1930:  The  needs  of  the 
Junior  High  School  are  an  auditorium,  a  gymnasium,  a  library 
and  an  adjustment  of  the  space  for  practical  arts  work.  The  total 
number  of  pupils  to  be  accommodated  should  not  exceed  1,000 
pupils.  It  is  estimated  that  this  project  will  cost  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  $200,000. 

3.  Elementary  School  on  the  Fisher  Lot,  1932:  This  building 
should  be  a  twelve-room  school  so  planned  that  it  can  readily  be 
increased  to  eighteen  rooms  when  the  population  demands.  This 
will  cost  about  $150,000. 

The  completion  of  this  building  will  relieve  the  Guild  School  of 
several  hundred  pupils.  The  East  School  can  then  be  abandoned. 

At  this  time  the  Guild  School  will  be  able  to  relieve  the  con¬ 
gestion  in  all  of  the  remaining  elementary  schools. 
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4.  The  Second  Junior  High  School  Begun,  1934:  During  this 
period  of  adjustment  the  Junior  High  School  will  suffer  the  great¬ 
est  inconvenience  of  all  the  schools.  The  complete  relief  will  not  be 
felt  until  a  second  Junior  High  School  is  at  least  partially  built 
to  meet  the  demand.  It  is  estimated  that  a  section  of  this  building 
will  have  to  be  built  at  this  time  costing  about  $300,000.  The  land 
for  this  site  should  be  secured  at  once. 

5.  The  South  East  Elementary  School,  1936:  Similar  to  the 
building  planned  for  the  Fisher  lot  should  be  another  structure  on 
the  East  side  to  relieve  the  Balch  and  Guild  Schools.  This  building 
should  be  a  twelve-room  structure  planned  so  that  it  may  be 
increased  to  eighteen  rooms  when  necessary.  An  estimate  of 
$150,000  is  suggested  for  this  building. 

6.  Addition  to  the  Winslow  School,  1938:  The  Winslow  School 
is  now  crowded,  but  the  shifting  of  pupils  and  the  building  of  the 
schools  on  the  East  side  will  give  the  temporary  relief.  This 
building  should  be  made  an  eighteen-room  building.  The  sale  of  the 
West  School  and  the  Beacon  building  should  reduce  the  cost  of  this 
addition  to  about  $100,000. 

7.  Addition  to  the  Shattuck  School,  1940:  This  building  should  be 
made  to  house  650  pupils  or  the  equivalent  of  an  eighteen-room 
building.  With  the  sale  of  the  Guild  property  this  addition  should 
be  secured  for  about  $100,000. 

8.  Completion  of  the  Second  Junior  High  School,  1942:  By  this 

date  it  undoubtedly  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the  second  Junior 
High  School.  The  building  should  then  accommodate  1,000  pupils. 
The  cost  for  this  addition  should  not  exceed  $200,000. 

9.  Possible  Future  Building  Needs:  So  far  as  can  be  estimated 
the  future  growth  of  the  town  may  develop  a  need  for  relief  in 
three  localities — the  Balch  School  district,  West  of  the  Winslow 
School,  and  possibly  midway  between  the  Winslow  and  the  Shat¬ 
tuck.  These  schools  should  be  started  as  primary  schools  for  the 
first  three  grades  only.  It  will  be  from  fifteen  to  twenty  years 
before  this  need  will  be  felt.  However,  now  is  the  time  to  secure 
the  sites  for  these  schools. 

In  this  connection  the  problem  of  sites  for  all  new  buildings 
proposed  in  this  schedule  should  be  found  and  purchased  as  soon 
as  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

Every  prosperous  town  is  faced  with  very  definite  problems  pre¬ 
sented  by  Education.  It  may  be  assumed  that  these  problems  will 
increase  commensurately  with  the  growth  of  the  town  and  its 
achievements,  based  on  prosperity.  The  greatest  factor  which  has 
added  to  so-called  school  burdens  for  the  towns  has  been  the 
awakened  realization  over  the  past  ten  years,  or  let  us  say  the 
post-war  period,  of  the  importance  of  taking  advantage  of  free 
education  in  the  public  schools.  Norwood  is  an  outstanding  example 
in  this  respect.  Since  1912  the  town  has  increased  in  population 
about  509c.  The  enrollment  in  the  elementary  schools — grades  one 
through  six — where  the  attendance  is  compulsory  has  kept  fair 
pace  with  the  increase  in  population,  the  enrollment  showing  about 
50%  of  growth.  In  grades  seven  through  nine,  where  prior  to  1912 
we  had  the  commonest  “leaving  school”  period,  we  find  a  219% 
increase  in  enrollment.  Going  to  the  top  of  the  school  system, 
taking  grades  ten  through  twelve,  which  comprise  the  Senior  High 
School,  we  find  an  enrollment  increase  of  375%  since  1912.  An 
outstanding  example  of  the  manner  in  which  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Norwood  are  continuing  their  education  is  shown  in  the  enrollment 
of  the  tenth  grade  for  the  present  school  year.  In  this  grade  208 
selected  studies  as  ninth  grade  pupils  to  take  as  High  School  pupils. 
During  the  opening  week  of  High  School  202  registered,  showing 
a  withdrawal  of  only  six. 

This  is  the  most  significant  single  fact  which  may  be  cited  in 
relation  to  the  desire  of  all  Norwood  people  to  have  their  children 
complete  the  twelve  years  of  educational  advantages  offered  by 
the  Town. 

Financial  statistics  concerning  school  budget  and  school  expendi¬ 
tures  are  fully  treated  under  other  headings  of  the  School  Report. 

The  following  table  shows  the  way  in  which  the  school  dollar  is 
divided  in  expenditure: 
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English  Program  for  Grades  One  to  Six 

During  the  school  year  1926-27,  a  beginning  was  made  on  the 
organization  of  the  English  Program  for  Grades  1 — 6.  Organiza¬ 
tion  for  this  work  was  completed  with  the  start  of  the  present 
school  year  and  committees  have  been  formed  for  every  grade  to 
carry  on  this  work  to  completion.  The  guidance  of  the  work  is  in 
the  hands  of  a  Steering  Committee  composed  of  Elementary  School 
Principals,  Miss  Katherine  L.  Carbee  acting  as  Chairman.  Meetings 
have  been  held  weekly  and  general  objectives,  also  objectives  by 
grades,  have  been  carefully  prepared.  Following  this  work  comes 
the  general  outlines,  with  progression  until  final  recommendations 
are  made  for  adoption  of  textbooks  and  materials  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  courses  which  are  adopted. 

In  connection  with  this  work  the  School  Committee  has  engaged 
Miss  Florence  Piper  Tuttle  as  expert  advisor  to  review  the  work 
of  the  Committees  and  make  recommendations  for  changes  and 
additions  which  may  seem  necessary.  Miss  Tuttle  will  meet  seven 
times  with  all  elementary  teachers  and  not  only  pass  upon  the 
English  Program  but  give  special  instruction  in  silent  and  oral 
reading — a  field  in  which  she  has  won  much  distinction. 

Health  Program 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Vera  H.  Brooks,  a  comprehensive 
health  program  for  the  entire  system  is  being  arranged.  The 
teaching  staff  was  organized  for  this  work  in  October  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  entire  course  will  be  completed  and  ready  for 
publication  this  year.  It  is  the  present  purpose  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  to  publish  this  report  in  pamphlet  form  so  that  it  may  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  parents  and  other  townspeople  who  may 
be  interested. 

Norwood,  in  doing  this  work,  is  co-operating  with  the  State 
Department  of  Education  officials  in  a  drive  which  is  under  way  for 
a  revision  of  curricula  in  Health  and  Physical  Education  programs 
throughout  the  State,  in  order  that  greater  uniformity  may  be 
obtained  and  definite  objectives  sought  in  every  community. 

Norwood  has  also  entered  into  activities  recommended  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  for  the  observance  of  May  Day.  A 
health  program  and  health  drive  will  be  conducted  prior  to  May 
Day  with  the  elementary  schools  in  competition  for  awards  which 
are  to  be  in  the  form  of  banners  or  some  suitable  recognition.  The 
chief  points  upon  which  competition  will  be  waged  will  be: 

(1)  Posture. 

I  keep  my 
Head  erect 
Chin  in 
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Chest  Out 
Abdomen  in 

I  walk,  sit  and  stand  straight. 

(2)  Weight. 

Within  the  range  of  10%  below  average  and  20%  above 

average  of  each  individual.

Received  dental  certificate  from  my  dentist.  (This  means 
that  all  necessary  dental  work  has  been  completed  at  the 
present  time.) 

When  a  pupil  has  qualified  under  each  of  the  main  headings,  he 
will  be  given  a  certificate.  The  awards  to  schools  will  be  based 
upon  the  number  of  certificates  obtained  by  pupils  in  respective 
schools,  prorated  as  to  percent  of  enrollment  and  possible  perfect 
scores. 


Geography  Program 

It  is  hoped  that  attempt  may  be  made  during  this  school  year  to 
make  adjustments  in  the  geography  and  social  science  studies 
programs  in  grades  3  to  6.  However,  this  major  project  may  have 
to  go  over  until  next  school  year  as  most  teachers  are  already 
giving  as  much  time  outside  of  classroom  work  as  should  be  re¬ 
quested  or  required. 

While  expenses  have  increased  in  printing  of  study  courses  and 
arrangements  for  conducting  subject  material,  the  returns  more 
than  justify  this  item  of  cost.  Parents  who  are  interested  in 
inquiring  as  to  what  is  taught  and  what  program  is  followed  find 
a  very  definite  answer  in  such  printed  material.  Teachers  through¬ 
out  the  school  system  are  working  on  a  basis  of  uniformity  and 
procedure  which  is  not  otherwise  obtained.  Another  benefit  accrues 
from  a  uniformly  prepared  course  of  study,  the  fact  that  a  pupil 
transferring  from  one  school  to  another  is  not  placed  at  a  dis¬ 
advantage  by  finding  himself  engaged  in  the  study  of  subject 
matter  which  he  has  already  had  or  which  is  far  in  advance  of  the 
ground  he  has  covered. 

In  grades  one  to  eight,  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  in  Norwood 
in  proper  organization  of  courses  and  study  material.  In  grades 
9  to  12  a  large  percentage  of  the  work  and  courses  of  study,  there- 
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fore,  are  prescribed  by  college  entrance  and  normal  school  require¬ 
ments.  In  the  vocational  departments  of  these  grades,  the  courses 
of  study  are  in  good  form,  particularly  in  the  commercial  branches. 
An  outstanding  and  valuable  asset  in  this  curriculum  has  been  the 
establishment  of  a  fully  equipped  business  practice  course  for  11th 
and  12th  grade  girls.  In  this  department  all  of  the  commonest 
office  equipment  has  been  purchased  and  girls  are  given  actual 
experience  in  operating  office  machinery  such  as  they  are  to  find  in 
the  offices  of  the  local  industries  where  most  of  them  enter 
employment. 

Thrift 

That  the  schools  have  continued  the  good  record  started  by  the 
establishment  of  the  modern  plan  of  school  savings  is  shown  by  the 
following  figures  displaying  the  amounts  saved:

Through  this  plan  of  saving  it  is  certain  that  many  boys  and 
girls  desirous  of  continuing  their  education  will,  after  having  saved 
through  a  period  of  twelve  years,  have  sufficient  money  to  take 
them  through  at  least  one  year  of  advanced  education. 

Teaching  Force 

A  total  of  130  teachers  are  now  employed  in  the  Norwood  school 
system.  During  the  school  year  ending  June,  1927,  twenty  teachers 
left  the  service.  This  is  a  large  number,  in  fact,  three  and  one-half 
times  more  than  left  the  service  during  the  preceding  school  year. 
The  reasons  in  no  case  were  due  to  dissatisfaction  with  Norwood 
either  as  to  the  salary  schedule  or  any  lack  of  confidence  in  the 
School  Committee  or  officials.  Norwood  teachers  recognize  that 
they  are  working  in  a  town  which  is  highly  in  sympathy  with 
progressive  school  policies  and  a  town  which  is  interested  in  proper 
recognition  of  its  teachers.  Reasons  for  teachers  having  left  the 
system  are  as  follows:

It  will  be  noted  that  in  the  changes  listed  the  High  School  was 
most  affected.  For  four  years  previous  to  this  teacher  changes  in 
the  High  School  have  been  few.  In  several  of  the  changes  which 
were  made,  teachers  took  other  positions  as  a  means  of  financial  or 
professional  betterment.  It  is  not  expected  that  Norwood  will  pay 
the  highest  salaries,  and  where  a  teacher  qualifies  for  advance¬ 
ment,  and  successfully  candidates  for  a  position  elsewhere,  the 
usual  policy  has  been  to  advise  that  teacher  to  accept  such  an 
appointment.  Two  of  the  teachers  who  left  could  have  been  retained 
providing  a  year’s  leave  of  absence  was  granted.  However,  a  year’s 
leave  of  absence  had  already  been  granted  to  one  teacher  and  it  did 
not  seem  advisable  to  have  more  than  one  regular  teacher  on  leave 
for  any  one  year. 

Professional  Advancement 

That  Norwood  teachers  are  manifesting  a  great  interest  in  up- 
to-date  methods  in  education  is  shown  by  the  number  who  yearly 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  offered  by  Boston  institutions 
for  professional  study  and  advancement.  Many  grade  and  Junior 
High  teachers  are  working  for  degrees,  while  several  High  School 
teachers  are  working  to  qualify  for  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts 
or  Master  of  Education.  The  total  number  of  teachers  taking 
courses  during  the  present  school  year  is  forty-six  and  a  number 
have  signified  their  intention  of  taking  courses  during  the  second 
semester  in  various  institutions.  During  the  fiscal  year  January  1, 
1927,  to  December  31,  1927,  eighty-six  courses  were  taken  by 
Norwood  teachers. 
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Vacation  School 

The  enrollment  for  the  vacation  school  conducted  at  the  Guild 
School  was  147.  Thirty-four  of  this  number  gained  a  year’s  promo¬ 
tion  by  attending  summer  school.  The  remainder  received  review 
work  and  preparation  for  their  ensuing  school  year’s  work  which 
decidedly  strengthened  them  as  pupils.  The  total  expense  of  main¬ 
taining  vacation  school  was  $489.37,  an  average  of  $3.33  per  pupil. 
The  cost  per  pupil  in  the  elementary  grades  of  Norwood  for  the 
school  year  1926-1927  was  $83.98,  at  which  rate  it  would  have  cost 
the  Town  $2,855.32  for  a  year’s  instruction  of  the  thirty-four  pupils 
who  gained  a  year’s  promotion  through  summer  school  attendance. 

High  School  Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  new  Norwood  High  School  has  been  a  source  of  investigation 
for  educators  from  other  towns  and  cities  all  through  the  year. 
Many  delegations  consisting  of  school  committee  members,  select¬ 
men,  mayors,  etc.,  have  been  entertained  and  shown  the  magnificent 
layout  which  the  citizens  of  Norwood  have  so  generously  provided 
for  their  high  school  pupils.  The  comment  from  these  visitors  has 
been  in  terms  of  highest  praise,  both  for  the  vision  of  those  who 
were  responsible  for  the  establishment  of  the  school  in  its  present 
location  and  for  the  work  of  the  Building  Committee  in  carrying 
out  the  splendid  projects  which  the  school  includes. 

The  athletic  field  with  a  few  minor  exceptions  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  properly  fenced  in.  Six  tennis  courts  have  been  pro¬ 
vided;  three  single  courts  and  three  double  courts,  and  it  will  be 
recommended  that  a  program  may  be  arranged  so  that  these 
facilities  may  be  open  to  the  public  under  proper  direction  during 
the  summer  months.  With  the  completion  of  the  five-lap  track, 
track  sports  will  be  adopted  during  the  ensuing  spring,  a  field  which 
will  make  it  possible  for  another  large  stride  toward  100%  general 
participation  in  some  form  of  athletic  endeavor.  While  a  beginning 
was  made  in  track  sports  two  years  ago,  interest  has  not  been 
great,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  boys  and  girls  who  were  re¬ 
quired  to  make  use  of  the  Civic  field  and  the  impossibility  to  make 
clear  use  of  the  Civic  track.  It  is  Mr.  Murray’s  present  purpose  to 
initiate  the  track  program  with  a  spring  meet  which  will  include 
Needham,  Dedham  and  Walpole  and  other  neighboring  towns. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  general  future  plans  for  the  High 
School  may  be  carried  out,  such  as  the  addition  of  an  auditorium 
and  the  establishment  of  an  East  wing  for  extended  vocational 
opportunities. 

Vocational 

There  is  a  definite  demand  among  boys  and  girls  of  the  Norwood 
school  system  for  vocational  study.  At  the  present  time  our  school 
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system  offers  studies  in  the  following  lines  of  work: 

High  School:  For  boys,  woodworking,  mechanical  drawing,  sheet 
metal  work,  elementary  machine  shop  practice,  elementary  elec¬ 
trical  work,  commercial  studies;  for  girls,  cooking,  sewing,  mecha¬ 
nical  drawing,  freehand  drawing  and  designing  and  commercial 
studies. 

Junior  High:  For  boys,. woodworking,  printing,  mechanical  draw¬ 
ing,  elementary  mechanics;  for  girls,  cooking,  sewing,  freehand 
drawing. 

Grades  five  and  six:  For  boys,  elementary  woodworking;  for 
girls,  sewing. 

Throughout  the  entire  school  system  the  courses  offered  have 
been  in  such  demand  that  many  who  have  desired  them  have  had 
to  be  eliminated  and  requested  to  elect  substitute  studies.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  say  to  boys  particularly,  “You  may  not  take 
printing  in  the  Junior  High  School  or  manual  arts  work  in  the  High 
School  unless  you  are  to  definitely  follow  vocational  work  through¬ 
out  your  course.”  This  should  not  be  the  case,  for  facilities  should 
be  such  that  every  boy  and  girl  should  be  permitted  to  take,  with 
his  academic  studies,  a  certain  amount  of  vocational  study  and 
training. 

In  High  School  eighty-eight  boys  are  engaged  in  full-course  study 
of  manual  arts,  taking,  as  a  program,  ten  out  of  twenty-five  hours 
in  this  work.  The  demand  was  greater  and  many  boys  desired  to 
have  at  least  two  periods  of  this  work  per  week,  but  the  work  could 
not  be  given  them  as  only  one  room  has  been  made  available. 

With  the  continuance  of  the  building  program  in  Norwood, 
opportunities  for  vocational  expansion  should  probably  be  given 
first  consideration.  It  is  well  known  that  many  characterize  such 
features  in  a  school  system  as  frills  and  fancies,  but  when  analyzed, 
these  frills  are  really  means  of  getting  away  from  the  impractical 
and  abstract  and  for  making  school  experience  a  definite  means  to 
a  definite  end.  To  some  degree  boys  and  girls  will  be  turned  out  of 
the  schools  who  have  had  training  to  fit  them  for  positions  in  which 
they  will  become  wage-earners  and  desirable  citizens. 

The  field  of  choosing  of  good  and  evil,  has  showrn  tremendous 
increase.  Life  in  itself  is  continuing  to  grow  more  and  more  com¬ 
plex.  Education  has  been  attempting  to  meet  these  complexities 
and  changes  and  make  proper  adaptations.  It  is  certain  that  one  of 
the  chief  ways  of  making  such  adaptations  is  by  means  of  keeping 
apace  in  the  field  of  vocational  opportunities  to  be  offered  boys 
and  girls. 
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Repairs  and  Maintenance  of  Buildings 

Under  the  supervision  of  John  P.  Oldham,  a  definite  saving  has 
been  rendered  the  Town  in  the  matter  of  care  and  supervision  of 
school  buildings.  Under  the  old  plan,  work  was  yearly  requisitioned 
for  each  building,  each  janitor  taking  charge  of  needed  improve¬ 
ments  in  his  own  plant.  Under  the  present  plan,  much  of  the  work 
which  was  done  by  outside  employment,  is  now  done  by  the  corps 
of  janitors  throughout  the  summer.  Mr.  Oldham,  as  the  super¬ 
visor,  takes  janitors  from  one  building  and  puts  them  to  work  at 
projects  which  require  attention  in  any  other  school  plant.  On  the 
janitorial  force  are  several  specialists  who  are  able  to  do  work 
which  formerly  was  taken  care  of  under  outside  contracts. 

The  result  has  been  money  saved  and  a  better  condition  of  school 
buildings  in  general  than  in  any  other  school  year.  The  main 
projects  of  the  ensuing  school  year  will  be  attempted  at  the  Guild, 
Balch  and  Shattuck  Schools.  In  these  buildings  much  painting  has 
to  be  done  and  sashes  will  have  to  be  withdrawn  and  properly 
cared  for. 

At  the  Shattuck  School  a  cement  walk  has  been  laid  from  Fulton 
Street  to  the  front  entrance,  a  wall  laid  along  the  border  of  the 
school  grounds  on  Nahatan  Street  and  steps  taken  to  provide  a 
suitable  playground  for  girls  on  the  East  side  of  the  building.  This 
work  will  be  completed  during  the  spring. 

Tests  and  Measurements 

With  the  building  up  of  courses  of  studies  which  in  all  school 
systems  should  be  constantly  undergoing  revision  there  should  be  a 
definite  schedule  of  tests  and  measurements  of  the  work  done  both 
by  individual  pupils  and  groups  of  pupils  taken  by  grades  and 
schools.  Some  of  this  work  has  been  done  in  the  Junior  and  Senior 
High  Schools  and  a  small  amount  in  the  grades.  Additional  work 
in  this  line  will  be  done  before  the  school  year  ends. 

Conclusion 

The  question  has  been  asked  many  times,  “How  far  are  you  going 
in  education?”  The  same  questions  can  well  be  asked,  “How  far 
are  you  going  in  business,  or  aviation?”  or  in  any  of  the  common 
interests  of  life.  It  is  certain  that  prosperity  and  education  go 
hand  in  hand.  To  fail  to  render  support  properly  for  education 
would  be  a  means  of  removing  one  of  the  definite  props  of  pros¬ 
perity.  There  is  no  attempt  made  to  say  that  our  schools  are  per¬ 
fect,  but  we  say  justifiably  that  we  are  striving  for  the  best  and 
just  as  business  and  all  forms  of  commercial  enterprise  are  un¬ 
dergoing  changes,  so  must  the  schools  and  education  undergo 
changes. 

The  teachers  of  Norwood  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say  that  we 
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recognize  in  our  town  the  proper  attitude  toward  the  best  essentials 
of  educational  progress;  that  we  have,  as  a  town,  one  which  is  not 
averse  to  rendering  proper  support  for  things  which  education 
truly  demands  for  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  soon  to  take  places  in 
the  business  of  the  town.  This  fine  attitude  and  the  resulting  spirit 
as  well  as  the  material  results  which  stand  by  themselves  as 
notable  achievements  will  surely  be  recognized  in  the  future  by  even 
the  most  skeptical. 

In  taking  over  the  duties  of  Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  thor¬ 
oughly  realize  that  I  have  succeeded  a  man  who  has  done  much  for 
the  Town  through  faithful  and  devoted  attention  to  his  school 
duties.  In  current  activities  and  future  projects  which  may  be 
planned,  I  shall  give  of  my  best  to  maintain  his  well  earned 
standards.

Dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  for  the  Norwood  Senior 
High  School. 

In  as  much  as  a  report  of  this  nature  is  expected  to  cover  the 
work  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927,  and  because  of  a 
limited  acquaintance  with  the  happenings  of  the  first  eight  months 
of  the  year,  it  may  be  readily  seen  that  a  large  portion  of  this 
report  necessarily  takes  the  form  of  a  statistical  summary;  it 
appearing  to  the  writer  presuming  for  a  Principal  of  four  months 
contact  with  any  school  system  to  offer  criticism  or  make  sug¬ 
gestions  and  recommendations  to  any  great  extent. 

Enrollment 

At  the  opening  of  school  on  September  9,  1927,  the  school  enroll¬ 
ment  totaled  512,  divided  as  follows:

This  shows  an  increase  of  46  pupils  over  the  enrollment  of  the 
opening  day  of  the  year  previous.  As  is  customary,  the  gain  is 
largely  due  to  the  increased  enrollment  of  the  incoming  class.  This 
year  our  senior  class  numbers  125  as  compared  with  106  graduates 
of  last  June. 
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Faculty 

Since  the  last  report  we  have  had  a  few  changes  in  our  high 
school  faculty.  Resignations  were  received  from  the  following 
teachers;  Lucile  Foster,  Head  of  the  Modern  Language  Depart¬ 
ment;  Jennie  Beaulieu,  Modern  Language  Department;  Helen  Estes, 
English  Department;  Helen  Wilson,  English  Department;  Elizabeth 
Shirley,  English  Department;  and  Carl  E.  Smith,  Head  of  the 
Science  Department.  Mary  R.  Mackedon  was  appointed  as  Head  of 
the  Modern  Language  Department;  J.  Clifford  Geer  was  appointed 
Head  of  the  Science  Department;  and  Dorothy  W.  Abbott  was 
appointed  temporary  Head  of  the  History  Department.  Marguerite 
Elliott  is  on  a  year’s  leave  of  absence.  The  following  teachers  filled 
the  positions  left  vacant  by  resignations:  Dorothy  Pollard,  a  grad¬ 
ate  of  Wheaton,  was  appointed  an  English  teacher  having  had  one 
year  teaching  experience  in  the  Groveland  High  School. 

Orrelle  Gray,  a  graduate  of  the  Emerson  College  of  Oratory, 
B.  L.  I.,  was  appointed  as  English  teacher,  having  had  experience 
in  the  Houlton  (Maine)  High  School  1920-25,  and  the  Augusta 
(Maine)  High  School,  1925-27. 

Laura  Gilmore,  a  graduate  of  New  Hampshire  State  College, 
B.A.,  was  appointed  a  teacher  of  Modern  Languages  having  had 
experience  in  the  North  Woodstock  (New  Hampshire)  High  School 
1924-27. 

George  Yantis,  a  graduate  of  Boston  College  A.  B.,  and  Harvard 
A.  M.,  with  two  years’  teaching  experience  as  an  instructor  at  Bos¬ 
ton  College  in  the  English  Department. 

Ruth  Johngren,  a  graduate  of  Radcliffe,  A.  B.,  was  appointed  as 
teacher  of  Modern  Languages  having  had  experience  in  the  Orleans 
High  School  from  1926-27. 

Dorothy  Norris,  a  graduate  of  Smith,  A.  B.,  was  appointed  as 
teacher  of  Modern  Languages,  having  had  experience  in  the  Ashby 
Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  from  1926-27. 

Lucy  Nordon,  a  graduate  of  Jackson,  B.S.,  was  appointed  as 
History  teacher,  having  had  experience  in  the  Chelmsford  High 
School,  1924-27. 

Rose  C.  Smith,  a  graduate  of  Salem  Normal  and  Chandler  Secre¬ 
tarial  Schools  was  appointed  as  Commercial  teacher,  having  had 
experience  in  the  Open  Air  School  in  Cambridge,  1911-18. 

Wallace  W.  Sawyer,  a  graduate  of  New  Hampshire  State,  B.  S., 
was  appointed  as  Science  teacher,  having  had  two  year’s  teaching 
experience  at  Deerfield  High  School. 

Prospects  of  Enrollment  for  1928-29 

With  the  graduating  class  of  125  leaving  and  incoming  class  of 
approximately  225,  it  is  readily  seen  that  we  have  an  increase  of 
enrollment  coming  to  about  600  pupils  totaled  for  the  coming 
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school  year.  This  will  necessitate  at  least  two  additional  members, 
possibly  three,  to  our  high  school  faculty.  We  are  already  using 
departmental  rooms  for  home  room  assignments  and  will  have  to 
utilize  practically  every  room  in  the  building  for  this  purpose  next 
year.  The  two  drawing  rooms,  sewing  room  and  typewriting  room, 
in  all  probability,  will  house  the  100  extra  pupils  next  year. 

Change  in  School  Program 

Owing  to  the  increased  enrollment  of  this  year  over  the  previous 
year  and  because  of  administrative  difficulties  it  was  necessary  to 
go  from  a  five-period  day  to  a  six-period  day.  We  are  now  having 
six  52  minute  periods  instead  of  five  hour  periods  in  each  day’s 
program.  The  time  for  passing  has  been  cut  from  four  minutes 
to  three  minutes.  Our  recess  remains  the  same — one-half  hour.  Our 
school  day  is  from  8:15  until  2:20.

Commercial  Department 

The  commercial  department  continues  in  its  maintenance  of  high 
standard  work  and  is  expanding  and  enlarging  its  scope  of  achieve¬ 
ments.  This  year  we  have  a  course  in  office  appliances  in  which 
students  of  the  commercial  department  are  now  receiving  instruc¬ 
tions  on  the  manipulation  of  modern  and  up-to-date  machines  that 
are  used  in  the  business  world  to-day.  We  hope  that  additional 
office  appliance  machines  will  be  forthcoming  so  that  the  work  will 
continue  in  its  development. 

Practical  Arts  Department 

It  is  earnestly  desired  that  another  year  will  show  increased 
possibility  for  the  development  of  this  phase  of  our  school  work. 
The  general  trend  of  domestic  arts  work  in  high  schools  is  toward 
a  more  general  distribution  of  the  work  over  the  entire  student  body 
and  we  hope  that  even  a  greater  number  of  girls  may  be  reached 
another  year.  Plans  are  now  under  way  for  increased  time,  espe¬ 
cially  for  the  cooking  periods,  so  that  double  periods  may  be  had 
for  the  girls  in  this  work. 

Extra  Curricula 

It  is  my  general  observation  that  the  high  standard  of  our  athle¬ 
tic  teams  is  still  in  evidence.  Our  football  team,  under  Mr.  Murray, 
has  had  one  more  undefeated  record;  but  of  far  greater  importance 
from  an  educational  point  of  view  is  the  possibility  of  offering  the 
work  to  a  squad  of  72  boys.  For  the  greater  part  of  the  football 
season  we  can  safely  say  that  Norwood  held  as  large  a  squad  of 
boys  in  their  interest  in  this  sport  as  any  school  in  the  State  of 
Massachusetts;  and  very  few  of  the  city  schools  offered  the  train- 
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ing  to  a  greater  number  of  boys.  Norwood  is  looked  upon  as  a 
leader  in  mass  participation  in  athletic  events. 

Our  Quest  Club  is  unique  in  its  philanthropic  achievement  and 
splendid  work.  It  has  recently  very  credibly  concluded  its  activities 
for  the  year  in  its  most  successful  Christmas  party,  a  performance 
of  unusual  high  merit  and  of  its  kind,  in  the  writer’s  observation, 
unparalleled  for  a  piece  of  high  school  extra  curricula  work. 

Our  traffic  squad,  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Abbott  is  showing 
a  splendid  spirit  and  willingness  to  share  the  duties  of  school 
management,  at  the  same  time  developing  in  many  ways  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  and  duties  of  real  leadership  and  citizenship. 

Our  school  paper,  the  Arguenot,  and  the  dramatics  continue  on 
their  high  plane  of  work  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  year  will  see  an 
increased  interest  in  debating,  musical  club  organization  and  public 
speaking.  Our  orchestra,  laboring  under  many  handicaps,  is  pro¬ 
gressing  splendidly.  The  proper  development  of  the  last  four  men- 
toned  activities  is  seriously  handicapped  and  will  be,  with  the  ever- 
occurring  conflict  for  rehearsing  possibilities  experienced  in  our 
gymnasium-auditorium  combination.  We  trust  that  relief  may  be 
in  sight  at  some  not  too  distant  date. 

May  I  add  in  passing  that  Norwood’s  citizens  may  well  be  proud 
of  the  educational  opportunities  offered  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
Town.  Due  to  the  forward-looking  policies  and  persistent  labors  of 
your  educational  leaders,  Norwood  has,  by  the  constant  help  of  its 
citizens,  teachers  and  pupils,  one  of  the  finest  plants,  one  of  the 
most  up-to-date  comprehensive  high  school  organizations  to  be 
found  anywhere.  Fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  this  is  a  broad  state¬ 
ment,  and  that  this  situation  has  been  entirely  inherited  by  the 
present  Principal,  I  am  in  a  very  good  position  to  tell  the  towns¬ 
people  through  this  report  that  the  eyes  of  the  State,  education¬ 
ally,  are  centered  on  Norwood.  Our  school  is  being  presented  almost 
as  a  model  school.  Not  only  do  I  consider  it  a  rare  privilege  to  take 
up  the  administrative  work  of  the  Norwood  High  School  where  you 
left  it,  but  also  do  I  realize  that  in  my  position  here  there  is  the 
very  great  responsibility  of  keeping  the  standard  of  work  up  to 
the  high  plane  at  which  I  find  it  and  carrying  on  to  further  de¬ 
velopment. 

Our  accomplishment  plan,  with  accompanying  directed  or  super¬ 
vised  study,  so  carefully  outlined  in  your  report  of  1926,  has  been 
widely  discussed  by  classes  in  education  in  our  Graduate  Schools  at 
Harvard  and  Boston  University.  It  is  looked  upon  by  leaders  in 
education  as  one  of  the  outstanding  and  most  promising  effective 
methods  of  conducting  high  school  instruction  known  today.  By  it 
teachers  are  most  assuredly  enabled  to  better  meet  the  individual 
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needs  of  the  pupil.  Our  percentage  failure  for  the  entire  school  has 
been  very  materially  cut  down  when  compared  with  that  of  the 
former  method  of  instruction.  During  the  few  months  I  have  been 
here  our  school  has  been  visited  by  many  superintendents,  high 
school  principals,  other  school  officials  and  teachers,  all  of  whom 
have  left  very  favorable  comment  upon  our  organization  and  plan 
of  study;  and  many  have  gone  back  to  their  communities  with  a 
strong  desire  to  make  some  start  toward  getting  away  from  group 
instruction,  that  which  expects  all  students  to  assimilate  and  master 
the  same  load.  Norwood’s  plan  makes  allowance  for  the  varying 
abilities  in  students  and  the  plan  is  gaining  universal  recognition, 
is  becoming  more  and  more  widely  adopted,  and,  it  is  safe  to  pre¬ 
dict,  will  be  found  in  practically  all  our  secondary  schools  in  five  to 
ten  years  time.  I  firmly  believe  that  we  should  be  proud  to  be  one 
of  the  pioneers  in  this  field.  It  is  not  a  fad,  but  is  sound  pedago- 
gically. 

In  closing  this  brief  report  I  wish  to  say  that  I  will  indeed  go 
forward  enthusiastically  with  your  carefully  laid  plans  for  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  our  high  school,  co-operating  in  every  way  possible. 
I  earnestly  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  in  any  way  contributed  to 
the  success  of  the  school  during  the  past  year  and  who  have  made 
my  first  few  months  in  Norwod  such  pleasant  ones.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

The  Junior  High  School  is  in  good  condition,  though  working 
under  difficulties.  At  the  end  of  December  the  enrollment  was  dis¬ 
tributed  as  follows:  Grade  VII,  276,  Grade  VIII,  316,  Grade  IX,  232; 
total,  824 — a  number  somewhat  less  than  was  anticipated  for  this 
year.  Since  September,  however,  we  have  lost  twenty  pupils,  dis¬ 
tributed — gone  to  work,  8,  family  moved  from  town,  10,  home 
permits,  2.  But  for  this  loss,  the  number  would  have  been  prac¬ 
tically  what  it  was  estimated  that  it  would  be. 

So  far  this  year  the  record  has  been  very  poor  in  the  matter  of 
attendance.  There  are,  in  the  files  of  the  school,  400  excuses,  all 
of  which  are  for  inexcusable  or  unnecessary  absences,  and  all  of 
which  absences  have  occurred  since  September.  The  record  is  still 
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worse  in  the  matter  of  tardiness,  of  which  there  have  been  686 
cases  in  four  months.  The  excuses  most  frequently  given  are, 
“I  didn’t  get  up  in  time,”  or  “I  didn’t  start  in  time.”  In  this  matter 
it  seems  as  though  the  parents  are  not  cooperating  with  the  school, 
as  a  little  attention  at  home  would  correct  this  fault,  and  it  really 
is  not  the  school’s  business  to  get  the  pupils  in  on  time.  Irregular¬ 
ity  in  attendance  is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  failure. 

I  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  efforts  of  the  attendance  officer, 
Mr.  Lydon,  to  correct  this  fault.  He  is  always  ready  to  help  in 
visiting  the  homes  to  explain  to  parents,  and  gain  their  cooperation, 
and  in  very  many  cases  he  has  succeeded  well. 

There  are  389  pupils  in  the  present  sixth  grade.  Estimating  that 
370  of  these  will  be  promoted  at  the  end  of  the  year,  next  year’s 
seventh  grade  must  contain  ten  sections  of  about  37  each,  and  this 
does  not  include  those  of  this  year’s  class  who  may  not  be  pro¬ 
moted.  Thirty-seven  to  forty  is  too  large  a  unit  for  most  efficient 
work.  This  number  connotes  re-equipment  and  use  of  the  two  now 
vacant  rooms  in  the  Everett  School  building.  As  we  are  sending 
in  round  numbers  220  to  High  School  this  year,  and  receiving  prac¬ 
tically  370  from  the  sixth  grades,  the  school  next  year  should 
number  150  more  than  this  year,  or  a  total  of  970  pupils.  To 
organize  an  additional  ninth  grade  with  40  in  each  room,  and  two 
additional  seventh  grades,  will  require  at  least  two  extra  teachers 
for  the  academic  work. 

The  increased  enrollment  next  year  will  demand  an  increased 
number  of  class  sessions.  There  are  two  ways  of  meeting  this 
need — lengthen  the  school  day,  or  shorten  the  recitation  period. 
Since  we  have  an  hour  and  a  half  noon  recess,  to  lengthen  the 
school  hours  by  adding  an  additional  period  at  the  end  would  dis¬ 
miss  us  at  4:20  P.  M.  It  seems  best  to  use  the  other  method,  so 
by  shortening  the  period  from  60  to  50  minutes,  we  can  gain  five 
periods  a  week.  The  school  time  schedule  under  this  arrangement 
will  be  thirty  50  minute  periods,  instead  of  twenty-five  60  minute 
periods. 

The  whole  situation  in  the  Department  of  Physical  Training  is 
extremely  unsatisfactory,  and  the  facilities  for  carrying  on  the 
work  extremely  inadequate.  The  fact  that  the  gymnasia  are  in  the 
Civic  building  and  not  under  the  same  roof  as  the  rest  of  the  school 
is  in  itself  a  handicap.  We  lose  an  average  of  at  least  15  minutes 
from  the  time  of  every  group  that  goes  over,  consumed  in  going 
and  coming,  and  we  are  sending  over  twenty-three  groups  every 
week,  to  say  nothing  of  the  confusion  caused  by  this  constant  going 
out  and  coming  into  the  building  of  such  large  groups  numbering 
sometimes  as  high  as  ninety. 

The  dressing  rooms  are  mere  cellars,  without  adequate  con- 
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veniences;  there  are  no  lockers  which  necessitates  pupils  carrying 
their  gym  suits  with  them  to  and  from  gym  and  to  and  from  home, 
which  results  in  constant  loss  of  suits  and  constant  forgetting  of 
suits,  so  that  at  any  time  there  may  be  from  two  to  six,  eight  or 
ten  without  their  suits,  sitting  idle  on  the  side  lines  and  conse¬ 
quently  not  taking  part.  The  shower  facilities  are  not  sufficient 
so  that  pupils  may  bathe  after  their  exercises,  so  they  are  coming 
from  gym  to  the  classroom  without  this  formality,  and  in  some 
cases  perspiring  freely. 

Every  year  there  are  more  and  more  pupils  who  are  going  into 
the  Practical  Arts  Work,  and  here,  too,  our  equipment  is  inade¬ 
quate  for  the  numbers  we  already  have,  and  the  instructors  are 
handicapped.  More  especially  is  this  true  for  boys  in  Printing  and 
Household  Mechanics. 

Adolescent  children  differ  from  each  other  in  mental  capacity, 
specific  abilities,  health,  habits,  emotions,  ambitions  and  environ¬ 
ments.  All  men  may  have  been  created  equal,  but  they  were  not 
created  equal  in  these  particulars.  These  individual  differences  a 
Junior  High  School  should  take  into  consideration,  and  so  far  as 
possible  organize  itself  to  meet  them.  Comparatively  this  depart¬ 
ment  costs  more  than  any  other  in  the  school  because  each  instruc¬ 
tor  handles  only  about  half  as  many  pupils  at  a  time  as  those 
in  other  departments.  The  shops  should  be  enlarged  and  equipped 
for  larger  pupil  groups. 

In  subjects  requiring  primarily  mental  effort,  not  reason,  chil¬ 
dren  should  be  so  grouped  as  to  compete  with  those  of  similar 
ability.  It  is  unfair  and  unreasonable  from  both  standpoints  to 
require  a  child  of  slow  or  low  mentality  to  perform  the  same  tasks 
in  the  same  time  as  one  who  may  be  regarded,  as  far  as  his  mental 
ability  is  concerned,  as  being  in  the  genius  class;  nor  is  it  fair  to 
expect  the  geniuses  to  wait  for  and  drag  along  the  others.  Others 
are  merely  slow  in  development — those  whom  we  call  plodders,  and 
who  will  eventually  arrive,  but  who  should  not  hold  back  those 
who  can  go  ahead  more  rapidly,  and  who  should  not  themselves 
beforced.  As  our  school  is  now  organized  we  differentiate  in  no 
particular  between  these  two  groups. 

I  recommend  a  special  study  be  given  this  problem,  and  that  we 
begin  developing  some  system  to  meet  the  situation  by  grouping 
children  in  Grade  VIII  according  to  mental  ability,  as  determined 
by  well  established  tests  given  in  the  seventh  year,  conferred  by 
the  judgment  of  teachers  and  by  actual  accomplishment. 

There  is  need,  too,  for  a  special  room  and  a  special  teacher  for 
the  over-age  and  very  backward  pupils  who  fit  nowhere — a  room 
where  the  preponderance  of  the  school  activity  would  be  along  the 
lines  of  manual  rather  than  of  mental  work,  and  where  pupils  of 
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this  type  may  be  given  all  the  preparation  possible  for  leaving 
school.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as  Director  of  Physical 
Education  for  boys  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  for  the 
year  1927. 

In  September,  1926,  the  new  Senior  High  School  opened  and  we 
were  able  to  use  our  new  gymnasium,  shower  baths  and  locker 
rooms.  The  periods  were  extended  to  one  hour  which  allowed 
every  boy  in  the  Senior  High  School  to  have  a  shower  bath  after 
his  class  work.  In  the  new  school,  we  find  a  gymnasium  of  the 
most  modern  type  with  all  the  physical  equipment  needed  to  carry 
out  our  program. 

The  Junior  High  School  pupils  carried  on  their  program  in  the 
Civic  Association  Building,  as  has  been  the  custom  in  years  past. 
During  the  interval  from  January  first  to  the  close  of  the  school 
year  in  June,  regular  class  work  with  both  Senior  and  Junior  High 
school  boys  consisted  of  drill,  calisthenics,  apparatus  exercises 
and  games. 

In  this  work  we  have  striven  to  accomplish  our  aim — namely: 

(a)  Correct  Posture 

(b)  Proper  Physical  Development 

(c)  Proper  Coordination  of  Mind  and  Body 

The  Junior  High  School  classes  were  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Ward  until  the  end  of  school  in  June,  at  which  time  he  re¬ 
signed  to  accept  a  position  in  the  Physical  Education  Department 
of  the  Watertown  schools. 

In  September,  Mr.  Lewis,  a  graduate  of  Springfield  College  was 
engaged  to  take  over  the  position  left  vacant  by  Mr.  Ward. 

Special  corrective  work  has  always  been  given  by  all  physical 
instructors  of  both  schools  to  the  boys  who  needed  individual 
attention.  We  have  always  endeavored  to  carry  out  a  physical 
education  program  which  would  meet  the  approval  of  the  State 
Supervisor — Mr.  Carl  L.  Schrader. 

In  regard  to  Sports:  At  this  time  basketball  was  taught  to 
both  Senior  and  Junior  High  School  boys  and  a  schedule  of  eight 
league  games,  with  the  adition  of  two  games  with  Dedham  and 
two  games  with  Franklin,  was  played  by  the  Senior  High  School 
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with  outside  teams.  This  is  the  first  year  that  a  basketball  league 
was  formed  with  the  following  high  schools— Natick,  Framingham, 
Wellesley,  Needham  and  Norwood.  In  this  league,  Norwood  fin¬ 
ished  second  to  Natick.  In  the  standing  of  second  teams,  Norwood 
was  tied  with  Framingham  for  first  place. 

The  Senior  High  School  basketball  squad  consisted  of  fifty-two 
boys.  Of  this  number,  eight  were  considered  members  of  the 
school  team.  Ten  others  made  up  the  school  second  team.  The 
remaining  candidates  formed  class  teams  and  played  a  series  for 
the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  a  class  schedule  and  room  series  was 
played  throughout  the  winter.  A  series  of  102  class  games  was 
played  in  all.  An  All  Junior  High  School  team  was  selected  to 
play  the  winner  of  class  competition  in  the  Senior  High  School. 
This  team  also  played  eight  games  with  outside  teams.  A  second 
team  was  also  chosen  and  competed  against  the  same  schools. 

In  the  Senior  High  School,  for  the  first  time,  a  hockey  team 
was  formed  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert  Woodbury,  who 
proffered  his  services,  and  twenty-five  boys  enjoyed  an  eight  game 
schedule — of  which  they  won  five  and  lost  three.  The  hockey  can¬ 
didates  had  the  privilege  of  practicing  on  the  Civic  Association  rink 
— the  use  of  which  was  kindly  donated  by  the  Norwood  Women’s 
Club  and  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Civic  Association. 

In  April  fifty-two  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for 
the  Senior  High  School  baseball  team.  Thirteen  made  the  first 
team.  Fourteen  others  played  on  the  second  team. 

The  remainder  was  divided  into  class  teams  which  competed  for 
the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School.  The  school  team 
played  a  schedule  of  eighteen  games  with  other  high  school  teams 
and  lost  one  game.  A  series  of  three  games  was  then  arranged 
with  the  Cambridge  High  and  Latin  School  to  play  for  the  cham¬ 
pionship  of  the  State. 

The  first  game,  which  was  played  in  Cambridge,  was  a  victory 
for  Cambridge — the  second  game,  played  at  Norwood  was  a  victory 
for  Norwood;  the  third  game,  played  at  Boston  College  athletic 
field  at  University  Heights  resulted  in  a  victory  for  Norwood.  The 
proceeds  of  the  third  and  deciding  game  were  equally  divided  be¬ 
tween  the  Boston  Floating  Hospital  and  the  Boston  Post  Santa 
Claus  Fund. 

I  want  to  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  directors  of  Boston 
College  for  the  use  of  their  field. 

The  High  School  second  team  played  a  schedule  of  seven  games 
with  other  high  school  second  teams.  This  team  was  coached  by 
Mr.  J.  Clifford  Gear,  of  the  High  School  science  department. 

In  Junior  High  School  a  league  was  formed  of  the  Seventh, 
Eighth  and  Ninth  Grade  Room  Teams  and  a  series  of  interclass 
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games  was  played.  An  All  Junior  High  School  team  was  formed 
which  played  eight  outside  games. 

The  All  Student  Track  Meet  had  to  be  suspended  for  this  year 
on  account  of  the  track  at  the  High  School  not  being  ready  for 
use  at  that  time. 

During  the  fall  season,  seventy-four  Senior  High  School  boys 
reported  for  football  and  a  schedule  of  nine  games  was  played 
with  outside  teams.  The  result  of  the  season  was  an  undefeated 
team. 

The  second  team  played  three  games  with  outside  schools  and 
a  third  and  fourth  team  played  two  games. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  soccer  league  was  formed  in  the 
seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  grades  and  an  interclass  series  of  twenty 
seven  games  was  played. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation,  thirty-three  candidates  signified 
their  intention  of  participating  in  Senior  High  School  basketball. 
A  schedule  of  twelve  games  has  been  arranged  with  other  schools 
and  the  opening  game  of  the  season  is  to  be  played  January 
11,  1928. 

A  hockey  schedule  of  twelve  games  has  been  arranged  and  a 
call  has  been  issued  for  candidates.  At  the  present  time,  forty 
boys  have  signified  their  intention  of  participating  in  this  branch 
of  athletics.  A  hockey  rink  has  been  provided  in  the  rear  of  the 
school  through  the  kindness  of  the  town  officials.  The  members 
of  the  Fire  Department  have  generously  volunteered  their  services 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  rink. 

Over  fifty  candidates  have  reported  for  Junior  High  School  bas¬ 
ketball  and  a  schedule  of  eight  games  has  been  arranged  with  other 
Junior  High  School  teams. 

In  both  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  a  series  of  inter¬ 
class  games  will  be  carried  on  as  has  been  the  custom  in  other 
years. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity,  on  behalf  of  the  boys  and 
myself,  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Norwood  for  their  loyal  support 
in  all  our  athletics  in  the  year  1927.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  work  in  Physical  Education 
for  the  Elementary  Schools  and  for  the  girls  of  the  Junior  and 
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Senior  High  Schools  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

The  general  outline  of  work,  as  suggested  by  the  State  Super¬ 
visor,  is  the  same  as  last  year.  The  aim  of  all  physical  education 
is  for  correct  posture,  proper  physical  development  and  coordin¬ 
ation  of  mind  and  body.  In  the  grades  we  use  simple  postural 
exercises  and  games.  The  chaii's  and  desks  are  adjusted  as  far  as 
possible  to  suit  the  individual  child  and  the  teachers  co-operate  in 
every  way  possible  to  correct  the  walking,  sitting  and  standing 
postures.  We  co-operate  with  the  school  nurses  in  the  care  of  the 
underweight  children  by  giving  special  corrective  exercises  to  those 
recommended  by  the  clinic. 

The  Junior  High  School  classes  are  held  in  the  Civic  Association 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Hope  Jewett.  The  regular  class  work 
consists  of  marching,  pusture  exercises,  apparatus  exercises,  folk 
dancing  and  games.  Special  classes  for  girls  needing  corrective 
work  were  formed  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades.  All  girls 
of  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades  who  wish,  join  an  activity 
period  where  they  have  organized  games.  This  is  exclusive  of  the 
regular  gymnasium  classes  which  are  held  twice  a  week.  Miss 
Jewett  reports  that  the  girls  enjoy  their  intramural  competition 
and  it  certainly  is  invaluable  for  teaching  responsibility,  good 
sportsmanship  and  fair  play. 

The  Senior  High  School  girls  have  two  one  hour  periods  a  week 
for  gymnasium  work,  and  with  our  excellent  equipment  a  complete 
lesson  may  be  given,  followed  by  a  shower  which  is  most  beneficial. 

In  May  a  sixth  grade  baseball  schedule  was  arranged  and  carried 
on,  the  ninth  grade  and  High  School  boys  acting  very  efficiently  as 
umpires. 

Our  girls  in  High  School  were  not  able  to  compete  last  spring  in 
the  state-wide  all-student  track  meet  because  the  athletic  field  was 
not  completed,  but  we  hope  to  have  our  usual  100%  competition 
this  spring. 

About  100  girls  from  the  ninth  grades  and  Senior  High  School 
reported  for  basketball  practise.  They  will  play  interclass  games 
and  later  a  team  will  be  picked  to  represent  the  High  School  in  a 
few  outside  games. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  principals  and 
teachers  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

The  above  report  shows  we  have  been  unusually  free  this  year 
from  the  so-called  children’s  diseases. 

The  dental  program  as  introduced  a  year  ago  last  September  is 
being  continued  in  our  schools.  This  program  consists  of  caring  for 
the  permanent  teeth  as  soon  as  possible  after  they  erupt.  It  is 
known  today  that  a  very  large  per  cent  of  permanent  teeth  are 
defecitve  when  they  erupt.  Our  aim  is  to  detect  this  defect  and 
correct  it  as  soon  as  possible,  thus  preventing  further  decay  and 
more  extensive  and  expensive  dentistry. 

We  hope  and  believe  that  in  a  few  years  we  will  see  very  definite 
satisfactory  results  in  the  diminishing  of  dental  defect  in  the  upper 
grades  as  a  result  of  this  program  of  early  caring  for  slight  defects. 

Parents  are  urged  to  take  their  children  to  their  own  family  den¬ 
tist  even  though  those  children  are  in  grades  which  are  included  in 
our  present  program,  namely  grades  I,  II,  and  III. 

Dr.  Schorer,  State  Psychiatrist,  made  her  annual  visit  to  Norwood 
in  April  and  examined  seventy  pupils  who  were  retarded  in  their 
work. 

The  two  paragraphs  *  following  are  taken  from  Dr.  Schorer’s 
report. 

“Of  the  70  examinations  completed,  19  children  were  so  markedly 
retarded  that  they  could  not  be  expected  to  profit  by  regular  grade 
instruction  but  need  special  training.  Seven  of  these  are  about  15 
years  old  or  even  more,  and  therefore,  too  old  for  Special  Class 
training.  We  recommend  Manual  and  Industrial  Training  for  these. 
Of  the  others,  seven  could  best  be  cared  for  in  a  Special  Class  for 
older  children,  while  five  were  recommended  for  the  Special  Class 
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(three  of  these  children  are  now  in  the  Special  Class).  Sixteen 
pupils  were  recommended  for  re-examination;  some  of  these  are 
too  young  for  Special  Class  at  present,  and  in  others  the  findings 
were  somewhat  doubtful,  making  a  later  examination  desirable. 

“We  again  found  a  fairly  large  group  whose  mental  retardation 
is  not  marked  enough  to  make  them  suitable  for  Special  Class.  They 
will,  however,  experience  difficulty  in  keeping  up  with  their  classes, 
and  undoubtedly  will  have  to  repeat  grades,  some  of  them  repeat¬ 
edly.  These  children,  while  possibly  not  even  able  to  graduate,  will 
have  to  be  guided  later  along  practical  lines,  and  when  properly 
understood  and  guided,  should  make  good  later  in  life.” 

We  note  that  each  year  Dr.  Schorer  recommends  a  number  of 
children  for  Manual  and  Industrial  Training  and  a  number  for  a 
Special  Class  for  older  children. 

We  already  have  more  than  enough  children  so  recommended  to 
form  two  classes,  one  for  boys  and  one  for  girls.  Those  children  are 
at  present  found  in  grades  VI,  VII,  VIII  and  IX. 

Many  of  them  are  disciplinary  problems,  and  a  source  of  annoy¬ 
ance  and  disturbance  to  the  class  in  which  they  are  enrolled.  They 
make  little  headway  in  their  academic  work;  for  their  own  good 
and  the  good  of  the  classes  in  which  they  are  enrolled,  serious  con¬ 
sideration  should  be  given  to  means  of  giving  this  group  instruc¬ 
tion  suited  to  their  needs  and  capabilities. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  held  its  third  clinic  for 
underweight  children  in  Norwood  in  June.  The  following  report  has 


been  made  by  the  State  Department:

We  regret  that  so  large  a  number  have  been  found  to  be  un¬ 
improved.  Perhaps  part  of  the  explanation,  at  least,  lies  in  the  fact 
that  in  the  majority  of  these  cases  the  parents  have  been  unwilling 
to  accept  recommendations  made  by  the  clinic  doctor  or  have  not 
taken  seriously  enough  the  advice  regarding  the  child’s  daily  pro¬ 
gram  of  diet,  sleep,  work  and  rest. 

Due  to  the  courtesy  and  generosity  of  the  Speech  Readers  Guild 
of  Boston,  we  were  able  to  test  the  hearing  of  a  large  number  of 
our  children  by  means  of  an  audiometer. 

We  have  long  known  that  our  old  method  of  testing  hearing  is 
so  inaccurate  as  to  be  largely  a  waste  of  time.  According  to  our 
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tests  we  had  very  few  children  with  defective  hearing.  We  hoped 
such  was  the  case  but  could  not  quite  believe  it,  and  the  audio¬ 
meter  tests  have  shown  we  had  grounds  for  our  belief. 

As  we  could  not  have  all  children  tested  we  chose  those  in  grades 
III,  V,  VII,  and  VIII  and  all  repeaters  in  grades  II,  IV,  and  VI, 
totaling  1500  tested.  The  first  test  showed  that  165  children  had 
9%  or  more  loss  of  hearing.  One  hundred  fifty-six  of  this  group 
(nine  being  absent)  were  given  a  second  test  with  the  result  that 
88  of  them  still  showed  9%  or  more  loss  of  hearing.  Of  those  88 
children,  35  have  repeated  a  grade  some  time  during  his  or  her 
school  life. 

Testing  by  means  of  an  audiometer  is  a  new  thing  and  has  only 
been  used  in  Massachusetts  schools  since  September.  This  demon¬ 
stration  given  by  the  Speech  Readers’  Guild  was  intended  to  prove 
to  us  as  it  has,  that  we  are  missing  the  hard-of-hearing  child,  and 
that  he  often  repeats  a  grade  not  because  he  is  dull  but  because 
he  does  not  hear  well.  Let  us  give  the  child  the  benefit  of  an  ac¬ 
curate  test  and  in  order  to  do  this,  we  need  an  audiometer  of  our 
own.  This  is  expensive,  yes,  but  it  is  also  expensive  to  have  a 
child  repeat  a  gi'ade  and  be  considered  dull  when  he  really  has 
defective  hearing. 

This  year  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  work  out  a  Tentative 
Outline  of  a  Course  of  Study  in  Health  Education  for  each  grade 
in  the  Elementary  Schools  and  the  Junior  High  School. 

A  committee  from  each  grade  meets  regularly  with  the  Health 
Supervisor  to  work  on  the  course.  Teachers  are  giving  their  time 
and  effort  most  generously  and  willingly  and  all  the  work  is  being 
done  outside  of  school  hours. 

We  hope  eventually  to  be  able  to  place  in  the  hands  of  each 
teacher  a  practical  course  of  study  in  Health  Education  for  her 
particular  grade.  We  realize  there  is  a  great  need  for  such  an 
outline  as  teachers  have  been  greatly  handicapped  in  the  teaching 
of  Health  because  of  lack  of  material  and  reliable  information. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Norwood  High  School  Quest  Club 
and  the  Norwood  Women’s  Club  for  their  very  generous  support 
of  the  health  work.  Many  children  have  profited  because  of  this 
assistance.  The  members  of  this  department  wish  to  express  their 
appreciation  to  the  Superintendent,  supervisors,  principals,  teachers 
and  Board  of  Health  for  their  splendid  support,  cooperation  and 
helpful  advice.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Music  Department 
for  the  year  1927. 

Although  having  the  supervision  and  the  planning  of  the  music 
for  the  whole  school  system,  nine  periods  a  week  are  given  to 
actual  teaching.  These  periods  are  divided  between  a  Glee  Club, 
four  choruses,  and  two  orchestras.  The  remaining  periods  are 
given  to  supervision,  and  teaching  lessons  in  various  grades. 

Several  teachers’  meetings  were  called  to  explain  the  outline 
of  music. 

There  is  a  great  improvement  in  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of 
the  work  done  in  the  Senior  High  School,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  gymnasium  is  wholly  inadequate  as  far  as  teaching  music  is 
concerned.  The  need  of  a  music  room,  where  chorus  and  orchestra 
could  meet  regularly  without  conflicting  with  other  activities,  is 
being  felt  more  and  more. 

The  Senior  Glee  Club  of  ninety  voices,  and  the  Senior  orchestra 
of  twenty-seven  members  are  working  on  a  program  which  will 
be  given  shortly.  During  the  past  year  the  Senior  Orchestra 
played  at  several  public  functions,  and  received  high  commendation. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  music  has  progressed  rapidly,  and  a 
course  in  Ear  Training,  introduced  in  November,  has  already  proven 
its  worth. 

A  feature  of  the  year  was  the  Graduation  Exercises  when  the 
Senior  chorus  and  orchestra  rendered,  for  the  first  time  in  Nor¬ 
wood,  “The  Song  of  Victory,”  by  Manney.  Another  feature  was  a 
concert  given  by  the  Junior  Orchestra  and  Chorus.  A  result  of 
these  features  was  to  give  a  greater  stimulus  to  music,  not  only  in 
the  High  School  but  also  in  the  grade  schools,  where  a  keen  interest 
is  being  shown  in  regard  to  this  kind  of  work. 

In  summing  up,  I  find  that  the  musical  interest  in  the  High 
Schools  has  increased  in  the  following  proportions: 

From  one  Glee  Club,  to  three;  from  one  combined  orchestra  of 
twenty-three  members,  to  two  orchestras  of  twenty-seven  and 
twenty-three  members,  respectively. 

In  all  grades  is  found  greater  reading  ability  and  better  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  fundamentals  of  music. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  to  you,  and  to  the  Principals  my 
appreciation  for  the  help  given  me.  I  also  wish  to  thank  Mrs. 
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Marie  Brown  for  her  able  assistance  in  the  Junior  High  School, 
and  the  grade  teachers  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Drawing  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  Norwood  Public  Schools. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  our  department  this  past  year. 
Practically  the  same  schedules  of  visits  to  elementary  rooms  have 
been  used,  except  that  Grade  IV  rooms  have  been  visited  once 
in  three  weeks  instead  of  twro.  With  the  increase  of  grades  and 
larger  number  of  pupils  electing  Drawing  in  Grades  IX  to  XII, 
it  is  possible  that  Grades  V  and  VI  will  have  to  be  visited  once 
in  three,  also,  next  year.  However,  this  should  be  no  serious  draw¬ 
back,  as  there  are  many  teachers  in  our  schools  who  secure  excel¬ 
lent  results  and  understand  our  aims  and  methods  thoroughly, 
having  worked  with  the  present  supervisor  several  years.  When¬ 
ever  a  new  subject  or  project  is  commenced,  the  supervisor  always 
plans  to  give  a  demonstration  lesson  at  that  time. 

In  the  lower  grades  we  have  aimed  for  larger  drawings  than 
formerly,  with  more  chance  for  self-expression  and  more  free 
drawing  from  memory  or  imagination.  The  introduction  of  12- 
inch  by  18-inch  unprinted  newspaper,  which  is  very  inexpensive 
and  consequently  can  be  used  frequently  for  large,  free  drawings, 
has  proved  interesting  and  satisfactory  in  Grade  I.  In  a  few  classes 
free  painting  with  large  brushes  and  “Muresco”  paints  was  tried 
out.  The  results  were  interesting,  but  a  paint  which  is  more  easily 
mixed  and  with  better  keeping  qualities  will  have  to  be  located 
before  introducing  it  in  all  lower  grades. 

Some  of  the  new  projects  in  certain  grades  were  as  follows: 

Grade  III — Booklets  (9-inch  by  12-inch)  on  Holland,  with  many 
varieties  of  cut  and  drawn  illustrations  and  one  or  more  pages  of 
written  work,  correlating  with  the  study  of  this  country. 

Grade  V — Health  posters  made  for  the  first  time,  these  having 
before  been  made  only  in  Grade  VI.  Being  entirely  of  brightly 
colored  cut  papers,  these  were  very  effective  and  were  shown  in  all 
the  drug  store  windows  in  town  on  “Child  Health  Day”  and  the 
following  week. 

Grade  VI — Booklets  on  “Lumbering,”  the  illustrations  showing 
the  different  steps  from  the  trees  in  the  forest  to  the  lumber  being 
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shipped  to  manufacturing  centers  by  boat  or  otherwise.  Descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  pictures  were  written  in  language  classes. 

Grade  VII — “Kindness  to  Animals”  posters  were  the  big  things 
of  the  year,  as  for  several  years.  But  the  results  were  more 
satisfactory  than  usual,  better  workmanship  and  more  original 
slogans  and  illustrations  being  a  feature. 

Grade  IX — The  outstanding  project  in  this  grade  has  been  the 
planning  and  execution  of  stained  glass  effects  for  a  permanent 
decoration  in  one  window  of  the  Drawing  room.  Every  pupil 
electing  Drawing  did  something  or  several  things  on  the  windows. 
Being  in  bright  colors,  with  wide  black  ink  outlines  representing 
the  lead,  then  the  whole  thing  oiled,  a  very  realistic  effect  was 
secured  and  the  pupils  are  proud  of  the  results. 

Tests  at  the  end  of  each  term,  with  a  chance  to  make  drawings 
showing  several  subjects,  worked  on  during  the  term,  as  well  as 
original  pictures,  have  been  tried  out  this  year  in  grade  IX  and 
have  proved  very  satisfactory.  Similar  tests  have  also  been  given 
in  Grade  VIII. 

Since  Drawing  is  elective  in  Grade  IX  and  the  Senior  High 
School  it  has  been  gratifying  to  have  the  numbers  increase  as  they 
have  done  this  year.  Over  fifty  pupils  are  in  the  Grade  IX  art 
classes  and  over  seventy-five  in  Senior  High.  A  number  of  others 
in  each  case  would  like  to  take  up  this  line,  but  conflicts  with  reg¬ 
ular  subjects  prevent. 

All  pupils  in  the  Senior  High  art  classes  made  portfolios  of 
cardboard,  covered  with  painted  paper  and  vellum.  In  these  are 
kept  many  notes  on  various  art  subjects,  as  well  as  finished  draw¬ 
ings.  Before  Christmas  wooden  boxes  were  decorated  with  “Gesso,” 
painted  and  shellaced,  making  substantial  gifts.  Plans  and  designs 
are  being  made  for  tooled  leather  articles  and  linoleum  block 
printing.  The  one  big  handicap  in  these  classes  is  the  fact  that 
pupils  from  all  grades  have  to  take  Drawing  at  the  same  period, 
making  it  impossible  to  carry  out  a  definite  graded  course,  as 
should  be  done.  Senior  girls  planning  to  go  to  Normal  School  or 
Art  School  need  special  kinds  of  drawing  work,  which  they  cannot 
do  with  a  large  number  of  underclass  pupils  in  the  same  class.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  situation  may  be  remedied  next  year. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  Principals, 
and  Teachers,  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Household  Arts  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

Household  Arts  Education  or  “Education  for  Home-Making” 
is  far  reaching  in  its  aims  and  ideal  and  we  are  continuously  striv¬ 
ing  to  improve  our  courses  and  equipment  in  order  that  we  may 
attain  and  maintain  the  highest  possible  standards  of  instruction 
for  our  pupils.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  special  committee 
appointed  by  the  National  Education  Association  to  study  Home 
Economics  Curricula  reported  that  the  present  tendency  is  wholly 
in  favor  of  a  general  course  embracing  many  new  units  of  instruc¬ 
tion.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  course  of  study  has  shown 
for  some  time  a  decided  departure  from  the  “sewing”  and  “cook¬ 
ing”  type  of  instruction.  Technical  instruction  in  these  subjects 
is  only  a  small  part  of  the  work  accomplished.  The  vast  amount 
of  valuable  material  which  is  offered  through  our  many  branches 
of  Home-Making  instruction  has  probably  been  less  recognized  as 
a  definite  part  of  the  work  of  this  department.  It  is  with  the 
broadest  aims  of  education  for  home-making  in  mind  that  many 
subjects  relating  to  activities  and  ideals  which  make  up  daily  home 
life  have  occupied  a  conspicuous  place  in  our  curriculum  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years. 

A  specific  project  which  we  hope  to  complete  this  year  is  a 
problem  in  furnishing  and  equipping  a  room  at  Junior  High  School 
as  a  bedroom  in  order  that  we  may  have  a  better  setting  for 
our  Child-Care,  Home-Care  of  Sick  and  Housewifery  lessons.  These 
lessons,  although  well  established,  would  prove  more  interesting 
if  taught  under  more  home-like  conditions.  We  hope  that  the 
girls  may  have  an  opportunity  to  freshen  some  old  furniture  and 
through  correlation  with  the  sewing  classes  make  necessary  linens, 
etc.  Information  brought  out  in  a  tangible  way  such  as  this  can 
be  applied  practically  in  their  homes.  Another  problem  for  the 
future  is  the  improvement  of  our  dining  room  at  Junior  High 
School.  Here  we  offer  courses  in  Home  Table  Service,  Etiquette, 
Entertaining,  etc.  Many  problems  of  Hygiene  of  Dress,  Personal 
Appearance,  Appropriate  Dress,  etc.,  are  interwoven  into  our 
Clothing  classes.  Opportunities  for  health  instruction  are  recog¬ 
nized  and  met.  Our  close  relationship  with  the  girls  over  a  period 
of  years  from  grade  Y  through  High  School  offers  many  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  assist  them  with  friendly  advice.  Problems  of  Physical 
and  Mental  Health  often  find  a  setting  in  our  classes.  An  example 
of  our  attempt  to  create  worthy  ideals  is  illustrated  in  the  develop- 
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ment  of  the  spirit  of  thoughtfulness  for  others  through  cooperative 
giving.  Two  splendid  baskets  were  packed  wholly  through  pupils’ 
contributions  and  given  away  to  two  most  appreciative  families 
at  Thanksgiving  time. 

Numerous  opportunities  for  the  growth  of  this  department  would 
be  made  possible  by  equipping  as  a  living-room  and  clubroom  the 
room  designed  for  social  and  club  activities  at  the  High  School. 
We  trust  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  look  forward  to  this 
additional  space  and  equipment  in  order  that  we  may  continue  our 
table  service  and  entertaining  lessons  and  develop  other  social 
aspects  of  our  work. 

While  the  primary  aim  of  the  High  School  Cafeteria  appears 
to  be  to  furnish  a  nourishing  and  inexpensive  noon  meal  to  pupils, 
I  feel  that  a  larger  responsibility  rests  with  the  management  in 
making  it  an  educational  feature  of  the  school  and  a  credit  to  this 
department.  We  therefore  aim  for  an  atmosphere  of  refinement, 
a  display  of  good  manners  at  the  tables  and  in  line.  Through  our 
menus  we  are  teaching  the  student  body  to  select  well  balanced 
and  nutritious  meals. 

Since  the  type  of  instruction  covered  in  this  department  is  fun¬ 
damental  for  all  girls  and  the  measure  of  its  value  or  success  lies 
in  numbers  reached  and  helped  through  our  classes,  we  are  pleased 
to  note  the  continuous  growth  of  the  department  and  the  steadily 
increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  pupils. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
all  who  have  appreciated  and  helped  the  growth  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  in  any  way.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Adult  Alien  Education  in  Norwood  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1927. 

Our  evening  school  classes  for  adult  aliens  are  held  in  the  Balch 
School  and  in  the  Junior  High  School  as  in  the  three  preceding 
years.  At  the  beginning  of  this  year  the  classes  in  both  schools 
were  put  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  J.  Clifford  Geer  as  principal. 
This  has  tended  to  unify  the  work  in  the  two  buildings  and  has 
proved  a  very  good  arrangement. 

The  total  enrollment  in  our  evening  school  classes  this  year  is 
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173.  Of  this  number  58  are  women.  When  we  add  to  this  the  42 
women  who  are  attending  the  mothers’  classes  in  different  parts  of 
the  town  the  total  number  of  adult  foreign  women  in  school  this 
year  is  100. 

To  me  this  is  the  most  significant  part  of  this  report.  The 
mother  determines  the  kind  of  home  and  the  health  and  happiness 
of  the  family.  America  can  be  no  better  than  its  homes.  Many 
of  Norwood’s  foreign  born  women  are  beginning  to  be  interested 
in  becoming  citizens  and  exercising  their  right  to  vote.  I  believe 
that  the  work  with  the  mothers  in  home  classes  is  the  most  im¬ 
portant  and  valuable  of  all  of  our  Americanization  teaching. 

It  is  physically  impossible  for  all  foreign  women  in  a  district 
to  attend  classes.  Small  babies  and  large  families,  which  are 
never  lacking  in  the  home  of  the  immigrant,  sickness  and  other 
insurmountable  difficulties  conspire  against  the  education  of  these 
mothers.  What  unlimited  opportunities  has  the  teacher  of  the 
mother’s  class!  Of  course  the  teaching  of  English  is  her  first  duty, 
but  there  are  so  many  ways  in  which  she  can  “help”  in  the  many 
homes  in  which  she  comes  in  contact.  She  has  so  many  ways  of 
proving  herself  a  true  friend. 

This  year  we  have  nine  mothers’  classess.  Seven  of  these  meet 
in  homes  in  different  parts  of  the  town  and  two  meet  at  the 
Winslow  School.  The  director  teaches  seven  of  these  classes. 
She  has  had  the  able  assistance  of  Mrs.  Agnes  Curtin  McDevitt  in 
the  teaching  of  two  home  classes.  All  of  these  classes  meet  twice 
a  week  for  a  period  of  one  hour  each  day. 

In  September,  when  we  sent  out  our  posters  which  told  of  the 
opening  of  evening  school,  we  advertised  an  advanced  class  for 
men  and  women  who  had  graduated  from  our  three  year  course, 
but  who  felt  a  need  for  further  study.  In  response  to  this  over 
thirty  men  and  women  expressed  a  desire  for  the  work. 

The  pupils  of  any  advanced  class  are  a  select  group.  They  are 
ambitious,  social-minded  and  possess  a  sense  of  values.  This  class 
generates  a  spirit  of  cooperative  effort  that  gives  purpose  and 
vitality  to  the  whole  school.  A  man  in  a  lower  class  asked  the 
question:  “Was  it  true  that  Mr.  S.,  who  already  spoke  English 
so  well,  found  it  worthwhile  to  come  to  school  for  further  study?” 
In  attendance  and  quality  of  work  done  this  class  ranks  high. 

It  is  a  wonderfully  inspiring  sight  to  see  a  group  of  aliens  work¬ 
ing  to  become  American  citizens.  What  a  challenge  it  ought  to  be 
to  us  who  have  always  been  American  citizens  to  make  this  country 
of  ours  what  their  teachers  have  taught  them  it  is!  A  fact  noted 
in  a  recent  copy  of  the  Norwood  Messenger  is  significant — “Of 
the  seventy-eight  people  who  have  registered  as  voters  in  Norwood 
during  the  last  period  of  registration  one-third  were  on  natural- 
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ization  papers.”  All  of  our  work  with  adult  aliens  should  lead 
easily  and  naturally  into  naturalization. 

Every  experienced  worker  with  the  foreign  born  realizes  that 
we  cannot  Americanize  immigrants  until  the  native  born  practice 
in  their  daily  lives,  those  principles  which  are  commonly  under¬ 
stood  to  be  the  distinguishing  marks  of  good  citizenship  in  the 
United  States.  Granting  this,  then  the  correction  of  every  un- 
American  condition  may  be  considered  “Americanization  work.” 

The  real  success  of  this  work  is  not  measured  by  numbers  but 
by  the  development  which  has  taken  place  in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  the  students.  To  appreciate  the  actual  results  is  to  visit  the 
classes  and  to  catch  the  spirit  which  exists  there. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  an  honest  word  of 
appreciation  for  the  spirit  and  interest  which  has  been  shown  by 
the  principal  of  the  evening  school  and  by  the  loyal  corps  of 
teachers  who  have  actually  done  the  work.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Norwood  Evening  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  the  direction  of  the  entire  details 
of  all  evening  classes,  both  those  in  Practical  Arts  and  Amer¬ 
icanization,  was  centralized  under  one  head.  This  has  evidently 
worked  out  to  better  advantage  from  an  administrative  point 
of  view. 

The  report  on  Americanization  will  be  found  elsewhere,  this 
report  being  in  regard  to  the  vocational  classes  in  the  Junior  High 
School  building. 

Registration  was  held  on  October  10.  In  all  the  total  number 
of  pupils  has  been  140,  distributed  as  follows: 


Dressmaking  .  22 

Millinery  .  15 

Foods  .  40 

Mechanical  Drawing  .  24 

Bookkeeping  .  21 

Junior  High  School  Subjects  .  18 


Of  this  number  there  are  at  present  104  on  the  active  list,  or 
nearly  75%  of  the  total  registration.  This  figure  is  somewhat 
higher  than  that  shown  in  previous  years. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  a  class  in  mechanical  drawing 
has  been  successful,  due  largely  to  the  excellent  work  of  the 
instructor,  Clifford  H.  Wheeler,  Supervisor  of  Practical  Arts  of  the 
Norwood  Schools.  This  class  now  numbers  fifteen  interested 
young  men. 

The  number  enrolling  for  cooking  was  so  large  as  to  necessitate 
two  divisions,  one  meeting  Mondays  for  two  and  one-half  hours 
and  the  other  on  Thursdays  for  the  same  period  of  time.  There 
seemed  to  be  a  decided  interest  among  women  this  year  in  learning 
how  to  prepare  foods  with  a  corresponding  falling  off  in  interest  in 
knowledge  of  making  hats. 

Mrs.  Zillah  Fleming,  who  has  conducted  the  work  in  dressmaking 
for  many  years,  was  forced  to  give  up  the  work  on  December  31st, 
owing  to  ill  health,  and  Miss  Mary  Moynahan  of  Cambridge  was 
engaged  to  carry  on  the  work.  This  class  has  been  very  successful 
and  some  fine  products  turned  out  by  its  members. 

In  all,  eight  teachers  have  instructed  in  the  evening  work.  One 
difficulty  has  been  in  securing  teachers  who  are  qualified  for  this 
work  from  the  point  of  view  of  State  requirements.  In  some  cases 
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it  was  necessary  to  engage  local  instructors  who  had  not  completed 
State  requirements. 

I  wish  to  mention  here  the  fine  cooperation  received  from  the 
Bird  &  Son  organization  in  interesting  several  of  their  employees 
in  the  mechanical  drawing  course.  Some  of  these  pupils  have  come 
to  class  regularly  from  out  of  town  and  contributed  materially 
to  the  success  of  this  class. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  thank  you  and  your  office 
force  for  the  fine  assistance  given  me  in  organizing  the  work 
for  the  year,  as  well  as  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  force 
of  instructors  for  their  untiring  effort  in  this  work,  which  ap¬ 
parently  is  very  much  worthwhile  in  satisfying  a  very  vital  need 
in  our  town.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Practical  Arts  in 
the  Norwood  Public  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1927. 

The  year  1927  has  been  a  period  of  activity  in  readjustment  and 
organization  in  the  department.  More  and  more  boys  are  taking 
this  course  and  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered 
in  the  various  shops  to  make  worthwhile  projects  for  the  home 
as  well  as  to  receive  a  liberal  education  along  industrial  lines.  A 
notable  feature  this  year  was  the  interest  taken  by  a  group  of  girls 
who  entered  the  department  of  advanced  mechanical  drawing. 

The  increasing  number  of  pupils  selecting  this  course  has  made 
a  difficult  problem  to  solve  as  some  of  the  shops  are  over  crowded. 
As  a  result  of  this  condition,  efficiency  is  lacking  as  a  great  deal 
of  instruction  requires  individual  attention.  The  enrollment  of 
pupils  in  the  shop  classes  has  increased  nearly  fifty  percent  in 
comparison  to  the  enrollment  of  last  year,  a  large  percentage 
being  in  the  Junior  High  School,  as  here  the  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  grades  receive  their  instruction  in  the  four  shops. 

In  June  some  changes  were  made  in  the  personnel  of  the  de¬ 
partment.  Mr.  Natale  resigned  his  position  as  instructor  in  wood¬ 
work  at  the  Junior  High  and  Mr.  Bowler,  the  instructor  in  printing, 
was  transferred  to  that  shop.  Mr.  McAuliffe  was  engaged  to  teach 
printing  and  home  mechanics.  Recently  Mr.  Wynaught  was  added 
to  the  department  and  has  taken  over  his  duties  as  instructor 
of  woodwork  in  the  sixth  grades,  also  acting  as  part-time  teacher 
to  relieve  the  situation  in  the  Junior  High. 
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The  work  in  the  sixth  grade  was  carried  out  according  to  the 
course  outlined.  Plans  and  models  were  used  to  show  the  boys 
what  they  were  to  do  before  they  started  their  projects.  All  pro¬ 
jects  were  within  the  ability  of  the  boys  of  that  age,  and  of  a 
practical  nature.  The  model  airplane  proved  a  most  interesting 
and  worthwhile  project. 

The  grade  teachers  undertook  the  instruction  and  did  exception¬ 
ally  well,  considering  all  the  work  was  done  with  a  sloyd  knife. 
Material  for  this  work  had  to  be  cut  out  at  the  Junior  High  School 
wood  shop  which  placed  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  instructor  in 
charge.  With  the  new  year  it  seemed  advisable  to  place  a  man 
in  charge  of  this  work  and  reorganize  the  course  on  a  more  ad¬ 
vanced  basis  of  instruction.  Mr.  Wynaught  was  engaged  for  the 
work  and  many  difficulties  of  the  past  have  been  overcome. 

Boys  of  the  seventh  grade  had  twenty  weeks  in  each  of  two 
subjects,  namely,  woodworking  and  home  mechanics.  The  aim 
of  instruction  was  to  bring  the  boy  under  advanced  work  in  shop 
procedure  and  strove  for  quality  in  work.  Projects  completed 
were  essential  for  home  use,  including  bread  boards,  knife  and 
fork  boxes,  clothes  dryers,  lamps  and  book  racks. 

The  course  in  home  mechanics,  which  was  a  new  addition  to  the 
department,  proved  attractive  as  it  gave  the  boys  an  insight 
into  the  way  repairs  should  be  accomplished  in  the  home.  It  was 
comprised  of  four  units  which  were — bell  wiring,  wire  splicing, 
sheet  metal  work  and  glazing.  Many  cases  involved  other  work 
as  articles  from  home  were  brought  in  for  repair. 

Under  the  new  curriculum  the  eighth  grade  was  given  the  “Try- 
Out”  course  in  printing  and  mechanical  drawing.  This  plan  proved 
successful  as  the  boy’s  fitness  to  continue  with  the  work  could  be 
determined.  In  the  ten  weeks  spent  in  elementary  printing,  the 
boys  were  taught  composition,  stone  work,  make  ready  and  cutting 
of  stock. 

Mechanical  drawing  was  given  in  textbook  form,  which  covered 
the  principles,  processes,  problems  and  methods  for  beginners  in 
elementary  drafting.  During  the  ten  weeks  of  “Try-Out”  in  this 
subject  a  good  deal  of  the  work  was  covered. 

In  the  ninth  grade  the  practical  arts  class  was  formed  and  was 
given  four  periods  of  shop  work  in  either  of  the  three  shops,  con¬ 
sisting  of  printing,  mechanical  drawing,  and  woodwork.  The 
advanced  class  in  printing  did  all  of  the  school  jobs,  which  were 
numerous,  for  about  90,000  impressions  were  made.  Other  jobs 
were  set  and  printed  for  individual  needs  and  again  the  Junior 
High  School  paper  “The  Argue-a-lot”  was  put  out.  Cooperation 
in  this  department  with  the  other  school  departments  was  evident. 
Schedules  and  permit  blanks  were  printed  for  Mr.  Murray,  tickets 
for  class  socials,  servers  blanks  for  the  Household  Arts  Depart- 
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ment  and  special  work  for  the  Principals  and  Superintendent. 

Ninth  grade  classes  in  woodwork  are  exceptionally  large  and 
overcrowding  of  the  shops  is  detrimental  to  the  value  of  the  shop 
and  to  the  boys.  The  shop  is  arranged  and  equipped  to  handle 
twenty-four  boys,  but  the  classes  have  been  up  to  thirty  and  over. 
The  instructor  cannot  give  the  necessary  attention  to  each  boy’s 
individual  needs.  The  shop  needs  a  good  wooden  floor,  as  the 
cement  floor  is  harmful  to  the  boys’  feet  and  many  tools  are 
rendered  useless  by  falling  to  this  hard  surface.  A  good  iron  sink 
is  also  needed  with  hot  and  cold  water. 

There  is  no  regular  mechanical  drawing  teacher  in  the  ninth 
grade.  It  has  been  taught  by  one  of  the  grade  teachers.  This  of 
course  used  time  that  she  should  have  devoted  to  her  specific  work. 

Advanced  mechanical  drawing  in  the  High  School  correlated  a 
great  deal  of  its  work  with  the  general  shop.  In  this  way  a  great 
deal  of  enthusiasm  and  interest  was  had  among  the  boys  in  both 
shops. 

Drafting  has  been  entirely  individual,  as  all  the  classes  worked 
together  whether  they  were  first,  second  or  third  year.  A  desirable 
change  from  this  situation  would  be  to  have  each  class  taught 
separately.  In  this  respect  more  theoretical  instruction  could  be 
given,  and  more  of  the  subject  covered.  Architectural  drawing  was 
introduced  and  several  plans  for  garages  and  houses  were  drawn. 

For  the  first  time  girls  have  entered  into  the  work,  found  it 
interesting  and  have  been  very  successful.  It  is  hoped  that  more 
will  continue  with  the  subject  in  the  coming  year. 

Boys  entering  the  general  shop  for  their  first  year’s  work  were 
formed  into  four  distinct  groups  for  each  of  the  four  activities  by 
the  instructor.  A  term  of  ten  weeks  was  spent  in  each  unit  or 
activity  and  then  the  groups  changed,  so  that  every  boy  passed 
throught  each  unit,  unless  the  instructor  desired  to  divert  from 
this  plan  to  meet  some  individual  case.  To  boys  who  completed  the 
first  year  of  work  successfully,  the  opportunity  was  given  to  elect 
any  two  of  the  four  activities  and  continue  this  work  for  two  terms 
of  twenty  weeks. 

Practical  and  useful  articles  for  use  in  the  home  and  school  were 
constructed,  such  as  accounting  tables,  costumers,  telephone  tables, 
folding  screens  and  ship  models. 

In  wood  finishing  the  amount  and  grade  of  work  has  been  greatly 
handicapped  by  lack  of  space  and  suitable  conditions. 

Sheet-metal  work  brought  the  boys  into  contact  with  the  appli¬ 
cation  and  study  of  principles.  Projects  constructed  were  window 
boxes,  dust  pans,  cooky  cutters,  wastebaskets,  book  ends,  and  tool 
boxes. 

In  machine  shop  practice  both  bench  and  machine  work  was 
given.  Bench  work  consisted  of  lay-out  work,  filing,  hacksawing 
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and  reaming.  Machine  work  gave  the  boy  his  chance  to  operate 
a  machine  and  turn  out  any  small  projects  which  he  might  wish 
to  do.  Projects  completed  were  screw  drivers,  nail  sets,  center 
punches,  plumb  bobs  and  small  hammers. 

The  electrical  unit  dealt  with  the  theory  and  practice  of  electrical 
circuits,  principles  of  house  wiring  and  repair  of  electrical  appli¬ 
ances  from  the  boy’s  home. 

I  am  very  glad  of  this  opportunity  to  express  to  you  my  sincere 
appreciation  for  all  the  assistance  given  to  me  and  to  the  principals 
for  their  hearty  cooperation  with  the  department.

December  27,  1928 

On  a  Warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  December  15, 

1928,  and  signed  by  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Arthur  J.  Forrest,  Harold  W. 
Baker,  Herbert  H.  Miller,  and  Edmund  G.  Dalton,  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 
the  proper  service  of  which  Warrant  was  duly  attested  by  Thomas  C. 
Lydon,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  James  A.  Halloran,  the  Articles  contained  in  this  Warrant 
and  the  action  taken  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  submit  by  way  of  referendum 
to  the  Voters  at  the  coming  annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  on  January  21, 

1929,  in  the  form  of  appropriate  questions  which  shall  be  printed  on  the 
official  ballot  to  be  used  at  said  election,  on  which  will  be  permit  of  de¬ 
cision  with  respect  to  the  following  alternative  courses  of  action  relative 
to  the  Junior  High  School: 

1.  Whether  the  action  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  June  15,  1928  (and  the 
appropriation  of  a  sum  of  money  for  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the 
Junior  High  School  in  accordance  with  such  plans  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  School  Committee)  shall  be  ratified  by  the  voters  of  the  Town. 

2.  Whether  a  plan  not  approved  by  the  School  Committee,  shall  be  sub¬ 
stituted  which  provides: 

(a)  For  construction  of  additional  classrooms  only  on  the  present  Junior

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reconsider  action  taken  under 
Article  3  at  the  Town  Meeting  held  June  15,  1928,  at  Everett  Hall  at  8 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  relative  to  action  of  additions  to  the  Junior  High 
School  Building  and  the  purchase  of  equipment  and  furnishings  therefor, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.  (By  petition  J.  B.  Maguire  and 
others.) 

Voted:  On  motion  by  Frederick  A.  Cleveland,  Chairman  of  School 
Committee,  it  was  voted  that  Article  1,  sub-division  1,  sub-division  2  (a) 
and  ( b )  and  Article  2  be  taken  up  together  for  the  purpose  of  a  discussion 
on  the  merits  of  the  plans  of  the  addition  to  the  Junior  High  School,  which 
addition  was  authorized  by  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  15,  1928. 
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It  was  voted  that  action  upon  Article  2  be  indefinitely  postponed  and  it 
was  voted  that  action  upon  Article  1  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  con¬ 
sider  the  advisability  of  the  acquisition  by  the  Town  for  municipal  pur¬ 
poses  of  certain  tracts  or  parcels  of  land  contiguous  to  the  reservoir  lot, 
so-called,  to  the  Highland  Cemetery,  and  to  the  Senior  High  School  lot, 
and  of  other  land  bordering  on  Willett  Pond,  so-called,  and  of  certain 
strips  and  parcels  of  land  lying  between  the  parcels  above  described  and 
Walpole  Street,  and  Oak  Street  in  Westwood,  and  the  Walpole  town  line, 
and  to  report  thereon  with  recommendations  at  a  future  Town  Meeting.

(e)  A  new  way  to  be  known  as  Gay  Street,  running  generally  westerly 
from  the  proposed  extension  of  Third  Street.

(g)  A  new  way  to  be  known  as  Berwick  Place,  running  westerly  from 
Walpole  Street.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  to  return  to  the 
Alice  H.  Plimpton  fund,  of  an  unexpended  balance  remaining  of  the  ap¬ 
propriations  heretofore  made  for  the  construction  of  an  addi.ion  to  the 
Morrill  Memorial  Library. 

Voted:  To  return  to  said  fund,  any  unexpended  balance  remaining  ot  the 
appropriations  heretofore  made  for  the  construction  of  such  addition.

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GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT 

January  29,  1929. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

Your  Town  Manager  appreciates  the  confidence  placed  in  him  by  your 
Board  in  selecting  him  as  your  Manager  after  an  absence  of  ten  years.  It 
is  gratifying  to  return  to  Norwood  and  find  projects  which  he  had  more  or 
less  to  do  with  the  preliminary  planning,  now  completed;  as  example  the 
Norwood  Square.  He  cannot  refrain  from  regretting  that  Central  Street 
was  not  widened  from  the  Town  Hall  property  to  the  Electric  Light  Sta¬ 
tion,  as  originally  planned  in  1917  by  the  Town  Engineer  and  himself. 
This  could  then  have  been  done  for  a  few  hundred,  whereas  it  now  will 
cost  thousands.  The  same  holds  true  of  the  extension  of  Fulton  Street 
northerly  to  the  State  Highway  and  southerly  to  Prospect  Street;  the 
latter  end  now  being  covered  with  many  more  houses  than  when  originally 
suggested  and  planned.  Fortunately  no  building  has  been  erected  in  the 
path  of  the  Nahatan  Street  underpass.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  citizens 
can  appreciate  the  great  necessity  of  this  street  being  opened  under  the 
railroad  because  it  is  so  plain  to  any  stranger  or  visitor  coming  within  our 
bounds. 

In  writing  this  report  we  will  attempt  to  break  away  from  the  customary 
stereotype  form  of  dry  reading  and  voluminous  details.  The  picture 
on  the  following  page  shows  that  others  feel  likewise.  A  start  has 
been  made  and  a  dozen  photographs  are  included  this  year.  The  report, 
we  hope,  will  be  somewhat  smaller  than  heretofore  and  more  personal  in  its 
tone.  During  the  coming  year  it  is  our  hope  to  so  record  and  maintain  our 
departmental  records  than  an  interesting  report  may  be  submitted  a  few 
days  after  the  close  of  the  year  by  merely  adding  the  records  for  the  month 
of  December  to  the  previous  eleven  months  already  completed.  We  hope 
hereafter  to  meet  the  three  principal  requirements  of  municipal  reports; 
to  be  prompt,  clear  and  brief. 

Before  passing  to  the  departmental  reports  a  few  lines  will  be  written 
concerning  the  Manager’s  Office.  It  has  been  our  endeavor  to  have  the 
Manager  accessible  to  any  person  at  any  time,  because  even  if  the  details 
must  later  be  referred  to  a  clerk  or  to  some  other  department,  the  citizen 
always  feels  he  must  see  the  Manager  personally.  This  naturally  inter¬ 
feres  greatly  by  interruptions  to  matters  of  importance,  upon  which  the 
Manager  should  be  giving  undivided  attention.  However,  we  have  always 
felt  that  in  a  community  which  expects  personal  attention,  it  should  be 
given.  We  do  hope,  however,  that  the  citizens  will  realize  that  when  the 
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Manager  is  out  of  the  office  on  inspection  or  other  duties,  that  those  in  the 
office  can  really  take  care  of  the  matters  without  forcing  the  visitors  to 
wait  or  to  call  again. 

The  Manager  wishes  to  state  that  w’hile  it  may  often  appear  that  he  is 
encroaching  upon  ground  sacred  to  some  other  department,  it  is  really 
unintentional.  He  will  surely  be  forgiven  when  it  is  realized  that  for  the 
past  ten  years  he  has  been  working  under  Standard  Manager  Charters  and 
not  where  the  duties  and  powers  are  limited  as  in  the  Norwood  Charter  of 
1914.

PURCHASING  DIVISION 


To  the  Town  Manager: 

During  the  year  1928  there  were  1259  purchase  orders  sent  out  from  this 
office.  Of  these,  513  were  for  the  School  Department,  123  for  the  Light 
Department,  52  for  the  Police  Department,  53  for  the  Fire  Department, 
32  for  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library,  98  for  the  Municipal  Building,  36  for 
the  Board  of  Relief,  8  for  the  Engineering  Department,  300  for  the  Public 
Works  Department  which  includes  Water,  Sewer,  Drains  and  Sidewalks; 
and  other  Departments  averaging  about  5  each.  One-quarter  of  the  pur¬ 
chases  were  made  in  Norwood.  On  December  1st  the  School  Department, 
at  the  Town  Manager’s  request,  took  over  its  own  purchasing.  As  most 
of  the  School  Department  supplies  must  necessarily  come  from  school 
supply  houses,  out  of  town,  the  orders  issued  at  the  Town  Manager’s  office 
will  show  a  larger  percentage  placed  in  Norwood  for  the  coming  year. 

The  amount  paid  on  invoices  that  were  incurred  by  orders  was  $102,- 
018.72  and  the  total  amount  of  invoices  paid  was  $369,705.43.  This  dif¬ 
ference  is  accounted  for  by  materials  bought  without  an  order  such  as  con¬ 
tracts  for  cold  patch,  coal,  cement,  road  oil  and  utilities  such  as  electric 
energy,  telephone  and  light  bills,  repairs  to  automobiles  and  buildings, 
freight  and  express  bills  and  other  things  bought  by  various  heads  of  De¬ 
partments  without  an  order. 

The  Methods  and  System  Used 

Requisitions  for  material  and  supplies  are  received  at  the  office  of  the 
Town  Manager  from  the  heads  of  the  various  Departments  and  here  they 
are  either  approved  or  rejected.  The  Manager  reserves  the  privilege  of 
either  questioning  a  requisition  or  offering  suggestions  in  regard  to  it. 
After  the  requisition  is  approved  by  the  Manager,  if  the  material  or  sup¬ 
plies  are  the  same  as  those  being  ordered  continually,  the  order  is  sent  to  a 
firm  that  has  been  dealt  wuth  before  and  found  satisfactory.  If  the  sup- 
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plies  require  a  large  expenditure  or  are  being  requested  for  the  first  time, 
quotations  are  asked  for  of  various  dealers  and  the  order  is  given  to  the 
successful  bidder  as  to  quality  and  price.  Large  savings  are  made  bj’ 
competitive  bidding  on  supplies.  Before  orders  are  sent  out  they  are  en¬ 
cumbered  by  the  Town  Accountant  to  insure  sufficient  funds  for  payment 
being  reserved.  The  requisitioning  Department  receives  a  copy  of  every 
order  which  is  to  be  returned,  properly  endorsed,  to  the  Purchasing  De¬ 
partment  immediately  on  receipt  of  material.  Invoices  are  checked  with 
orders  for  quantities  and  prices;  likewise  extensions  and  discounts  are 
checked.  Invoices  are  approved  by  the  Town  Manager,  placed  on  war¬ 
rant  sheets  by  the  Accountant  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
before  payment.  Copies  of  all  requisitions,  orders  and  invoices  are  cross- 
indexed  and  kept  on  file  in  the  Purchasing  Department. 

The  Cash  and  Trade  Discounts  secured  through  centralized  purchasing 
on  municipal  supplies  during  1928  amounted  to  $2806,  or  nearly  double  the 
cost  of  the  office. 

Inventory 

Inventories  were  made  by  seventeen  Departments  and  the  amount 
of  stock  was  valued  at  $84,055.37  and  the  amount  of  furniture  at  $8,111.69. 
A  copy  of  all  of  these  inventories  are  on  file  at  the  Town  Manager’s  office.

Dear  Sir: 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  as  Public  Works  Superintendent,  covering  that 
period  of  the  year  1928  from  July  16th  to  December  31st  as  follows:  . 

Highways 

Special  efforts  have  been  made  to  improve  the  condition  of  streets,  a  re¬ 
pair  crew,  working  diligently,  repairing  and  surfacing  wdierever  necessary. 
Also,  considerable  attention  was  given  to  the  cleanliness  of  our  highways. 
In  this  respect  may  I  call  your  attention  to  a  custom  of  quite  a  number  of

people  who  persist  in  disposing  of  their  rubbish  on  land  adjacent  to  our 
highwa>s.  This  condition  of  course,  is  an  eyesore  to  the  neighborhood,  as 
well  as  leaving  a  bad  impression  with  the  traveling  public. 
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Tn  view  of  the  fact  that  there  .are  two  public  dumps,  maintained  by  the 
Town,  it  seems  that  these  people  could  be  more  considerate. 

Street  oiling  entailing  the  application  of  a  45%,  65%,  cr  85%  Asphaltic- 
Road  oil  on  approximately  75,973  square  yards  of  street  surface  was  com¬ 
pleted  with  very  gocd  results. 

The  crusher  moved  from  the  old  quarry  cn  Prospect  Street  to  Town  Pit, 
off  Ellis  Avenue  was  set  up;  and  operation  of  same  began  late  in  August. 
While  at  first  the  production  of  stone  did  not  meet  with  our  expectation, 
later  indications  showed  heavy  deposits  of  stone  in  the  pit.  With  the  in-

stallation  of  the  proposed  drag-line  outfit  this  plant  will  go  far  in  reducing 
the  cost  of  street  work. 

The  two  outstanding  improvements  made  in  the  Town  during  the  year; 
the  widening  of  Washington  Street  and  the  erection  of  the  new  Memorial 
Municipal  Building,  furnished  the  Department  with  considerable  extra 
work.  On  Washington  Street  retaining  walls  and  grading,  and  at  Memorial 
Municipal  Building,  the  wrecking  of  old  Town  Hall,  and  building  walks 
and  roads. 

Traffic  signs  wrere  set,  and  street  markings  painted  along  Washington 
Street,  and  at  dangerous  street  intersections  throughout  the  Town.  The 
sdgns,  of  an  attractive  design,  together  with  the  white  street  markings  made 
a  very  efficient  safety  valve  for  the  motorist  and  the  pedestrian. 
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Sidewalks  of  the  granolithic  type  amounting  to  5090  square  yards,  were 
laid  and  1367  lineal  feet  of  curbing  set.  This  was  spread  out  in  various 
sections  of  the  Town. 

The  granite  block  pavement  in  the  business  district  in  the  center  of  Town 
was  repaired  with  granite  blocks  on  concrete  foundation  at  a  cost  of 
$1857.24  covering  460  square  yards  of  patching. 

Following  is  the  list  of  streets  resurfaced  with  a  3-inch  stone  surface  and

Pumping  plants  are  now  operating  on  a  24-hour  basis,  an  operator  being 
on  duty  day  and  night,  assuring  a  maximum  pressure  for  fire  protection  at 
all  times. 

The  crankshaft  of  the  No.  2  pump  at  the  Ellis  Station,  which  split  in 
two  parts,  has  been  repaired.  All  pumps  are  now  in  a  good  condition. 

Conditions  as  to  water  supply  the  past  year  were  very  good,  no  anxiety 
being  caused  by  any  insufficiency. 

Hydrants  were  painted  with  a  red  paint  and  the  dome  with  aluminum. 
They  also  have  been  inspected  frequently  and  repaired  when  necessary. 

Leaks  in  mains  and  services  have  been  less  frequent  than  in  other  years. 

Meters  have  now  been  installed  in  places  that  have  been  billed  on  a  flat, 
rate  basis,  so  that  the  Department  is  now'  100%  metered. 

Seven  new  hydrants  were  installed  in  locations  where  the  growth  of  the 
Town  made  them  necessary.  Eight  additional  hydrants  were  installed  on 
the  new  extensions  of  mains. 

Twenty-six  water  services  were  renewed  and  eighty-  eight  added  to  the 
system.

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Personnel 

The^paid  personnel  ol  the  department  consists  of  Chief  of  Department 
and  four  paid  men.  Call  personnel  consists  of  one  Deputy  Chief,  three 
Captains,  three  Lieutenants  and  twenty-four  firemen.

Recommendations 

That  where  streets  and  avenues  have  the  same  or  similar  sounding  name, 
that  one  be  changed;  as  the  possibility  of  having  confusion  result  due  to  the 
excitement  of  the  person  sending  the  telephone  call  in  case  of  fire,  and  the 
difficulty  of  the  foreign  born  citizen  in  properly  pronouncing  the  name  may 
result  in  a  delay  in  the  apparatus  responding. 

That  automatic  or  manual  gas  shut  off  be  installed  on  all  business  build¬ 
ings  and  tenement  houses. 
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That  all  cellars  and  basements  in  the  business  district  and  all  base¬ 
ments  of  schools  and  all  places  ol  public  assembly  [be  equipped  with 
sprinklers. 

That  halls  in  tenement  or  apartment  houses  where  three  or  more  families 
are  housed  be  lighted  from  sundown  to  dawn. 


Trophies  Won  in  1928 

That  each  school,  church,  theatre  and  place  of  public  assembly  be  con¬ 
nected  to  fire  headquarters  by  telegraph  system. 

That  an  up-to-date  fire  alarm  system  be  installed  and  housed  in  a  fire¬ 
proof  building. 

That  all  mains  less  than  six  inches  be  replaced  by  new  mains  of  at  least 
six  inches  in  size  and  larger  where  possible. 
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That  the  inspection  of  electric  wiring  be  continued  throughout  the  Town, 
and  reu'iring  with  BX  cable  be  insisted  upon  where  inspector  deems  it 
necessary. 

That  trolley  cars  passing  through  Town  be  compelled  to  stop  on  the 
near  side  of  crossing  instead  of  the  far  side.  A  few  instances  have  occurred 
where  fire  apparatus  responding  to  alarms  could  not  cross  the  main  street, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  trolley  car  stopping  on  the  far  side  for  the  discharge 
or  the  receiving  of  passengers,  had  caused  automobile  and  other  traffic  to 
pile  up  m  the  rear  and  extend  across  to  the  near  side,  thereby  blocking  the 
east  and  west  bound  traffic. 

That  while  fire  apparatus  is  responding  to  alarms  of  fire  over  or  across 
the  main  street,  that  the  overhead  signal  system  be  set  with  a  red  light  on 
all  four  sides. 

That  the  selling  or  keeping  for  sale  of  any  combustible  material  or  in¬ 
flammable  liquids  be  licensed  and  not  permitted  to  be  sold  in  a  store  lo¬ 
cated  on  the  ground  floor  of  a  tenement  or  apartment  house. 

That  some  specific  arrangements  be  made  with  adjacent  and  neighboring 
Towns  for  mutual  aid  in  fire  fighting.

During  the  year  the  department  has  done  its  usual  work  such  as  inter¬ 
ments,  maintenance,  foundations  and  private  work.  Have  made  142 
interments  and  3  removals. 

Section  No.  21  has  been  graded  and  sowed  down  which  will  make  about 
35  or  40  lots. 

Prospect,  Washington,  Putman,  Lincoln,  Myrtle,  Mound,  Warren  and 
Franklin  Avenues,  have  been  dressed  over  with  crushed  stone  and  asphaltic 
binding  which  makes  a  big  improvement. 

There  are  two  sections  in  the  Protestant  part  for  single  graves,  dug  over 
and  seeded  down  which  will  make  about  75  or  80  single  graves.  In  the 
Catholic  part  there  has  been  some  land  dug  over  but  not  graded  for  single 
graves. 

The  two  Motor  Mowers  have  had  a  general  overhauling  and  ought  to  be 
in  good  shape  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Lowering  Device,  which  was  purchased  in  June,  paid  for  itself  b> 
rental  charges  between  June  20th  and  December  20th.  Ow'ing  to  so  much 
rain  there  were  only  two  days  from  the  middle  of  May  to  the  middle  of 
August  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  mow7,  which  is  something  that  never 
happened  before  since  I  have  been  in  charge.

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MUNICIPAL  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  C.  A.  Bingham, 

Town  Manager. 

The  year  just  closed  shows  we  had  a  small  gain  in  business.  The  lighting 
load  wa,'  not  increased  as  much  as  the  past  few  years.  The  radio  gave  us 
a  large  increase  and  will  bring  in  steady  increase  in  revenue  for  some  time. 
Total  lamp  load  increased  was  the  equivalent  of  8175  lamps. 

The  growth  of  the  electric  radio  business  has  become  so  large  we  have 
established  a  fault  finding  division  which  is  following  up  complaints  each 
day  and  night  as  we  wish  to  assure  our  many  customers  of  good  reception. 
We  have  located  some  of  the  most  troublesome  faults  outside  ol  our  own 
lines.  These  have  been  wrell  cleared  up.  This  makes  it  much  easier  to 
follow*  up  our  owm  local  faults  complained  of,  many  of  which  do  not  extend 
far  from  local  neighborhood. 

We  are  preparing  the  coming  year  to  re-build  practically  all  of  the  old 
lines  and  replace  balance  of  the  old  poles.  With  this  work  completed  it 
will  place  our  pole  lines  in  best  of  condition  and  will  no  doubt'  clear  up 
more  radio  troubles. 

Many  changes  were  made  in  street  lighting  by  replacing  nearly  a  hun¬ 
dred  60-candle  powrer  lamps  with  larger  bulbs.  The  main  business  section 
from  Guild  Street  to  R,ailroad  Avenue  was  changed  from  400  to  600  candle- 
power;  and  the  additional  street  lamps  added  from  Railroad  Avenue  to 
George  Street  were  of  600  candle  power.

Note:  With  24  less  street  lamps  than  in  1927  w7e  have  22b%  more  candle 
power. 
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Street  lamps  burned  practically  4000  hours  during  year. 

With  proposed  changes  and  additions  to  street  lighting  during  1929  Nor¬ 
wood  should  be  far  ahead  of  any  other  city  in  this  part  of  the  country  for 
street  illumination. 

All  lines  are  now  feeding  from  the  new  station.  During  early  part  of 
year  we  will  add  several  additional  circuits  to  take  care  of  the  proposed 
street  lighting.  Also  several  commercial  circuits  will  be  added  to  insure 
best  possible  service. 

Situated  as  our  station  is  we  are  one  of  the  best  equipped  sub-stations 
in  the  country.  We  have  two  lines  of  cables  feeding  from  the  Edgar  Station 
at  Weymouth  and  two  lines  feeding  irom  L  Street  Station  in  South  Boston. 
With  these  four  feeders  we  are  practically  assured  of  constant  service  at  all 
times. 

Through  the  result  of  the  trees  trimmed  during  past  year  the  public 
is  receiving  much  better  street  light  illumination  than  for  past  several  years. 

FIRE  AND  POLICE  TELEGRAPH 

The  nine  Police  Boxes  and  five  additional  Fire  Alarm  boxes  installed  during 
the  year  are  now  ready  to  put  in  service.  All  have  lights  attached  for  both 
services  and  four-horn  signals  have  been  placed.  A  complete  new  Fire 
Alarm  system  is  needed  whenever  a  suitable  building  is  available. 

ELECTRICAL  INSPECTION 

A  complete  re-inspection  is  about  half  completed  and  many  changes 
have  been  ordered.  Electrical  permits  to  the  number  of  236  wrere  issued 
during  1928.  An  up-to-date  system  has  been  installed  for  all  records.

Plans  and  estimates  for  all  construction,  such  as  sewer,  water,  streets, 
parks,  etc.  are  prepared  in  this  office  and  all  necessary  engineering  m  con¬ 
nection  with  actual  construction  is  furnished.  Total  about  $300,000. 

New  towm  plans  showing  main  drains  and  drain  takings,  water  mains, 
fire  hydrants,  fire  alarm  boxes,  town  property  and  parks  have  been  started 
and  will  be  finished  in  1929.  These  plans  will  be  valuable  as  a  quick  refer¬ 
ence  record  for  the  various  towm  departments.

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REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

The  Finance  Commission  for  the  year  1928  was  organized  with  Mr. 
Charles  J.  Prescott  as  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Fred  R.  Ellis  as  Clerk,  Mr.  John 
J.  Coakley  being  the  third  member.  Mrs.  Clarissa  G.  Maier  was  elected 
as  Executive  Secretary. 

During  the  past  year  the  Finance  Commission  has  held  regular  meetings 
nearly  every  Friday  night,  and  has  endeavored  to  function  as  a  constructive 
commission  in  a  cooperative  manner  rather  than  a  board  of  critics. 

We  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  this  Town  should  follow  as  closely  as 
possible  the  policy  of  “Pay  as  we  go,”  as  defined  by  well  known  authorities 
on  taxation  and  budget  procedure. 

Of  our  total  tax  for  1928,  the  sum  of  $172,865  was  in  the  nature  of  capital 
expenditures  representing  expenditures  as  money  raised  by  taxation,  but 
which  until  recently  was  largely  financed  by  borrowing.  This  sum  amounts 
to  $6.38  of  the  total  tax  bill. 

An  investigation  of  the  various  taxes  of  this  Commonwealth  seems  to 
show  that  they  run  largely  from  $26  to  $30,  and  the  average  rate  for  the 
state  for  1928  was  $29.07.  Experience  in  other  localities  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  a  tax  rate  of  more  than  $30  is  extremely  detrimental,  not  only 
to  the  growth  of  the  Town  but  to  the  real  estate  values,  and  we  believe  that 
Norwood  must  finance  itself  so  as  to  come  within  this  figure  and  still  con¬ 
tinue  to  have  a  very  substantial  amount  ($4  to  $6)  of  capital  expenditures 
in  the  tax  levy. 

Over  one-half  of  our  present  debt  is  borrowed  outside  of  our  debt  limit, 
and  to  that  extent  is  not  a  conservative  policy.  With  the  National  and 
State  governments  reducing  their  indebtedness  and  with  the  knowledge 
that  all  tax  experts  seem  to  agree  that  the  present  city  and  town  indebted¬ 
ness  is  altogether  too  high,  it  behooves  this  Town  to  reduce  its  debt  and 
particularly  place  itself  in  such  a  position  as  not  to  have  to  ask  the  State 
Legislature  for  permission  to  go  outside  the  debt  limit,  and  further,  we 
should  endeavor  to  build  up  a  borrowing  capacity  within  the  debt  limit 
for  such  special  emergencies  as  are  bound  to  arise. 

This  country  has,  in  recent  years,  and  is  at  present,  going  through  an 
economic  era  of  prosperity  and  certainly  at  such  a  time  its  indebtedness 
should  be  decreased  and  not  continually  increased,  for  there  will  come  years, 
and  not  so  far  off,  when  we  will  again  experience  a  depression,  and  we 
should  prepare  for  it  now. 

This  Town  can  carry  out  these  recommendations  and  still  secure,  all  the 
needed  improvements  over  a  reasonable  period  of  time,  but  all  these  im¬ 
provements  cannot  be  secured  at  once  without  catastrophy,  and  the  degree 
with  which  they  can  be  secured  or  new  activities  or  new  projects  engaged 
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in,  can  be  gauged  by  the  extent  that  we  are  within  the  $30  tax  rate,  and 
are  not  continually  increasing  our  debt. 

This  Board  has  continued  to  carry  out  the  policy  of  comparing  our 
various  departmental  expenditures  with  similar  ones  located  elsewhere 
through  a  series  of  questionnaires  sent  out.

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From  this  it  will  appear  that  it  has  been  a  year  very  light  in  serious  con¬ 
tagious  diseases.  Scarlet  fever  cases  were  the  lowest  for  several  years; 
diphtheria  cases  were  fewest  for  ten  years.  It  was  a  peak  year,  however,  for 
measles. 

In  an  attempt  to  control  Whooping  Cough,  this  Board  adopted  a  Regu¬ 
lation  whereby  no  child  with  Whooping  Cough  shall  go  outside  of  his  or 
her  home  unless  such  child  is  wearing  on  the  sleeve  of  the  outer  garment 
a  yellow  band  at  least  two  inches  wide  with  the  words  “Whooping  Cough” 
distinctly  marked  thereon.  Parents  or  other  persons  having  direct  control 
of  such  child  shall  also  be  responsible  for  a  proper  compliance  with  this 
Regulation.  Bands  may  be  procured  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  Municipal  Building,  the  Board  opened  a 
permanent  office  with  a  full  time  clerk,  and  any  matters  which  should 
properly  come  before  the  Board  may  be  left  at  the  office,  or  telephoned  in. 
The  office  is  in  Room  12  which  may  be  most  easily  reached  by  the  Central 
Street  door  of  the  building. 

A  room  has  also  been  provided  for  the  Board  of  Health  Laboratory,  wffiich 
is  now  located  at  the  Beacon  School,  and  as  soon  as  the  necessary  furniture 
and  equipment  is  secured,  the  Laboratory  also  will  be  transferred  to  its 
permanent  home. 

As  the  Town  grows  there  are,  of  course,  increasing  problems  with  respect 
to  garbage  collection  ard  the  Board  is  making  a  determined  effort  to  see 
that  the  citizens  get  the  best  possible  service.  They  would  respectfully 
request  that  each  householder  provide  a  suitable  container  for  garbage, 
and  a  separate  container  for  rubbish,  ashes,  paper,  tin  cans,  etc.  Nothing 
but  garbage  should  be  put  in  the  garbage  container. 

The  usual  reports  of  the  School  Oculist,  School  Dentist,  and  Tuberculosis 
Clinic  and  Milk  Inspector  are  appended.

Gentlemen: 

93  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  and  for  number 
of  bacteria  per  c.c. 

67  samples  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  alone. 

S3  samples  for  number  of  bacteria  per  c.c.  alone. 

The  results  of  examination  were  highly  satisfactory  showing  the  milk 
to  be  in  a  clean,  wholesome  condition,  with  low  average  bacteria  count. 

Seventj  -eight  dairies  supplying  milk  to  Norwood  were  inspected  and 
found  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  year  three  dairies  were  licensed  for  pasteurization  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  new  Statute.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  report  for  the  year  1928. 

The  amount  of  aid  given  during  the  year  did  not  show  any  material  in¬ 
crease  over  the  amount  of  the  year  before,  although  the  number  of  families 
aided,  and  the  number  of  persons  aided,  did  show  some  increase. 

Unemployment  and  sickness  were  the  most  prominent  causes  for  addi¬ 
tional  requests  for  aid. 

The  total  number  of  cases  aided  was  68.  The  total  number  of  persons 
aided  was  266.  The  cases  aided  comprised  73  adults  and  193  children. 
Theie  were  4  state  cases,  so-called,  not  having  a  legal  settlement  in  the 
state,  and  5  cases  with  settlement  in  other  towns  or  cities.  In  such  cases 
the  Town  is  reimbursed  either  by  the  state  or  by  the  place  of  settlement. 
There  were  9  Norwood  cases  aided  in  other  towns  or  cities.  There  were  12 
cases  aided  during  the  year  under  the  Dependent  Mother’s  Aid  Law. 

In  addition  to  sickness  in  the  home,  for  which  reason  aid  was  given  in 
16  cases,  there  were  cases  in  the  Norwood  Hospital,  the  Holy  Ghost  Hos¬ 
pital,  and  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  School  at  Canton.  Two  children 
were  cared  for  by  the  Division  of  Child  Guardianship,  State  Department 
of  Public  Welfare,  and  eleven  others  were  cared  for  in  private  homes. 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  now  has  a  permanent  office  and  a  full  time 
clerk,  and  any  matters  which  should  properly  come  before  the  Board  may 
be  left  at  the  office,  or  taken  up  with  the  Board  in  full  session  on  their 
meeting  nights,  which  will  be  twice  a  month. 

The  office  is  in  Room  12  of  the  Municipal  Building,  and  may  be  reached 
most  easily  from  the  Central  Street  door. 

In  a  Manual  for  Boards  of  Public  Welfare  in  Massachusetts  issued  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  Commonwealth  in  October,  1928, 
the  duties  and  method  of  procedure  of  a  Board  of  Public  Welfare  are  set 
forth  as  follows: 

“The  first  thing  to  do  after  meeting  the  immediate  emergency  as  far  as 
seems  essential,  is  to  investigate,  by  questions  and  by  a  visit  to  the  home, 
the  income  of  the  applicant,  his  needs,  and  also  the  liability  of  relatives; 
and  to  ascertain  where  he  is  legally  settled.” 

“Where  there  are  well  equipped  private  agencies,  persons  who  are  appli¬ 
cants  for  the  first  time  may  well  be  referred  to  such  agencies.  Representa¬ 
tives  of  all  the  agencies  in  the  city  or  town  should  meet  to  discuss  coordi¬ 
nated  activity.” 

This  Board  realizes  that  only  by  getting  at  the  real  facts  in  a  case  can 
any  Board  or  Agency  reach  a  correct  solution. 

With  a  permanent  office,  suitable  equipment,  and  a  full-time  clerk,  this 
Board  stands  ready  to  cooperate  m  every  way  possible  with  local  welfare 
organizations.

Organization,  April  1,  1928  • 

Kenneth  McKenzie  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  Assessor  for 
the  term  of  three  years  beginning  April  1,  1928. 

The  present  Board  organized  as  follows:  Patrick  J.  Lydon  was  elected 
Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast,  Cleric. 

Assistant  Assessors 

George  L.  Banks,  Benjamin  Paddleford,  Edmund  H.  Sullivan,  John 
Murphy,  Robert  B.  Oldham,  Albert  W.  Rafuse  and  Charles  M.  Jewett, 
were  appointed  by  vote  of  the  Board  under  authority  of  Town  Meeting  to 
serve  for  the  period  of  thirty  days  or  such  shorter  period  as  the  Board  of 
Assessors  may  determine. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1928 

The  table  of  comparison  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith  ex¬ 
hibits  the  differences  as  to  the  years  1927  and  1928. 

On  August  23,  1928,  it  was  voted  that  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  1928  be 
determined  as  $29.00  per  thousand. 

It  was  also  voted  at  this  meeting  that  no  assessments  should  be  levied 
as  a  Special  Assessment  against  individual  parcels  of  land  in  the  Neponset 
Valley  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expense  which  the  Town  has  been 
called  upon  to  pay  because  no  special  benefit  can  be  found  to  exist. 

Filing  of  Statement 

The  Board  of  Assessors  at  this  time  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  all 
taxpayers  the  responsibility  placed  upon  each  taxpayer  under  the  Law 
with  regard  to  the  filing  of  statements  of  property  taxable  in  each  year. 

The  Law  directs  a  mandatory  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  the  matter 
of  abatements  of  taxes  where  application  is  made  by  the  taxpayer  after  the 
15th  day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  Board  of  Assessors  are  permitted  to 
abate  only  as  the  Law  directs.  If  the  taxpayer  would  file  an  early  state¬ 
ment  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  May  it  would  save,  in  all  cases  in  ques¬ 
tion,  the  requirement  of  the  doomage  as  directed  by  Law.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1928 


January  7,  1929. 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  annual  report  for  the  year  1928: 

There  were  held  forty-seven  regular  and  five  special  meetings. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  January  16,  1928,  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill  was 
re-elected  Selectman  for  the  ensuing  three  years  and  Herbert  H.  Miller 
was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  in  1927  of  Phillips 
Dennett. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  17,  1928  by  the 
unanimous  re-election  of  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill  as  Chairman,  and  James  E. 
Pendergast  as  Clerk.  Mr.  Pendergast  was  also  reappointed  State  Aid 
and  Soldiers’  Benefit  Agent  and  Soldiers’  Burial  Agent.

Licenses  or  permits  were  granted  from  time  to  time  to  various  persons 
upon  due  consideration  for  the  conduct  of  certain  lines  of  business  in  the 
manner  required  by  law  as  follows:  common  victuallers;  innholders;  junk 
collectors;  second-hand  furniture;  pool  room;  Medway- Dedham  Bus 
Line,  Inc.  license  for  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire  between  Norwood 
and  Westwood;  Class  1  license  to  sell,  exchange,  and  assemble  motor  cars 
and  parts;  Class  1  license  for  purchase,  sale,  repair  and  exchange  of  second¬ 
hand  motor  vehicles;  Third  class  license  to  purchase,  sell,  exchange  or  as¬ 
semble  second-hand  motor  vehicles  and  parts;  Sunday  entertainment; 
Sales  of  ice  cream,  confectionery,  fruit  and  soda  water  on  the  Lord’s  Day; 
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Garage;  several  licenses  to  operators  of  New  England  Transportation 
Company  busses;  license  to  peddle  fruit  and  vegetables  in  Norwood; 
Clark’s  Pharmacy  (May  6,  1928)  sixth-class  license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicat¬ 
ing  liquor  for  year  beginning  May  1,  1928;  conduct  of  employment  agency; 
New  England  Transportation  Company  motor  busses  renewal;  Norfolk 
Hardware  Supply  Co.,  Inc.,  license  to  sell  and  store  ammunition  and  fire¬ 
arms  at  684  Washington  Street;  Homer  A.  Perigny,  doing  business  under 
name  Canton-Blue  Hills  Bus  Line,  license  to  operate  one  motor  vehicle, 
capacity  twenty-one  persons,  for  transport  of  passengers  for  hire  over  certain 
streets  in  Norwood  in  accordance  with  schedule  of  fares  and  number  of 
trips  as  set  forth  in  petition;  Pierce  Bus  Lines,  Norwood  and  Walpole 
transportation  and  operators’  licenses  renewed;  keeping,  storing  and  selling 
gasoline  on  premises  indicated;  license  for  conduct  and  maintenance  of  a 
garage  for  the  repair  of  motor  vehicles;  permit  to  maintain  a  street  sign; 
Norwood  Post  No.  70,  American  Legion  Auxiliary  permit  to  sell  pop-corn, 
ice  cream  and  tonic  in  connection  with  free  band  concerts  during  season 
1928;  roller-skating  contest  permit  for  April  19,  1928,  subject  to  General 
Manager’s  action;  permit  to  Salvation  Army  for  Tag  Day  on  May  26; 
permit  to  Norwood  Lodge  of  Moose,  No.  1243,  to  play  baseball  on  Sunday, 
July  29  on  premises  of  Norwood  Civic  Association,  no  admission  to  be 
charged  or  collections  to  be  taken. 

Action  by  way  of  recommendation  to  the  State  Director  of  Standards 
was  taken  with  respect  to  various  applications  for  licenses  to  peddle  in 
other  localities  in  the  state  which  were  referred  by  the  Director  for  con¬ 
sideration  and  report. 

Claims  and  Litigation 

Various  claims  against  the  Town  some  of  which  involve  litigation  had 
consideration  and  were  dealt  with  as  follows: 

Myer  Dana— Abatement  was  sought  of  betterment  assessments  levied 
on  three  parcels  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Town  Square  so-called  on 
account  of  the  park  and  street  improvements  and  was  refused  as  was 
reported  last  year.  Mr.  Dana  then  petitioned  for  an  assessment  by  a 
jury  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  by  way  of  appeal  from 
the  refusal  of  the  Selectmen  to  grant  the  abatements  requested.  The 
present  status  of  the  suits  is  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel. 

George  W.  Pelham,  Eva  H.  Pelham — -Actions  of  tort  for  personal  injuries 
and  automobile  damage  reported  upon  in  1927.  The  report  of  the  Town 
Counsel  indicates  the  status  of  these  cases. 

Mary  Curran — For  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  through  a  fall 
on  an  icy  sidewalk  in  the  South  Norwood  district.  Acting  on  advice  of 
Town  Counsel  liability  was  denied  and  her  claim  was  directed  against  the 
owner  of  the  premises  adjoining  the  sidewalk  and  was  abandoned  as  to 
the  Town. 
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Louisa  C.  Lepper — For  damages  for  an  easement  for  main  drain  purposes 
taken  in  her  land  at  No.  25  Beech  Street.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Se¬ 
lectmen  no  damage  was  sustained  by  the  location  and  construction  of 
the  drain. 

Mrs.  William  Welch — Sidewalk  accident  claim.  See  report  of  Town 
Counsel  for  details. 

Anthony  Moneikis — Suit  for  damages  for  false  arrest  and  imprisonment 
which  was  abandoned.  See  report  of  Town  Counsel  for  details. 

John  Boo  Abdallah — Reimbursement  sought  of  amount  expended  for  side¬ 
walk  construction  on  Washington  Street  between  Dean  Street  and  Oolah 
Avenue,  and  adjoining  his  property.  This  claim  was  refused. 

Some  minor  claims  had  attention  and  were  disposed  of  without  expense 
to  the  Town. 

Peter  J.  Qualtieri — The  claim  of  the  Town  against  Qualtieri  is  dealt  with 
in  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel. 

Fire  Extinguishment — Municipal  Cooperation 

Through  action  taken  by  the  Selectmen  of  Canton,  Sharon,  Walpole 
and  Westwood  respectively  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  250  of  the 
Acts  of  1925,  the  fire  departments  of  these  several  towns  are  authorized 
to  go  to  the  aid  of  the  Fire  Department  of  Norwood  in  extinguishing  fires 
in  Norwood  when  in  the  discretion  of  the  respective  chiefs  of  the  fire  de¬ 
partments  of  said  towns  it  is  advisable  to  do  so. 

In  response  to  such  action  it  was  voted  on  February  14  as  follows: 
That  the  Fire  Department  of  Norwood  is  authorized  to  go  from  time  to 
time  as  and  when  in  the  discretion  of  the  Chief  of  the  Norwood  Fire  De¬ 
partment  it  is  advisable  to  do  so,  with  due  regard  of  the  need  therefor 
and  the  proper  fire  protection  of  Norwood,  to  aid  the  Towns  of  Canton, 
Sharon,  Walpole,  and  Westwood  in  extinguishing  fires  therein  in  response 
to  calls  for  such  purpose  from  the  Selectmen  of  the  Towns  of  Canton, 
Sharon,  Walpole  and  Westwood  or  the  majority  of  or  either  of  them  or  from 
such  official  or  officials  of  said  towns  as  the  Selectmen  of  said  towns  may 
designate  through  written  notice  to  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood. 

Lay-Outs  and  Orders  of  Taking 

On  March  20,  1928,  following  hearings  held;  the  following  named  new 
streets  were  laid  out,  namely: 

Hawthorn  Street, 

Fairview  Road, 

Beacon  Park  Road, 

Extension  of  Lincoln  Street, 

Extension  of  Vernon  Street, 

Extension  of  Maple  Street. 
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On  the  same  date  the  following  described  main  drains  were  laid  out, 
namely: 

1.  Main  drain  leading  from  Washington  Street,  easterly  through  land 
of  Norwood  Press,  Inc. 

2.  Main  drain  leading  from  Wa'nut  Avenue  souther'y  through  a  private 
way,  property  of  Elks  Building  Corporation  and  through  other  land  of 
Elks  Building  Corporation  to  the  so-called  Everett  Drain  in  land  of  Mary 
D.  Murphy. 

3.  Main  drain  leading  westerly  from  Washington  Street  through  a 
proposed  extension  of  Cedar  Street  and  a  proposed  street  some  times  known 
as  Youngs  Avenue  and  through  the  land  of  Michael  Cofsky. 

These  several  lay-outs  were  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  duly  reported 
to  the  Town  as  required  by  law  and  were  accepted  and  allowed  at  a  town 
meeting  held  March  20,  1928. 

Thereafter,  namely,  on  April  25,  1928,  orders  of  taking  by  right  of 
eminent  domain  were  adopted  with  respect  to  the  various  parcels  of  land 
involved  in  the  lay-outs  to  the  extent  of  the  easements  required  for  street 
and  drain  purposes  respectively,  and  copies  of  such  orders  of  taking  were 
thereafter  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  for  Norfolk  County. 

Sidewalks  and  Sidewalk  Assessments 
On  June  26,  1928  suitable  orders  were  adopted  for  the  reconstruction  of 
existing  sidewalks  with  cement  granolithic  and  providing  that  a  reasonable 
amount  not  exceedingly  one-half  the  cost  be  assessed  upon  the  abutters 
with  respect  to  the  following  streets: 

Adams  Street,  east  side  from  Railroad  Avenue  to  Roosevelt  Avenue, 
Hoyle  Street,  southerly, 

Everett  Avenue,  south  side, 

Guild  Street,  south  side, 

Nahatan  Street,  south  side  from  Fulton  Street  to  Prospect  Street, 
Prospect  Avenue,  northerly  side, 

Savin  Avenue,  westerly  side  Chapel  Street  to  Melville  Avenue, 

Walpole  Street,  easterly  side, 

Central  Street,  Broadway  westerly, 

East  Hoyle  Street. 

Copies  of  such  orders  were  filed  for  record  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  for 
Norfolk  County  as  required  by  law. 

On  May  1,  1928  there  was  issued  a  Warrant  committing  to  the  Col¬ 
lector  of  Taxes  the  collection  of  the  sum  of  $3243.11  by  way  of  assessments 
for  sidewalks  reconstructed  during  1927. 

Street  Safety  Trophy 

In  January  notice  was  received  from  the  Governor’s  Safety  Trophy 
Committee  to  the  effect  that  the  final  figures  in  the  Street  Safety  Contest 
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showed  that  Norwood  had  first  place  in  Group  3  with  respect  to  highest 
percentage  of  reduction  in  motor  vehicle  accidents  on  its  ways  and  would 
be  awarded  the  trophy  for  that  group.  On  the  invitation  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  Chairman  Mulvehill  attended  the  exercises  held  on  February  first 
at  the  Parker  House  in  Boston  at  which  the  trophies  in  the  several  classes 
were  awarded  and  was  presented  by  Governor  Fuller  with  the  Norwood 
trcphy  which  has  been  placed  in  the  new  Memorial  Municipal  Building. 

Highland  Cemetery  Charges 

On  February  14,  1928  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  following  schedule  of 
charges  with  respect  to  Highland  Cemetery:

New  Memorial  Municipal  Building 

The  new  Memorial  Municipal  Building  was  dedicated  with  appropriate 
exercises  arranged  and  conducted  by  the  Memorial  Municipal  Building 
Committee  on  Armistice  Day,  viz.:  Sunday,  November  11,  1928.  The 
Selectmen  took  acceptance  for  the  Town  through  Chairman  Mulvehill  by 
the  formal  presentation  of  the  keys  by  Chairman  Foley  of  the  Building 
Committee.  The  beautiful  and  spacious  room  set  apart  for  the  Selectmen 
was  occupied,  and  the  first  meeting  was  held  by  the  Selectmen  in  this  room 
on  November  13,  1928. 

It  is  already  apparent  that  the  duties  of  the  Selectmen  as  well  as  all 
departments  under  them  can  be  performed  and  the  public  accommodated 
more  satisfactorily  and  comfortably  in  the  new  quarters. 
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Buckmaster  Pond  Situation 

In  view  of  the  development  for  residential  purposes  of  land  adjoining 
Buckmaster  Pond  in  Westwood  as  reported  to  the  Selectmen  in  August, 
consideration  was  given  to  appropriate  action  to  safeguard  the  water 
supply  of  the  Town  from  that  source  against  possible  contamination  through 
the  use  by  owners  of  such  land  whether  actually  abutting  or  sufficiently 
close  to  the  shore  of  the  pond  to  be  potentially  of  concern. 

Inquiry  was  made  through  the  General  Manager  as  to  terms  upon  which 
the  land  bordering  on  the  pond  could  be  purchased  from  the  owners,  but 
the  prices  named  were  not  regarded  as  attractive. 

Action  was  taken  however,  in  September  in  the  form  of  posting  on  the 
land  near  the  high  water  mark  of  the  pond  printed  copies  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  adopted  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  in  1921  for  the 
protection  of  this  water  supply. 

This  matter  will  have  continuing  attention. 

LEGISLATION 

South  Metropolitan  District  Sewerage  System  Extension 

The  Town  was  vitally  interested  in  the  passage  of  the  legislation  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  General  Court  for  1927  for  enactment  into  law  through  a 
special  report  made  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  relative  to 
the  extension  of  the  South  District  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System  in  the 
valley  of  the  Neponset  River.  As  stated  in  our  report  for  last  year  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature  to  be  held  in 
1928. 

Norwood  was  faced  with  the  ever  increasing  need  of  additional  filter 
beds  at  greater  cost  for  its  own  sewerage  system  and  a  condition  of  the 
river  from  use  by  Walpole  and  Norwood  as  well  as  other  towns  down  the 
stream  which  was  reported  by  the  State  authorities  to  be  remediable  satis¬ 
factorily  only  by  a  large  trunk  line  sewer  to  the  sea,  the  more  necessary  as 
the  river  valley  towns  grew  in  population  and  industries. 

The  cost  of  the  branch  trunk  line  with  side  line  to  Stoughton  of  the  South 
Metropolitan  Sewerage  System  proposed  by  the  State  Department  of 
Health  to  relieve  the  situation  was  estimated  to  be  about  $2,365,00.00. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  special  report  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health  was  the  result  of  a  petition  to  the  General  Court  authorized 
at  an  earlier  special  town  meeting  requesting  an  investigation  and  report 
with  recommendations  as  to  the  necessity  or  desirability  and  cost  of  ex¬ 
tending  the  South  District  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System  in  the  Upper 
Neponset  Valley,  and  granted  through  Resolves  for  1926  No.  43. 

When  the  matter  was  heard  in  Committee  in  1927  not  only  were  Boston, 
Quincy,  Wellesley  and  Newton  in  opposition,  but  also  Walpole.  That 
the  opposition  might  not  bring  about  the  defeat  of  the  measure  through 
adverse  reports  by  appropriate  committees  at  the  session  for  1928  to  which 
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it  was  referred  steps  were  taken  to  secure  cooperation  in  support  of  the 
measure  upon  the  part  of  Walpole,  Canton,  Stoughton  and  Norwood,  the 
four  towns  most  strongly  interested.  It  was  sought  also  to  interest  the 
support  of  Sharon,  Milton  and  Dedham. 

On  January  24,  therefore,  a  committee  consisting  of  Chairman  Mulvehill 
and  Clerk  Pendergast  of  the  Selectmen,  Chairman  Prescott  of  the  Finance 
Commission  and  General  Manager  Thorpe  was  named  to  arrange  a  definite 
program  of  cooperative  action. 

Conferences  were  held  with  the  officials  of  Walpole,  Canton,  and  Stough¬ 
ton  and  a  general  committee  representing  the  several  communities  was 
created  and  a  definite  course  of  action  was  agreed  upon  and  followed  at 
the  several  legislative  hearings  held  by  the  Committees  on  Metropolitan 
Affairs  and  Ways  and  Means.  In  addition  to  the  general  committee  a  num¬ 
ber  of  representative  citizens  appeared  at  the  hearings  and  supported  the 
measure  recommended  by  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

Norwood  led  the  way  through  Clerk  Pendergast  who  made  a  careful 
study  of  the  various  factors  entering  into  the  problem  and  prepared  and 
presented  briefs  covering  every  phase  of  the  matter  going  into  the  historic 
side  and  clearly  setting  forth  the  present  and  future  needs  and  particularly 
the  financial  features  as  to  their  fairness  and  effect  on  all  communities 
subject  to  assessment  for  any  part  of  the  cost  involved. 

Strong  opposition  came  from  Boston,  Newton,  Wellesley,  Milton  and 
Quincy  and  to  some  extent  from  Needham,  principally  on  the  question  of 
the  large  expense  involved  and  the  manner  of  its  apportionment.  When 
it  became  evident  that  the  legislation  would  have  the  approval  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Ways  and  Means  in  some  modified  form  the  opposition  aided 
materially  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Metropolitan  Sewerage  District 
Commission  sought  to  change  the  financial  terms  so  as  to  increase  very 
largely  the  payments  to  be  made  by  Walpole,  Norwood,  Canton  and 
Stoughton  upon  admission  to  the  South  District  System  and  thereafter  it 
was  necessary  to  meet  this  form  of  opposition.  Fortunately  the  attitude 
of  the  legislative  committee  and  finally  of  the  Governor  was  such  that  while 
the  total  expense  apportioned  to  Walpole,  Norwood,  Canton  and  Stoughton 
was  substantially  increased,  yet  it  imposed  no  undue  burden  judged  in  the 
light  of  the  total  cost  and  the  benefits  to  be  received  from  the  legislation. 

The  matter  reached  a  favorable  conclusion  through  the  act  admitting 
the  towns  of  Canton,  Norwood,  Stoughton  and  Walpole  to  the  South 
Metropolitan  Sewerage  District  approved  June  13,  1928,  and  known  as 
Chapter  384  Acts  of  1928.  It  requires  the  Metropolitan  District  Com¬ 
mission  to  provide  an  outlet  at  the  Norwood-Walpole  town  line  for  the 
sewage  of  the  town  of  Walpole,  and  at  the  Canton-Stoughton  town  line 
for  the  sewage  of  the  town  of  Stoughton  and  to  construct  a  main  trunk  sewer 
or  sewers  through  Boston,  Canton,  Dedham,  Milton,  Norwood,  Sharon, 
Stoughton,  Westwood  and  Wapole  as  the  Commission  may  determine  to 
be  necessary  to  receive  sewage  from  Canton,  Norwood,  Stoughton  and 
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Walpole  and  carry  it  to  a  connection  with  the  high-level  sewer  of  the  South 
Metropolitan  Sewerage  System. 

A  bond  issue  not  exceeding  two  million  three  hundred  sixty-five  thousand 
dollars  is  authorized  to  meet  the  expenditure  necessary  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  the  act. 

The  act  further  provides  for  an  entrance  fee  of  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  to  be  paid  in  ten  annual  installments  beginning  in  the  year  1929 
which  is  apportioned  among  the  four  towns  on  the  basis  of  the  respective 
valuations  of  the  property  of  each  as  determined  for  the  purpose  of  ap¬ 
portionment  of  state  and  county  taxes.  No  assessment  to  meet  the  cost  of 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  system  will  be  made  upon  any  town  until 
the  work  has  been  so  far  completed  as  to  furnish  an  outlet  to  receive  sewage 
from  such  town. 

Quoting  from  figures  with  explanatory  statements  made  by  Clerk 
Pendergast,  Norwood’s  share  of  the  entrance  fee  is  “approximately  $223,- 
800.00  and  will  result  in  a  yearly  assessment  of  about  $22,400.00  over  a 
period  of  ten  years.  Our  total  yearly  cost  is  estimated  as  follows:

these  figures  being  estimates  based  on  the  present  day  comparison  of 
valuation  and  population  ratios  continuing,  and  do  not  take  into  account 
further  enlargements  of  the  South  Metropolitan  System,  which  we  know 
must  come  in  the  future.” 

We  report  with  much  satisfaction  the  successful  outcome  of  this  most 
important  matter.  The  welfare  and  progress  of  Norwood  were  dependent 
upon  the  solution  of  the  vital  problem  of  present  and  future  sewage  and 
industrial  waste  disposal. 

This  has  now  been  accomplished  through  joining  the  South  Metropolitan 
Sewerage  District  as  the  act  provides.  It  is  undoubtedly  the  most  im- 
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portant  development  in  the  history  of  the  Town  viewed  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  comfort,  health  and  future  growth  and  prosperity.  The  Neponset 
River  and  adjoining  meadows  will  be  most  favorably  affected  and  we  can 
look  forward  to  their  future  use  for  recreation  and  other  purposes  which 
has  been  impossible  in  the  past. 

We  cannot  close  the  report  on  this  matter  without  regarding  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  thanks  to  our  Clerk,  Mr.  James  E.  Pendergast,  for  time,  thought 
and  effort  which  he  gave  so  generously  to  secure  favorable  legislative  action. 
It  is  doubtful  if  a  successful  outcome  could  have  been  secured  without  his 
untiring  and  highly  efficient  efforts.  Certain  it  is  that  his  persistent,  care¬ 
ful,  and  intelligent  activities  as  to  the  financial  features  resulted  in  a  ma¬ 
terial  saving  of  expense  not  only  to  Norwood,  but  to  the  other  towns 
involved. 

Appreciation  should  be  expressed  also  for  the  valuable  aid  given  through¬ 
out  the  legislative  contest  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health,  Mr.  X.  H.  Goodnough.  His  knowledge,  advice,  fairness 
and  firmness  were  of  great  importance  and  the  support  which  he  gave  to 
the  position  taken  by  Norwood  and  the  other  towns  in  seeking  and  securing 
the  legislation  was  as  necessary  as  it  was  valuable  and  indicated  that  the 
needs  and  terms  sought  and  obtained  were  just,  as  viewed  by  an  impartial 
and  competent  State  expert. 

Washington  Street  Widening 

Considerable  attention  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  work  of  widening 
Washington  Street  northerly  from  Railroad  Avenue. 

It  was  reported  last  year  that  the  Selectmen  filed  in  1926  (November  30) 
a  petition  with  the  County  Commissioners  of  Norfolk  County  for  relo¬ 
cating  the  street  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Prospect  Street  and  con¬ 
sideration  was  given  to  the  extent  and  character  of  the  proposed  widening 
and  to  the  damages  involved.  This  year  the  location  of  the  new  easterly 
line  of  the  street  and  other  important  elements  were  discussed  with  the 
County  Commissioners  and  thereafter,  namely,  on  May  1,  1928,  the  relo¬ 
cation  and  widening  were  decreed  and  easements  in  the  land  included  within 
the  lines  of  relocation  were  taken,  and  the  town  was  ordered  to  complete 
the  altered  way  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  decree  to  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  County  Commissioners  in  the  manner  recited  in  the  decree 
and  to  pay  all  expense  of  making  the  relocation  of  the  way.  The  damages 
sustained  by  land  owners  as  determined  by  the  County  Commissioners 
amount  to  $5867.00. 

The  decree  also  provides  that  the  County  of  Norfolk  shall  contribute  the 
sum  of  $8000.00  on  account  of  construction  and  $3000.00  on  account  of 
land  damages,  payment  to  be  made  at  such  time  as  the  Commissioners 
may  determine. 

As  a  result  of  application  made  to  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  a  notice  dated  May  31  was  received  from  that  department  that  the 
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State  would  contribute  to  the  extent  of  one-third  of  the  cost  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  from  the  end  of  the  existing  state  highway  to  Railroad  Avenue,  but 
not  in  excess  of  $8000.00  on  condition  that  the  cost  to  the  Commonwealth 
should  not  include  any  part  of  the  street  railway  changes  except  paving. 

Entry  was  made  to  construct  the  relocated  way  and  formal  notice  was 
given  of  such  entry  to  the  Commissioners  as  required  by  them.  There¬ 
after  on  July  31,  a  contract  in  the  form  approved  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  was  made  with  Philip  J.  Keating  doing  business  under  the 
name  of  the  Guaranty  Construction  Company  of  Shirley  for  the  con¬ 
struction  work.  Under  vote  taken  July  2  granolithic  sidewalks  with  curbs 
were  constructed  in  front  of  the  properties  along  the  line  of  actual  widening 
without  assessment  on  abutters. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  this  improvement  has  thus  been  brought 
about  including  the  change  of  location  of  the  track  of  the  Eastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Street  Railway  Company  from  the  easterly  side  to  the  center  of 
the  street  for  a  distance  of  about  six  hundred  feet  northerly  from  Railroad 
Avenue. 


Miscellaneous 

The  amount  apportioned  by  the  County  Commissioners  to  Norwood 
for  the  care,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  was 
$7,583.45  as  notified  by  their  Warrant  on  January  24,  1928. 

On  January  17,  1928,  an  alteration  in  the  location  of  existing  poles  on 
the  easterly  side  of  Washington  Street  opposite  Walnut  Avenue  was 
granted  to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company. 

On  February  14,  1928,  the  following  committee  was  appointed  to  act 
in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Selectmen  in  the  matter  of  providing,  using 
and  controlling  playgrounds,  namely:  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Chairman  of 
the  Selectmen,  Frederick  A.  Cleveland,  Chairman  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  Dr.  Harold  G.  Metters  (since  deceased),  Miss  Maude  A.  Shattuck 
and  Mrs.  Lucille  W.  Riemer. 

On  February  21,  1928,  an  offer  by  Bird  &  Son,  Inc.  to  pay  one-half  the 
cost  of  installing  a  certain  street  drain  in  Morse  Street  near  the  railroad 
bridge  was  accepted,  the  cost  of  the  project  being  estimated  to  be  about 
$882.00  and  the  General  Manager  was  authorized  to  install  such  drainage 
when  a  sufficient  appropriation  was  available  on  the  understanding  that 
Bird  &  Son,  Inc.  would  contribute  the  sum  of  $440.00. 

On  March  6,  1928,  it  was  voted  that  with  respect  to  all  future  sidewalk 
construction  in  residential  areas  the  cost  of  curbing  be  included  in  the 
amount  to  be  considered  in  making  assessments  on  property  owners. 

On  March  20,  1928,  Superintendent  Barton  of  the  Municipal  Light 
Department  reported  through  the  General  Manager  that  all  wiring  done 
under  wiring  permits  issued  in  1927  had  been  inspected  and  that  the  work 
had  been  done  in  accordance  with  the  National  Electrical  Code. 
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On  April  25,  1928,  pool  and  bowling  alley  license  fees  were  revised  as  of 
May  1  as  follows: 


First  pool  table  .  $5.00 

Each  additional  table .  1.00 

First  bowling  alley .  5.00 

Each  additional  alley .  1.00 


On  May  2,  1928  the  following  action  was  taken  as  to  special  town 
meetings,  namely: 

“All  articles  for  warrants  for  future  town  meetings  shall  be  submitted  in 
writing  by  the  petitioners.  Articles  from  the  several  Boards,  Com¬ 
mittees  or  Officials  of  the  Town  shall  bea  placed  in  warrants  only  upon 
formal  written  request  indicating  that  the  request  is  made  by  vote  of_the 
Board,  Committee  or  Official.” 

On  May  8,  1928,  a  charge  for  water  used  for  construction  purposes  based 
on  a  minimum  of  $3.00  was  approved. 

On  May  29,  1928  it  was  ordered  on  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Health 
that  all  dogs  in  the  Town  be  restrained  from  running  at  large  during  the 
period  of  sixty  days  beginning  June  1,  1928. 

On  June  5,  1928  it  was  voted  that  a  charge  be  made  for  the  use  of  the 
police  ambulance  for  private  purposes. 

On  June  12,  1928,  an  order  was  adopted  for  the  extension  of  the  sewer 
system  in  the  following  streets,  namely: 

Maple  Street  from  Vernon  Street  to  Day  Street, 

Brookfield  Road  from  Walpole  Street  to  Walnut  Avenue, 

Grant  Avenue  from  Adams  Street  to  Cleveland  Street, 

Cleveland  Street  from  Grant  Avenue  to  Railroad  Avenue, 

St.  Joseph  Avenue, 

and  further  voted  that  notice  of  the  action  taken  be  recorded  in  the  Norfolk 
Registry  of  Deeds  and  filed  in  the  Norfolk  Registry  District  of  the  Land 
Court. 

On  June  19,  1928,  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Norwood  Band  for 
eight  concerts  for  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  be  given  at  Elks  Park  with  the 
right  on  the  part  of  the  Band  to  solicit  funds  by  tag  sales  during  concerts 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $300.00. 

On  June  19  it  was  voted  that  permit  for  the  sale  of  fireworks  be  limited 
to  the  period  from  July  2  to  July  4  and  that  no  permits  be  granted  of  lo¬ 
cations  for  such  sale  nearer  Washington  Street  than  the  easterly  line  of 
Central  Street. 

On  June  26,  1928,  it  was  voted  that  a  granolithic  sidewalk  be  con¬ 
structed  on  Lenox  Street  to  a  point  at  the  center  of  the  plant  of  the  Holliston 
Mills  Inc.  fronting  on  said  street  upon  request  of  the  Holliston  Mills,  Inc. 
and  at  its  expense,  it  being  understood  that  an  appropriation  would  be 
sought  in  1929  to  reimburse  this  corporation  for  one-half  the  cost. 
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On  July  2  approval  was  given  to  placing  certain  war  trophies  on  the  band¬ 
stand  lot  at  the  junction  of  Guild  Street  and  Washington  Street. 

On  July  17  approval  was  given  to  the  installation  of  additional  street 
lights  and  street  lighting  units  of  larger  lighting  capacity  than  were  main¬ 
tained  at  that  time. 

On  July  17  it  was  voted  that  all  water  guaranty  charges  in  the  future  be 
established  on  the  basis  of  yearly  requirements  of  7%  of  the  cost  of  each 
extension  of  the  water  mains. 

On  August  14  approval  was  voted  of  the  reimbursement  of  Arthur 
Shactman  to  the  extent  of  $545.00  deposited  by  him  for  construction  of 
granolithic  sidewalk  on  Central  Street  through  appropriation  to  be  sought 
in  1929. 

On  August  28  extension  of  water  mains  on  East  Cross  Street  and  Nep  onset 
Street  was  approved. 

On  September  4  action  was  taken  looking  to  the  disposal  of  the  existing 
temporary  town  hall  building. 

On  September  25  the  acceptance  of  the  offer  of  the  Massachusetts 
Building  Wrecking  Company  of  Woburn  to  pay  the  sum  of  $200  for  the 
temporary  town  hall  building  and  Hose  House  No.  2  on  the  understanding 
that  they  were  to  be  removed  within  two  weeks  of  the  date  of  notice  was 
approved.  This  Company  having  refused  later  to  go  forward  with  the 
work  the  wrecking  of  the  office  building  was  undertaken  and  successfully 
completed  by  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  Town  under  approval 
given  November  30. 

On  November  27  it  was  voted  with  respect  to  electric  service  that  the 
coal  clause  charge  be  discontinued  effective  January  1,  1929. 

On  December  4  agreement  was  made  with  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Street  Railway  Company  covering  pole  locations  on  Washington  Street  at 
the  junction  of  Neponset  Street. 

On  December  18  action  was  taken  looking  to  the  submission  to  Tax 
Collector  Gay  of  a  course  of  procedure  as  to  the  collection  of  unpaid  taxes 
for  the  year  1927. 

On  September  11  the  installation  of  a  concrete  sidewalk  on  Melville 
Avenue  was  approved. 

On  September  25  it  was  voted  to  petition  the  County  Commissioners  for 
Norfolk  County  to  relocate  Winter  Street  between  Prospect  Street  and  the 
Westwood  town  line  through  the  establishment  of  boundary  lines,  the 
alteration  in  course  and  width  and  the  making  of  repairs,  and  that  the 
Selectmen  of  Westwood  be  requested  to  take  similar  action  as  to  that 
portion  of  Winter  Street  in  that  town.  On  October  10  a  report  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Selectmen  of  Westwood  indicating  that  they  were  not  in 
favor  of  the  proposal.  Thereafter  the  petition  as  to  Winter  Street  in  Nor¬ 
wood  was  filed  with  the  County  Commissioners. 

On  October  2  it  w^as  voted  that  the  license  fee  for  the  exhibition  of  motion 
pictures  on  the  Lord’s  Day  be  reduced  from  $5.00  to  $1.00. 
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On  August  14  regulations  were  adopted  covering  the  licensing  of  portable 
amusements. 

On  August  28  the  alterations  of  locations  of  the  track  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  and  of  certain  poles  used  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  track  were  approved.  These  alterations  were  necessary 
in  connection  with  the  widening  of  Washington  Street  north  of  Railroad 
Avenue. 

On  October  2  approval  was  given  to  the  purchase  of  three  tractor  ploughs 
for  snow  removal  purposes. 

At  various  times  action  was  taken  looking  to  better  transportation 
facilities  being  secured  as  to  both  the  steam  railroad  and  street  railway 
through  cooperation  with  the  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Norwood 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  through  direct  dealings  with  the  officials  of  the 
railroad  and  railway  companies. 

On  January  24  advice  was  received  from  the  State  Forester  that  the 
liability  of  Norwood  for  gypsy  moth  suppession  work  for  1928  had  been 
established  at  $5000.00. 

As  a  result  of  a  meeting  with  the  Committee  of  the  Norwood  Chamber 
of  Commerce  on  January  31  relative  to  radio  interference  alleged  to  have 
been  due  to  leakage  of  high  tension  wires  of  the  Municipal  Light  System 
investigation  was  ordered  to  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Light  Department  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Manager  and 
services  of  an  expert  were  obtained  to  make  an  examination  and  report. 
Reports  were  received  on  April  25  and  May  1  indicating  that  some  twenty 
faults  were  located,  sixteen  of  which  were  either  fully  or  partly  corrected 
including  three  allocated  to  the  Municipal  Light  Department. 

On  April  .25  the  following  regulation  was  adopted,  namely:  “No  person 
or  corporation  shall  conduct  or  operate  a  structure  or  grounds  where  public 
amusements  are  conducted  unless  such  grounds  or  structures  are  operated 
under  a  license  granted  by  the  Selectmen.  The  yearly  fee  for  each  such 
license  shall  be  $5.00.” 

On  May  1  the  repair  of  the  stone  crusher  and  its  removal  to  the  Everett 
Street  gravel  pit  lot  were  approved  on  condition  that  the  expense  should 
not  exceed  $2400.00  including  the  building  of  a  roadway  to  Ellis  Avenue 
from  the  gravel  pit  lot. 

Approval  was  given  to  the  purchase  of  a  dump  truck  for  the  Public 
Works  Department  on  April  25. 

At  the  request  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Norwood  Hospital  the  temporary 
occupation  of  a  portion  of  Washington  Street  on  the  easterly  side  adjoining 
the  Norwood  Hospital  premises  was  granted  with  respect  to  the  placing 
of  a  hedge  and  certain  cornerstone  markers  between  the  easterly  sidewalk 
and  the  hospital  grounds  provided  the  Norwood  Hospital  gave  to  the  Town 
an  agreement  of  indemnity  from  liability. 

As  a  result  of  action  taken  on  July  17  an  Advisory  Committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  make  a  survey  and  to  consider  and  report  a  general  plan  with 
respect  to  future  parks  and  parkway  needs. 
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On  November  20  attention  was  given  to  the  matter  of  insurance  of  the 
New  Municipal  Memorial  Building. 

On  January  3  consideration  was  given  to  the  question  of  the  payment  of 
wages  of  employees  during  absence  on  account  of  sickness. 

On  January  24  arrangements  were  made  with  Lewis  D.  Thorpe,  then 
General  Manager  of  the  Town,  to  give  additional  time  to  that  position 
until  a  new  appointment  was  made  and  after  his  resignation  had  become 
effective  he  was  appointed  temporary  General  Manager  pending  the  as¬ 
sumption  of  the  duties  of  General  Manager  by  Clarence  A.  Bingham  newly 
appointed  to  that  office. 

Various  public  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  with  respect  to 
street  lay-outs,  garage  maintenance  and  licenses  for  storage  and  sale  of 
gasoline  and  other  inflammable  fluids. 

On  February  28  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  was  directed  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  locate  fire  hazards  and  use  all  authority  given  by  law  in  all  cases 
of  violations  found  where  no  improvement  was  made  following  orders 
given  to  make  such  improvement  and  the  Chief  was  further  authorized  to 
correct  conditions  which  were  not  remedied  and  to  recover  the  expense 
from  the  owners  of  the  premises  involved. 

On  December  26  it  was  voted  to  recommend  an  increase  in  the  salary 
of  the  Town  Game  Warden  for  1929  in  the  sum  of  $25.00. 

Joint  pole  locations  were  granted  to  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  and  the  Municipal  Light  Department  in  Chapel, 
Cedar  and  Prospect  Streets. 

Action  was  taken  with  respect  to  general  matters  from  time  to  time  as 
follows:  Soldiers’  relief  granted,  State  Aid  approved,  Warrants  approved, 
Highland  Cemetery  Deeds  approved  for  delivery,  Abatements  of  water 
rates  made,  Budgets  for  1928  and  1929  for  various  departments  considered, 
Grand  and  traverse  jurors  drawn,  Warrants  prepared  and  issued  for  annual 
and  special  town  meetings,  Abatement  of  cemetery  care  charges,  list  of 
persons  qualified  for  jury  service  prepared  and  approved,  Sewer  assessments 
abated,  also  sidewalk  construction  assessments,  Issue  of  anticipation  of 
revenue  notes  approved,  New  Municipal  Building  rules  adopted. 

Conclusion 

The  foregoing  brief  recital  is  intended  to  acquaint  the  citizens  with  the 
more  important  activities  for  the  year  1928  and  will  indicate  the  extent  and 
variety  of  the  service  required  of  the  Selectmen  who  are  appreciative  of 
the  cooperation  and  consideration  shown  by  their  fellow  officials  and  the 
citizens  generally.

Dear  Sirs: 

The  twentieth  annual  report  of  the  Law  Department  covering  the  year 
1928  is  submitted  in  the  following: 

It  furnishes  information  in  a  summarized  way  of  the  more  important 
activities.  A  supplementary  report  detailing  in  chronological  form  all 
services  rendered  is  also  submitted  for  the  files. 

The  character  and  extent  of  the  activities  are  indicated  under  the  several 
headings  which  follow  from  which  it  is  apparent  that  attention  was  given 
to  numerous  matters  touching  the  affars  of  nearly  all  other  town  depart¬ 
ments  which  called  for  fairly  constant  service  from  this  department.  While 
the  usual  attention  was  given  as  was  found  to  be  desirable  or  required  with 
respect  to  court  matters,  hearings,  and  preparation  and  study  of  various 
papers  and  documents,  yet  the  major  activities  related  to  advice  requested 
in  opinion  or  other  form  and  the  consideration  of  questions  submitted  by 
the  following  departments  and  officials,  viz.:  Selectmen,  as  such  and  as 
Board  of  Survey  and  Park  Commissioners,  Finance  Commission,  School 
Committee,  Board  of  Health,  Town  Planning  Board,  Town  Treasurer  and 
Collector  of  Taxes,  Trustees  of  Morrill  Memorial  Library,  Board  of  Relief, 
General  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Building  Inspector,  Board 
of  Assessors,  Morrill  Memorial  Library  Building  Committee,  Junior  High 
School  Addition  Building  Committee,  and  Memorial  Municipal  Building 
Committee. 

Litigation 

Pelham  Suits 

These  cases  are  actions  of  tort  for  personal  injuries  and  property  damage 
alleged  to  have  been  sustained  in  an  automobile  accident  on  Dean  Street 
in  October,  1926,  and  require  proof  by  the  Plaintiffs  of  the  defective  con¬ 
dition  claimed  and  were  referred  to  in  the  report  made  last  year  as  pending 
at  the  beginning  of  that  year.  They  have  not  been  reached  for  trial  but 
should  be  disposed  of  during  the  year  1929  by  trial.  Counsel  for  the 
Plaintiffs  submitted  a  compromise  offer  of  settlement  which  could  not  be 
entertained.  Opportunity  has  been  given,  however,  to  these  parties  to 
show  in  advance  of  trial  that  liability  may  be  found  to  exist  as  the  only

basis  upon  which  a  compromise  settlement  would  be  considered  and  could 
be  justified. 

Dana  Suits 

Myer  Dana  of  Brookline  filed  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County 
on  January  12,  1928  five  petitions.  These  petitions  which  are  now  pending 
recite  that  betterment  assessments  were  levied  on  certain  described  parcels 
of  real  estate  in  Norwood  of  which  he  is  owner  and  that  he  petitioned  the 
Selectmen  for  an  abatement  of  the  assessments  which  was  refused  and, 
being  aggrieved  by  the  refusal,  requests  that  the  value  of  the  benefit  and 
advantage  to  the  several  estates  occasioned  by  the  improvements  to  which 
the  assessments  relate  be  determined  and  that  assessment  be  made  by  a 
jury.  There  are  three  parcels  involved.  As  to  two  of  the  parcels  there 
were  both  park  and  street  improvement  assessments.  As  to  the  third 
parcel  there  was  an  assessment  for  street  improvement  only.  The  land 
in  question  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Town  Square  so-called.  Mr.  Dana 
claims  that  the  assessments  are  excessive.  The  Memorial  Park  con¬ 
stitutes  one  of  the  improvements  referred  to  while  the  new  streets  and 
changes  in  existing  streets  in  the  Town  Square  constitutes  the  other  im¬ 
provement.  The  total  assessment  amounts  to  $3210.00.  The  several  as¬ 
sessments  were  levied  after  careful  consideration  by  the  Selectmen  and 
under  the  advice  of  competent  experts  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Selectmen 
and  such  experts  are  just  and  fair.  Therefore,  the  suits  are  being  defended 
by  this  Department  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  and  should  come 
to  trial  in  1929,  unless  otherwise  disposed  of.  Through  counsel  Mr.  Dana 
has  recently  offered  to  settle  the  suits  by  a  compromise  which  calls  for  the 
payment  of  substantially  the  full  amount  of  the  original  assessment. 
While  the  compromise  offer  has  been  rejected  in  the  form  presented,  yet 
it  is  probable  that  a  settlement  will  be  reached  early  in  1929  upon  counter¬ 
terms  proposed  by  the  Selectmen  through  this  Department. 

Moneikis  Suit 

Anthony  Moneikis  of  Brockton  brought  suit  against  the  Town  in  the 
Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  on  October  24,  1928,  in  the  form  of  an 
action  of  tort  for  false  arrest  and  imprisonment  with  damages  stated  in 
the  sum  of  $25,000.00.  This  Department  advised  the  Selectmen  that  no 
liability  could  be  established  against  the  Town  even  though  the  alleged 
acts  upon  which  the  suit  was  based  could  be  proved.  As  a  result  of  con¬ 
ferences  between  the  Attorney  for  Mr.  Moneikis  and  the  Town  Counsel 
the  suit  was  abandoned,  and  the  writ  was  filed  for  non-entry  in  the  court 
on  December  11,  1928.  Moneikis,  however,  brought  a  new  action  of  tort 
on  December  7,  1928,  for  the  same  cause  and  in  the  same  amount  against 
Chief  of  Police  William  H.  Sullivan,  in  his  individual  capacity.  The  writ 
in  this  suit  is  returnable  on  January  7,  1929,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
Selectmen  this  Department  is  undertaking  the  defense  of  Chief  Sullivan 
with  respect  to  it. 
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Claims 

Various  claims  against  the  Town  received  attention  as  presented  of  which 
the  following  deserve  passing  consideration: 

James  H.  Ritchie 

A  claim  based  on  the  existence  of  an  alleged  contractual  right  to  supervise 
as  Architect  the  construction  when  undertaken  of  an  auditorium  for  the 
completion  of  the  Junior  High  School  Building.  This  contract  claim  is 
denied. 

Manuel  D’ Almeida 

A  claim  for  damages  for  land  taken  in  Pleasant  Street  widening  about 
1905.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  no  liability  existed  entirely  apart 
from  the  fact  that  lapse  of  time  would  be  a  complete  defense. 

Mrs.  William  Welch 

A  claim  for  personal  injuries  received  by  Mrs.  William  Welch  based 
upon  an  alleged  defective  sidewalk  condition.  This  claim  could  not  be 
entertained  because  the  statutory  requirements  with  respect  to  notice 
and  which  are  conditions  precedent  to  the  creation  of  liability  and  which 
cannot  be  waived  were  not  complied  with. 

Other  claims  of  minor  character  were  handled  direct  by  the  General 
Manager  under  such  advice  from  this  Department  as  was  requested. 

Certain  claims  made  in  behalf  of  the  Town  had  attention  of  which  the 
following  may  be  mentioned: 

Peter  J.  Qualtiori,  Boston 

Damage  to  fire  truck  on  July  4,  1928,  through  collision  with  automobile 
operated  by  Qualtieri.  Suit  was  brought  against  him  in  the  Municipal 
Court  of  the  West  Roxbury  District  in  Boston  and  settled  before  trial  by 
the  payment  of  the  full  amount  of  the  claim,  viz.:  $33.50  and  costs. 

Michael  F.  Connors ,  Boston 

Minor  damage  to  town  automobile  through  collision  on  July  1,  1927, 
with  an  automobile  operated  by  Connors.  Amount  of  claim  $38.80. 
Suit  was  brought  and  is  now  pending  against  Connors  in  the  Municipal 
Court  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  case  should  be  disposed  of  by  trial  or 
otherwise  in  the  near  future. 


Legislation 

Extension  of  South  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System  in  the  Valley  of  the  Ne- 
ponset  River 

The  legislation  recommended  to  the  Legislature  of  1927  in  the  special 
report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  relative  to  the  extension  of  the 
South  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System  in  the  Valley  of  the  Neponset  River 
was  referred  by  that  Legislature  to  the  session  to  be  held  in  1928. 

Against  strong  opposition  from  some  of  the  communities  directly  and 
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indirectly  interested,  particularly,  Boston,  the  proposed  legislation  in 
modified  form  was  favored  and  enacted  into  law  as  Chapter  384  Acts  of 
1928  as  amended  by  Chapter  397  Section  6,  Acts  of  1928,  thereby  admitting 
the  towns  of  Canton,  Norwood,  Stoughton  and  Walpole  to  the  South 
Metropolitan  Sewerage  District. 

This  Department  assisted  the  officials  of  Norwood  and  other  towns  sup¬ 
porting  the  legislation  through  conferences,  advice,  attendance  at  various 
legislative  hearings,  attention  to  financial  and  other  questions  involved  and 
the  solution  of  the  same.  The  success  which  attended  the  efforts  of  the 
proponents  of  this  legislation  is  attributable  to  a  very  large  extent  to  the 
careful  preparation,  the  thorough  knowledge  and  untiring  service  of  Mr. 
James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk  of  the  Selectmen,  whose  marshalling  of  facts 
and  efficient  presentation  not  only  made  the  results  obtained  possible,  but 
also  gained  for  Norwood  in  particular  and  the  towns  in  the  valley,  which 
are  benefited,  generally  financial  conditions  and  terms  which  mean  a 
saving  over  other  conditions  and  terms  demanded  by  those  opposed,  of 
very  large  sums  of  money. 

The  service  which  Mr.  Pendergast  rendered  was  of  such  outstanding 
character  as  to  merit  the  appreciation  and  gratitude  of  every  Norwood 
citizen.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  MORRILL 
MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  FOR  THE  YEAR  1928 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Library  has  continued  in  general 
along  the  lines  of  other  years.  The  statistics  regarding  circulation  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian.  It  will  be  noted  that  in  spite  of  shut¬ 
downs,  totaling  about  four  weeks,  necessitated  by  the  alterations  and  re¬ 
pair  work  at  the  Library,  the  circulation  has  still  shown  an  increase  over 
the  preceding  year  of,  8240. 

The  most  important  happening  during  the  year  has  been  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  new  Annex,  built  by  means  of  the  bequest  of  the  late  Alice  H. 
Plimpton,  and  the  repairs  which  have  been  made  in  the  main  building,  all 
this  work  being  under  the  supervision  of  the  Library  Building  Committee 
appointed  by  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  early  in  the  year. 

The  work  has  been  completed  except  for  a  few  minor  details  and  the 
Annex  is  in  use.  Books  of  fiction  are  now  placed  in  the  main  Library, 
while  in  the  Annex  are  found  works  of  non-fiction,  bound  volumes  of 
magazines,  etc.  With  the  completion  of  the  Annex  the  accumulation  of 
books  can  be  taken  care  of  for  years  to  come. 

As  a  whole  the  plant  is  in  excellent  physical  condition,  though  there  is 
still  some  work  to  be  done  during  the  coming  year. 

Cooperation  with  various  schools  in  the  Town  has  continued  during  the 
past  year  with  even  greater  success  than  in  previous  years. 

With  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the  new  plant,  it  is  the  desire  and 
expectation  of  the  Trustees  that  the  Library  may  prove  more  and  more 
useful  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

At  a  special  town  meeting  in  1928  the  School  Committee  presented  for 
the  consideration  of  the  voters  “A  Two  Year  Construction  Program  to 
Meet  the  School  Needs  Until  1933.” 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  held  June  15,  1928,  it  was  voted  to  appropriate 
$175,009  to  meet  the  first  step  in  this  program,  namely:  an  addition  to  the 
Junior  High  School. 

The  second  step  called  for  construction  of  two  six-room  elementary 
schools  on  the  east  side  of  the  railroad  and  a  classroom  bay  on  the  Senior 
High.  The  statement  was  made  that  the  carrying  out  of  this  program 
would  meet  the  school  needs  until  1933  when  if  the  Town  continues  to  grow 
at  the  present  rate  additional  facilities  should  be  at  hand. 

Through  a  study  of  Tables  I  and  II  the  School  Committee  would  like 
to  show  that  the  completion  of  such  a  program,  unless  unusual  growth 
occurs  in  the  population,  will  take  care  of  the  needs  until  1933  and  probably 
for  a’longer  period  of  time  and  that  the  only  possible  additional  need  before 
1935  would  be  still  more  classrooms  for  the  Senior  High. 

The  following  deductions  are  made  from  a  study  of  the  figures  under 
Table  II,  vertical  column  under  December  1,  1928.  In  arranging  the 
following  considerations,  we  are  starting  at  the  top  of  the  system,  namely: 
the  Senior  High  School  and  tollowung  the  school  population  figures  down¬ 
ward. 

1.  The  Senior  High  School  will  graduate  approximately  138  pupils  and 
will  be  required  to  find  accommodations  for  an  entering  class  from  the 
present  ninth  grade  which  has  an  enrollment  of  280  pupils.  Probably 
260  of  these  ninth  graders  will  be  promoted,  making  a  gain  in  the  Senior 
High  School  enrollment  of  122.  It  will  be  most  difficult  to  accommodate 
even  this  number  without  going  on  to  a  double  session  plan  as  all  classroom 
space  is  used  up  at  the  present  time  and  home  room  classes  have  already 
been  provided  for  shops,  library  and  other  available  seating  space. 

When  the  present  eleventh  grade  graduates,  now  totaling  160,  the 
Senior  High  School  will  again  be  called  upon  to  receive  the  present  eighth 
grade,  which  includes  257,  and  to  find  accommodations  for  a  gain  of 
seventy-five  more  pupils.  This  will  be  an  impossible  physical  task. 

The  additional  classroom  facilities  for  the  Senior  High  School  therefore, 
must  be  made  available  to  receive  the  present  eighth  grade  which  will 
enter  the  tenth  grade  in  September,  1930. 

Immediately  following  this  eighth  grade  comes  the  seventh  grade  with 
the  largest  enrollment  in  the  whole  school  system — 364  pupils.  When 
this  grade  enters  the  Senior  High  School,  100  additional  pupils  must  be 
accommodated  by  way  of  enrollment  gain.  About  800  seats  wall  be  re- 
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quired  for  the  Senior  High  School  enrollment  when  school  opens  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1931.  The  present  classroom  capacity  of  the  Senior  High  School  is 
600  and  the  addition  to  be  constructed,  therefore,  should  be  large  enough 
to  take  care  of  200  pupils.

Since  high  school  classes  enroll  not  over  thirty  to  a  division  as  a  means  of 
saving  money,  the  rooms  should  not  be  built  for  more  than  an  occupancy 
of  thirty  pupils,  thereby  enabling  the  building  of  more  than  six  classrooms 
in  the  bay  and  also  providing  for  more  than  six  recitation  divisions. 

The  following  cut  shows  the  portion  of  the  main  building  of  the  Senior 
High  School  which  should  be  completed,  namely  the  two  bays  on  the  east 
side  (the  right  hand  side).

It  seems  safe  to  say  that  the  Junior  High  School  situation,  after  the 
addition  has  been  completed,  will  be  taken  care  of  for  all  grades  down  to 
and  including  the  first:  that  is,  when  the  present  first,  second  and  third 
grades  become  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades,  even  with  a  possible  ad¬ 
dition  of  pupils  from  St.  Catherine’s  Parochial  School,  there  would  be  ac" 
commodations  in  the  Junior  High  School  to  provide  for  them.  Grades  1, 
2  and  3  at  present  have  a  total  enrollment  of  811.  Add  to  this  number, 
approximately  240  pupils,  the  enrollment  of  St.  Catherine’s  Parochial 
School,  who  may  or  may  not  come  into  the  Junior  High  School,  and  we 
have  1055  as  an  estimated  enrollment  for  this  group  of  grades.  The 
lowest  grade  of  this  group  would  not  be  entering  the  Junior  High  School 
until  September  1934  and  that  grade  would  be  the  smallest  of  all  as  with 
the  enrollment  of  St.  Catherine’s  School  added  to  it,  it  would  not  number 
over  310. 

Grades  5,  6,  and  7  on  the  other  hand  total  1067,  a  number  larger  than 
grades  1,  2  and  3.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  taking  a  study  of  any  groups 
of  three  grades  together  from  1  to  9  in  consecutive  order,  that  the  Junior 
High  School  with  its  addition  will  adequately  take  care  of  the  middle  grade 
situation  until  1935  and  probably  until  a  later  date.  In  making  this  ob¬ 
servation,  an  allowance  of  10%  in  growth  could  be  made  and  this  ad¬ 
ditional  number  cf  pupils  still  could  be  accommodated  without  further 
classroom  need. 

3.  An  analysis  of  the  enrollment  in  grades  one  through  six  should  be 
made  by  districts.  Table  IIA  shows  the  enrollment  in  each  elementary 
school  by  gra.des.

Comments 

Batch  School: 

Had  it  not  been  for  a  very  small  first  grade  this  school  would  have  reached 
its  capacity  this  year.  The  small  first  grade,  however,  will  make  it  possible 
to  gain  one  room  in  this  building  by  forming  a  combination  of  second 
grades  so  that  there  should  be  no  inconvenience  due  to  crowding  when 
school  opens  in  September,  1929.  It  should  be  recalled,  however,  that 
twenty-five,  fifth  and  sixth  grade  pupils  from  this  school  are  being  sent  to 
the  Guild  because  of  lack  of  classroom  space  for  them  in  their  own  school 
district.  This  situation  would  not  be  true  here  when  grades  two  and  three 
or  one  and  two  become  five  and  six  grade  groups.  It  is  apparent,  there¬ 
fore,  that  relief  given  to  the  Balch  School  in  sending  pupils  to  a  new  build¬ 
ing  on  the  east  side  would  take  care  of  the  classroom  demands  in  this  district 
adequately  over  a  period  of  five  to  seven  years. 

Beacon  and  Guild: 

These  two  schools  come  under  one  principalship.  At  the  Beacon,  the 
second  and  fourth  grades  were  so  small  that  it  was  necessary  to  split  the 
third  grade  and  make  a  combination  second  and  third  grade  and  another 
combination  comprising  third  and  fourth  grade  pupils.  Making  such 
combination  grades  is  undesirable  but  it  is  necessary  in  a  situation  of  this 
kind  from  a  standpoint  of  economy.  The  sixth  grade  at  the  Beacon 
School  was  also  a  small  group  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  but  was  added 
to  by  the  transfer  of  sixteen,  sixth  graders  from  the  Shattuck  School.  By 
making  these  arrangements  it  was  possible  for  the  Superintendent  to  vacate 
one  room  in  the  Shattuck  and  save  the  time  of  one  teacher.  The  teacher 
was  transferred  to  the  Balch  School  to  fill  a  vacancy,  caused  by  resignation. 

The  Guild  School  is  about  completely  occupied.  While  the  second  grade 
at  the  Guild  is  small,  it  will  be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  twenty-five 
second  graders  from  the  East  as  the  East  School  is  but  a  tvm-room  building 
and  all  of  the  pupils  after  completing  the  second  grade  there,  enter  the 
Guild  for  their  third  grade  year. 

Shattuck  and  East: 

This  joint  principalship  is  the  only  one  under  which  the  school  buildings 
are  not  filled  practically  to  capacity.  The  first  three  grades  at  the  Shattuck 
and  the  twro  at  the  East  show  small  enrollments.  It  has  already  been 
stated  that  it  wras  possible  to  close  up  one  room  at  the  Shattuck  School  by 
the  transfer  of  a  few  pupils  to  the  Beacon  School.  It  is  apparent  that 
these  two  schools  will  continue  to  show  small  enrollment  since  St.  Cathe¬ 
rine’s  School  happens  to  be  in  the  same  school  district. 

Winslow  and  West: 

Fortunately  only  twenty,  first  graders  appeared  for  registration  this  fall 
at  the  Winslow  School.  At  this  building  it  has  been  necessary  to  use  a 
teachers’  room  which  has  been  made  over  into  a  small  classroom  accom- 
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modating  just  twenty  pupils.  This  has  been  used  as  a  first  grade  room 
for  the  past  two  years.  The  West  School  transfers  its  pupils  after  two 
years  to  the  third  grade  at  the  Winslow,  that  being  the  reason  why  the  third 
grade  at  the  Winslow  is  so  much  larger  than  the  second  in  that  school. 

Under  the  redistricting  that  will  have  to  occur  in  the  near  future,  it  is 
probable  that  the  Winslow  School  will  be  the  first  point  where  relief  wall  be 
necessary.  This  will  be  brought  about  by  bringing  part  of  the  territory 
now  the  Winslow  district  into  the  Guild  district.  A  particularly  large 
entering  first  grade  in  the  fall  cf  1929  will  necessitate  a  combination  class 
in  this  school  make  up  of  first,  and  second  graders.  This  is  the  most  un¬ 
desirable  grade  combination  of  all. 

Special  Classes 

In  the  School  Committee’s  report  of  last  year  this  topic  was  rather 
briefly  mentioned.  Through  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  and 
examinations  given  by  the  State  Psychiatrist,  Dr.  C.  B.  J.  Schorer,  it 
has  become  quite  apparent  that  Norwood  must  do  considerable  additional 
work  in  taking  care  cf  pupils  now  in  regular  classes  w  ho  should  be  assigned 
to  special  or  “opportunity”  classes,  not  only  in  grades  one  to  six  but  in  the 
Junior  High  School  as  well. 

We  requested  Mr.  Arthur  B.  Lord,  Supervisor  of  Special  Schools  and 
Classes  of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  to  make  a  survey  of  the 
situation  here.  Report  of  this  survey  follows: 

THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  spent  a  very  interesting  day  in  surveying  the  needs  of  Norwood  in 
connection  with  the  establishment  of  additional  classes  for  the  education 
of  the  mentally  retarded  children.  It  is  quite  evident  that  you  have  an 
especially  fine  opportunity  for  doing  an  outstanding  piece  of  work  in  this 
field. 

I  visited  the  junior  high  school  noting  the  two  basement  rooms  which 
might,  be  used  for  this  work.  I  also  visited  the  various  shops  where  vo¬ 
cational  and  handwork  are  carried  on.  I  visited  the  two  special  classes 
which  have  already  been  established  at  the  Balch  and  Beacon  Schools.  I 
also  inspected  the  vacant  room  at  the  Shattuck  School. 

I  w^as  interested  to  note  that  many  oi  the  pupils  in  the  Balch  and  Beacon 
classes  are  pupils  of  junior  high  school  age  (chronological).  I  then  checked 
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over  the  cards  which  gave  the  report  of  the  clinical  examination.  My 
investigation  leads  me  to  the  following  conclusions: 

There  are  twenty-two  children  whose  ages  and  progress  justify  special 
class  advantages  in  the  Balch  School.  It  does  not  seem  practical  to  transfer 
these  children  elsewhere.  A  school  the  size  of  the  Balch  School  should  un¬ 
questionably  have  special  class  advantages  as  a  part  of  its  program. 

From  the  experience  of  the  Department  we  are  firmly  convinced  that 
the  special  class  should,  wherever  possible,  be  in  a  school  building  with 
normal  children,  and  so  far  as  is  possible  the  special  class  children  should 
be  a  part  of  the  school  life,  having  the  advantages  of  the  supervised  play 
with  normal  children  during  recess  periods,  and  participating  in  assemblies 
and  other  school  activities.  These  children  are  all  children  who  in  adult 
life  will  be  citizens  in  the  community  and  who  have  the  ability  to  become 
self-supporting,  self-respecting  members  of  the  community  and  respected 
by  their  neighbors.  We  believe  whether  they  do  or  not  depends  to  some 
extent  on  the  training  which  we  give  them. 

I  am  wondering  if,  through  a  decrease  in  the  enrollment  in  the  regular 
classes  at  the  Balch  School,  it  would  not  be  possible  next  year  to  have 
available  one  of  the  regular  class  rooms.  If  this  could  be  worked  out  an 
additional  teacher  could  be  employed,  a  part  of  the  group  being  placed  in 
such  a  room  where  there  would  be  ample  space  and  an  adequate  pregram 
of  handwork  and  physical  education.  The  other  group  might  occupy 
the  present  library  room  where  they  coukl  have  their  academic  work 
changing  places  with  the  first  named  group  for  their  handwork  and  physical 
education.  In  this  way,  with  one  large  room  and  the  smaller  room,  I 
believe,  a  very  adequate  program  could  be  developed. 

The  room  at  the  Shattuck  School  would  be  ideal  for  a  special  class  as 
there  is  ample  room  for  the  activities  which  require  considerable  space. 
However,  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  these  pupils  would  require  transporta¬ 
tion  makes  the  opening  of  a  class  there  somewhat  of  a  problem. 

My  investigation  revealed  the  fact  that  there  would  probably  be  thirteen 
pupils  in  the  special  class  at  the  Beacon  School.  If  some  arrangement 
could  be  made  in  that  building  for  them  to  have  a  little  more  room  for  an 
extension  of  their  program  in  hand-work,  and  physical  education,  probably 
the  room  now  in  use  would  meet  the  needs  of  the  class  for  academic  in¬ 
struction. 

In  the  junior  high  school  and  in  the  grades  there  appear  to  be  thirty-two 
pupils  who  should  be  in  special  class  work  with  boys  and  girls  of  their  cwn 
chronological  age.  They  range  in  age  from  twelve  to  sixteen.  I  believe 
these  pupils  should  be  in  special  classes  in  the  junior  high  school.  The 
plan  which  I  should  recommend  is  that  the  Town  employ  one  teacher  of 
academic  work.  Mr.  Davis  can  arrange  a  program  of  studies  so  that  this 
teacher  would  have  a  group  of  fourteen  or  fifteen  pupils  for  instruction 
half  of  the  day.  The  other  group,  during  this  time,  would  be  carrying  on 
their  program  of  physical  education  or  handwork  in  the  various  shops 
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with  other  boys  and  girls  of  their  own  age.  For  the  second  half  of  the  day 
the  groups  would  change  places. 

In  this  way,  with  one  additional  teacher,  you  would  be  able  to  care  for 
two  special  classes.  The  plan  would  have  the  added  advantage  of  bringing 
these  boys  and  girls  in  contact  with  the  other  boys  and  girls  of  their  own 
age  in  their  handwork  classes.  Placing  these  classes  in  the  junior  high 
school  would  also  give  them  the  advantages  of  programs  in  physical  edu¬ 
cation  and  extra-curricular  activities  of  the  school. 

Very  few  of  these  boys  and  girls  will  complete  the  academic  requirements 
of  the  junior  high  school.  With  a  program  of  work,  as  mentioned,  measured 
according  to  their  ability  and  with  the  requirement  for  successful  accomp¬ 
lishment  of  each  task  assigned,  I  think  they  will  develop  habits  of  success 
and  receive  training  both  of  the  hand  and  the  eye  that  will  go  far  in  de¬ 
veloping  them  for  successful  citizenship.  I  believe  responsibility  for  such 
training  should  be  a  part  of  the  junior  high  school  program. 

I  was  very  much  pleased  to  find  such  a  cooperative  attitude  on  the  part 
of  all  of  your  teachers  and  principals  in  considering  a  solution  of  this 
problem. 

With  a  financial  expenditure  considerably  less  than  is  necessary  in  some 
communities  I  think  Norwood  will  be  able  to  do  a  superior  piece  of  work. 
I  should  be  very  glad  at  any  time  to  give  you  any  assistance  that  is  possible.

In  addition  to  these  statements,  given  in  Mr.  Lord’s  letter,  he  reviewed 
the  examinations  of  all  pupils  who  seemed  to  come  under  the  classification 
of  needing  “opportunity”  class  work  and  designated  just  how  these  as¬ 
signments  should  be  worked  out.  This  mass  of  detail  and  list  of  names 
need  not  be  included  in  our  report. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

Our  present  plan  for  repairs  on  buildings  and  work  on  grounds  has  for 
the  past  three  years  been  completed  in  large  part  by  the  school  janitorial 
force,  under  the  direction  of  a  supervising  janitor.  There  has  been  ma¬ 
terial  saving  in  expenditures  under  this  plan  as  the  cooperative  method  of 
moving  janitors  from  one  school  to  another  for  work  during  vacations  was 
not  in  operation  previously  and  all  repair  jobs  were  assigned  to  outside 
contractors. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  School  Committee  to  improve  as  rapidly  as  possible 
the  appearance  and  utility  of  school  grounds.  Such  work  cannot  be  at¬ 
tempted  all  at  one  time  due  to  expense,  but  a  substantial  amount  of  im¬ 
provement  will  be  obtained  each  year  until  the  school  grounds  are  made 
satisfactory  recreational  centers. 
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An  example  of  the  School  Committee’s  efforts  along  this  line  is  shown  at 
the  Shattuck  School.  With  the  assistance  of  Mr.  F.  E.  Tibbetts  of  the 
Norwood  Housing  Association,  a  plan  has  been  drawn  up  which  calls  for 
improvement  under  content  of  four  separate  projects,  one  of  which  and 
part  of  another  have  already  been  completed.  Additional  work  will  be 
done  upon  the  Shattuck  grounds  during  the  spring  of  1929.  The  following 
cut  shows  the  proposed  layout  for  the  completion  of  this  work:

Junior  High  School 

The  School  Committee  believes  that  the  plans  arranged  for,  in  respect 
to  the  addition  to  the  Junior  High  School,  will  meet  all  of  the  educational 
requirements  for  these  grades  and  make  for  efficient  use  of  all  types  of 
rooms. 

Professor  Jesse  B.  Davis  was  employed  by  the  Junior  High  School  Ad¬ 
dition  Building  Committee  as  educational  consultant  on  the  plans  for  the 
erection  of  this  addition.  His  report,  made  to  the  building  committee, 
was  received  and  approved  by  the  School  Committee.  A  few  excerpts 
from  this  report  follow: 

“In  planning  an  addition  to  an  old  building  it  is  essential  that  we  plan 
a  complete  plant  to  properly  house  the  program  of  studies  for  a  certain 
number  of  pupils  in  just  the  same  manner  as  we  would  if  we  were  planning 
a  new  structure.  An  addition  to  a  junior  high  school  does  not  mean 
merely  the  adding  of  a  certain  number  of  rooms  with  a  fixed  number  c-f 
seats  to  accommodate  a  given  number  of  pupils.  The  junior  high  school 
program  of  studies  includes  a  wide  variety  of  activities  and  the  completed 
plant  must  house  a  balance  program  for  the  entire  group.  Therefore,  our 
procedure  has  been  to  plan  a  schedule  of  rooms  to  house  an  approved  pro¬ 
gram  of  studies  for  one  thousand  to  eleven  hundred  pupils.  Then  we  have 
assigned  to  the  old  structure  all  of  the  activities  which  can  so  be  placed 
to  the  greatest  advantage.  Subtracting  these  rooms  from  the  complete 
schedule  leaves  the  schedule  of  rooms  needed  in  the  proposed  addition. 

“The  program  of  studies  assumes  that  the  ‘bell  schedule’  of  daily  periods 
will  provide  for  a  ‘home  room’  period  of  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  duration 
at  the  beginning  of  the  day  for  opening  exercises,  teaching  of  morals  and 
manners,  for  guidance  and  personal  conference  following  scholarship  re¬ 
ports.  Then  will  follow  six  periods  of  fifty  to  sixty  minutes  duration  to 
provide  for  directed  study  and  individual  instruction  by  the  teacher  of  the 
subject. 

“The  program  also  assumes  that  each  teacher  will  teach  not  less  than 
five  regular  classes  each  day.  So  far  as  possible  the  regular  classes  will  be 
assigned  on  the  basis  of  thirty-five  pupils  to  the  section.  This  is  the  pre¬ 
vailing  standard  of  practice.  It  will  also  be  expected  of  each  teacher  to 
supervise  one  club  or  other  form  of  pupil  activity  during  the  week,  and  do 
her  share  of  study  hall  or  other  routine  duties. 
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"Attention  of  the  Committee  is  called  to  'try-out'  courses  of  twelve 
weeks  each  in  the  eighth  grade  for  the  purpose  of  ‘trying  out’  the  pupils 
to  determine  their  interests,  aptitudes,  or  abilities,  or  the  lack  of  them  be¬ 
fore  they  make  a  definite  choice  of  a  curriculum  as  they  enter  the  ninth 
grade.  Here  they  may  more  wisely  select  the  ‘elective’  group  which  they 
will  carry  on  through  the  Senior  High  School.

“ Essential  Changes  in  the  Old  Building 

“In  order  that  the  whole  plant  when  complete  will  be  a  balanced  Junior 
High  School,  it  is  essential  that  certain  changes  in  room  equipment  be 
made  in  the  old  building.  The  most  important  of  these  changes  are  the 
ollowing : 

1.  Room  200,  originally  planned  as  the  school  library  will  be  restored  to 
its  original  purposes.  It  is  recommended  that  the  list  of  books  prepared 
by  the  State  for  Junior  High  School  be  purchased  and  placed  in  this  room. 
One-half  of  the  room  can  be  equipped  as  a  library  and  the  other  half  re¬ 
tained  for  study  hall  purposes.  A  librarian  should  be  employed. 

2.  The  classes  in  Sewing  should  be  given  two  rooms  on  the  first  floor 
and  fully  equipped. 

3.  The  two  proposed  ‘Opportunity’  classes  can  then  be  placed  where  the 
present  sewing  classes  are.  These  rooms  should  be  equipped  to  meet  the 
peculiar  needs  of  these  pupils. 

4.  The  Art  classes  have  been  assigned  to  two  rooms  cn  the  third  floor. 
One  of  these  rooms  will  have  to  be  fully  equipped. 

5.  The  Mechanical  Drawing  will  be  changed  to  a  room  on  an  upper 
floor  with  better  light. 

6.  The  present  Mechanical  Drawing  room  is  to  be  equipped  as  a  second 
Printing  Shop. 

7.  A  second  room  on  the  third  floor  should  be  equipped  as  a  General 
Science  room  adjoining  the  one  now  used  for  that  purpose.

“There  are  several  ways  of  estimating  the  capacity  of  a  junior  high  school 
building.  By  tradition  it  has  been  the  custom  to  measure  the  capacity  of 
a  building  by  the  number  of  ‘home  desks’  provided  in  academic  classrooms. 
With  the  modern  development  of  the  program  of  studies  and  with  its  ex¬ 
tended  offerings  beyond  the  traditional  ‘academic’  studies,  this  plan  would 
mean  that  when  all  of  these  ‘home  desks’  are  occupied,  nearly  one-half 
of  the  building  is  vacant.  This  is  not  efficient  administration.  In  the 
modern  secondary  school  every  room  used  for  instructional  purposes  by  a 
full-time  teacher  should  be  used  as  a  ‘home  room.’  The  ‘home  desk’  was 
the  place  where  the  pupil  kept  his  books  and  papers  and  was  supposed  to 
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be  the  place  where  he  went  to  study  when  he  had  no  recitations.  Neither 
of  these  excuses  for  the  ‘home  desk’  are  valid  today.  Studying  cannot  be 
done  in  the  classroom  where  a  recitation  is  being  conducted.  Most  study¬ 
ing  in  the  junior  high  school  is  supposed  to  be  done  in  the  regular  class 
period  under  the  direction  of  the  subject  teacher,  otherwise  in  a  study  hall 
devoted  to  the  purpose.  As  for  the  ‘home  desk’  the  proper  place  for  books 
and  other  belongings  of  the  pupil  is  in  a  locker  readily  accessible  from  the 
corridor. 

“Providing  pupil  lockers  in  this  manner  increases  the  capacity  of  the 
building  very  materially  by  using  practically  all  rooms  as  ‘home  rooms’. 

“Home  Room  Capacity 

Classrooms  at  40  pupils  each . 14 . 560  seats 

Classrooms  at  35  pupils  each . 10 . 350  seats 

Science  Rooms  40  pupils  each . 2 .  80  seats 

Sewing  Rooms  30  pupils  each .  2 .  60  seats 

Opportunity  Rooms  20  pupils  each .  2 .  40  seats 


Total  Home  Room  seats . 1090  seats 

“It  is  not  always  possible  to  fill  every  seat  in  every  room  and  at  the  same 
time  keep  the  proper  classification  and  grouping  of  pupils.  The  table, 
however,  shows  that  the  working  capacity  of  the  completed  building  will 
care  for  1000  to  1100  pupils. 

“The  Plans  as  Drawn  to  Date 

“The  architect  has  prepared  a  very  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem 
presented.  The  addition  as  drawn  will,  when  completed  and  equipped, 
meet  all  of  the  educational  requirements  as  outlined  in  this  report. 

“In  this  addition  will  be  found  ten  standard  unit  classrooms,  one  study 
hall  which  may  be  used  as  a  classroom  and  one  room  for  cooking  classes. 
The  main  section  of  the  addition  is  a  large  double  g>  nmasium  with  a  number 
of  unique  features  worthy  of  special  commendation.  In  the  center  of  the 
addition  is  a  large  standard  sized  gymnasium,  which  will  be  assigned  to 
the  boys.  Three  feet  above  the  level  of  this  floor  toward  the  main  building 
will  be  the  girls’  gymnasium  of  nearly  the  same  proportion.  This  gym¬ 
nasium  may  be  used  as  a  stage  when  desired  by  throwing  the  two  rooms 
together.  Chairs  used  to  seat  the  main  floor  will  be  stored  under  the  girls’ 
gymnasium.  Offices  and  dressing  rooms  are  provided. 

“This  will  provide  one  of  the  finest  places  for  holding  basket  ball  games 
with  good  seats  for  about  1000  spectators  to  be  found  anywhere. 

“Again  this  whole  section  can  be  thrown  together  as  an  assembly  hall 
seating  from  1000  to  1200  people.  It  can  also  be  thrown  into  sections  for 
smaller  gatherings  as  may  be  desirable.  In  the  lobby  is  a  ticket  office, 
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check  room  and  toilets  to  serve  the  public  when  used  for  such  occasions. 
Below  the  gymnasium  is  the  space  for  lockers,  baths,  toilets  and  examina¬ 
tion  rooms  for  physical  and  health  education. 

“The  whole  plan  of  the  addition  provides  for  the  most  efficient  and 
multiple  uses  of  every  type  of  room.  The  sketches  herewith  presented  by 
the  architect  are  fully  approved  as  meeting  the  educational  requirements 
of  the  Junior  High  School.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

I  herewith  present  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  am  hopeful  that  all  citizens  interested  in  school  problems  will  give 
careful  study  to  Table  I  and  the  comment  on  this  table  which  appears  in 
the  report  of  the  School  Committee.  In  my  report  of  last  year,  I  spoke 
of  problems  given  the  Town  through  educational  requirements  and  this 
table  very  clearly  explains  why  the  problems  of  Norwood  at  the  present 
time  are  occurring  largely  in  grades  seven  to  twelve. 

The  figures  in  this  table  explain  alone  why  additional  facilities  had  to  be 
procured  for  the  Junior  High  School  and  for  a  part  of  the  two  year  building 
program  set  forth  by  the  School  Committee  in  1927,  namely:  that  of  en¬ 
larging  the  Senior  High  School  must  be  given  attention  within  the  next 
year.  In  looking  forward  for  the  next  two  years,  the  one  most  immediate 
item  to  be  considered  and  taken  up  in  time  is  that  of  providing  extra  class¬ 
rooms  at  the  tSenior  High  School.  When  the  present  seventh  grade,  which 
numbers  364,  reaches  high  school,  these  extra  classrooms  must  be  ready  for 
occupancy.  Otherwise  a  two  session  plan  will  have  to  be  provided  for  the 
school — a  plan  which  is  in  every  way  undesirable  and  an  inconvenience  for 
homes,  pupils  and  teachers.  It  is  also  a  more  expensive  plan  for  the  town 
whereas  additional  teachers  have  to  be  provided  in  order  to  properly  care 
for  the  teaching  needs  of  the  two  platoons. 

The  second  part  of  the  two  year  building  program  recommended  by 
the  School  Committee  calls  also  for  elementary  classroom  facilities  to  be 
provided  on  the  east  side  of  the  Wrentham  Branch.  A  site  for  such  a 
school  should  be  chosen  at  an  early  date  and  plans  made  for  at  least  a 
six-room  elementary  school  on  that  location.  From  a  financial  standpoint, 
the  number  of  pupils  residing  on  that  side  of  the  Town  and  the  increasing 
number  to  require  transportation  to  the  Guild  School  makes  the  erecting 
of  such  an  elementary  school  good  business  for  the  Town. 

School  Budget 

The  school  budget  for  the  year  1929-30  shows  an  increase  of  about 
$10,000.  This  increase  is  accounted  for  in  the  automatic  increases  in 
teachers’  salaries  on  the  salary  schedules  approved  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  and  the  School  Board  in  1924.  A  large  percentage  of  Norwood 
teachers  are  now  on  maximum  pay  and,  therefore,  if  these  teachers  remain 
in  the  school  system,  the  increases  in  the  salary  item  of  the  budget  will 
become  diminished  on  each  succeeding  budget.  There  are  no  unusual 
requests  which  appear  in  the  school  budget  for  1929-30.  Only  matters  of 
usual  routine  are  taken  care  of.  The  School  Committee,  as  is  pointed  out 
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in  their  report,  would  like  to  spend  additional  money  for  grounds  in  bringing 
to  a  finish  as  soon  as  possible,  work  which  has  been  started  at  the  Shattuck 
and  Balch  Schools.  It  is,  however,  felt  best  to  budget  this  over  a  period  of 
more  than  one  year,  taking  care  of  one  or  two  projects  at  a  time. 

The  appropriation  for  1928-29  was  divided  on  a  percentage  basis  as 
follows:

Courses  of  Study 

I.  English.  During  the  last  school  year,  teachers  of  grades  one  to  six 
through  a  study  extending  over  two  years,  completed  an  English  Course  of 
Study  for  grades  one  to  six.  This  work  was  assembled,  edited  and  mimeo¬ 
graphed  by  grade  groups.  Copies  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  teacher 
and  Norwood  is  now  making  use  of  a  uniform  English  program  for  these 
grades.  Like  any  course  of  study,  revisions  are  constantly  required  and 
revised  material  will  be  added  from  time  to  time  and  substitutions  made 
as  new  ideas  are  given  us  by  book  companies  and  experts  in  this  line  of 
work. 

II.  Health.  Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Vera  H.  Brooks,  teachers 
have  formed  committees  for  arrangement  of  a  health  program  for  each  of 
the  first  six  grades.  To  date  the  courses  for  grades  one  and  two  have  been 
completed  and  are  in  mimeographed  form.  This  work  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  and  it  is  felt  that  Norwood  is  taking  a  lead  in  the  State  in  the 
studies,  connected  with  proper  arrangement  of  materials  and  outstanding 
features  to  bring  about  the  interest  and  following  of  the  small  boys  and 
girls  in  their  first  school  years. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  School  Department,  if  finances  permit,  to  publish 
in  printed  form  the  health  program  so  that  a  copy  may  be  placed  in  every 
home. 

III.  Geography.  A  committee  of  principals,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Miss  Julia  A.  McCarthy,  has  revised  the  entire  program  in  geography 
for  grades  three  through  six.  The  following  is  the  program  decided  upon : 

Grade  III.  Geography  terminology. 

Grade  IV.  State  and  Town — Beginnings  of  World  Geography. 

Grade  V.  North  America  and  U.  S.  Special  emphasis  on  U.  S.  South 
America. 

Grade  VI.  Asia,  Africa  and  Australia.  Mediterranean  Countries 
(Greece,  Rome). 
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Throughout  the  grade  schools,  six  different  geographies  were  in  use  and 
no  definite  or  uniform  course  of  study  was  being  followed.  Under  the  new 
course  a  common  textbook  has  been  adopted,  known  as  McMurray  & 
Parkins,  World  Geography,  Books  I  and  II,  edited  by  Macmillan  Com¬ 
pany  and  printed  in  Norwood.

The  grand  total  for  savings  since  the  plan  of  buying  savings  stamps  has 
been  installed  (February  1,  1923)  is  $52,663.14.  This  is  proof  of  the  de¬ 
sirability  of  the  plan  over  others  which  were  in  use. 

Teaching  Force 

My  report  of  last  year  showed  that  twenty  teachers  left  the  service  in 
Norwood  for  the  school  year  ending  June,  1927.  For  the  school  year  ending 
June,  1928,  only  nine  teachers  left  the  service  and  three  of  the  nine  left 
during  the  school  year.  There  were,  consequently,  very  few  positions  to 
fill  due  to  replacement — in  fact  only  two  in  the  entire  group  of  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  and  two  in  the  High  School.  Two  additional  teachers 
were  required  for  the  Junior  High  School  because  of  the  greatly  increased 
enrollment  in  the  seventh  grade,  and  two  additional  teachers  were  required 
in  the  Senior  High  School  because  of  the  increased  enrollment.  One  of  the 
High  School  teachers  was  appointed  for  the  Social  Science  Department,  the 
other  for  the  Commercial  Department. 

The  fact  that  so  few  teachers  left  the  school  system  is  indicative  that 
they  feel  they  are  being  well  treated  in  Norwood  and  working  under  happy 
conditions.  The  teachers  who  resigned  and  their  reasons  for  resigning  are 
as  follows:

Professional  Advancement 

A  continued  interest  in  studying  of  latest  methods  in  education  and  in 
keeping  up  with  the  times  in  their  profession  is  shown  by  the  large  number 
of  courses  taken  by  Norwood  teachers  at  higher  Boston  institutions.  The 
total  number  of  teachers  taking  courses  for  the  present  school  year  is  43. 
During  the  year  from  January  1,  1928  to  December  31,  1928,  66  courses 
were  studied  by  Norwood  teachers. 

Vacation  School 

The  vacation  school  enrollment  shows  an  increase  over  that  of  last  year 
The  number  enrolled  was  151  and  of  this  number,  thirty-nine  were  given 
promotion  certificates  to  the  next  grade.  The  others  were  given  intensive 
review  work  to  insure  their  promotion  at  the  end  of  the  present  school  year. 
The  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  vacation  school  this  summer  was  $583.50, 
an  average  cost  of  only  $3.86  per  pupil.  Figuring  $85.00  as  a  per  capita 
cost  for  elementary  education  for  1927-28,  it  is  certain  that  a  total  of  three 
or  four  times  this  amount  or  $2731.50  was  saved  the  Town  through  pro¬ 
motion  gained  at  summer  school. 

Summer  Use  of  Playgrounds 

During  the  summer  the  school  playgrounds  and  buildings  were  in  use  at 
the  following  schools:  Balch,  Shattuck,  Winslow,  Junior  High  and  Senior 
High.  Up-to-date  drinking  fountains  were  installed,  part  of  the  expense 
being  met  by  the  School  Department.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  in  every  wray  possible  to  cooperate  wdth  the  Committee  on  Recrea- 
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tion  in  the  matter  of  providing  playground  facilities  and  use  of  buildings 
for  the  furtherance  of  this  splendid  work. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  many  improvements  on  buildings  and  grounds 
have  been  made  throughout  the  school  system,  some  of  the  chief  ones  being 
the  following : 

High  School: 

Painting  the  white  pillars  in  front  of  the  main  entrance  and  west  wing. 
This  was  done  by  Mr.  Oldham  and  members  of  his  janitorial  force.  Two 
drinking  fountains  were  installed  on  the  athletic  field.  Several  improve¬ 
ments  were  made  in  respect  to  the  tennis  courts. 

At  the  present  time,  Mr.  Murray’s  department  is  attempting  to  use  a 
portion  of  the  west  side  of  the  athletic  field  for  a  hockey  rink  without  much 
success.  An  expert  who  has  reviewed  the  situation  there,  says  that  the 
surface  should  be  clayed  before  flooding  to  obtain  a  usable  rink. 

Winslow  School: 

Through  the  public  works  department  about  $1100  was  expended  for 
improvements  on  the  Winslow  School  grounds.  The  bare  portion  on  the 
west  side  was  resurfaced  and  seeded.  Playground  space  was  graveled, 
oiled  and  rolled  and  a  great  deal  of  clearing  out  was  done  on  the  new  portion 
of  land  purchased  at  a  toun  meeting  in  1925. 

Extensive  repairs  wrere  required  on  the  roof  of  this  building  and  con¬ 
siderable  inside  varnishing  and  painting. 

Balch  School: 

For  the  old  part  of  the  Balch  School,  specifications  were  put  out  for 
bids  on  the  work  of  removing  sashes,  painting  and  reputtying,  and  re¬ 
placing.  Total  expenditure  under  this  contract  was  $207.90.  A  small 
amount  of  work  was  done  on  the  roof  of  the  old  portion  and  the  usual 
amount  of  inside  varnish  w7ork  required  each  summer. 

The  public  works  department  materialy  improved  the  rear  porton  of 
the  Balch  school  grounds  by  filling  in  and  grading  so  that  a  much  larger 
area  for  play  and  recreation  is  now  afforded  this  district. 

Guild  School: 

It  was  necessary  to  remove  sashes,  repaint  and  reputty,  at  this  school 
also.  The  cost  of  the  contract  work  was  $230.20. 

The  Guild  School,  with  the  second  largest  enrollment  of  elementary 
school  pupils,  is  most  poorly  equipped  of  all  in  the  matter  of  playground 
space  and  the  opportunity  for  recreation  for  pupils.  As  was  pointed  out  in 
one  of  the  reports  of  experts,  this  school  and  the  Beacon  School  should  be 
disposed  of  at  some  future  time  and  a  new  brick  structure  provided  as  a 
central  elementary  school.  The  Town  would  have  two  valuable  sites  to 
dispose  of  for  payment  of  such  a  project. 
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Beacon  School: 

Outside  of  the  usual  amount  of  summer  work  in  this  school,  there  was 
not  much  required.  Some  money  had  to  be  spent  in  repairing  the  ventila¬ 
tion  system  and  a  little  layout  for  work  on  the  roof  was  needed. 

Junior  High  School: 

This  building  required  the  greatest  outlay  of  money  during  the  past 
year.  The  largest  major  expenditure  was  the  purchase  of  a  vacuum  and 
feed  pump  for  the  heating  and  ventilating  system  at  an  expense  of  $2850. 
Throughout  the  building  all  valves  in  the  heating  system  had  to  be  re¬ 
placed  at  an  expense  of  $1578.  In  addition  to  this,  much  of  the  piping 
for  the  circulation  of  water  had  to  be  replaced  at  a  labor  cost  of  $466. 
The  outlay  for  the  improvements  on  heating  and  ventilating  will  in  a  very 
few  years  pay  for  itself  as  the  saving  in  coal  will  amount  to  between  seventy- 
five  and  one  hundred  tons  yearly.  The  other  major  expenditure  for  this 
building  was  repairing  the  roof  at  a  cost  of  about  two  hundred  dollars. 

Shattuck  School: 

With  the  aid  of  Mr.  Fred  E.  Tibbetts,  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Associa¬ 
tion,  very  complete  plans  have  been  made  for  improving  the  Shattuck 
School  grounds.  This  plan  is  shown  in  the  School  Committee’s  report. 
Of  the  projects  outlined,  one  has  been  completed  and  a  good  start  made  on 
a  second.  The  cost  to  date  has  been  about  $1500  for  the  past  year  and 
$1900  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

On  the  two  other  small  schools,  the  West  and  East,  substantial  repairs 
have  been  required  for  boilers.  Installation  of  a  new  boiler  will  be  re¬ 
quired  at  the  East  School  during  the  present  year. 

Vocational  Work 

With  the  completion  of  the  Junior  High  School  addition,  vocational 
opportunities  comparable  with  all  non-specializing  Junior  High  Schools, 
will  be  provided  for  the  boys  and  girls.  At  the  present  time,  nearly  one 
hundred  boys  have  had  to  be  eliminated  from  printing  because  the  class 
hours  and  enrollment  for  the  week  would  not  permit  their  entrance  to 
classes.  The  same  has  been  true  in  the  matter  of  elective  vocational  work 
for  girls.  For  an  outline  of  the  facilities  planned,  please  refer  to  Professor 
Jesse  B.  Davis’  report  contained  under  the  School  Committee  report  head. 

Intelligence  Tests

The  use  of  the  results  of  these  tests  have  been  of  great  importance  when 
placed  beside  their  scholastic  records  and  teachers  estimates  in  making 
class  groups,  particularly  in  grades  6,  7,  9  and  10. 

It  is  the  belief  in  general  that  these  tests,  if  it  is  possible  to  afford  the 
expense  in  time,  and  purchase  of  forms,  should  be  given  twice  yearly  and 
pupils  kept  in  groups  made  up  on  the  basis  of  similar  mental  ability  and 
scholastic  achievement. 

Opportunity  Classes 

Under  the  study  of  mental  ability  should  be  taken  up  the  group  of  boys 
and  girls  known  as  opportunity  class  pupils,  wrho  require  a  special  teacher 
for  each  group  of  fifteen,  and  special  application  of  subjects.  These 
pupils,  of  whom  we  have  two  groups  at  present,  number  nearly  one  hundred 
in  the  entire  system  and  special  provisions  will  have  to  be  made  for  them 
through  at  least  the  ninth  grade.  Beyond  that  grade,  it  is  pointed  out,  an 
opportunity  class  pupil  should  not  attempt  to  go,  in  a  public  school  system 
such  as  we  provide.  If  further  training  is  desired,  he  should  obtain  it  in 
some  form  of  special  vocational  school.  The  matter  is  of  such  importance 
that  we  felt  the  necessity  of  calling  on  a  member  of  the  State  Department 
who  has  charge  of  this  wrork,  for  a  survey  of  conditions  here  with  resulting 
recommendations.  This  survey  is  included  in  the  School  Committee’s 
report. 

Redistricting 

It  has  been  several  years  since  any  attempt  has  been  made  to  re-establish 
boundary  lines  for  school  districts.  During  these  years  it  has  been  neces¬ 
sary  on  several  occasions  to  make  transfers  from  one  district  to  another  in 
order  to  relieve  schools  which  have  become  overcrowded.  During  the 
present  year  the  following  pupils  are  attending  schools  outside  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  in  which  they  are  located: 

25  Pupils  attending  Guild  School,  living  in  the  Balch  district. 

2  Pupils  attending  Guild  School,  living  in  the  Beacon  district. 

2  Pupils  attending  Guild  School,  living  in  the  Winslow  district. 
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1  Pupil  attending  Guild  School,  living  in  the  East  district. 

11  Pupils  attending  Beacon  School,  living  in  the  Shattuck  district. 

5  Pupils  attending  Beacon  School,  living  in  the  Guild  district. 

3  Pupils  attending  Beacon  School,  living  in  the  Winslow  district. 

3  Pupils  attending  Winslow  School,  living  in  the  Guild  district.

Looking  forward  it  is  certain  that  considerable  redistricting  will  have 
to  be  done  and  an  entire  new  layout  of  districts  made  when  a  school  is 
completed  on  the  East  side  cf  the  Wrentham  Branch. 

The  Shattuck  School,  due  to  the  attendance  in  that  district  of  pupils  at 
Saint  Catherine’s  School,  shows  a  very  small  enrollment,  particularly  in 
the  first  three  grades.  It  will  be  necessary  at  an  early  date  to  redistrict 
the  Beacon,  Shattuck  and  Guild  schools,  so  that  the  Beacon  and  Guild 
may  be  relieved  by  sending  pupils  from  these  districts  to  the  Shattuck. 

The  Balch  School  is  at  present  sending  twenty-five  pupils  to  the  Guild 
School,  a  situation  which  could  probably  be  taken  care  of  through  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  school  conveniently  located  to  the  Balch  district  on  the 
East  side  of  the  Wrentham  Branch. 


Absence  of  Teachers 

There  has  been  a  greatly  increased  amount  of  absence  of  teachers  due 
to  illness.  Most  of  this  increase  has  been  brought  about  by  long  terms 
of  absence  where  teachers  have  found  it  necessary  to  submit  to  surgical 
operations. 

In  all  cases  of  placing  substitute  teachers,  such  work  has  been  assigned 
to  Norwood  residents,  available  teachers  of  the  unmarried  group  being 
called  upon  first. 


Use  of  Buildings 

A  marked  increase  in  the  requests  for  use  of  school  buildings  and  school 
facilities  by  outside  organizations  has  occurred  within  the  past  twelve 
months.  The  High  School  gymnasium  has  been  used  by  organizations 
of  the  Fire  Department,  Police  Department,  Boy  Scouts,  Campfire  Girls, 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Woman’s  Club.  The  Junior  High  School  and 
other  school  buildings  affording  proper  facilities  have  been  used  in  similar 
proportions. 

The  School  Committee  welcomes  the  use  of  school  facilities  for  such  or¬ 
ganizations  and  will  consider  favorably  w'herever  possible  applications  for 
increased  use. 
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Transportation 

An  added  expenditure  for  the  school  budget  has  been  the  increase  in 
cost  of  transportation  of  pupils.  Starting  the  school  year  of  1928-29,  the 
following  transportation  had  to  be  furnished:

The  appropriation  for  such  service  for  the  fiscal  year  1928  was  $2600. 
It  is  probable  that  with  the  increase  in  number  of  pupils  locating  in  the 
Neponset  district  and  the  Sumner  Street  district,  this  item  will  have  to  be 
increased  in  the  budget  unless  an  elementary  school  is  established  on  the 
East  side  to  take  care  of  a  portion  of  the  pupils  now  transported  from  the 
Neponset  Street  district.  In  any  event,  due  to  the  increase  in  the  numbers 
of  pupils  locating  in  several  outlying  districts,  there  is  little  hope  that  the 
item  of  transportation  will  receive  decrease  for  some  time  to  come. 

Conclusion 

I  feel  that  Norwood  is  holding  wrell  to  the  fore  in  educational  endeavor. 
It  is  true  that  the  expenditure  of  much  money  is  required  to  obtain  the 
desired  results,  but  I  feel  certain  that  any  fair  minded  citizen  after  thorough 
investigation  and  comparison  writh  other  towns  in  our  classification  will 
agree  that  it  is  money  well  spent  and  the  facilities  afforded  the  boys  and 
girls  rightfully  due  them.  Because  some  of  these  facilities  given  to  the 
boys  and  girls  of  today  are  distinctly  innovations,  there  are  times  when  they 
are  referred  to  as  frills.  I  wish  to  emphasize  that  even  as  the  horse  and 
wagon  has  disappeared  from  our  transportation  system,  so  also  has  the 
little  red  schoolhouse  with  its  three  “IPs”  disappeared  from  our  educational 
system.  We  must  meet  the  demands  of  education  of  today,  demands  which 
are  comprehensive,  in  order  to  best  equip  all  the  boys  and  girls  instead  of  a 
few  of  any  particular  mentality  or  trend  of  ability. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  their  generous  support  of  my 
recommendations  during  the  past  year  and  the  members  of  the  School 
Department  throughout  for  their  loyalty  in  carrying  out  requests  and  com¬ 
missions  of  duty.

I  submit  herewith  my  second  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Norwood 
Senior  High  School. 


Faculty 

At  the  end  of  the  last  school  year  we  received  the  resignations  of  four 
teachers.  Mr.  George  Yantis,  teacher  of  English,  to  enter  the  automobile 
industry;  Miss  Dorothy  Abbott,  acting  head  of  the  History  department, 
to  accept  a  position  elsewhere;  Mr.  James  C.  Geer,  head  of  the  Science 
department,  to  take  up  the  Principalship  of  the  North  Brookfield  High 
School;  Miss  Marie  A.  Watson,  teacher  of  Bookkeeping,  to  be  married. 

To  fill  these  vacancies  and  to  complete  a  teaching  staff  sufficient  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  increased  enrollment  of  the  several  classes,  chiefly  in  the  com¬ 
mercial  and  social  studies  groups,  the  following  were  elected: 

Doris  Blanchard,  a  graduate  of  Bryant  and  Stratton  School  and  the 
Bay  Path  Institute  in  Springfield,  was  appointed  as  Bookkeeping  teacher 
having  had  one  year  experience  in  Manasquan,  New  Jersey,  and  three 
years  in  Middlebury,  Vermont. 

Louis  R.  McBay,  a  graduate  of  Colby  College  B.  S.,  was  appointed  as 
History  teacher  having  had  experience  in  Wayland  1925-1928. 

Geraldine  Freeman,  a  graduate  of  Chandler  Secretarial  School,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  as  Commercial  teacher  having  had  experience  in  Fairhaven  1924- 
1928. 

Edmund  C.  Eastwood,  a  graduate  of  Rhode  Island  State  College  B.  S., 
Extension  Service  with  Adults  1921-1923,  was  appointed  as  Science  teacher 
having  had  experience  in  Bristol,  Rhode  Island,  1923-1925,  and  as  Principal 
of  the  Harwich  High  School,  1925-1928. 

Frances  L.  Wheeler,  a  graduate  of  Iowa  State  Teachers  College  B.  A., 
was  appointed  as  English  teacher  having  had  experience  in  Randelia, 
Iowa,  1923-1925,  Geneva,  Illinois,  1925-1926,  and  Plymouth,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  1926-1928. 

Miss  Marguerite  I.  Elliott,  formerly  head  of  the  History  department,  has 
resumed  her  work  with  the  staff  after  a  year  devoted  to  professional  im¬ 
provement  study  of  the  concentrated  variety. 

Miss  Ruth  M.  Gow,  head  of  the  Mathematics  department,  has  been  made 
Dean  of  Girls  succeeding  Miss  Vera  Brooks  whose  entire  time  was  needed 
in  Health  department  work.

From  these  figures  it  can  be  seen  that  our  registration  of  523,  an  increase 
of  51  over  the  enrollment  of  June  5,  1928,  is  in  keeping  with  the  statement 
made  recently  by  the  School  Committee  to  the  effect  that  our  expansion 
will  now  be  slow  but  of  a  steady  nature.  It  will  not  it  seems,  for  a  while 
at  least,  as  in  the  past  two  years,  show  large  increases  of  approximately 
100  in  each  succeeding  enrollment.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  our 
graduating  class  of  145  pupils  prepares  the  way  for  breaking  the  record  of 
numbers  graduated  in  June.  Last  year  121  received  their  diplomas. 
The  number  of  boys  in  the  upper  two  classes  is  slightly  lower  than  that  of 
the  girls  for  the  two  classes  respectively.  However,  in  the  sophomore 
class,  the  boys  outnumber  the  girls  by  a  slight  margin.  This  may  be 
attributed  to  the  increased  possibilities  of  instruction  in  the  Practical  Arts 
and  Commercial  groups  of  work.  Our  increase  unquestionably  runs  toward 
the  vocational  or  more  practical  lines  of  training. 

Right  here  may  I  say  that,  whereas,  on  general  principles,  I  am  in  sym¬ 
pathy  with  the  trend  toward  giving  the  student  the  kind  of  education 
that  will  help  to  prepare  him  for  some  useful  occupation,  I  see  the  dangers 
of  over-emphasis  in  this  direction.  No  student,  no  matter  how  highly 
trained  he  may  be  for  any  specified  vocation,  is  a  useful  member  in  any 
society  or  community  if  he  has  omitted  in  his  courses  the  pursuit  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  the  academic,  broadening  and  cultural  subjects.  We 
are  constantly  called  upon  to  counsel  in  this  direction  and  to  guard  against 
cramping  the  real  objectives  of  a  secondary  school.  We  cannot  look  upon 
high  schools  today  as  we  would  vocational  schoofs,  and  yet  we  give  as 
much  of  the  practical  subjects  as  possible. 

Our  Practical  Arts  work  for  both  boys  and  girls  has  very  materially  in¬ 
creased  in  its  scope  and  in  its  numbers  enrolled.  For  boys  we  have  now 
enrolled  118  taking  Practical  Arts  as  a  major  subject,  that  is,  these  courses 
come  every  day  in  their  program.  Because  this  was  the  maximum  load 
to  handle  with  our  present  facilities,  we  were  obliged  to  turn  down  87 
other  boys  who  wanted  to  elect  Practical  Arts  work  as  an  elective  for  two 
periods  a  week.  My  suggestion  and  recommendation  to  take  care  of  this 
situation,  if  the  demand  continues  to  warrant  it,  is  to  provide  a  temporary 
shop  adjoining  the  present  one  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  driveway  with 
accommodations  for  a  finishing  room  (we  have  none  at  present)  and  an 
automobile  repair  and  instruction  plant.  This  would,  of  course,  mean  an 
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additional  teacher  needed.  Our  one  instructor  in  this  work  now,  Mr. 
Larson,  is  busy  full  time,  caring  for  the  118  major  course  students,  ten  of 
whom  he  meets  during  what  was  intended  to  be  his  spare  period. 

The  girls’  work  in  Practical  Arts  shows  an  addition  this  year  of  a  course 
of  twenty-two  pupils  in  a  major  subject  of  Home  Economics.  These  girls 
meet  for  two  consecutive  periods  each  day  in  the  week  and  are  getting  far 
more  out  of  their  work  than  can  be  had  when  meeting  as  an  elective  subject 
twice  a  week.  We  are  urging  more  to  take  up  this  major  course  and  hope 
next  year  to  have  enough  to  make  two  such  divisions.  Along  with  the 
introduction  of  this  major  course  there  has  been  formed  a  very  active  and 
helpful  Home  Economics  Club,  the  work  and  details  of  which  may  be 
found  in  Miss  Bridge’s  report.  It  is  a  valuable  and  worthy  addition  to  our 
school’s  extra  curricular  activities. 


Graduation  1928 

The  graduation  exercises  were  held  June  7,  1928,  at  the  Norwood  Theatre. 
Here,  with  a  gathering  of  1300  present,  relatives  and  friends,  in  a  setting 
which  unquestionably  added  much  dignity  to  the  occasion,  121  students 
received  their  diplomas.  This  figure  represents  an  increase  of  15  over  the 
preceding  class.

Of  the  twenty-six  students  of  the  preceding  year’s  class  (1927)  who 
entered  colleges  and  normal  schools,  we  are  pleased  to  say  that  no  failures 
have  been  reported  either  for  the  first  semester’s  werk  or  for  the  entire 
freshman  year’s  wrork.  Our  certificate  privilege  to  New  England  Colleges 
and  State  Normal  Schools  is  thereby  in  no  way  jeopardized.  Our  school 
now  enjoys  complete  certificate  privileges  and  can  enter  her  graduates 
W'ithout  entrance  examinations  to  any  college  that  accepts  students  on  that 
basis.  There  are  still  quite  a  group  of  colleges,  especially  gills’  colleges, 
that  do  not  accept  certificates  from  any  high  school  or  preparatory  school. 
It  should  be  here  added  that  our  high  school  is  demonstrating  right  along 
that  we  can  and  do  successfully  prepare  boys  and  girls  for  the  College 
Board  Examinations.  Constantly  we  are  confronted  with  the  question 
“Does  cur  high  school  prepare  for  college?”  or  “Will  it  be  necessary  for 
me  to  send  my  boy  to  a  preparatory  school  for  college  preparation?” 
The  answer  invariably  and  correctly  is  this:  We  offer  adequate  preparation 
for  the  student  endowed  with  suitable  native  ability  and  the  desire  and 
determination  to  make  use  of  it  by  applving  himself  to  successfully  prepare 
himself  right  here  at  Norwood  High  School.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
net  more  than  6%  of  cur  graduates  are  called  upen  to  complete  the  re¬ 
quirements  for  entrance  into  degree  work  at  college  and  this  is,  in  itself, 
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a  substantial  reason  for  our  not  making  merely  a  preparatory  school  of 
our  high  school.  Our  work  is  and  must  be  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  other 
94%  as  well,  many  and  varied  as  they  are  in  this  age.  The  fact  that  we 
have  prepared  and  are  still  preparing  for  college,  with  successful  follow-up 
results,  is  of  itself  reason  to  feel  that  criticism  of  the  school  or  of  this  de¬ 
partment  is  as  unjustifiable  as  it  is  prevalent  at  times. 

Commercial  Department 

In  this  work  during  the  current  year  we  have  made  notable  advancement. 
Our  increased  equipment  in  the  office  appliance  room  with  six  dictaphone 
receivers  and  a  new  ditto  duplicating  machine  has  made  it  possible  for 
more  intensified  instruction  in  this  all  important  phase  of  the  commercial 
course.  With  the  help  of  our  additional  teacher  to  this  department  it  has 
been  possible  to  arrange  for  nine  divisions  of  Clerical  Practice  in  this  room. 
The  senior  commercial  students  (two  divisions  of  54  pupils)  meet  five  times 
a  week.  The  juniors  (three  divisions  of  62  pupils)  electing  the  course, 
meet  three  times  a  week  while  the  sophomores  (four  divisions  of  88  pupils) 
meet  twice  a  week.  Modern  business  methods  demand  this  training,  and 
we  are  glad  we  can  offer  it  in  our  commercial  curriculum.  Here  the  manipu¬ 
lation  of  different  makes  of  adding  machines,  comptometers,  neostyles, 
mimeographs,  mimeoscopes,  multigrapbs,  ditto  machines  and  the  dictc- 
phone  is  learned.  Also  different  methods  of  filing  are  taken  up.  Miss 
McGonagle,  as  head  of  this  department,  has  endeavored  in  every  way- 
possible  to  cooperate  with  the  managing  heads  cf  our  town’s  business  enter¬ 
prises,  and  has  supplied  many  of  them,  wre  believe,  with  graduates  of  her 
department  adequately  prepared  to  do  the  work  and  rank  favorably  with 
graduates  of  other  high  schools.  Norwood  should  feel  that  everything 
possible  desired  by  way  of  a  start  at  a  commercial  education  is  being  given 
its  youth. 

Extra  Curricula 

Norwroocl  High  School  continues  to  be  looked  upon  in  the  most  favorable 
light  byr  outside  schools  as  a  place  where  a  very  high  standard  is  set  for  its 
athletic  activities.  Mr.  Murray  has  set  forth  very  admirably  a  detailed 
account  of  our  many  branches  of  sports  and  is  justifiably  proud  of  the 
large  numbers  participating  in  some  form  of  games  or  another.  Our 
whole  plant  through  all  the  seasons  is  in  constant  operation  and  it  is  not 
an  uncommon  sight  to  see  three  or  four  activities  such  as  football,  track, 
field  hockey,  and  tennis  carried  cn  at  cne  time  engaging  close  to  two  hundred 
students  in  healthful,  supervised  recreation  of  the  right  type.  At  the 
present  time  eight  pictures  of  our  school  and  cur  athletic  facilities  are 
placed  on  exhibition  in  the  show  cases  at  the  Department  of  Education, 
State  House,  Boston.  Very  favorable  comment  is  passed  on  to,  and  by, 
our  state  officials  as  passers-by  see  pictures  of  our  fine  tennis  courts  and 
hockey  rink  in  full  usage.  Our  team  this  fall  in  football  enjoyed  a  splendid 
season,  all  the  boys  who  came  out  for  the  team,  some  sixty  odd,  were  re- 
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tamed  on  the  squad.  We  won  all  but  two  games — one  tie  game,  the  other 
a  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  boys  in  our  neighboring  town,  Dedham.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note,  in  passing,  that  press  comment  and  general  opinion 
held  that  victory  itself  is  not  the  only  goal  and  end  in  football — we  are  all 
quite  satisfied  that  we  have  not,  in  Mr.  Murray,  merely  a  coach,  we  have 
an  educator  as  well.  A  defeat  once  in  a  while  is  not  the  worst  thing  that 
can  come  to  a  team  or  to  a  school. 

Our  program  of  club  activities  includes  the  usual  Orchestra,  Glee  Club, 
Arguenot,  Quest  Club  with  four  new  members,  the  Dramatic  Club,  De¬ 
bating  Society,  Home  Economics  Club,  and  Camp  Fire  Group.  Of  the 
original  clubs  it  can  be  said  that  the  product  of  their  efforts  constantly  is 
before  the  attention  of  the  public,  and  they  are  carrying  on  the  traditional 
high  standards  of  accomplishments  under  the  direction  of  their  faculty 
advisers.  The  Dramatic  Club  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Gray,  has 
shown  the  school  the  value  of  such  a  club  and  has  filled  a  long  felt  need. 

In  debating  our  club  is  a  member  now  of  a  debating  league  including 
Framingham,  Natick,  Marlboro  and  Norwood.  Debates  in  this  league 
are  being  scheduled  for  February  and  March,  also  we  are  making  arrange¬ 
ments  for  a  debate  with  Walpole  High  School.  Interest  in  this  has  taken 
increased  momentum  with  Miss  Wheeler  as  faculty  adviser. 

Our  Home  Economics  Club,  organized  by  Miss  Bridges  and  assisted 
by  Miss  Steele,  is  fast  becoming  one  of  our  outstanding  organizations. 
At  Christmas  time  they  sewed  and  made  many  little  gifts  for  the  Children’s 
Hospital  and,  to  show  their  unselfish  spirit,  donated  enough  from  their  club 
funds  to  send  two  complete  Christmas  dinners  to  “friends  in  need.”  The 
carrying  on  of  our  club  activities  is  handicapped,  especially  in  the  Dramatic 
and  Debating  Clubs.  We  need  a  stage  badly — we  quite  agree  with  current 
opinion  that  the  gymnasium  does  not  lend  itself  acoustically  or  in  any  other 
way  to  the  successful  carrying  on  of  an  assembly  program,  and  we  do  need 
an  auditorium.  However,  conscious  of  greater  needs  at  the  Junior  High, 
we  can  be  patient.  We  are  indeed  extremely  grateful  for  all  the  splendid 
facilities  and  equipment  the  Town  has  given  us  and  the  helpful  cooperation 
you  and  the  Committee  have  constantly  shown.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

Enrollment 

January  1,  1927,  the  total  enrollment  in  the  Junior  High  School  was  824; 
on  January  1,  1928,  it  was  899,  a  gain  of  seventy-five.  On  January  1,  1930, 
the  estimated  aggregate,  based  on  the  present  enrollment  in  the  grades  will 
be  97S,  a  gain  of  154  in  two  years.

This  heavy  increase  in  enrollment  makes  the  present  facilities  in  Practical 
Arts  and  Household  Arts  entirely  inadequate,  so  much  so,  that  many  of 
the  pupils  who  desire  this  work  will  have  to  be  refused  the  privilege.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Davis  recommends  these  subjects  for  every  pupil,  and  this  is  im¬ 
possible  now. 

The  enrollment  in  1929  will  mean  ten  seventh  grades,  ten  eighth  grades, 
and  seven  ninth  grades.  That  is,  two  more  eighth  grades,  one  less  ninth 
grade  than  at  present,  so  that  we  shall  lack  home-room  facilities  for  one 
eighth  grade  and  shall  have  to  put  the  pupils  of  this  section  in  one  of  the 
special  rooms  in  the  basement,  without  desks,  or  chairs,  and  seated  on 
stools  before  drafting  tables. 

The  Everett  School,  which  a  speaker  (an  experienced  fireman)  in  an  ad¬ 
dress  before  an  assembly  during  Fire  Prevention  Week,  designated  as  the 
"worst  fire  trap”  he  had  ever  been  in,  will  again  house  six  sections  of  the 
seventh  grade. 

The  Library 

Pupils  in  the  Junior  High  School  need  almost  more  than  anything  in  the 
way  of  equipment,  a  library  fitted  to  their  academic  need.  There  are  900 
pupils  in  school  who  are  studying  subjects — history,  literature,  science,  etc., 
m  which  they  constantly  need  research  and  study  outside  of  the  text¬ 
books,  and  the  school  cannot  help  them .  We  have  two  small  encvlopaedias, 
with  no  place  to  make  them  available  except  in  the  school  office,  whereas 
we  need  a  room  fitted  with  book  cases,  study  tables,  and  more  than  any¬ 
thing  else,  books,  not  only  reference  books,  but  books  of  all  subjects — 
literature. 

Attendance 

Whatever  may  be  the  cause,  the  attendance  records  so  far  this  year  are 
probably  the  poorest  we  have  ever  had.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the 
matter  of  punctuality- — a  virtue  anywhere  and  at  any  time — there  having 
been  693  cases  of  tardiness  up  to  December  tenth,  as  against  1522  for  the 
entire  year  last  year,  and  most  of  these  occur  in  the  morning.  It  may  be 
that  we  begin  school  too  early,  but  why  a  boy  or  girl  from  thirteen  to 
sixteen  years  of  age  cannot  get  up  and  get  to  school  by  eight  fifteen,  I  do  not 
know.  Is  the  home  at  fault?  Pupils  repeatedly  say  “I  did  not  get  up  in 
time,”  and  parents  have  told  me  "I  couldn’t  get  him  up  in  time.”  Why 
not  if  the  desire  were  there  to  do  it;  and  what  is  wrong,  when  parents  have 
no  control  over  children  that  such  a  state  of  affairs  would  seem  to  indicate? 
Is  it  the  pupils  or  parents  who  are  indifferent? 

Curricula 

Several  suggested  changes  in  the  various  curriculas  have  been  con¬ 
templated,  but  all  of  them  have  been  postponed,  because  of  lack  of  room 
to  put  them  into  effect.  This  applies  particularly  to  the  Practical  Arts 
course  where  we  have  six  special  purpose  rooms  with  four  teachers  to  cover 
the  work  there,  and  with  classes  that  must  be  limited  to  twenty-four. 
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Opportunity  Classes 

Attached  heretofore,  is  an  Age-Grade  Chart  of  this  school  as  of  December 
10,  1928.  Twelve  years  and  six  months  being  the  age  for  children  being 
in  the  seventh  grade,  thirteen  years  and  six  months  in  grade  eight,  and 
fourteen  years  and  six  months  in  grade  nine.  Of  course,  if  a  child  is  thirteen 
years  and  six  months  and  still  in  grade  seven,  it  means  that  somewhere 
along  the  line  he  has  been  held  back,  and  is  a  year  behind  where  he  should 
be.  A  glance  at  the  chart  will  show  that  a  great  many  children  are  thus 
retarded,  some  of  them  as  much  as  three  years,  and  are  still  beyond  their 
depths  floundering  about  getting  nowhere.

Children  of  this  class  should  not  be  mixed  with  other  children  for  various 
reasons — the  chief  one  being  that  it  is  not  well  for  the  children  themselves. 
A  special  room  should  be  provided  which  should  not  only  remove  these 
children  from  groups  in  which  they  do  not  fit,  but  provide  opportunities 
for  their  health  and  development  also,  which  because  of  numbers  involved, 
they  cannot  obtain  elsewhere.  There  is  a  room  in  the  basement  which 
could  be  fitted  out  with  comparatively  little  expense,  which  might  be  used 
for  this  purpose,  but  a  peculiarly  fitted  teacher  for  this  class  of  people  would 
be  needed.  This  is  the  best  practice  of  the  modern  school. 

Extra  Curricula  Activities 

The  school  has  twenty-four  active  clubs;  a  chorus  of  nearly  one  hundred 
voices,  singing  four-part  songs  only,  and  an  orchestra  of  thirty  pieces. 
The  chorus  and  orchestra  have  given  very  successful  public  concerts  the 
past  two  years,  and  having  received  such  encouragement,  proposes  to 
continue  the  practice. 

Athletics 

The  school  has  had  during  autumn,  a  well  organized  soccer  league,  in 
which  every  boy  in  the  school  has  participated  in  a  series  of  games  for  a 
Championship  trophy.  There  wall  be  this  winter,  a  similar  organized 
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basket  ball  tcurney  with  a  team  representing  each  home  room,  which  will 
continue  until  the  baseball  season  begins,  and  in  addition  to  the  section 
teams,  a  team  representing  the  school  has  a  winter  schedule  of  eight  games 
with  outside  Junior  High  Schools. 

The  baseball  season  has  an  organization  with  a  team  in  each  section 
and  plays  an  intra-mural  schedule;  and  a  school  team  regulated  on  a  similar 
basis  as  the  basket  ball.  It  has  a  schedule  of  six  or  eight  games  with  out¬ 
side  teams. 

For  the  first  time,  the  school  this  year  has  organized  the  girls  in  soccer 
and  volleyball,  so  that  each  section  was  represented  by  a  team  and  each 
girl  had  an  opportunity  to  play.  A  series  of  competitive  games  was  carried 
on  in  these  sports,  so  that  all  girls  in  the  school  who  cared  to  play  had  an 
opportunity  to  participate. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  introduction  of  field  hockey  for  the  ninth 
grade  girls  and  perhaps  for  the  eighth  grade  girls  also. 

The  School  Paper 

The  school  is  again  trying  to  organize  a  school  paper  and  at  this  time 
there  have  been  two  interesting  issues.  It  is  proposed  to  issue  a  four  or 
eight  page  paper  monthly.  All  the  work  of  typesetting  and  printing  is 
done  by  boys  of  grade  eight  and  nine  and  the  editing  is  done  by  a  board  of 
editors,  membership  on  which  connotes  a  high  scholarship  standing,  the 
whole  being  under  the  supervision  of  two  faculty  counsellors.  The  me¬ 
chanical  department  of  the  paper  is  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  sufficient 
equipment  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  deficiency  may  be  supplied.  Boys  are 
showing  considerable  interest  in  work  of  this  kind,  and  it  should  be  en¬ 
couraged  by  every  means  possible. 

The  School 

This  school  is  in  a  very  good  condition.  Scholarship  as  a  whole  is  ap¬ 
parently  not  of  the  highest  grade.  This  is  particularly  true  of  pupils  in 
grade  nine.  Tests  have  been  given  in  several  subjects,  and  show  that  they 
are  below  national  average. 

Inquiry  among  the  parents  about  pupils  failing,  brings  out  the  fact  that 
pupils  in  this  grade  are  doing  very  little,  if  any,  school  work  outside  of  school 
and  it  is  impossible  for  pupils  of  this  grade  to  do  the  work  set  for  them 
unless  they  do  some  outside  work.  This  was  all  explained  to  the  parents 
of  ninth  grade  pupils  in  a  letter  sent  to  them  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
calling  their  attention  to  the  fact,  that  considerable  home  study  would 
be  necessary  in  this  grade.  This  is  not  so  essential  in  the  other  grades,  as 
most  of  the  class  room  time  can  be  used  for  this  purpose.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Physical  Education  Depart¬ 
ment. 

During  the  year  we  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  a  physical  education 
program  which  would  meet  the  approval  of  the  State  Supervisor — Mr.  Carl 
L.  Schrader. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  all  pupils  are  required  to  take  two,  one  hour 
periods  of  phy  sical  education  a  week,  ending  each  class  with  a  shower  bath. 
The  regular  class  work  with  both  Senior  and  Junior  Pligh  School  pupils 
consists  of  drill,  calisthenics,  apparatus  exercises  and  games.  Correct 
posture,  proper  physical  development,  and  proper  coordination  of  mind 
and  body,  are  the  ends  sought  for  in  our  class  work. 

In  April  a  demonstration  of  regular  class  work  was  given.  All  pupils 
in  the  Senior  High  School  participated  in  this  event.  During  the  Fall  and 
Spring  months  when  the  good  weather  prevails  all  pupils  are  required  to 
have  clas's  work  outside  in  the  open  air. 

Special  corrective  work  has  always  been  given  by  all  physical  instructors 
to  pupils  needing  individual  attention. 

In  the  Junior  Fligh  School  certain  groups  of  pupils  gave  a  demonstration 
in  April  of  their  class  work. 

Pupil  leadership  was  used  in  both  Senior  and  Junior  High  schools  with 
very  good  results. 

In  September,  1928,  another  instructor,  Miss  Helen  Osborne  was  added 
to  the  staff  of  the  Physical  Education  Department.  Because  of  this,  more 
time  has  been  allotted  to  the  grade  schools,  particularly  to  the  extra  school 
activities. 

Physical  examinations  were  given  by  the  school  physicians  to  all  pupils 
of  the  Senior  High  School  and  only  a  very  small  per  cent  were  excused  from 
regular  class  work. 

A  boys’  basket  ball  league  was  formed  during  the  winter  months  in  the 
Junior  Fligh  School  in  which  all  grades  participated.  The  winners  of 
each  grade  played  a  series  of  games  for  the  champion  inter-class  team  of  the 
Junior  High  School.  In  the  seventh  grade,  fifty-six  games  were  played; 
in  the  eighth  grade  seventy-two  games;  in  the  ninth  grade,  fifty-six  games 
— making  a  total  of  one  hundred  eighty-four  games.  A  school  team  was 
chosen  from  the  class  teams  and  a  schedule  of  ten  games  played  with  outside 
teams. 

During  the  Spring  a  baseball  league  was  formed  in  the  Junior  High 
School  performing  on  the  same  basis  as  the  basket  ball  league. 

During  September,  October,  and  November,  the  girls  of  the  Junior  High 
School  participated  in  various  activities: 
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Seventh  Grade:  Dodgeball. 

Eighth  Grade:  Batball. 

Ninth  Grade:  Soccer. 

The  Junior  High  School  boys  had  a  soccer  league  in  all  grades  which 
was  carried  on  in  the  same  way  as  their  baseball  and  basket  ball  league. 
A  school  soccer  team  was  organized  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
school  from  the  players  of  the  class  teams  and  a  schedule  of  three  games 
was  played  with  the  High  School  sophomores. 

The  Senior  High  School  basket  ball  squad  consisted  of  thirty-three 
candidates.  Of  this  number,  eight  were  considered  members  of  the  school 
team.  Nine  others  made  up  the  school  second  team.  The  remaining 
candidates  formed  class  teams  and  played  a  series  for  the  championship  of 
the  Senior  High  School. 

Thirty-two  boys  reported  for  hockey  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert 
Woodbury  and  a  schedule  of  twelve  games  was  played  with  outside  teams. 
A  hockey  rink  was  provided  in  the  rear  of  the  school  through  the  kindness 
of  town  officials.  The  members  of  the  Fire  Department  generously 
volunteered  their  services  in  the  maintenance  of  the  rink. 

In  April  fifty-eight  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
Senior  High  School  baseball  team.  Fourteen  players  were  considered 
members  of  the  first  team.  Twelve  others  played  on  the  second  team. 
The  school  team  played  a  schedule  of  fourteen  games,  while  the  second 
team  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Clifford  Geer  played  ten  games. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school  a  track  team  was  organized 
under  the  coaching  of  Mr.  Wallace  Sawyer  and  the  team  had  a  very  suc¬ 
cessful  season. 

During  the  Fall,  sixty-eight  Senior  High  School  boys  reported  for  football 
and  a  schedule  of  nine  games  was  played  with  outside  teams.  As  a  result 
of  the  season,  the  team  won  seven  games,  tied  one,  and  lost  one.  The 
second  team  played  two  games  with  outside  teams.  The  third  team  played 
two  games  with  other  opponents. 

The  six  tennis  courts  were  in  use  practically  every  day  during  the  Spring 
and  Fall,  and  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  was  derived  through  this  medium  of 
exercise. 

Field  hockey  for  girls  was  started  this  Fall  for  the  first  time  in  the  Senior 
High  School.  This  game  is  considered  the  most  highly  organized  of  any 
for  girls.  It  was  decided  to  play  no  outside  games  until  next  year. 

Basket  ball  practice  was  started  in  December  and  a  large  group  of  girls 
reported  for  practice.  Inter-class  games  will  be  played  first  and  then  a 
team  will  be  picked  to  represent  the  school  in  a  few  outside  games. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  twenty-nine  candidates  signified  their 
intention  of  participating  in  Senior  High  School  basket  ball  for  boys.  A 
schedule  of  twelve  games  has  been  arranged  with  other  schools  and  the 
opening  game  of  the  season  is  to  be  played  January  8,  1929. 
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About  thirty-five  boys  have  already  reported  to  Mr.  Louis  McBay,  coach 
of  the  hockey  team,  and  have  set  up  their  rink  in  readiness  for  the  cold 
weather. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  well  over  fifty  candidates  have  reported  to 
Coach  Lewis  for  basket  ball.  In  both  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  a 
series  of  interclass  games  will  be  carried  on  as  has  been  the  custom  in  other 
years. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity,  on  behalf  of  the  boys  and  myself, 
to  thank  the  citizens  of  Norwood  for  their  loyal  support  in  all  our  athletic 
activities  in  the  year  1928.

For  two  years  our  dental  program  has  consisted  of  examining  all  children 
in  Grades  I  to  III  inclusive,  and  caring  for  the  children  in  these  grades 
who  could  not  employ  the  services  of  a  private  dentist. 

This  year  we  have  added  to  that  program  the  examination  of  all  children 
in  the  three  remaining  grades  of  the  elementary  schools,  namely:  Grades 
IV,  V,  and  VI.  Notices  of  defects  found  are  of  course  sent  to  parents,  and 
treatment  by  family  dentist  advised. 

One  outstanding  feature  of  the  health  program  this  year  was  the  May 
Day  celebration.  May  1  has  now  been  recognized  as  National  Child 
Health  Day.  Norwood  schools  observed  the  day  by  giving  a  health  pro¬ 
gram  in  each  of  its  elementary  schools,  which  consisted  of  plays,  pageants, 
May  Pole  dances,  songs,  proms,  etc.  Tags  were  supplied  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health.  Weight  tags  were  given  to  children  who 
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were  within  the  range  of  10%  below  and  20%  above  their  normal  weight 
for  height  and  age,  dental  tags  were  given  to  children  who  brought  from 
their  dentists  certificates  stating  that  all  dental  work  had  been  completed 
and  posture  tags  to  children  who  in  the  opinion  of  the  classroom  teacher 
and  physical  education  director  maintained  good  standing  and  sitting 
posture. 

The  school  having  the  highest  per  cent  of  all  three  tags  was  awarded  a 
large  silk  banner.  This  was  won  by  the  Shattuck  School.  Small  banners 
were  awarded  to  the  classrooms  in  each  grade  showing  the  highest  per  cent 
in  each  of  the  three  tags.  Much  interest  was  aroused  through  the  com¬ 
petition  and  the  results  were  very  gratifying.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that 
from  January  1  to  May  1,  52%  of  our  grade  school  population  had  dental 
defects  corrected.  Credit  for  this  fine  piece  of  work  rightfully  goes  to  the 
classroom  teacher  for  only  through  her  personal  interest  and  splendid 
cooperation  could  the  desired  results  be  obtained. 

Committees  of  teachers  were  formed  on  awards  and  publicity.  These 
two  committees  gave  liberally  of  their  time  and  did  much  to  make  the 
program  a  success. 

We  hope  to  carry  out  a  program  along  similar  lines  again  this  coming 
year. 

According  to  the  audiometer  test  eighty-eight  of  the  fifteen  hundred 
children  tested  had  9  %  or  more  loss  of  hearing  in  one  or  both  ears.  Through 
the  courtesy  and  generosity  of  Dr.  Leighton  Johnson  all  of  those  children 
received  a  throat  and  ear  examination.  The  most  common  causes  of 
deafness  found  were  mastoids,  ruptured  ear  drums  from  abscesses,  tonsils 
and  adenoids,  and  hardened  wax. 

We  are  delighted  that  we  now  have  an  audiometer  of  our  own.  Audio¬ 
meter  tests  will  be  given  shortly  after  schools  reopen  in  January. 
k  Dr.  Schorer  made  her  annual  visit  to  Norwood  in  June  to  examine  the 
retarded  children.  Eighty-seven  children  were  examined  and  recom¬ 
mendations  made  which  would  enable  them  to  receive  the  greatest  help  in 
their  school  work. 

•  The  work  on  a  Tentative  Outline  in  Health  Education  which  was  begun 
a  year  ago  last  September  is  nearing  its  completion.  Grade  I  and  Grade  II 
outlines  are  completed  and  ready  for  print.  The  material  for  the  four  re¬ 
maining  grades  is  collected  and  we  have  only  to  get  it  in  order  for  printing. 

We  again  gratefully  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  the  Norwood 
High  School  Quest  Club  and  to  the  Norwood  Women’s  Club  for  their 
combined  generous  support  of  the  health  work. 

The  members  of  this  department  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  for 
the  loyal  support  and  helpful  advice  received  from  you,  from  the  super¬ 
visors,  principals  and  teachers.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Music  Department  for  the 
year  1928. 

There  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  work  done  by  the 
four  choruses  of  the  Senior  High  School  which  at  present  are  composed  of 
members  of  the  three  classes. 

While  there  is  a  certain  value  in  having  Seniors,  Juniors  and  Sophomores 
sing  the  same  grade  of  music,  it  is  not  satisfactory  from  a  progressive  point 
of  view.  The  remedy  for  this,  would  be  to  organize  one  or  two  choruses 
in  each  grade  as  now  practiced  in  the  Junior  High  School.  During  the 
past  two  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  in  the  High  School 
for  a  course  in  Harmony. 

There  is  a  demand  in  the  Grade  Schools  for  Glee  Clubs  and  Orchestras. 
To  meet  these  demands,  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  the  following  ad¬ 
ditions  to  the  Course  of  Music. 

Grades  V  and  VI — Glee  Clubs  and  Orchestras  (elective). 

Grade  X — Elementary  Chorus.  First  year  Counterpoint  (elective). 

Grade  XI — Intermediate  Chorus.  Second  year  Counterpoint  (elective). 

Grade  XII — -Advance  Chorus.  Harmony  (elective). 

The  adoption  of  this  plan  would  provide  for  a  well  balanced  program  in 
Glee  Club,  Chorus,  Orchestra  and  Harmony,  keep  apace  with  the  steadily 
increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  and  give  s  solid  foundation  to 
those  who  wish  to  make  music  their  life  work.  The  formation  of  Orchestras 
and  Glee  Clubs  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  would  thus  institute  a  three  grade 
course  in  these  activities  as  follows: 


Elementary 

Intermediate 

Advanced 


Grammar  Schools 
Junior  High  School 
Senior  High  School 


At  present,  we  have  three  Glee  Clubs  of  SO  or  90  voices  each,  also  two 
orchestras  of  28  and  35  members  respectively.  Two  concerts  were  given 
during  the  year,  one  by  the  Senior  High  School  Orchestra  and  Glee  Club, 
the  other  by  the  Junior  High  School  Orchestra  and  Glee  Club. 

Besides  their  concert,  the  Senior  Orchestra  has  played  at  many  public 
functions  with  great  success.  A  small  band  recently  organized  in  the 
Junior  High  School  performed  at  one  assembly  and  was  very  well  received. 

I  am  glad  of  this  opportunity  to  express  to  the  Superintendent,  principals 
and  teachers  my  appreciation  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  during  the 
year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Drawing  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

The  work  in  the  Primary  and  the  Intermediate  Grades  has  remained 
very  similar  to  that  of  the  previous  years.  As  Miss  Helen  Arnold,  the 
Supervisor  left  in  September,  for  a  year’s  leave  of  absence,  the  work  in 
these  grades  has  been  carried  out  by  an  assistant. 

The  Junior  and  Senior  High  Art  classes  have  had  little  change  in  the  kind 
of  work  accomplished  by  them. 

Grade  VII  again  this  year,  made  “Kindness  to  Animals”  posters,  their 
large  project  of  the  year.  A  number  of  these  posters  were  sent  to  the 
Boston  Public  Library  for  display  during  “Kindness  to  Animal  Week,” 
in  April.  Six  pupils  were  awarded  medals  for  their  work. 

Much  time  was  spent  on  Perspective  and  Picture  Study  Booklets  in 
Grade  VIII. 

Grade  IX  and  the  Senior  High  Art  classes  were  called  on  for  the  usual 
number  of  posters  for  the  various  school  activities.  The  High  School 
pupils  also  made  large  Mother  Goose  posters,  one  being  given  to  each 
first  grade  as  a  room  decoration.  At  Christmas  time,  some  craft  work 
was  as  usual  taken  up  which  required  the  making,  designing  or  decorating 
of  articles  for  every  day  use. 

Creative  Designing,  using  the  free  brush  method,  is  being  tried  out  in 
both  the  Senior  High  and  Grade  IX.  It  is  a  method  which  gives  “free¬ 
dom”  and  allows  for  creative  imagination.  This  method  has  been  practiced 
now  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  Boston  Schools. 

The  number  of  pupils  electing  drawing  in  the  Senior  High  School  has 
increased  from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  twenty  this  year.  We  are 
still  unable  to  follow  a  graded  art  course,  as  pupils  from  all  grades  are  work¬ 
ing  in  classes  together.  Until  this  can  be  changed,  the  teacher  and  pupils 
alike  are  somewhat  handicapped.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 


I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1928. 
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Home  Economics  Educators  seem  agreed  that  their  contribution  to  the 
educational  objective  "Worthy  Home  Membership”  should  be  based  upon 
a  plan  which  will  help  the  child  to  live  more  abundantly  in  the  present, 
immediate  and  more  distant  future.  Therefore,  subject  matter  which 
awakens  responsibilities  in  family  and  community  life,  stimulates  joy  in  the 
participation  of  family  life  and  broadens  knowledge  in  problems  of  healthful 
living  is  receiving  major  consideration  in  the  time  allotted  to  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  instruction.  All  modern  texts  show  a  decided  decrease  in  em¬ 
phasis  upon  the  acquisition  of  skills  with  increased  emphasis  upon  the 
development  of  attitudes,  habits  and  knowledge.  Since  “America  today 
is  no  better  than  its  homes”  and  every  girl  is  a  member  of  a  home,  knowledge 
of  principles  which  will  enrich  her  home  life,  develop  physical,  mental  and 
social  health  habits,  broaden  her  outlook  upon  and  her  insight  into  life  is  of 
more  value  to  her  than  the  mere  acquisition  of  skills  which  will  develop 
naturally  enough  through  the  performance  of  daily  activities. 

It  is  because  of  the  rapidly  changing  content  and  aims  of  Home  Economics 
Education  that  our  chief  consideration  and  concern  these  past  few  years 
has  been  directed  toward  a  continued  reorganization  of  subject  matter  to 
include  more  and  more  a  content  of  material  upon  which  the  girl  may  de¬ 
velop  her  personality  and  build  her  environment.  Short  unit  courses 
have  been  arranged  introducing  in  place  of  much  of  the  formal  laboratory 
work  of  previous  years,  various  subjects  which  will  broaden  the  girl’s 
knowledge  of  home  and  family  relationships.  These  courses  have  been 
selected  with  consideration  of  the  Home  Economics  activities  adapted  to 
the  age  and  experience  of  the  girls  in  each  grade. 

Progress  seems  slow,  often  discouraging  because  of  the  up  hill  problem 
of  turning  public  understanding  from  the  hard  and  fast  “Domestic  Science.” 
“Cooking”  and  “Sewing”  type  of  instruction  to  which  it  has  been  ac¬ 
customed  to  the  broader  “Home”  field  which  Home  Economics  instructing 
now  covers.  There  is  much  potential  material  at  hand,  interest  is  waiting 
to  be  aroused  and  the  department  awaits  the  power  of  further  expression 
and  advancement  into  this  newer  field  of  Home  Economics.  Present 
equipment  at  the  High  School  limits  the  advancement  of  pupils  and  it  is, 
therefore,  my  earnest  recommendation  that  steps  be  taken  to  provide 
opportunity  for  offering  courses  which  will  hold  the  interest  of  advanced 
pupils  and  which  will  allow  the  presentation  of  subject  matter  suited  to 
their  age.  To  keep  apace  educationally  with  modern  Home  Economic 
instruction  the  following  recommendations  should  receive  consideration 
in  the  case  of  both  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools,  viz.: 

1.  Home-like  atmospheres  should  be  created,  for  they  are  conducive  to 
interest  and  subsequent  popularity  of  Home  Economics  courses.  Properly 
furnished  laundry,  dining-room,  bedroom  and  living  rooms  provide  suitable 
settings  for  a  large  part  of  Home  Economics  instruction. 

2.  It  is  quite  essential  that  dining-room  equipment  accompany  labora¬ 
tory  equipment  otherwise  a  very  important  part  of  our  work  cannot  be 
carried  on  effectively. 
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3.  It  is  most  desirable  that  reference  and  text-books  be  provided.  Home 
Economics  pupils  need  the  opportunity  to  increase  their  ability  in  the  use 
of  the  library  and  the  evaluating  and  selecting  of  important  references. 

The  organization  of  a  double-period  major  course  in  High  School  this 
year  has  been  the  chief  factor  in  helping  the  department  to  approach  some 
of  our  ideals  for  Home  Economics  Education.  A  decided  increased  in¬ 
terest  has  developed  in  this  class  because  of  sufficient  time  in  which  to 
carry  problems  to  completion.  It  has  been  proven  through  shortened 
periods  that  laboratory  work  cannot  be  carried  on  to  the  satisfaction  of 
either  pupils  or  teachers  in  time  which  is  inadequate. 

For  the  purpose  of  broadening  the  experiences  and  developing  interest 
in  school  and  community  welfare  a  Home  Economics  Club  has  been  formed 
in  the  High  School  and  has  established  a  splendid  record  in  the  cheer 
which  they  scattered  at  Christmas  time  through  personal  visits  to  crippled 
children  at  the  Canton  Hospital  School  and  through  their  generous  con¬ 
tribution  of  toys,  goodies,  books  and  special  gifts  to  girls  with  no  home 
contacts  at  Canton.  Two  excellent  Christmas  dinner  baskets  were  con¬ 
tributed  by  this  club  and  given  away  in  Norwood.  The  club  has  worked 
out  a  plan  by  which  this  spirit  of  helpfulness  will  carry  on  throughout  the 
year.  As  has  been  our  custom  and  as  part  of  the  regular  Home  Economics 
curriculum  for  Junior  High,  Thanksgiving  baskets  were  again  packed  and 
distributed  in  Norwood.  Through  the  most  generous  spirit  of  pupils, 
teachers  and  friends  four  large,  beautifully  arranged  baskets  were  given 
out  this  year. 

Many  opportunities  for  correlation,  cooperation  and  development  of 
school  spirit  have  arisen  and  been  met  throughout  the  year,  viz.: 

1.  All  coats  belonging  to  the  High  School  manual  training  classes  were 
repaired  by  sewing  classes  at  High  School. 

2.  Screens  made  in  the  school  shops  were  covered  by  High  School  sewing 
classes  for  the  Health  Department. 

3.  Ribbon  ornaments  and  decorations  for  High  School  football  games 
were  voluntarily  made. 

4.  A  set  of  portieres  for  High  School  sewing  room  have  been  made. 

5.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Junior  High  printing  department 
recipes  for  cooking  classes  are  being  put  into  print. 

6.  Furniture  contributed  through  the  assistance  of  the  town  Com¬ 
munity  Committee  has  been  renovated  and  painted  in  the  Junior  High 
shops  and  will  be  arranged  as  a  bedroom  through  this  department. 

7.  Pupils  have  assisted  with  many  special  lunches  for  visitors  and  have 
entertained  and  served  many  visiting  teams  for  the  Athletic  Association. 

A  plan  for  providing  mid-morning  lunches  and  special  food  for  under¬ 
nourished  pupils  at  the  High  School  has  been  worked  out  and  we  trust 
that  those  needing  this  consideration  will  take  advantage  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  which  the  lunch  organization  is  offering. 
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I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  superintendent  of  schools, 
principals  and  the  teachers  in  this  department  for  their  cooperation  and 
interest.

Dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  the  Practical  Arts 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  department  'during  the  past  year. 
The  main  purpose  in  view  has  been  to  improve  our  courses  of  instruction. 
We  have  endeavored  to  give  the  students  full  advantage  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  offered  to  improve  their  desires,  together  with  their  ability  to 
actually  accomplish  something  of  value,  both  to  themselves  and  to  the  home. 
This  in  turn  has  brought  to  them  the  enjoyable  hours  they  seek. 

Education  in  Practical  Arts  is  a  big  thing,  and  when  limited  to  its  present, 
accepted  meaning  in  educational  procedure,  it  stands  for  something  that  is 
definitely  purposeful.  Every  boy  whose  natural  aptitudes  and  future 
outlook  in  life  warrant  it,  has  been  urged  to  take  advantage  of  such  Practical 
Arts  classes  as  we  have  established  and  provided  with  opportunities  that 
may  suit  his  talents. 

The  increasing  number  of  pupils  electing  the  Practical  Arts  course  has 
once  again  made  a  difficult  problem  to  contend  with.  Our  shop  space  at 
the  present  time  is  limited  to  classes  not  to  exceed  twenty-four  (with  the 
exception  of  Drafting).  In  some  cases,  classes  are  over  this  limit.  The 
situation  impairs  the  instructor’s  ability  to  cover  his  subject  and  to  give 
instruction  thoroughly.  Our  shop  space  needs  enlargement  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  growing  need  of  the  boys. 

A  “Safety  Campaign”  is  to  be  conducted  throughout  the  entire  depart¬ 
ment  the  coming  year.  This  is  imperative,  as  increasing  numbers  are 
using  the  power  machinery.  Some  risk  is  entailed  in  their  operation,  and 
safety  precautions  must  be  taken  against  carelessness  of  the  boys.  If  we 
are  to  achieve  freedom  from  accidents,  certain  rigid  rules  must  be  adhered 
to.  Last  year  we  had  two  accidents  due  to  gross  negligence  of  the  boys. 
We  have  been  fortunate  in  not  having  a  real  serious  accident,  and  con¬ 
sidering  the  total  number  of  boys  using  the  machines,  our  casualty  per¬ 
centage  is  very  low. 
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Instruction  in  the  elementary  schools  has  been  successful,  due  largely  to 
the  appointment  of  a  full  time  instructor,  and  his  ability  to  create  a  splendid 
interest  among  the  boys.  Projects  were  selected  so  that  each  tool  in  the 
shop  had  a  definite  purpose,  and  the  correct  handling  was  taught  as  they 
were  introduced  in  the  course.  Fifth  grade  instruction  was  begun  for  the 
first  time  in  September,  and  up  to  the  present  time  has  consisted  of  simple 
projects  in  plywood  cut  out  with  the  coping  saw. 

Equipment  for  the  sixth  grade  work  is  inadequate.  Our  present  equip¬ 
ment  confines  work  to  projects  of  simplicity,  such  as  toys,  small  articles, 
and  models.  The  boy  now  , needs  something  that  is  larger,  something  not 
a  toy,  but  a  project  that  requires  coordinately  the  use  of  his  brain  and  the 
skill  of  his  hand.  We  are  attempting  a  project  that  appeals  to  every  boy, 
a  model  sailing  yacht.  To  carry  this  project  through  successfully,  each 
school  needs  good  stable  benches  with  vises  attached.  We  are  now  without 
any  method  of  holding  projects  during  the  various  tool  processes,  and  this 
is  a  serious  handicap  both  to  boy  and  instructor. 

The  Home  Mechanics  course  for  boys  in  the  seventh  grade  was  reor¬ 
ganized  in  September.  While  the  idea  of  the  course  was  not  dropped  en¬ 
tirely,  it  was  found  through  a  year’s  experience  that  it  did  not  function 
properly.  We  have  now  undertaken  a  new  plan,  whereby  we  are  to 
utilize  the  present  equipment  for  use  with  projects  constructed  under  the 
plan.  The  course  is  taught  on  a  “semi-factory”  basis.  Every  boy  in  the 
class  has  to  perform  practically  every  operation.  Certain  tools  were  pur¬ 
chased  to  simplify  the  harder  operations  to  an  extent  that  the  boys’  ability 
was  reached  without  reducing  his  initiative.  Blue  prints  with  job  sheets 
attached  were  given  him  in  operation  order.  These  told  him  what  tools  to 
use  and  how  to  use  them.  The  project  chosen  was  an  “Electric  Grill”  made 
of  aluminum.  Twenty-five  grills  were  made  and  every  boy  in  the  course 
was  responsible  for  the  construction  of  some  one  part.  The  plan  has  been 
successful. 

During  the  past  two  years  Mechanical  Drawing  in  the  ninth  grade  has 
been  taught  by  a  freehand  drawing  teacher.  In  September  a  regular 
drawing  instructor  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  work,  winch  greatly  in¬ 
creased  the  efficiency  of  the  course. 

All  advanced  printing  was  done  with  ninth  grade  classes.  A  tremendous 
amount  of  printed  material  was  turned  out  for  all  the  school  requirements, 
as  well  as  for  individual  needs.  This  year  the  “Argue-lot,”  a  Junior  High 
journal,  consisting  of  four  pages,  has  appeared  every  month,  instead  of 
twice  a  year  as  formerly.  Much  enthusiasm  and  interest  was  created  in 
the  editing  of  the  paper.  The  paper  was  sold  to  the  students  for  two  cents 
a  copy. 

The  Composite  shop  maintained  the  standard  of  last  year  and  carried 
on  the  same  program  of  instruction  with  the  four  units  composing  the  shop. 
Many  practical  and  useful  articles  for  use  in  the  home  were  made.  These 
consisted  of  radio  tables,  floor  lamps,  table  lamps,  dust  pans  and  waste 
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baskets.  Other  projects  for  the  school  were  the  assembling  of  bleachers 
on  the  new  athletic  field,  score  board  for  football  and  markers  for  yards  on 
the  field.  For  the  public  works  department,  large  stencils  for  safety  pre¬ 
cautions  in  the  streets  were  made.  Many  small  tools  were  made  in  the 
machine  shop,  such  as  anvil  paper  weights,  screw  drivers,  hammers,  nail 
sets  and  tap  wrenches. 

The  size  of  projects  is  limited  due  to  lack  of  sufficient  shop  space  for 
their  assembling  and  finishing.  All  of  the  woodfinishing  that  was  done 
had  to  be  applied  in  the  boiler  room,  the  only  space  available  for  this  type 
of  work.  This  shop  is  in  urgent  need  of  additional  room. 

Advanced  Mechanical  Drawing  was  taught  under  the  method  used  in 
previous  years.  All  instruction  was  entirely  individual,  due  to  the  mixed 
grouping  of  the  classes.  Correlation  with  the  Composite  shop  was  an  im¬ 
portant  feature.  The  boys’  ideas  were  worked  out  in  the  drawing  room, 
then  blue  printed,  and  from  the  prints  the  boys  made  the  actual  object 
the>  laid  out  on  paper. 

On  May  19,  20  and  21,  a  large  window  display  of  projects  completed  in 
the  department  was  shown  to  the  public.  This  was  the  first  exhibit  ever 
held  by  this  department,  and  it  afforded  the  citizens  of  the  Town  an  ex¬ 
cellent  opportunity  to  see  and  know  just  what  we  are  doing  for  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  youth  in  our  department. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  you,  the  principals,  the  supervisors,  and 
teachers,  for  their  support  and  splendid  cooperation  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

In  my  report  as  Principal  of  the  Norwood  Evening  School  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1928,  I  submit  the  following  information: 

The  evening  school  opened  on  the  night  of  October  8,  with  classes  in 
Junior  High  studies,  Mechanical  Drawing,  Cooking,  Millinery,  Dressmak¬ 
ing  and  Bookkeeping.  Because  of  the  small  enrollment,  the  class  in 
Millinery  was  dropped.  Later  in  the  year  a  class  in  Modern  Merchandising 
was  organized  for  the  men  and  women  who  might  be  interested  in  a  course 
of  lectures  fostered  by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  Division  of 
University  Extension.  A  second  group  to  organize  later  in  the  year  was  a 
class  in  Home  Nursing.

At  the  present  time  the  enrollment  is  eighty-two  per  cent  of  the  original 
number  that  registered  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This  represents  an 
increase  of  seven  per  cent  over  the  number  who  remained  in  school  last 
year. 

The  classes  in  Junior  High,  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Bookkeeping  are 
rather  successful.  The  regularity  of  attendance  in  these  groups  proves 
that  the  trouble  is  not  so  much  in  holding  the  interest  of  the  young  people 
as  it  is  in  getting  them  to  see  the  advantage  in  enrolling.  In  the  Dress¬ 
making  section  the  enrollment  is  large  enough  to  maintain  two  classes. 
Cooking  is  a  single  unit,  but  it  is  the  largest  class  in  the  school. 

The  attendance  in  Merchandising  shows  that  there  are  possibilities  in  this 
field.  Men  and  women  are  willing  to  use  one  night  a  week  for  lectures, 
providing  they  are  of  sufficient  interest  and  value.  There  are  no  definite 
plans  for  next  year,  but  the  State  Department  has  signified  its  desire  to 
help  in  any  possible  way. 

As  is  the  case  in  nearly  every  evening  school  at  the  present  time,  Millinery 
has  been  discontinued  for  lack  of  interest.  Some  schools  are  to  make  an 
attempt  to  overcome  this  by  making  the  course  more  general.  They  are 
planning  to  group  millinery,  embroidery,  interior  decoration,  budgeting 
and  other  related  subjects  that  will  be  of  value  to  women. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and  your  office  force  for  the 
assistance  they  have  given  me.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

The  following  annual  report  is  hereby  submitted  for  your  approval: 

During  the  year  just  past  we  have  followed  the  same  general  plan  of 
procedure  as  in  the  past.  Our  outstanding  work  has  been  the  teaching  of 
English  to  the  adult  alien  and  rendering  assistance  to  those  preparing  for 
American  citizenship.  A  higher  standard  in  citizenship  wall  be  bre  ught 
about  in  Norwood  in  proportion  to  the  progress  that  we  can  make  in  de¬ 
stroying  illiteracy  through  adult  education.  Native  born  and  newcomers 
should  be  working  together  to  achieve  better  citizenship  based  on  the  funda¬ 
mentals  of  Americanism. 

Our  evening  school  classes  in  the  Americanization  department  number 
eight  with  a  total  registration  of  126.  The  interest  in  citizenship  seems  to 
be  very  keen.  There  are  very  few  pupils  in  our  classes  who  are  not  working 
with  naturalization  as  their  goal. 
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We  have  two  classes  for  beginners  in  the  Balch  School  which  are  rather 
unique.  One  class  is  for  men  and  the  other  is  for  women.  The  members 
of  these  classes  were  wholly  illiterate  when  they  entered  the  school  in 
October.  In  one  of  these  classes  the  members  have  been  in  America  for 
periods  varying  from  nine  to  twenty-six  years  and  they  are  now  attending 
school  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives.  There  are  no  pupils  in  the  whole 
school  who  show  more  interest  or  joy  in  the  advancement  which  they, 
themselves,  can  see  that  they  are  making.  The  teachers  of  these  classes 
of  adult  illiterates  must  have  patience,  sympathy,  and  understanding.  It 
is  their  privilege  to  make  each  school  session  an  experience  of  fine  living. 

It  is  in  our  third  year  or  citizenship  classes  where  the  pupils  learn  of  our 
government,  how  it  was  originally  built,  how  it  has  developed  and  the  part 
all  citizens  play  in  it.  We  urge  that  they  frankly  express  their  criticisms 
of  America;  there  is  no  other  way  for  us  to  find  out  and  explain  away  their 
doubts.  And  we  find  that  in  a  school  where  seventeen  nationalities  mingle 
that  there  are  doubts. 

It  is  the  business  of  the  teacher  in  the  citizenship  class  to  explain,  to  dis¬ 
cuss,  kindly,  fairly  and  intelligently.  She  tries  to  show  her  students  that 
our  government  can  never  rise  higher  than  their  level  and  that  the  only 
way  America  or  any  other  free  country  can  ever  approach  ideal  political 
conditions  is  by  building  an  active,  loyal  and  intelligent  citizenship. 

We  lay  more  stress  on  responsibility  of  citizenship  than  upon  mere 
drilling  upon  facts.  No  teacher  has  a  finer  opportunity  to  serve  her 
country  than  the  teacher  of  the  citizenship  class! 

Mr.  E.  C.  Eastwood,  of  the  Senior  High  School  faculty,  has  been  the 
evening  school  principal  this  year.  He  takes  the  place  of  Mr.  J.  Clifford 
Geer,  resigned. 

We  believe  most  heartily  in  the  home  school  for  the  foreign  mother. 
The  mother  determines  the  kind  of  home  and  the  health  and  happiness  of 
the  family.  Many  of  the  foreign  mothers  are  reaching  out  for  an  under¬ 
standing  of  the  language  of  their  adopted  country  and  each  year  sees  an 
increasing  number  who  are  working  to  become  naturalized. 

Our  mother’s  classes  this  year  number  seven  with  a  total  enrollment  of 
41  women.  The  youngest  is  18  and  the  oldest  is  62.  Are  the  mothers  in 
these  adult  classes  becoming  Americanized?  Go  into  their  homes  for  the 
answer.  There  is  less  swaddling  of  the  limbs,  better  ventilation,  less 
crowding  of  rooms,  and  more  neighborliness. 

In  October  a  group  of  Finnish  women  came  to  us  and  asked  that  a  class 
be  formed  in  home  nursing.  Miss  Vera  H.  Brooks,  Supervisor  of  Health,  is 
conducting  the  class  under  the  requirements  of  the  Red  Cross  and  at  the 
end  of  the  twelve  lesson  course  each  woman  will  receive  a  certificate  from 
the  Red  Cross. 

“All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull  boy”  is  as  true  of  the  fifty-year- 
old  school  boy  as  of  the  ten-year-old.  Now  and  then  books  are  laid  aside 
and  we  have  a  bit  of  sociability.  We  believe  this  is  an  important  step  in

the  work  we  are  trying  to  do,  that  is,  to  break  down  clannish  tendencies, 
to  remove  distrust,  and  to  give  our  students  a  broad,  tolerant  American 
viewpoint.  I  wish  the  American  people  of  Norwood  could  have  seen  the 
happy  spirit  of  play  entered  into  by  our  classes  at  the  Christmas  party 
this  year. 

On  March  22,  1928,  we  held  our  evening  school  graduation  exercises  in 
Everett  Hall.  These  were  well  attended  not  only  by  friends  of  the  students 
but  by  the  American  public.  Diplomas  were  granted  to  33  people  who 
completed  the  prescribed  course  in  citizenship.  A  program  was  presented 
in  which  seven  nationalities  took  part.  The  address  of  the  evening  was 
given  by  Miss  Mary  L.  Guyton,  State  Supervisor  of  Adult  Alien  Education. 

The  foregoing  report  shows  a  few  things  that  we  are  doing  to  educate 
our  foreign  born  population.  Briefly,  the  following  are  our  aims: 

I.  The  ability  to  speak,  read  and  write  the  English  language. 

II.  A  strong  abiding  interest  in  America. 

III.  To  have  pride  in  this,  the  new  homeland. 

IV.  To  understand  American  political  and  social  conditions. 

V.  A  determination  on  the  part  of  the  alien  to  become  an  active  citizen 
of  America  and  to  acquire  for  his  children  the  broader  opportunities  which 
this  new  land  affords.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Monday,  January  21,  1929,  and  adjournment  to  Monday,  February  25, 
1929. 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen,  under  date  of  January  8, 
1929,  and  signed  by  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Edmund  G.  Dalton,  Harold  W. 
Baker,  Arthur  J.  Forrest  and  Herbert  H.  Miller,  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 
the  proper  service  of  which  Warrant  was  duly  attested  by  Thomas  C. 
Lydon,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  elections 
and  Town  Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called 
to  order,  the  articles  contained  in  the  Warrant  and  the  action  thereunder 
being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers.  The  following  are 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot;  namely,  two  Selectmen  for  three  years;  one  Town 
Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes^for  one  year;  one  Finance  Commissioner 
for  three  years;  one  Moderator  for  one  year;  one  member  of  the  Board  of 
Health  for  three  years;  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three 
years;  two  trustees  of  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  three  years;  two 
members  of  the  Planning  Board  for  three  years;  one  member  of  the  Plann¬ 
ing  Board  to  fill  vacancy  for  two  years;  six  Constables  for  one  year.  And 
to  bring  in  their  vote  on  the  following  question:  That  the  Town  accept  the 
act  entitled  “An  act  to  permit  certain  sports  and  games  on  the  Lord’s  day” 
approved  at  the  State  election  held  on  November  6,  1928,  which  provides 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  in  any  town  which  accepts  the  act  to  take  part  in  or 
witness  any  athletic  outdoor  sport  or  game,  except  horse  racing,  automo¬ 
bile  racing,  boxing  or  hunting  with  firearms,  on  the  Lord’s  day  between 
2  and  6  P.  M.;  that  such  sports  or  games  shall  take  place  on  such  play-

grounds,  parks  or  other  places  as  may  be  designated  in  a  license  issued 
by  the  licensing  authorities  named  in  the  act;  that  no  sport  or  game  shall 
be  permitted  in  a  place,  other  than  a  public  playground  or  park,  within 
one  thousand  feet  of  any  regular  place  of  worship;  that  the  charging  of 
admission  fees  or  the  taking  of  collections  or  the  receiving  of  remuneration 
by  any  person  in  charge  of  or  participating  in  any  such  sport  or  game  shall 
not  be  prohibited;  that  the  license  may  be  revoked;  and  that  in  cities  and 
towns  in  which  amateur  sports  or  games  are  permitted  under  existing 
law  such  amateur  sports  or  games  may  be  held  until  the  act  is  accepted 
or  the  provisions  of  the  existing  law  fail  of  acceptance  on  resubmission  to 
the  people.

Your  Committee,  at  this  time,  recommends  that  an  amendment  to  the 
Building  By-Laws  be  adopted,  in  the  form  which  will  be  presented  under 
the  following  Article,  substantially  identical  with  the  recommendation 
submitted  by  the  Committee  and  in  the  hands  of  the  voters  at  this  meeting, 
amending  the  existing  by-law  with  respect  to  the  Fire  Limit  Districts. 

The  Committee  desire  to  report  that  definite  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  matter  of  the  revision  of  the  existing  by-law,  that  a  complete  report 
with  recommendations  will  be  submitted  to  the  voters  at  a  Town  Meeting 
to  be  held  in  the  early  part  of  the  coming  year.  There  is  an  apparent 
sentiment,  hou'ever,  that  the  question  of  Fire  Limit  Districts  under  the 
by-laws  should  have  more  immediate  attention.

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GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen: 

In  editing  and  submitting  the  reports  of  our  departments  for  the  year 
just  past,  your  manager  has  a  difficult  task.  Municipal  operation  is  so 
alike  year  after  year  that  reports  are  apt  to  become  routine  and  devoid  of 
interest. 

Regulations.  This  year  has  seen  the  issuance  of  the  Board  of  Survey 
Rules  as  revised,  the  reprinting  in  pamphlet  form  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws 
and  the  issuance  of  the  Manual  of  Procedure  for  the  Municipal  Light  De¬ 
partment.  The  last  revision  of  the  Police  Manual  is  about  ready  for  the 
press,  and  the  Taxi  Regulations  have  finally  been  agreed  upon  by  all 
concerned.  The  Fire  Limits  have  been  enlarged  and  will  be  printed  in 
the  new  Building  Code.  The  Code  of  Orderly  Procedure  for  all  Depart¬ 
ments  is  soon  to  be  a  reality  and  likewise  the  Handbook  on  Permits  and 
Licenses.  The  revision  of  the  1879  Cemetery  Rules  is  also  well  underway. 
All  these  booklets  are  being  printed  in  a  pocket  size  with  the  thought  in 
mind  that  when  we  codify  our  by-laws  for  the  first  time  since  1908  we  may 
have  all  our  public  documents  in  a  uniform  arrangement. 

Tax  by  Installments.  We  were  much  pleased  to  receive  word  of  the 
introduction  in  the  legislature  of  a  bill  to  make  possible  the  payment  in 
two  installments  of  taxes  in  this  state.  The  writer  has  suggested  this 
at  every  opportunity  because  he  has  witnessed  the  great  benefits  in  many 
states  where  this  has  been  the  practice  for  years.  Such  an  arrangement 
will  not  only  make  tax  paying  so  much  easier  for  the  citizens  but  will 
actually  reduce  taxes  by  decreasing  the  two  and  a  half  million  dollars  now 
paid  by  the  taxpayers  in  the  cities  and  towms  of  this  Commonwealth  every 
year  in  interest  on  loans  to  operate  the  municipalities  through  the  ten 
months  or  more  in  which  they  now  have  to  wait  for  taxes.  It  cannot  be 
conceived  that  the  opposition  of  those  benefiting  by  the  borrowing  system 
will  prevent  the  passage  of  the  act. 
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Charts.  Accompanying  these  remarks  are  diagrams  giving  the  vital 
data  concerning  our  municipal  systems.  The  writer  drew  these  charts 
when  he  was  manager  here  twelve  years  ago,  but  they  have  not  been  kept 
up  to  date.  We  have  now  plotted  in  the  gaps  and  have  a  valuable  record 
of  twenty  years’  operation,  from  which  a  fair  guess  can  be  made  as  to 
future  possibilities.  These  charts  and  tables  are  presented  for  local  annual 
comparisons  only  because  the  futility  of  comparing  per  capita  costs  at 
random  with  other  communities  can  be  quickly  shown  when  we  realize 
that  with  less  than  sixteen  thousand  population  our  police  department 
costs  us  a  thousand  dollars  a  week  and  our  schools  a  thousand  dollars  a 
day.  These  costs  of  $22.00  per  capita  for  education  and  over  $3.00  for 
police  are  caused  by  our  exceptional  school  facilities  in  the  former,  and 
in  the  latter  case  by  our  location  within  five  miles  of  the  border  of  the 
fourth  greatest  center  of  population  in  this  country.  The  annual  expendi¬ 
ture  of  a  million  and  a  half  dollars  or  the  employment  of  over  four  hundred 
employees  by  a  community  our  size  in  an  isolated  section  of  the  country 
would  be  unheard  of;  but,  our  citizens  would  not  be  satisfied  if  we  should 
cut  the  municipal  service  in  any  of  our  departments.  For  example,  the 
total  candle  power  of  our  street  lights  is  equal  to  that  of  many  cities  more 
than  double  our  size — but  who  would  want  a  single  fight  removed?  We 
are  indeed  fortunate  that  our  municipal  utilities  bring  us  an  annual  revenue 
of  over  $365,000.  There  is  no  question  whatever  that  the  electric  and 
water  systems  alone  could  be  sold  for  close  to  two  million  dollars,  and  yet 
have  practically  no  debt. 

Citizen  Interest.  These  facts  are  included  here  with  the  hope  that  some 
of  our  citizens  may  realize  the  magnitude  of  the  task  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  has  to  guide  present  operation  as  well  as  plan  for  the  fast  growing 
future  of  this  community.  We  trust  also  that  the  realization  of  our  un¬ 
usual  condition  will  stimulate  an  increased  interest  in  town  affairs  on  the 
part  of  our  thoughtful  citizen-stockholders — to  the  end  that  they  will 
ever  strive  to  keep  this  thirty-five  million  dollar  corporation  of  their’s  in 
the  front  rank  of  Massachusetts  municipalities. 

Improved  Service.  Last  year  vse  fisted  in  short  statements  some  one 
hundred  and  ten  items  of  improved  service  or  reductions  in  expense  se¬ 
cured  throughout  our  various  departments.  This  year  we  have  con¬ 
tinued  these  corrections  but  will  not  fist  thern  as  we  doubt  whether  such 
statements  are  either  read  or  credited  by  the  average  citizen.  We  will, 
however,  fist  some  eight  or  more  items  which  saved  the  taxpayers  in  the 
aggregate  over  eleven  thousand  dollars.

Progress.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Cemetery  Department, 
since  any  real  work  was  done  there,  the  department  has  finally  been  put 
on  a  self-supporting  basis.  This  coming  year  no  appropriation  from  taxes 
will  be  needed. 

The  Electric  Department  has  been  completely  reorganized  and  the 
rotted  and  dangerous  poles,  undersized  transformers  and  hazardous  con¬ 
struction  have  all  been  renewed.  The  plant  itself  has  been  cleaned  and 
repaired  inside  and  out.  Back  bills  unpaid  for  years,  in  the  aggregate 
over  $30,000  have  been  collected  during  the  past  year  and  a  half;  and  for 
the  first  time  in  history  we  go  into  the  new  year  with  every  November 
bill  paid  or  service  shut  off.  Many  other  matters  too  numerous  to  mention 
have  been  put  on  a  business  basis.  Our  recent  recommendation  for  a  14% 
reduction  in  rates  wall  mean  a.  saving  of  $30,000  to  our  citizens  annually  in 
electric  bills. 

The  Public  Works  Department  has  undergone  such  a  change  and  system- 
izing  that  in  many  phases  it  is  unrecognizable.  Water  bills  uncollected 
for  years  totalling  many  thousands  have  now  been  collected. 

The  increases  in  equipment,  personnel  and  performance  of  the  Fire 
and  Police  Departments  speak  for  themselves.  It  has  been  a  great  pleasure 
to  hear  the  numerous  compliments  from  visitors  and  citizens  regarding 
the  unfailing  courtesy  of  our  officers. 

Loyal  Employees.  These  changes  would  not  have  been  possible  if  it 
had  not  been  for  the  ever  willing  and  efficient  work  of  our  entire  organiza¬ 
tion.  It  is  true  that  one  or  two  changes  had  to  be  made  and  also  that 
some  department  heads  had  to  be  forced  to  bring  order  out  of  chaos.  The 
ends  warranted  the  means  however,  and  all  is  well  that  ends  well.  We 
may  with  pride  report  our  stewardship  as  starting  1930  with  all  depart¬ 
ments  in  first  class  shape.  May  tliey  long  continue  so. 

Service.  This  year  we  inaugurated  a  new  idea  in  securing  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  citizens  in  working  with  us  towards  improving  the  public  service. 
Weekly  we  have  had  the  telephone  operator  at  the  Municipal  Building 
call  a  dozen  different  homes,  each  list  taken  at  random  from  the  telephone 
book.  These  people  are  asked  to  advise  any  needed  correction  or  improve¬ 
ment  in  their  particular  neighborhood  on  sidewalks,  streets,  lighting, 
garbage  collection,  radio  interference  and  similar  municipal  activities. 
The  answers  are  tabulated  and  thus  we  receive  a  real  picture  of  how  our 
service  is  satisfying  our  citizen-bosses,  who  pay  our  salaries  and  who  we 
are  all  faithfully  trying  to  serve.  We  have  yet  to  experience  a  single  call 
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which  was  not  appreciated  or  on  which  any  sarcastic  “wise-cracks”  were 
given  us.  We  acknowledge  our  appreciation  and  shall  continue  to  follow 
these  service  calls. 

Conclusion.  This  letter  of  transmittal  would  not  be  complete  unless 
sincerest  thanks  were  extended  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  wonderful  co¬ 
operation  and  understanding  in  all  the  endeavors  of  our  department 
heads  and  co-workers  of  the  municipal  family. 

The  longer  the  writer  serves  municipalities  the.  more  he  agrees  with  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  at  Philadelphia  when  he  ended  his  annual  report 
some  twenty-five  years  ago  by  quoting  Abraham  Lincoln  where  he  said — 
‘‘If  what  I  do  turns  out  all  right,  what  they  have  said  against  me  will  not 
count;  but  if  what  I  do  turns  out  wrong  ten  angels  swearing  I  was  right 
will  make  no  difference.”

General  Remarks 

One  of  the  accompanying  photographs  shows  the  new  addition  built 
for  new  switches  and  regulating  equipment  to  take  care  of  our  increasing- 
business,  and  give  better  service  to  our  customers. 


New  Addition  to  Electric  Plant 


In  another  section  we  have  the  street  light  regulators  and  circuit  switches 
of  latest  and  safest  type  to  operate  through  to  voltage  regulators.  These 
regulators  keep  our  voltage  constant  within  two  percent  variation.  From 
the  regulators  the  current  passes  through  the  cables  that  feed  each  circuit 
for  the  different  sections  of  the  town. 
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In  the  room  near  the  office  is  the  remote  control  panel  where  all  instru¬ 
ments  are  installed.  From  this  panel  board  all  switching  is  controlled  in 
the  switch  room. 

Lead  cable  was  run  from  the  station  to  Guild  Street  and  a  new  street 
light  circuit  was  run  to  South  Norwood.  Sixty-three  white  way  lights 
of  the  Novalux  type  were  installed  on  ornamental  brackets.  This  makes 
one  of  the  best  lighted  sections  of  the  town.  We  also  ran  another  primary 
circuit  to  this  section  in  order  to  maintain  the  best  possible  service  for  this

growing  section.  Norwood  now  has  a  continuous  whiteway  system  of 
two  and  a  half  miles  covered  with  lights  on  both  sides  of  the  street  about 
a  hundred  feet  apart. 

Due  to  additions  made  of  larger  lamps  on  several  street  lighting  circuits, 
an  extra  circuit  was  run  from  the  station  to  take  care  of  the  extra  load. 

During  the  year  9  miles  of  wire  were  added  to  the  street  light  circuits, 
and  7  miles  were  added  to  the  primary  circuits.  We  also  made  additions 
to  the  secondary  lighting  circuits  by  adding  a  third  wire  to  the  two  wire 


circuits.  This  allows  much  more  capacity  to  meet  our  present  day  de¬ 
mands  for  the  use  of  many  appliances  for  heating,  cooking,  oil  burners, 
radios,  etc.  This  insures  the  customer  first  class  service.  About  10  miles 
of  different  sizes  of  wire  was  used  in  this  work. 

While  wTe  added  but  59  poles  to  our  lines  on  new  locations  yet  we  re¬ 
placed  489  poles  on  our  lines.  With  hundreds  of  new  cross  arms  and 
secondary  brackets  installed  we  have  our  lines  in  fine  shape.  During 
1930  we  will  replace  the  last  of  the  old  poles  which  were  set  23  years  ago. 
The  treated  poles  we  are  using  now  should  last  30  years  or  more.

Note:  With  231  additional  lamps  we  have  increased  the  candle  power 
on  the  streets  38%.  Intensity  of  lighting  is  5000  C.  P.  per  mile  of  street. 
The  street  lights  burned  4.009  hours  10  minutes  during  the  year. 

OFFICE  SYSTEM 

During  the  early  part  of  1929  we  acquired  a  new  steel  cabinet  which 
holds  the  records  of  the  following: 

Active  service  meter  cards  which  are  complete  for  the  entire  23  districts. 
In-Active  service  cards  which  show  the  name,  meter  number,  street 
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number  and  the  date  that  this  service  was  discontinued  either  for  vacancy 
or  non-payment  of  electric  current  consumed,  with  balances,  if  any. 

A  new  protection — Guarantee  Deposit  Cards  showing  the  name  of  the 
consumer,  street  number,  meter  number  and  the  amount  of  the  deposit 
acquired.  1085  totalling  $7032  to  date. 

Guarantee  Deposit  refunds  are  paid  to  customers  that  have  requested 
their  service  to  be  discontinued  and  have  moved  out  of  town.  177  such 
have  been  returned  totalling  $956  from  which  the  amount  due  the  Town 
was  first  deducted.

Meter  Applications  signed  by  each  customer  applying  for  service  whether 
a  new  service  or  old. 

Pole  records  giving  us  the  size,  kind,  route  number  and  when  set.  Like¬ 
wise  information  as  to  Joint  Ownership  agreements  with  other  companies. 
(Numerous  duplicate  pole  lines  have  been  eliminated.) 

In  the  stock  room  bins  were  installed  for  storeing  and  quicker  handling 
of  our  stock.  We  have  plans  and  estimates  for  a  new  and  larger  fire-proof 
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stock  room  in  our  budget.  With  a  new  stock  room  and  all  wooden  build¬ 
ings  removed,  our  plant  will  be  complete  and  nothing  should  be  needed 
in  the  way  of  additions  for  several  years  to  come.  With  the  new  fence 
around  our  grounds  and  grassed  over  both  inside  and  out  our  plant  stands 
second  to  none  in  this  section  of  the  country. 

Visitors  are  not  only  welcome,  but  are  courteously  requested  to  inspect 
the  plant.

ELECTRICAL  INSPECTION 

-  1 .  About  one  hundred  defected  meters  have  been  repaired  at  an  average 
cost  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  each,  and  have  been  restored  to  service.  (Sav¬ 
ing  $950  under  price  of  new  meters.) 

2.  A  meter  rack  has  been  built  in  the  basement  and  meters  are  properly 
tested  and  stenciled,  and  two  separate  records  are  kept  when  meters  are 
installed  on  our  lines. 

3.  Meters  are  properly  cutout  for  vacancies,  thereby  eliminating  any 
chance  of  customers  being  billed  for  current  not  used  by  them. 
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4.  Strict  care  is  being  taken  that  all  applicants  make  necessary  deposit 
before  current  is  turned  on,  insuring  thousands  of  dollars  for  Town  previ¬ 
ously  lost  when  persons  left  town  owing  light  bills. 

5.  The  utmost  care  is  taken  on  giving  meter  locations  for  the  safety 
and  convenience  of  meter  readers  or  others  in  the  department  who  may 
have  occasion  to  inspect,  test  or  remove  meter.

6.  Approximately  twenty-five  meters  have  been  relocated,  because 
of  inconvenience  and  hazardous  conditions.  In  each  case  the  customer 
stood  the  expense  of  necessary  changes  in  wiring. 

7.  There  have  been  approximately  eight  meters  relocated  by  the. de¬ 
partment  at  our  own  expense  where  it  appeared  that  the  department  was 
at  fault  in  their  original  location. 

8.  The  greatest  care  is  taken  that  large  meters  with  a  constant  are 
properly  listed  in  order  that  there  will  not  be  a  chance  of  constants  being 
dropped  for  any  length  of  time  as  has  been  our  experience  in  the  past, 
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when  over  $4000  had  to  be  collected  for  current  not  billed  in  previous 
years. 

9.  Our  meters  are  100%  sealed. 

10.  Broken  seals  are  reported  to  us  by  the  meter  readers,  through  the 
Billing  Division,  and  are  immediately  investigated. 

11.  Customer’s  complaints  are  promptly  investigated  and  a  report 
given  them  either  directly  or  through  the  Billing  Division. 

12.  416  applications  have  been  issued  for  new  work  this  year. 

13.  There  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  class  of  wiring  in 
the  past  year  by  all  contractors  doing  work  in  the  Town.  This  is  due 
greatly  to  the  fact  that  we  have  had  the  cooperation  of  all  contractors 
local  and  otherwise,  and  it  has  been  necessary  in  only  one  case  to  request 
the  services  of  the  State  Examiners  of  Electricians,  at  which  time  they 
promptly  straightened  out  the  difficulty  to  our  entire  satisfaction. 

14.  Care  is  being  taken  that  secondaries  and  transformers  are  not  over¬ 
loaded,  by  checking  capacity  of  the  transformer  before  large  loads  are 
added,  thus  eliminating  low  voltage  which  is  an  inconvenience  to  customers, 

15.  Out  of  approximately  4500  active  meters  on  our  lines  we  are  pleased 
to  report  that  only  two  meters  have  been  tampered  w'ith  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  prove  that  there  had  been  a  substantial  current  theft.  In  these 
cases  we  obtained  convictions  in  local  District  Court. 

16.  All  wiring  required  to  be  strictly  in  conformance  with  code  of 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

FIRE  ALARM 

During  the  past  year  seven  boxes  of  the  latest  type  were  added.  The 
system  is  now  in  very  good  working  order.  We  have  a  small  section  of 
the  old  iron  wire  to  remove  soon,  then  all  w ires  will  be  in  fine  condition. 

The  equipment  at  the  fire  station  is  verj^  old  and  should  be  replaced 
with  new,  larger  and  more  recent  types,  just  as  soon  as  a  suitable  room 
can  be  furnished.  This  must  be  done  before  more  circuits  can  be  added. 

With  installation  of  a  quick  acting  transformer  the  men  at  the  station 
can  receive  the  alarm,  and  get  out  in  one  third  the  time  as  by  the  present 
whistle.  This  means  much,  as  each  minute  saved  getting  to  a  fire  counts. 

Every  box  was  recently  gone  over  and  put  in  first  class  condition,  and 
with  new  station  equipment  in  another  year  the  system  should  be  on  par 
with  any.

Dear  Sir: 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  as  Public  Works  Superintendent  for  the  past 
year,  1929,  as  follows: 

Service  has  been  the  watchword  throughout  the  year  in  the  Public  Works 
Department.  Night  or  day  every  effort  was  made  to  give  the  citizens  of 
Norwood  an  efficient  and  progressive  administration.  The  morale  of  the 
workmen  connected  with  the  department  and  the  courtesy  every  employee 
endeavored  to  give  the  citizens  helped  in  a  great  measure  to  bring  about 
this  result. 

Improvements  made  at  the  Town  Yard  have  helped  to  handle  materials 
in  a  more  economical  manner.  The  systematic  storage  of  tools  and  equip¬ 
ment  has  aided  in  getting  the  workmen  to  the  various  jobs  fully  equipped 
and  with  the  greatest  dispatch,  also,  the  loss  of  tools  has  been  extremely 
negligible. 

In  every  way  the  writer  feels  that  the  achievements  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1929  have  been  of  substantial  improvement. 

Highways 

The  crusher,  now  relocated  near  the  Ellis  Pumping  Station,  operated 
almost  continually  throughout  the  year.  It  has  given  excellent  results, 
not  only  from  a  financial  standpoint,  but  also  from  the  fact  that  the  de¬ 
partment  was  able  to  get  material  when  needed,  thereby  enabling  the 
speeding  up  of  construction.  All  the  sand  and  stone  used  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  the  construction  of  streets  and  sidewalks  and  for  the  covering 
of  ice  during  the  winter  was  taken  from  this  plant.  With  some  machinery 
alterations  and  the  necessary  repairs  and  stripping  of  the  bank,  the  crush¬ 
ing  plant  should  be  a  big  factor  in  still  further  reducing  cost  of  new  con¬ 
struction,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  streets  through  the  winter. 

A  general  clean  up  of  all  highways  took  place  early  in  the  spring  and 
late  in  the  fall.  At  various  times,  streets  which  collected  waste  matter 
frequently,  were  regularly  attended  to.  In  addition,  two  street  patrol 
men,  one  on  Washington  Street  in  the  center  of  the  Town,  the  other  in 
the  South  End  section,  were  on  duty  continuously. 

During  the  month  of  October  one  week  was  set  aside  for  a  clean  up  of 
waste  material  from  the  property  of  any  resident  of  Norwood.  The  Town 
was  divided  into  six  sections,  and  a  notice  was  published  in  the  "Messen- 


ger”  stating  the  day  that  men  and  trucks  would  make  the  clean  up.  The 
five-ton  truck  used  in  this  work  collected  fort} -six  loads  or  approximately 
two  hundred  thirty  barrels  of  waste. 

Dumps  were  maintained  as  usual  at  Lenox  Street,  close  to  the  railroad 
tracks  and  in  the  rear  of  Highland  Cemetery. 

Three  hundred  twenty-two  thousand  nine  hundred  sixty-four  (322,964) 
square  yards  of  street  surface  was  treated  with  either  a  45,  65  or  85% 
asphaltic  oil  and  thoroughly  covered  with  sand  or  stone  chips.

A  patching  crew  wras  kept  continually  at  work  repairing  streets.  This 
type  of  temporary  patch  work  will  increase  rapidly,  unless  ample  appro¬ 
priations  are  made  for  permanent  street  construction. 

Many  street  signs  of  an  attractive  design  were  set  at  various  points 
throughout  the  Towm,  bringing  this  work  to  within  approximately  10% 
of  completion. 

Traffic  signs  and  street  markings  along  Washington  Street  and  at 
dangerous  intersections  throughout  the  Town  were  maintained  in  a  good 
condition  during  the  year.  All  traffic  signs  were  painted  the  colors  re¬ 
quested  b}  the  State  Highway  Commission.

At  the  Shattuck  Memorial  Park  a  general  clean  up  was  made  of  dead 
leaves  and  refuse.  Walks  were  raked  and  levelled. 

At  Bond  Street  Park  the  shrubbery  was  trimmed,  plots  cleaned,  and 
the  grounds  kept  mowed  during  the  season. 

Mylod  Street  Park  was  reloamed  and  seeded,  walks  built  and  made  into 
a  very  attractive  park. 

The  six  acres  comprising  Eliot  Park  were  loamed  and  seeded,  and  a 
six-lap  cinder  running  track  built.  This  park  will  be  ready  to  open  in 
the  spring. 

Winslow  Park,  a  general  clean  up  of  ground,  some  loaming  and  seeding, 
and  the  mowing  of  grass  through  the  season. 

At  the  small  park  at  Band  Stand,  shrubbery  was  planted,  walks  built, 
and  grounds  loamed  and  seeded. 

All  these  plots  and  parks  were  maintained  in  a  very  creditable  manner 
throughout  the  year.  Concrete  benches  and  bird  baths  were  moulded  at 
the  yard  and  placed  in  desirable  locations.

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SEWERS  AND  DRAINS 

The  sewer  and  drainage  system  functioned  properly  throughout  the 
year.  The  extreme  dry  condition  of  the  river  forced  the  use  of  about 
$4000  of  nitrate  to  avoid  unhealthful  results. 

Filter  beds  were  cleaned  when  necessary,  and  the  racks  at  the  pumping 
station  were  given  the  usual  attention. 

The  buildings  at  the  filter  bed?  and  the  sewer  pumping  station  including 
pumps,  are  in  a  very  good  condition. 

Forty-nine  new  sewer  services  were  added  to  the  system. 

All  open  drains  throughout  the  Town  were  cleaned.

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

No  concern  over  the  Norwood  water  supply  was  felt  during  the  past 
year,  ample  water  was  in  basins  throughout  the  year.  Hydrants,  valves 
and  gate  boxes  were  inspected,  and  repairs  made  when  necessary. 

Hydrants  were  numbered  and  the  size  of  main  to  which  they  were  con¬ 
nected  painted  in  white  figures.  A  map  and  card  file  for  every  hydrant 
assures  immediate  inspection  when  the  Fire  Department  submits  their 
report  of  hydrants  used. 

A  meter  testing  machine  was  purchased  assuring  accuracy  of  meters 
tested.  The  meter  shop  was  renovated  and  is  now  in  shape  to  take  care 
.  of  the  needs  of  this  department. 

Thirty-two  new  services  were  metered  and  one  hundred  ninety-five 
meters  replaced. 

An  inspection  of  all  meters  is  being  made  and  meters  found  registering 
over  3%  inaccurate  are  replaced,  thus  eliminating  previous  losses  in 
revenue.  The  old  meters  are  either  repaired  or  junked  as  the  condition 
warrants. 

The  stand  pipe,  pumping  stations  and  pumps  are  in  good  condition. 
The  following  will  show  in  detail  the  station  operation:

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The  conservation  of  water  and  elimination  of  waste  followed  during 
the  past  three  years  by  100%  meter  installation,  quarterly  readings  and 
continued  inspection,  shows  now  in  cash  savings.  One  self-evident  proof 
of  saving  in  useless  pumping  is  the  following  table  of  total  gallons  pumped 
each  year.  The  reduction  is  even  more  commendable  when  it  is  realized 
that  many  more  services  are  being  installed  every  year.

Through  constant  adjustment  between  the  two  stations  it  has  been 

possible  to  pump  from  Westvmod  during  the  entire  year.  This  is  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  filter  beds  that  such  a  desirable  arrangement 
was  possible.  This  further  reduced  the  operating  cost  of  the  department. 
The  average  Westwood  pumping  in  previous  years  has  only  been  29%  of 
the  total  consumption  while  this  year  it  has  been  44%.  This  means  a 
saving  of  $986,  as  it  costs  $17  a  million  gallons  less  to  pump  from  West- 
wood  than  from  Ellis.  Far  beyond  this  financial  saving  is  the  matter  of 
protection  to  the  Ellis  pumps,  which  in  the  past  have  suffered  extremely, 
costly  and  dangerous  breakage  because  of  the  extreme  duty  placed  on 
them  by  excessive  strain  due  to  overload  in  reaching  for  water  at  low 
levels  to  meet  the  full  needs  of  the  Town.

The  6"  main  on  Prospect  Street  from  Nahatan  Street  to  Winter  Street 
was  removed  and  replaced  with  a  10"  line  at  a  cost  of  $12,456.76. 

Also  885  feet  of  4"  and  6"  main  on  Lenox  Street  was  replaced  with  an 
8"  line  at  a  cost  of  $2527.60. 

Work  Done  For  Other  Departments 

Considerable  blasting,  grading  and  similar  work  was  performed  for 
the  Municipal  Light  Department. 

At  the  Senior  High  School  two  hundred  thirty-four  feet  of  six-inch, 
and  five  hundred  twenty-four  feet  of  fifteen-inch  drain  was  laid,  at  a  cost 
of  $2027.06.  A  combined  open  drain  and  driveway  was  built  of  a  bitumin¬ 
ous  type  at  a  cost  of  $445.15  and  a  modern  baseball  diamond  which  cost 
$910.24.  This  diamond  was  constructed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  one 
at  the  Braves  Field. 

At  the  Shattuck  School  a  section  of  the  stone  wall  and  granite  steps 
was  removed  and  set  to  new  lines,  rounding  the  sharp  corner.  The  corner 
of  Shattuck  grounds  was  also  graded. 

A  granite  edging  was  laid  at  property  of  Morrill  Memorial  Library,  as 
well  as  a  new  sidewalk. 

Three  thousand  five  hundred  seventy  (3570)  square  yards  of  bituminous 
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surfacing  was  built  on  Cemetery  drives  at  a  cost  of  $2330.89  or  $.65  square 
yard. 

Ball  diamonds,  sand  boxes,  bubblers  and  many  other  requirements 
for  the  Recreation  Department  were  installed. 

Office  and  Yard 

The  Office  and  Stock  Room  have  been  completely  cleaned  up  and 
systematic  records  are  now  kept  of  all  work  orders,  follow-ups,  time  and 
material  records,  orders  and  receipts.  All  tools  and  supplies  are  checked 
both  on  incoming  and  outgoing  and  continuous  inventory  is  maintained. 
On  the  dispensing  of  gasolene  the  check  was  kept  dowm  to  114  gallons  on 
over  28,000,  which  includes  evaporation.  The  former  unaccounted  for 
gasolene  over  a  four-year  average  was  784  gallons  annually  on  same  quan¬ 
tity.  Due  to  constant  check-up  on  small  tools  we  will  have  to  buy  very 
few  this  coming  year. 

Complete  records  and  cost  data  are  kept  at  the  Public  Works  Office. 
Herewith  is  a  sample  copy  of  the  new  job  cost  records,  such  as  we  have 
kept  on  every  piece  of  work  for  the  past  year  and  a  half.

One  Seagrave  750-gallon  auto  pumping  engine  equipped  with  60-gallon 
booster  tank,  1300  feet  of  2j"  hose,  cotton  rubber  lined,  250  feet  of 
chemical  hose,  20  feet  of  hard  and  10  feet  of  soft  suction  hose.  Carries 
one  soda  and  acid,  one  Foam  type  extinguisher,  one  Burrell  all  service  gas 
mask,  and  portable  lights.

Burrell  all  service  gas  mask  and  portable 
lights. 

One  Packard  twin  six  chassis  on  which  is  mounted  a  steel  body  with  a 
capacity  of  1200  feet  of  2\"  hose.  This  car  is  equipped  with  Foam  gen¬ 
erator,  1000  pounds  of  Fomon  powder,  800  feet  of  2\"  hose,  one  four-way 
monitor  or  turret  pipe,  and  two  Foam  type  extinguishers. 
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One  Studebaker  Roadster,  Chief’s  car.  Carries  one  soda  and  acid,  and 
one  Foamite  extinguisher. 

One  H-H  inhalator  with  two  extra  tanks  is  kept  in  quarters  to  be  used 

in  cases  of  emergency;  gas  poisoning,  drowning,  smoke  or  electric  shock.

Hose 

There  is  in  service  5,500  feet  of  2\"  cotton  rubber  lined  hose,  classified 
as  follows:  4,000  feet  good,  1,500  feet  poor.  A  quantity  of  2§”  hose  should 
be  purchased. 

1,100  feet  of  1£"  cotton  rubber  lined  hose,  classified  as  follows:  850  feet 
good,  250  feet  poor.  A  quantity  of  H"  hose  should  be  purchased. 


Hose  No.  2  in  “Early  Nineties” 

1,350  feet  of  chemical  hose  classified  as  follows:  300  feet  good,  1,050 
feet  poor.  At  least  1 ,000  feet  of  chemical  hose  should  be  purchased. 

Personnel 

The  paid  personnel  of  the  department  consists  of  a  Chief  and  ten  men. 
Six  of  these  men  were  appointed  June  16,  1929,  from  an  eligible  list  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Civil  Service,  at  Boston,  Mass.,  after  a  competitive  mental 
and  physical  examination.  One  of  these  men  resigned  as  a  member  of 
the  department  after  a  week’s  service,  and  gave  as  his  reason  for  doing 
so  that  he  felt  he  was  ‘‘unsuited  to  the  service.”  Another  man  has  been 
appointed  from  the  eligible  list  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  this  resigna¬ 
tion. 

The  call  personnel  is  composed  of  a  Deputy  Chief,  two  Lieutenants 
and  thirteen  (13)  firemen.  Total  department,  27  men. 
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The  paid  force  is  granted  one  day  off  in  five;  two  weeks’  vacation  with 
pay,  after  one  year  of  service,  sick  leave  with  pay,  and  meal  leaves  three 
times  a  day.  Eight  men  are  on  duty  daily;  a  watch  system  with  a  man 
at  the  desk  every  minute  of  the  day  and  night  is  maintained  and  is  split 
up  in  tricks  of  four  hours  each.  The  two  men  returning  from  day  off  are 
assigned  to  take  care  of  the  school  children,  morning,  noon  and  afternoon 
at  the  crossing  of  Nahatan  and  Washington  Streets.  While  these  men

are  on  this  duty,  or  while  out  to  meals  they  respond  to  all  alarms  received 
or  sent  out  on  the  fire  whistle.  All  men  are  in  quarters  after  7.00  O’Clock 
P.  M.  Following  is  the  method  of  response  to  alarms:  Upon  receipt  of 
an  alarm  from  a  street  box,  a  pumper,  ladder  truck  and  a  hose  tender 
leave  quarters  with  all  hands  except  the  man  on  housewatch;  one  Lieu¬ 
tenant  and  five  call  men  also  respond  to  each  alarm.  One  Lieutenant 
and  seven  men  report  at  the  fire  station  and  make  ready  to  respond  with 
the  second  pumper,  to  a  second  alarm  from  the  first  fire,  or  to  any  other 
alarm  which  might  be  received  while  the  other  companies  are  out.  Should 
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this  second  pump  be  required  at  the  first  fire,  or  respond  to  a  subsequent 
fire,  it  responds  with  a  Lieutenant,  the  housewatch  man  (as  chauffeur) 
and  five  call  men;  two  call  men  (familiar  with  the  running  of  the  third 
pump)  are  left  in  quarters  to  respond  to  a  third  alarm  received  while  other 
apparatus  is  out  of  quarters.  If  it  is  apparent  to  the  Chief  that  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  apparatus  and  men  will  be  needed  for  any  great  length  of  time 
at  a  fire  or  alarm,  he  will  arrange  to  keep  in  communication  with  the  man 
at  quarters,  by  telephone  and  in  this  way  be  kept  informed  of  conditions. 
Upon  the  return  of  apparatus  to  quarters,  all  wet  hose  is  removed  and 
replaced  with  dry  hose;  this  is  done  by  all  hands,  the  men  on  duty  at

quarters  during  the  absence  of  apparatus  at  a  fire  being  informed  by 
telephone  of  the  number  of  50-foot  lengths  of  hose  that  have  been  used 
at  a  fire,  have  a  similar  number  of  lengths  of  dry  hose  ready  to  be  put  on 
apparatus  when  wet  hose  is  removed.  Since  the  increase  in  the  paid  force 
50%  of  alarms  have  been  responded  to  without  calling  on  the  call  force, 
and  without  sounding  the  alarm  on  the  fire  whistle. 

Improvements 

The  interior  of  the  top  floor  of  the  fire  house  has  been  painted  and  floor 
covered  with  linoleum,  and  proper  electric  fixtures  installed.  The  billiard 
room  has  been  converted  into  a  dormitory  accommodating  the  six  addi¬ 
tional  men,  and  lockers  have  been  provided  in  which  these  men  place  their 
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clothes  and  personal  belongings.  Punching  bag,  dumb  bells,  boxing 
gloves  and  chest  weights  and  pulleys  have  been  provided  to  keep  the  men 
in  good  physical  trim;  and  shower  baths,  toilets  and  additional  wash 
stands  have  been  installed;  steam  heating  plant  overhauled  and  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  make  the  quarters  comfortable.  A  blackboard 
has  been  set  up  in  the  sitting  room  and  problems  of  pressures,  gallons 
flow,  friction  loss  and  general  fire  fighting  are  thrashed  out  with  the  view 
of  keeping  the  members  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  modern  fire  fighter. 
During  the  early  part  of  the  month  of  May,  a  twin  six  Packard  car  was 
given  to  the  department  by  Mr.  Eugene  Endicott  of  Sumner  Street,  Nor¬ 
wood.  The  department  members  removed  the  old  body,  overhauled  the 
motor  and  chassis  and  put  same  in  first  class  condition;  a  steel  body  wTith 
a  capacity  of  1200  feet  of  2 hose  was  mounted  on  it,  car  was  painted  and 
lettered  and  placed  in  service.  This  work  was  done  by  the  Stewrart  Co. 
at  Woodville,  Mass.  This  car  is  nowr  in  service  as  a  Foam  wagon  carry¬ 
ing  800  feet  of  2\"  hose,  1,000  pounds  of  Fomon  powxler,  a  Fomon  generator 
and  a  four-way  turret  gun  or  deck  pipe.  It  responds  to  all  street  box 
alarms  and  in  cases  where  the  pressure  on  the  hydrant  is  sufficient  to  cope 
with  fires,  hose  is  stretched  by  it  and  pumper  is  returned  to  quarters  and 
placed  in  service. 

Inspections 

Nearly  six  thousand  inspections  of  factories,  tenements,  stores,  cellars, 
attics,  back  yards,  etc.,  have  been  made  by  the  Chief  and  firemen,  and 
many  fire  hazards  have  been  removed  and  dangerous  conditions  remedied. 

Remarks 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  is  in  very  good  condition. 

The  personnel  of  the  department  is  on  a  par  wTith  that  of  Cities  and 
Towds  much  larger  than  Norwood. 

The  number  of  false  alarms  was  increased  by  two  over  those  received 
in  1928;  these  false  alarms  are  costly  and  too  numerous.  Full  penalty 
of  the  law  should  be  inflicted  on  those  who  are  apprehended.  Dump 
fires  were  too  numerous;  proper  supervision  by  owners  of  these  dumps 
would  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  fires  of  this  kind  and  would  leave 
apparatus  to  respond  to  alarms  for  fires  where  valuable  property  is  or 
might  become  involved. 

But  one  second  alarm  was  necessary  to  be  sent  out  during  the  year. 

Fire  Loss 

The  following  shows  the  approximate  fire  loss  for  the  year  1929: 

Valuation  of  Buildings  and  Contents  .$1,191,225.00 

Insurance  paid,  Buildings  and  Contents  151,163.00 

This  fire  loss  is  approximate  and  covers  mainly  the  two  fires  in  Winslow 
Bros.  &  Smith’s  Tannery  on  Endicott  Street,  the  Norwood  Furniture 
fire  on  Washington  Street,  and  the  Guild  School  fire  on  Guild  Street. 
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In  conclusion  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Town  Manager, 
Members  of  the  Town  Government  and  various  department  heads,  the 
Press,  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  aid  during  the  year. 

To  the  Salvation  Army,  Fire  and  Emergency  Department,  I  also  extend 
thanks  for  services  rendered  at  the  Guild  School  fire. 

I  wish  also  to  make  note  of  the  very  efficient  way  in  which  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  department  performed  the  duties  assigned  to  them; 
for  which  they  have  my  thanks  and  commendation.

REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1929 

C.  A.  Bingham, 

General  Manager. 

During  the  year  the  department  has  done  its  usual  work,  such  as  inter¬ 
ments,  maintenance,  construction  and  private  work.  Have  made  160 
interments  and  5  removals.  Have  sold  17  lots  and  36  single  graves. 

A  total  of  3570  square  yards  on  Groveland,  Maplewood,  Woodward, 
Cypress  and  a  part  of  North  and  South  Highland  View  Avenues  were 
dressed  over  with  stone  and  binder  at  a  cost  of  65  cents  per  square  yard. 
Total  cost  $2330. 

Improvements  consisted  of  digging,  grading  and  seeding  420  square 
yards  in  Sec.  43  and  44. 

In  Section  35  872  square  yards  at  a  depth  of  4  to  5  feet  has  been  dug 
over  but  not  graded,  and  with  282  square  yards  that  was  dug  over  in  1928 
will  make  a  total  ol  1154  square  yards  to  be  graded  and  seeded,  which  I 
think  is  good  work  considering  the  amount  of  stone  that  had  to  be  taken  out. 

For  the  year  1930: 

Would  recommend  that  the  Main  Avenue,  St.  Catherine,  St.  Mary’s, 
St.  Martin’s,  St.  Cecelia,  St.  James,  St.  Paul  and  Holy  Cross  Avenues  be 
dressed  over  with  pea  stone  and  binder,  as  the  avenues  have  a  good  stone 
foundation  they  will  not  have  to  use  stone. 
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The  department  will  have  to  buy  loam  for  Section  35  which  is  ready 
for  grading. 

I  think  there  should  be  something  done  about  placing  a  fence  around 
the  Old  Cemetery  and  that  the  front  and  back  avenues  should  be  repaired 
the  .same  as  the  one  that  was  done  in  1928.

During  the  year  1929  we  trimmed  over  500  street  trees.  We  removed 
over  30  dead  and  dangerous  trees.  Planted  120  new  maple  shade  trees. 
Sprayed  over  3000  street  shade  trees.  Sprayed  most  of  the  trees  on  private 
property.  Painted  over  3000  street  shade  trees.  Painted  trees  on  the 
private  property. 

We  set  out  120  young  shade  trees  last  year  and  being  an  exceedingly  dry 
season  some  of  them  died  for  the  want  of  water.  If  the  property  owners 
on  the  streets  where  young  trees  are  set  out  would  water  them  2  or  3  times 
a  week,  it  would  be  a  great  help  to  them. 

If  the  shade  trees  could  be  set  out  inside  of  walk  on  the  property  owner’s 
land,  they  would  have  a  much  better  chance  of  living  than  they  would  on 
the  outside  of  walk.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  SUMMER  PLAYGROUNDS  OF  1929 

Playgrounds  were  operated  on  the  Balch  and  Shattuck  School  grounds, 
Pleasant,  Elks  and  the  Bond  Street  Parks  from  July  1st  to  August  31st 
inclusive.  The  grounds  were  under  the  direction  of  five  men,  six  women 
and  a  Supervisor. 

The  number  of  different  children  enrolled  on  the  Playgrounds  was  2707, 
the  average  daily  attendance  was  783.  The  distribution  of  the  above 
averages  according  to  districts  is  as  follows:  290  at  the  Balch,  170  at  the 
Shattuck,  144  at  the  Pleasant,  127  at  the  Elks,  and  152  at  the  Bond. 


Sand  Boxes 

The  Municipal  appropriation  this  year  provided  funds  in  addition  to 
the  operating  expenses  for  maintaining  and  conditioning  of  play  areas. 
The  greatest  amount  of  work  was  done  at  Pleasant  Park  where  new  dia¬ 
mond,  sand  boxes,  swings  and  areas  for  small  children  were  provided. 
Bubblers  were  placed  at  Bond  Street  and  the  Elks  Park  and  the  equip¬ 
ment  of  all  the  grounds  kept  in  first  class  condition. 


The  program  of  activity  varied  somewhat  from  previous  years  by  the 
introduction  of  airplaue  model  work  for  boys.  One  of  the  directors, 
specially  trained  in  this  work,  made  it  a  very  interesting  project.  The 
planes  were  made  entirely  by  hand  and  were  built  to  fly  by  their  own 
power.  This  phase  of  Playground  activity  is  one  greatly  advocated  by 
the  leading  Playground  Psychologists  and  we  feel  that  Norwood  has  made 
a  real  start  in  this  field.  A  varied  program  of  sports,  which  included  boys 
and  girls  ranging  in  age  from  ten  to  sixteen,  ran  throughout  the  season 
during  which  over  three  hundred  children  were  given  the  opportunity  to

meet  in  competition  of  a  healthful  nature.  Picnics  were  held  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Playgrounds  at  Willett  Pond  throughout  the  season 
and  were  very  well  attended.  The  life  guards  at  the  Pond  were  of  great 
assistance  in  helping  to  supervise  this  activity.  It  is  gratifying  to  know 
that  the  parents  of  the  children  do  not  hesitate  to  allow  them  to  go  to 
Willett  Pond  because  of  the  care  that  they  know  is  taken  of  the  children 
while  bathing. 

Governor  Allen  again  proved  a  friend  of  the  boys  of  Norwood  by  ar¬ 
ranging  to  have  them  visit  Braves  Field  to  witness  a  big-league  game. 
A  large  group  of  boys  attended  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  special  event 
which  followed  their  own  baseball  season. 
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The  closing  program  of  the  season  was  in  the  form  of  a  Field  Day  held 
at  the  Elks’  Park.  It  is  estimated  that  about  two  thousand  children 
paraded  in  costumes  of  various  kinds.  The  line  of  march  from  the  Civic 
to  the  Elks’  Park  was  witnessed  by  hundreds  of  spectators  interested  in 
the  children. 

Special  radio  arrangement  had  been  made  and  folk  dancing  was  possible 
by  this  magnified  reproducer  of  victrola  records.  All  the  children  in  line 
had  some  part  in  the  demonstration,  either  in  dancing,  games,  singing, 
handwork,  or  races.  The  program  was  arranged  for  the  children  and  was 


Community  Christmas  on  the  Square 

entirely  made  up  of  their  activities.  After  the  Playground  events,  the 
Elks  served  each  child  ice  cream.  It  was  with  a  feeling  of  regret  the 
children  left  the  ground,  knowing  that  this  day  marked  the  closing  of  the 
season 

The  generosity  of  the  Town  in  supplying  further  funds  for  this  work 
has  made  it  possible  to  have  a  better  program  than  formerly  and  also  to 
encourage  further  organization  of  Twilight  games.  The  greater  need  for 
recreative  leisure  time  is  being  felt  throughout  the  town  and  in  nearly 
every  section,  we  find  men  anxious  to  have  equipment  at  their  disposal 
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for  evening  games.  It  has  not  been  possible  this  year,  but  it  is  sincerely 
hoped  provision  can  be  made  in  the  near  future  to  have  every  Norwood 
Playground  open  as  long  as  daylight  permits. 

Another  activity  the  Playground  has  sponsored  is  the  maintenance  of 
the  High  School  Tennis  Courts  for  public  use  after  five  P.  M.  week  days, 
on  Saturday  afternoons  and  Sundays.  Again,  it  is  the  need  of  greater 
recreational  facilities  that  has  prompted  the  Committee  to  accept  this 
responsibility.  It  is  suggested  that  another  year,  this  also  will  be  taken 
into  consideration  in  budgeting  for  the  summer  season. 

The  work  of  the  Playgrounds  has  been  greatly  assisted  by  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  School  Department  through  its  use  of  the  school  buildings  and 
tenris  courts. 

The  new  program  carried  on  has  been  made  possible  because  of  the 
forward-looking  Committee  which  handles  the  work.  Its  confidence 
and  support  has  never  been  lacking  and  the  new  phases  of  Playgrounds 
carefully  considered  before  being  undertaken. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  for  this  Committee.

By  referring  to  the  chart  which  accompanies  this  report,  an  outline  of 
the  work  covered  by  this  department  in  the  past  year  may  be  observed. 
The  total  number  of  requisitions  noted  covers  only  written  requests;  hun¬ 
dreds  of  telephone  requests  were  also  received.  It  is  our  aim  to  have  all 
materials  covered  by  our  order  forms  and  only  when  emergencies  arise  is 
it  permissable  to  order  materials  by  telephone  or  otherwise  than  by  written 
order.  We  usually  have  sufficient  time  to  secure  prices  and  turn  the  de¬ 
partment  to  the  firm  giving  the  most  favorable  quotation.  Materials 
have  been  purchased  locally  just  as  far  as  possible  when  the  quality  and 
the  price  were  right.  Much  miscellaneous  material,  such  as  hardware, 
lumber,  coal,  etc.  has  been  received  locally  but  has  not  been  covered  by 
orders. 

The  Trade  Discounts  secured  through  centralized  purchasing  on  munici¬ 
pal  supplies  during  1929  amounted  to  $1112.01  and  the  Cash  Discounts 
for  prompt  payment  amounted  to  $1727.14.  The  total,  $2839.15,  is  more 
than  double  the  expense  of  operating  the  department. 

It  is  because  of  the  thorough  co-operation  that  exists  in  all  the  depart¬ 
ments  that  the  purchasing  department  carries  on  so  smoothly  and  with 
that  same  loyalty  we  are  anticipating  another  successful  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1929 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  annual  report  for  the  year  1929. 
There  were  held  forty-seven  regular  meetings  and  one  special  meeting. 
At  the  annual  meeting  held  on  January  21,  1929,  Edmund  G.  Dalton 
and  Arthur  J.  Forrest  were  re-elected  Selectmen  for  the  ensuing  three  years 
term  and  duly  qualified. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  22,  1929  by  the 
unanimous  re-election  of  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill  as  Chairman  and  James  E. 
Pendergast  as  Clerk.  Mr.  Pendergast  was  reappointed  State  Aid  and 
Soldiers’  Benefit  Agent  and  Soldiers’  Burial  Agent.  Clarence  A.  Bingham 
continued  to  hold  the  office  of  General  Manager. 

Appointments  during  the  year  were  made  as  follows:

Bingham,  Advisory  Committee  with  respect  to  advancing  the  matter  of 
a  new  Federal  Post  Office  Building  for  the  Town. 

December  3.  William  Dunn,  Dog  Officer  for  thirty  day  period  at  request 
of  Dog  Officer  Sullivan  with  compensation  as  law  allows. 

There  were  also  appointed  from  time  to  time  various  measurers  of 
wood  and  bark,  measurers  of  leather,  measurers  of  lumber,  sworn  weighers 
and  special  police  officers,  also  election  officers  for  the  annual  town  meeting. 

On  December  30,  1929  the  resignation  of  Police  Officer  John  F.  Lee  was 
received  and  accepted  with  regret. 

Licenses  or  permits  were  granted  from  time  to  time  to  various  persons 
for  the  conduct  of  certain  lines  of  business  after  due  consideration  and  in 
the  manner  required  by  law  as  follows: 

Common  victuallers;  pool  room;  innholders;  lodging  house;  junk  collec¬ 
tor;  public  amusement;  employment  agency;  public  halls;  collection  of 
newspapers,  magazines  and  waste  paper;  keeping,  storing  and  selling 
gasoline,  motor  oils  and  kerosene;  second-hand  furniture;  Class  1  license 
to  purchase,  sell  and  exchange  second-hand  motor  vehicles;  Class  2  license 
to  purchase,  sell  and  exchange  used  motor  cars  and  parts;  Class  3  license 
for  the  purchase  and  sell  of  motor  vehicles;  Sunday  entertainment;  main¬ 
tenance  of  private  garage;  sale  of  ice  cream,  confectionery,  fruit  and  soda 
water  on  the  Lord’s  Day;  peddling  fruit  and  vegetables  in  Norwood; 
Class  3  licenses  to  Gerald  L.  Hawkins  (Clark’s  Pharmacy)  and  to  Jeremiah 
M.  Nash  (A.  F.  Brown  Company  Pharmacy)  respectively,  for  sale  of 
alcohol  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  lawr;  maintenance  of  automo- 
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bile  repair  shop  and  garage;  motor  bus  operation  by  Fred.  W.  Pierce  for 
Pierce  Bus  Lines  between  Norwood  and  Walpole,  subject  to  the  same  condi¬ 
tions  as  imposed  in  1928;  parade  by  Templar  Commandery  No.  48  Knight 
Templars  on  March  31,  1929;  American  Legion  Post  No.  70  for  sale  of  pop¬ 
corn  at  band  concerts  during  1929  season;  dance  by  Norwood  Council 
Knights  of  Columbus. 

Action  by  way  of  recommendation  to  the  State  Director  of  Standards 
was  taken  with  respect  to  certain  applications  for  licenses  to  peddle  in 
other  localities  in  the  State  which  were  referred  by  the  Director  for  con¬ 
sideration  and  report. 

On  April  30th  James  M.  Folan  and  Thomas  H.  Hayden  were  licensed 
to  be  public  auctioneers  for  one  year  and  on  May  21st  Charles  F.  Weisul 
was  also  licensed  a  public  auctioneer. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

Cottage  Farm  Bridge— Apportionment  of  Cost 

An  attempt  was  made  to  subject  the  town  to  an  assessment  for  a  portion 
of  the  cost  of  the  Cottage  Farm  bridge  so-called  presumably  because 
Norwood  is  now  included  in  the  South  Metropolitan  Sewerage  District. 
This  attempt  was  opposed  through  the  Town  Counsel  on  the  ground  that 
no  special  benefit  resulted. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  to  make 
the  apportionment  on  the  basis  of  the  benefits  levied  no  assessment  upon 
Norwood  and  their  report  was  confirmed. 


Claims 

Claims  some  of  which  involved  litigation  including  those  pending  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  had  consideration  and  were  dealt  with  as  follows: 

M ijer  Dana — Petitions  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  seeking 
abatements  of  betterment  assessments,  as  reported  in  1928.  A  com¬ 
promise  settlement  was  reached  through  a  waiver  of  the  comparatively 
small  interest  items  and  the  payment  of  the  full  amounts  of  the  original 
assessments,  viz.:  $3210.00  completed  on  January  26th. 

For  further  statement  reference  is  made  particularly  to  the  report  of 
the  Town  Counsel. 

Keating — Washington  Street  Widening  Contract.  On  report  from  General 
Manager  Bingham  that  the  work  required  to  be  performed  by  Philip 
J.  Keating,  doing  business  under  the  name  Guaranty  Construction 
Company,  under  contract  made  on  July  31,  1928  for  the  widening  of 
Washington  Street  northerly  from  Railroad  Avenue  and  reported  in 
1928,  had  been  satisfactorily  completed  and  the  final  estimate  had  been 
received  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  it  was  voted  on  April 
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16th,  1929  to  approve  the  work  as  completed  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  contract.  Certain  disputed  claims  for  the  payment  of 
sums  in  addition  to  amounts  included  in  the  final  estimate  were  made 
by  Keating  which  together  with  certain  counter  claims  made  by  the 
Town  were  settled  by  compromise  on  a  reasonable  basis.  The  amounts 
thus  in  dispute  were  not  large.  The  Town  became  involved  however  in 
extensive  litigation  brought  against  Keating  by  various  creditors,  many 
of  whom  claimed  that  they  held  liens  and  the  funds  payable  to  him 
under  the  contract  were  subjected  to  trustee  process  in  equity  and  law. 
While  much  of  the  litigation  has  terminated  yet  some  suits  are  still 
pending  and  some  funds  remain  in  the  Town  treasury  subject  to  court 
order  or  to  direct  settlement  by  the  parties  interested  in  the  litigation. 

The  principal  suit  was  that  of  H.  E.  Fletcher  Company  against  Keating 
which  was  brought  by  a  bill  of  complaint  in  equity  in  the  Superior  Court 
for  Middlesex  County  and  in  which  a  Master  was  appointed  who  reported 
after  hearings  that  the  net  amount  due  from  the  town  to  Keating  was 
$7437.51  being  the  adjusted  balance  held  after  various  monthly  payments 
had  been  made  during  the  progress  of  the  work.  The  Master  also 
reported  claims  established  against  this  fund  in  the  sum  of  $4681.09 
which  together  with  $54.90  costs  were  subsequently  paid  under  execu¬ 
tions  issued  to  the  respective  creditors  entitled  to  the  same  and  the  suit 
was  dismissed  as  to  the  town.  The  balance  on  hand  payable  to  Keating 
is  $2701.52  and  is  held  as  above  stated. 

Richard  S.  Leary — On  July  25th  claim  was  made  by  this  party  through 
notice  given  for  injuries  sustained  through  alleged  defective  condition 
of  the  sidewalk  on  Washington  Street  bordering  on  the  Town  Square 
so-called,  about  opposite  the  Norwood  Post  Office.  After  investigation 
a  compromise  settlement  was  approved  on  August  28th  for  the  sum  of 
$60.00  which  was  subsequently  paid  and  the  claim  released. 

Annie  E.  Curran — On  August  22nd  a  claim  for  personal  injuries  was 
made  by  this  party  through  notice  given  resulting  from  an  alleged  defect 
in  the  sidewalk  on  Wheelock  Avenue.  After  investigation  and  upon 
recommendation  this  claim  was  settled  by  the  payment  of  the  sum  of 
$500.00  through  approval  given  on  November  19th,  and  a  release  taken. 

Johanna  A.  Smith — On  October  10th  a  claim  for  personal  injuries  wras 
made  by  this  party,  through  notice,  resulting  from  an  alleged  defective 
condition  of  Walpole  Street.  This  claim  was  investigated  and  on  rec¬ 
ommendation  a  settlement  was  approved  for  the  payment  of  $45  which 
was  made  and  a  release  taken. 

Walter  Lap-pin — A  notice  was  received  under  date  of  November  16th 
from  this  party  making  claim  for  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received 
through  falling  into  a  trench  in  front  of  the  Norwood  Library.  An 
investigation  indicates  that  the  town  is  without  liability. 
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Eva  H.  Pelham ,  George  W.  Pelham — After  due  consideration  and  upon  it 
appearing  that  a  compromise  settlement  of  the  suits  brought  by  these 
parties  could  be  made  by  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $850.00  and  in  the 
light  of  the  substantial  expense  involved  in  the  trial  of  the  cases,  upon 
recommendation  it  was  determined  that  a  settlement  on  the  basis 
indicated  was  desirable  and  it  was  accordingly  authorized  on  October 
first  and  thereafter  the  amount  was  paid  and  releases  taken. 

The  foregoing  claims  were  referred  to  the  Legal  Department  and  had 
in  addition  the  attention  of  the  General  Manager’s  Department. 

Claims  of  minor  character  in  favor  or  against  the  Town  were  referred 
to  the  General  Manager  for  attention. 

Passenger  Transportation — -Street  Railway  and  Motor  Bus 

The  importance  of  good  passenger  transportation  facilities  between 
Norwood  and  other  points  particularly  Boston  has  been  fully  appreciated. 
The  facilities  should  be  safe  and  adequate  and  the  rates  of  fare  should  be 
reasonable.  The  character  and  extent  of  the  service  must  of  necessity  be 
governed  by  the  financial  return  obtained  by  those  rendering  the  service. 
Whether  the  service  desired  can  be  furnished  and  maintained  is  to  be 
determined  in  the  last  analysis  by  the  patronage  given. 

In  1928  a  license  to  operate  motor  busses  between  Norwood  and  Canton 
was  granted  to  Homer  A.  Perigny,  but  early  in  the  year  1929  it  was  learned 
as  the  result  of  a  notice  to  him  that  he  did  not  intend  to  act  under  the 
license  and  he  has  not  done  so. 

With  respect  to  the  street  car  service  action  was  taken  on  January  2, 
1929  through  inquiry  of  General  Manager  Cummings  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  as  to  improvement  of  service 
following  which  a  conference  was  held  with  Mr.  Cummings  on  April  2nd 
during  which  he  indicated  that  the  cost  of  operating  the  two  truck  type 
of  car  would  be  85%  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  operating  the  type  now  in 
use  and  further  indicated  as  his  opinion  that  motor  coach  transportation 
is  not  a  satisfactory  substitute  for  street  railway  service. 

On  July  9th  a  conference  was  held  with  Gladwin  M.  Nead,  Esquire,  a 
member  and  representing  the  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Norwood 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Mr.  John  Bock,  representing  the  Selectmen  of 
Walpole  and  Mr.  Percy  D.  Chamberlain  representing  the  Transportation 
Committee  of  Dedham.  Mr.  Nead  stated  that  the  representatives  from 
the  Towns  of  Dedham,  Westwood,  Norwood  and  Walpole  were  of  the 
opinion  that  motor  coach  service  should  be  furnished  the  four  towns  from 
the  Boston  line  and  that  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  should  be  given  the  first  opportunity  to  furnish  such  service. 

On  July  23rd  a  further  conference  with  the  officials  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  was  held  at  which  figures  were 
submitted  showing  the  amount  of  the  investment  in  the  existing  Norwood 
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Division,  the  receipts  for  1928,  the  wages  paid  and  the  cost  of  service  over 
a  period  of  years.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Public  Trustees  who  were 
operating  the  system  were  charged  with  the  obligation  of  furnishing  ser¬ 
vice  on  the  cost  basis  determined  by  law. 

On  September  3rd  and  again  on  September  10th  further  consideration 
was  given  to  the  problem  with  particular  reference  to  an  impartial  survey 
or  investigation  as  to  the  character  of  future  sendee  whether  street  car 
or  motor  coach  or  both  and  the  expense  of  same. 

On  November  26th  a  conference  was  held  with  the  Transportation 
Committee  of  the  Norwood  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

On  December  10th  Mr.  Baldwin  representing  the  New  England  Trans¬ 
portation  Company  appeared  and  reviewed  the  restrictions  imposed  by 
the  original  and  existing  license  granted  to  that  Company  to  operate 
through  Nonvood  and  stated  that  the  officials  of  his  Company  believed  that 
the  time  had  come  for  and  his  Company  was  ready  to  furnish  motor  coach 
transportation  between  Norwood  and  Boston,  but  before  any  step  could 
be  taken  by  the  Company  it  would  be  necessary  that  the  Selectmen  cancel 
existing  restrictions  and  permit  the  matter  of  the  issue  of  a  certificate  of 
convenience  to  be  placed  before  the  Public  Utilities  Department  and  if 
the  restrictions  were  removed  the  Company  was  ready  to  go  forward  with 
the  matter. 

On  December  17th  Fred.  W.  Pierce,  representing  the  Pierce  Bus  Lines 
presented  a  formal  application  for  a  license  to  operate  motor  busses  in 
Norwood  over  Walpole  Street,  Washington  Street  and  Upland  Road  en 
route  between  Norwood  and  the  Boston  Line  and  the  Forest  Hills  Elevated 
Terminal  Station. 

On  December  30th  formal  application  was  received  from  Percy  D. 
Chamberlain  of  Dedham  for  a  license  to  operate  motor  busses  from  the 
Norwood-Westwood  Line  to  East  Wapole  on  Washington  Street, — the 
application  giving  the  time  and  fare  schedules,  proposed.  On  the  same 
date  Vice  President  Cummings  and  Superintendent  Schroeder  of  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  conferred  upon  invita¬ 
tion  of  the  Selectmen  and  stated  the  position  of  the  Public  Trustees  with 
reference  to  motor  coach  transportation  in  place  of  street  car  service  and 
indicated  that  they  would  be  willing  to  participate  in  a  public  discussion 
of  the  question  of  the  continuance  of  the  use  of  street  railway  cars  and  of 
the  alternative  service  by  the  use  of  motor  coaches. 

To  inform  the  citizens  of  the  developments  and  situation  and  in  aid  of  a 
proper  consideration  of  the  several  applications  for  licenses  and  change  of 
license,  the  Selectmen  determined  to  hold  an  open  meeting  in  Memorial 
Hall  early  in  January,  1930,  to  which  the  representatives  of  the  various 
parties  interested  in  furnishing  transportation  would  be  invited  and  re¬ 
quested  to  present  their  views  respectively.  It  is  desired  to  arrive  at  a 
proper  solution  of  the  transportation  problem  as  it  affects  Norwood  in  a 
manner  which  will  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  town  and  will  deal 
fairly  with  existing  and  future  service. 
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Street  Widenings,  Orders  of  Taking  and  Various  Assessments 

On  January  15th  an  order  of  taking  was  adopted  with  respect  to  the 
following  new  ways  which  were  laid  out  and  accepted  by  the  Town  as 
reported  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  December  27th,  1928,  as 
follows,  viz.: 

An  Extension  of  First  Street,  to  be  known  as  First  Street. 

An  Extension  of  Second  Street,  to  be  known  as  Second  Street. 

An  Extension  of  Third  Street,  to  be  known  as  Third  Street. 

Gay  Street  running  westerly  from  Third  Street  Extension. 

Joy  Street  running  northerly  from  Gay  Street. 

Oolah  Avenue  running  westerly  from  Washington  Street. 

Berwick  Place  running  westerly  from  Walpole  Street. 

On  April  2nd  an  order  was  adopted  for  the  assessment  of  betterments 
on  Cleveland  Street  and  a  warrant  was  issued  committing  such  assess¬ 
ments  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes. 

On  April  23rd  an  order  was  adopted  for  assessments  for  the  extension 
of  the  sewer  system  in  Oolah  Avenue. 

On  April  30th  an  order  was  adopted  for  the  reconstruction  of  certain 
existing  sidewalks  and  that  reasonable  amounts  not  exceeding  one-half 
the  cost  be  assessed  on  abutting  estates,  with  respect  to  the  following 
locations,  viz. : — 

Central  Street,  East  side,  Railroad  Avenue  to  Central  Fire  Station. 

Chapel  Street,  South  side,  from  Winslow  Avenue  to  a  point  about  100 
feet  east  of  Savin  Avenue. 

Highland  Street,  West  side,  Pond  Street  to  Eliot  Street. 

Nichols  Street,  abutting  property  of  Ernest  May. 

Prospect  Avenue,  North  side,  Nichols  Street  to  Fulton  Street. 

Railroad  Avenue,  North  side,  Washington  Street  to  Prospect  Street. 

Walpole  Street,  East  side,  Washington  Street  to  Winter  Street. 

On  November  4th  it  was  voted  with  respect  to  sidewalk  assessments  made 
subsequent  to  January  1,  1930,  where  curbing  in  the  form  of  granite  or 
cement  is  installed  at  street  intersections  in  connection  with  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  permanent  sidewalks  that  one-half  the  cost  of  the  curb  so  installed 
be  pro  rated  against  the  several  properties  involved  and  abutting  on  such 
sidewalk  and  that  with  respect  to  the  installation  of  edge  stone  where 
original  installation  involves  an  entire  block  or  blocks  between  street  inter¬ 
sections,  one-half  the  cost  of  such  installation  be  assessed  upon  the  prop¬ 
erties  abutting. 

On  July  24th  various  alterations  by  widening  were  made  at  street  inter¬ 
sections  and  were  reported  to  the  town  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
on  August  2nd,  and  thereafter,  namely  on  August  29th,  an  order  of  taking 
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with  respect  to  such  alterations  was  adopted  and  later  were  filed  for  record 
in  the  Norfolk  Registry  of  Deeds  which  alterations  are  as  follows: 

Central  Street  at  intersection  with  Railroad  Avenue. 

Walpole  Street  at  intersection  with  Endicott  Street. 

Cottage  Street  at  intersection  with  Nichols  Street. 

Winslow  Avenue  at  intersection  wit  h  Douglass  Avenue. 

Winslow  Avenue  at  intersection  with  Walnut  Avenue. 

Winter  Street  at  intersection  with  Walpole  Street. 

Walpole  Street  at  intersection  with  Beacon  Street. 

Railroad  Avenue  at  intersection  with  Prospect  Street. 

Railroad  Avenue  at  intersection  with  Fulton  Street. 

Lincoln  Street  at  intersection  with  Winter  Street. 

Florence  Avenue  at  intersection  with  Prospect  Street. 

Pleasant  Street  at  intersection  with  Summer  Street. 

Linden  Street  at  intersection  with  Guild  Street. 

Maple  Street  at  intersection  with  Cottage  Street. 

Wheelock  Avenue  at  intersection  with  Cottage  Street  . 


Miscellaneous 

On  February  26th  information  was  received  through  Clerk  Pendergast 
that  a  Bill,  being  House  No.  816,  was  pending  in  the  Massachusetts  Legisla¬ 
ture  by  the  terms  of  which  Norwood  and  other  towns  in  the  Neponset 
River  Valley  would  be  incorporated  into  the  Metropolitan  Parks  District 
and  that  the  Bill  had  been  heard  and  favorably  reported  by  the  Committee 
on  Metropolitan  Affairs  and  at  an  early  date  thereafter  would  be  heard 
by  the  House  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means.  If  this  Bill  became  a  * 
law  it  would  place  on  Norwood  which  has  no  Metropolitan  Park  land  a 
heavy  financial  burden  for  years  to  come.  The  legislation  was  sought  on 
the  ground  that  Norwood  and  these  other  towns  were  in  the  Metropolitan 
Sewer  District. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Chairman  Mulvehill, 
Mr.  Charles  J.  Prescott,  Mr.  Francis  J.  Foley  and  General  Manager 
Clarence  A.  Bingham,  to  appear  at  the  hearing  before  the  House  Committee 
on  Ways  and  Means  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  legislation  and  to  take 
such  further  action  as  might  seem  desirable  to  make  the  opposition  of  the 
town  effective. 

The  committee  enlisted  the  active  cooperation  of  the  officials  of  other 
towns  interested  and  had  the  valuable  assistance  of  Clerk  Pendergast. 

At  the  hearing  on  the  Bill  held  by  House  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
on  March  6th  the  opposition  was  strongly  presented  and  thereafter  the 
committee  made  a  report  “ought  not  to  pass”,  which  resulted  in  the  rejec¬ 
tion  of  the  Bill  by  action  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on  March  11th, 
1929. 
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The  Sunday  Sports  Act  so-called,  was  accepted  by  the  voters  by  ballot 
taken  at  the  annual  town  meeting  held  January  20,  1929. 

On  April  16th  it  was  voted  that  the  provisions  of  law  with  respect  to 
Sunday  Sports  be  strictly  enforced  and  that  all  persons  conducting  such 
sports  be  required  first  to  obtain  a  license  under  provisions  of  existing  law. 

On  April  23rd,  1929,  pursuant  to  the  authority  given  by  Section  23  of 
Chapter  136  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  the  Selectmen  adopted 
regulations  relative  to  Sunday  Sports  as  follows: 

1.  Applications  for  permits  to  conduct  athletic  outdoor  sports  or  games 
on  the  Lord’s  Day  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  General  Manager 
with  such  reasonable  detailed  information  as  he  may  require,  not  later 
than  ten  days  prior  to  the  day  to  which  such  application  relates. 

2.  The  General  Manager  shall  forthwith  make  such  investigation  as 
will  enable  him  to  make  report  with  recommendations  upon  the  application 
to  the  Selectmen  at  the  next  ensuing  meeting. 

3.  If  a  permit  is  issued  by  the  Selectmen  it  shall  not  become  operative 
until  the  petitioner  has  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  a  fee  of  two  ($2.00) 
dollars  to  cover  the  cost  of  investigation  and  issuance  of  permit  together 
with  a  sum  to  cover  the  estimated  cost  of  such  reasonable  police  super¬ 
vision  as  the  General  Manager  deems  necessary^  for  the  protection  of  the 
public. 

4.  Satisfactory  police  supervision  must  be  arranged  for  in  advance  of 
the  issuance  of  a  permit  and  will  be  furnished  at  the  expetise  of  the  ap¬ 
plicant. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  Section  24  of  Chapter 
136  the  General  Manager  or  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
agents  of  the  Selectmen  with  full  authority  to  revoke  any  permit  issued 
in  accordance  with  said  section. 

On  December  3rd  consideration  was  given  to  an  employment  program 
for  1930  as  suggested  by  Honorable  Frank  G.  Allen,  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth,  through  letter  dated  November  27,  1929,  and  it  was 
voted  that  cooperation  be  given  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  in  the  proposed 
program. 

To  remedy  a  situation  whereby,  under  the  existing  special  legislation 
enacted  in  1901  to  provide  the  sewerage  system  which  the  town  has  since 
been  developing,  an  unjust  and  disproportionate  share  of  the  actual  cost 
is  borne  by  the  town,  a  petition  with  accompanying  bill  has  been  prepared 
and  will  be  presented  to  the  1930  session  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature 
which  if  it  becomes  a  law  will  enable  the  town  to  assess  a  larger  proportion 
of  the  cost  of  extending  and  completing  the  syrstem  in  the  future  than  is 
now  possible.  The  citizens  will  be  asked  through  appropriate  action  on 
an  article  in  the  annual  town  meeting  warrant  for  1930  to  sanction  and 
approve  this  most  needful  proposed  legislation. 

The  girls  of  the  Norwood  Community  Camp  Fire  Group  through  Miss 
Anna  Roundy  and  Miss  Dorothy  Pollard  leaders,  informed  the  Selectmen 
of  their  desire  to  present  to  the  town  a  sun  dial  for  use  in  Memorial  Park 
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and  to  hold  suitable  exercises  in  connection  with  the  setting  of  the  sun 
dial  on  Sunday,  November  3,  1929.  The  gift  was  accepted  subject  to 
later  town  action  and  an  appropriate  foundation  and  pedestal  for  the  sun 
dial  was  provided.  The  exercises  as  proposed  were  held  in  Memorial 
Hall  and  the  Selectmen  were  represented  by  Chairman  Mulvehill. 

The  Sharon-Norwood  boundary  line  was  perambulated  as  required 
by  law  on  December  21,  1929. 

Reports  from  the  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Norwood  Tercentenary 
Celebration  with  its  recommendations  were  received  and  considered. 

The  Advisory  Committee  on  Parks  and  Park  System  reported  through 
Selectmen  Miller  on  March  26,  1929  with  respect  to  its  recommendation 
as  to  acquiring  of  land  for  park  purposes. 

On  April  16th  the  General  Manager  was  authorized  to  pipe  the  open 
drain  on  land  at  19  Hawthorn  Street. 

On  May  29th  the  General  Manager  was  instructed  to  enforce  the  regula¬ 
tions  established  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  with  respect 
to  the  preservation  of  the  water  supply  at  Buckmaster  Pond  with  partic¬ 
ular  reference  to  existing  conditions  in  the  proscribed  area. 

The  amount  apportioned  and  assessed  to  Norwood  by  the  County 
Commissioners  for  the  County  of  Norfolk  for  the  care,  maintenance  and 
repair  of  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  and  payable  to  the  County  Treas¬ 
urer  on  or  before  April  1st,  1929,  was  $7571.15  as  notified  by  their  warrant 
on  January  22nd. 

On  September  28th  approval  was  given  to  a  leave  of  absence  extended 
to  Police  Officer  John  F.  Lee  for  a  period  of  three  months  beginning  Septem¬ 
ber  28,  1929,  for  the  purpose  of  recuperating  from  injuries  received  in  the 
performance  of  duty. 

On  October  8th  John  Folan  of  No.  5  High  Street,  in  the  service  of  the 
town  as  a  public  works  employee  for  thirty-five  years,  of  which  thirty- 
three  years  were  continuous,  was  retired  on  a  pension  subject  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  law  relating  thereto. 

As  to  police  service  rendered  for  private  affairs  it  was  voted  that  in  the 
future  the  amount  of  the  charge  be  deposited  in  advance  of  the  performance 
of  such  service. 

On  September  3rd  a  definite  future  policy  was  adopted  with  respect  to 
the  course  of  action  to  be  followed  in  laying  out  new  ways  and  making 
alterations  of  existing  ways  which  will  result  in  greater  uniformity  of 
procedure. 

On  June  1 1th  the  Premier  Theatre  Company  through  Thomas  H.  Hayden 
offered  by  way  of  gift  to  the  town  the  motion  picture  films  of  the  exercises 
at  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  and  of  the  dedication  of  the  Memorial 
Municipal  Building.  The  offer  was  accepted  with  due  appreciation. 

On  July  23rd  the  General  Manager  was  authorized  to  install  “no  park¬ 
ing”  signs  on  the  southerly  side  of  Cottage  Street  covering  a  distance  of 
100  feet  from  Washington  Street. 

On  April  21,  1929,  the  Guild  School  Building  was  seriously  damaged  by 
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fire.  On  August  6th  the  General  Manager  reported  that  the  loss  which  the 
town  sustained  by  the  fire  had  been  satisfactorily  adjusted  with  the  in¬ 
surance  companies  and  the  total  amount  paid  was  $66,81 1.5. 5. 

On  the  invitation  of  the  Yankee  Division  Veterans’  Association,  on 
August  20th  Edward  F.  Sullivan  was  designated  as  the  representative  of 
the  town  at  the  dedication  exercises  of  the  war  memorial  of  the  26th 
(Yankee)  Division,  A.  E.  F.  to  be  held  at  Belleau,  France,  on  October 
10th,  1929.  Mr.  Sullivan  accepted  the  appointment  and  attended  the 
exercises. 

The  amount  of  the  bond  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes  was  fixed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  at  $47,500  and  at  $71,200  if 
a  bond  was  taken  for  the  joint  duties  of  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of 
Taxes. 

Rules  and  regulations  covering  procedure  by  the  Selectmen  acting  as  the 
Board  of  Survey  and  submitted  by  the  General  Manager  ax  ere  approved 
and  adopted  on  February  11th. 

On  February  26th  it  was  voted  to  adopt  a  unit  charge  of  fifty  cents  (50 
cents)  per  cubic  foot  for  the  work  of  installing  foundations  on  lots  and 
graves  also  a  fixed  charge  of  $6.00  for  refilling  sunken  graves  in  Highland 
Cemetery. 

On  March  12th  the  lay-out  of  a  parkway  sixty-six  feet  wide  on  the 
northeasterly  side  of  the  Senior  High  School  property  as  shown  on  plan 
Avhich  the  Selectmen  acting  as  the  Board  of  Survey  had  caused  to  be  made 
was  approved  after  hearing. 

On  April  2nd  awning  regulations  as  adopted  on  January  17th,  1916 
were  amended  as  follows,— 


Regulations  for  Awnings 

Section  1.  No  movable  awning  which  is  made  to  roll  over  a  frame 
work  or  to  bolt  close  to  or  against  a  building  shall  be  erected  without  per¬ 
mit  or  maintained  over  a  highway  unless  its  lowest  part  is  placed  at  least 
six  feet  nine  inches  above  the  sidewalk.  Such  awning  shall  be  kept  rolled 
or  folded  against  the  building  except  at  such  times  as  the  sun  shines  on 
the  part  of  the  building  on  which  the  awning  is  placed;  provided,  however, 
that  this  shall  not  apply  on  Sunday  or  holidays  or  to  such  business  places 
as  are  closed  on  Saturday. 

Section  2.  Applications  for  }>ermission  to  erect  marquees,  signs,  or 
advertising  devises  of  any  description  over  or  within  the  line  ol  any  street 
or  way  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  shall  be  submitted  together  with  a  plan 
and  description  to  the  General  Manager,  and  a  permit  may  be  granted  in 
accordance  with  Section  2  Chapter  176  Acts  of  1915,  and  such  further 
requirements  as  the  Selectmen  may  determine. 

Section  3.  Permits  shall  only  be  issued  after  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
fifty  (50c)  cents.  Permits  may  be  renewed  at  a  fee  of  twenty-five  (25c) 
cents. 
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By  action  taken  on  October  8th  assessments  on  account  of  the  con¬ 
struction  of  various  sidewalks  in  the  total  sum  of  $3715.57  were  committed 
to  the  Collector  of  Taxes  for  collection. 

On  June  18th  acting  as  a  Board  of  Survey  a  public  hearing  was  given  as 
to  the  location  of  ways  in  the  territory  between  Monroe  Street,  Cross 
Street  and  Rock  Street. 

On  November  ‘26th  a  committee  was  appointed  to  arrange  for  participa¬ 
tion  by  Norwood  citizens  in  the  dedication  exercises  of  the  new  State 
Armory  in  1930. 

On  December  3rd  it  was  voted  to  petition  the  County  Commissioners 
of  the  County  of  Norfolk  to  lay  out  an  extension  of  Nahatan  Street  from 
its  present  terminus  to  a  point  in  Pleasant  Street  at  the  junction  of  East 
Cross  Street  with  an  underpass  bridge  at  the  Railroad  location  and  that 
the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  and  of  the  County  of  Norfolk  be  sought. 

On  April  30th  approval  was  voted  of  the  employment  of  a  regular 
plumber  at  $35  a  week  whose  services  would  be  available  upon  proper 
charge  to  departments  requiring  the  same. 

On  May  21st  a  conference  was  held  with  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
the  development  of  Memorial  Park  and  its  report  was  received  and  ac¬ 
cepted  and  the  committee  was  discharged.  General  Manager  Bingham 
was  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  planting  of  shrubs  and  trees  in  the 
park  and  the  construction  of  cross-walk  from  Washington  Street  to  Central 
Street. 

On  September  10th  it  was  voted  that  the  question  of  the  extension  of 
Nahatan  Street  easterly  be  brought  definitely  before  the  representatives 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  at  the  public  hearing  to  be  held 
at  Dedham  for  the  County  of  Norfolk  on  September  13th,  1929  and  that 
request  be  made  that  favorable  consideration  be  given  by  the  State  and 
County  officials  and  that  definite  plans  be  prepared. 

On  March  6th  a  joint  ownership  agreement  with  the  Eastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Street  Railway  Company  covering  certain  poles  at  the  electric 
light  station  was  approved  and  executed. 

On  January  29th  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
was  granted  a  relocation  of  an  existing  pole  on  Everett  Street. 

On  September  10th  notice  was  received  from  the  School  Committee  in 
anticipation  of  action  by  the  citizens  in  town  meeting  that  action  had  been 
taken  by  it  on  August  26th,  1929  as  follows,  viz.: 

\'oted,  “that  the  School  Committee  has  no  further  use  for  the  Guild 
School  lot  or  buildings  thereon  and  wishes  to  relinquish  all  claims  for  the 
use  of  this  property”. 

On  November  4th  it  was  voted  to  express  by  letter  to  Walter  F.  Tilton 
and  John  Gillooly  former  members  of  the  Municipal  Light  Board  and  to 
George  E.  Sanborn  one  of  the  Commissioners  reporting  to  the  town  on  the 
proposal  to  establish  a  Municipal  Electric  Light  Plant  the  appreciation 
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of  the  citizens  for  their  part  in  bringing  about  the  existing  situation  wherein 
the  Town  owns  its  plant  free  and  clear  of  debt. 

The  letter  took  the  following  form.

Dear  Sirs: 

The  Selectmen  take  this  occasion  to  express  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of 
the  Town  of  Norwood  their  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the 
First  Bpard  of  Electric  Light  Commissioners  and  also  the  Members  of  the 
Committee  which  reported  to  the  Town  recommending  the  construction 
of  a  plant  for  the  distribution  of  electricity  for  furnishing  light  and  power 
for  municipal  use  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  foresight  and  sound  judgment  exercised  by  the  Committee  in  its 
report  and  recommendation  and  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  First  Board  of 
Electric  Light  Commissioners  and  their  continued  interest  in  the  venture 
which  the  Town  undertook  have  resulted  in  the  Town  being  today  the 
owner  of  its  Municipal  Electric  Lighting  Plant  free  of  all  debt.

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Action  was  taken  with  respect  to  general  matters  from  time  to  time  as 
occasion  required  as  follows: 

Military  Aid  granted;  Temporary  relief  granted  through  care  of  widow 
of  Civil  War  Veteran;  Warrants  for  bills  approved;  Various  abatements 
justified  by  circumstances  were  granted;  Anticipation  of  revenue  notes 
approved;  Deeds  for  lots  in  Highland  Cemetery  were  executed;  Annual 
and  Special  town  meeting  warrants  were  prepared  and  issued;  Due  con¬ 
sideration  was  given  and  appropriate  action  taken  with  respect  to  all 
budget  requirements;  Various  public  hearings  were  held  as  required  by 
law;  Jurors  were  drawn;  Conferences  were  held  from  time  to  time  with 
officials  of  other  departments  and  with  committees  including  finance 
commission,  school  committee,  planning  board,  fence  viewers,  board  of 
assessors,  advisory  committees  and  East  Side  elementary  school  building 
committee;  List  of  persons  qualified  for  jury  service  was  prepared  and 
approved  and  is  appended.  In  connection  with  the  retirement  of  John 
R.  Parker  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  a  letter  was  ad¬ 
dressed  to  him  in  the  following  form, —

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 


Selectmen, 

Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Chairman, 
Norwood,  Massachusetts.

The  twenty-first  annual  report  of  the  Law  Department  covering  the 
year  1929  is  submitted  in  the  following  form. 

Its  purpose  is  to  furnish  information  in  a  summary  way  as  to  the  more 
important  activities.  It  indicates  the  character  and  extent  of  the  service 
rendered  which  was  largely  advisory  through  written  opinions  and  other¬ 
wise  to  the  Selectmen,  Finance  Commission,  School  Committee,  Town 
Treasurer,  Board  of  Health,  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Board  of  Assessors, 
Planning  Board,  General  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Building 
Inspector,  Building  By-Law  Committee,  Junior  High  School  Addition 
Building  Committee,  East  Side  School  Building  Committee  and  Fence 
Viewers. 

Attention  was  given  as  was  found  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  court 
matters,  hearings,  conferences,  and  correspondence. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  field  of  activity  is  enlarging  and  the  municipal 
problems  requiring  attention  are  constantly  increasing  with  the  result 
that  practically  constant  service  is  furnished. 

Litigation 

Pelham  Suits 

The  status  of  these  cases  which  were  brought  on  April  27,  1928  was 
reported  in  detail  in  1927  and  1928.  As  a  result  of  further  negotiations 
with  Counsel  when  trial  was  imminent,  a  new  offer  of  compromise  settle¬ 
ment  was  received  from  the  parties  in  the  sum  of  Twelve  Hundred 
($1200.00)  Dollars  as  against  an  offer  made  during  the  previous  year  of 
Twenty  Five  Hundred  ($2500.00)  Dollars.  With  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  a  counter  offer  was  made  for  the  Town  in  the  sum  of  Eight 
Hundred  Fifty  ($850.00)  Dollars  which  was  accepted  and  payment  was 
made  and  a  release  taken  on  October  23,  1929,  and  the  cases  were  properly 
disposed  of  as  to  court  record  by  agreements  filed  October  29,  1929.  This 
Department  felt  that  the  compromise  settlement  was  justified  and  rec¬ 
ommended  accordingly  although  on  the  facts  developed  through  investi¬ 
gation,  the  Town  did  not  appear  to  be  liable.  However,  there  was  danger 
of  possible  verdicts  for  these  parties  in  large  amounts  and  a  trial  expense 
in  any  event  of  a  substantial  amount  and  the  settlement  offered  and  made 
was  entirely  reasonable  under  the  circumstances. 
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Dana  Suits 

In  the  report  of  this  Department  for  1928  it  was  stated  that  Myer  Dana 
of  Brookline  had  filed  petitions  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County 
seeking  to  secure  abatement  of  betterment  assessments  levied  on  real 
estate  in  the  vicinity  of  Memorial  Square  of  which  he  was  owner  following 
a  refusal  by  the  Selectmen  to  make  abatement.  It  was  further  stated 
that  in  view  of  an  offer  of  compromise  settlement  made  by  Mr.  Dana 
through  Counsel  and  a  counter  offer  made  by  the  Selectmen,  it  was  prob¬ 
able  that  a  settlement  would  be  reached  early  in  1929.  As  was  expected 
the  counter  offer  was  accepted  in  January,  1929  and  settlement  was  made 
in  accordance  with  its  terms.  Interest  which  had  accumulated  from  the 
time  that  the  assessments  were  levied  and  which  totalled  somewhat  less 
than  Two  Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars  was  waived  and  the  total  amount 
of  the  original  assessments,  namely,  Thirty  Two  Hundred  Ten  ($3210.00) 
Dollars  was  received.  A  portion  of  this  amount  had  been  paid  in  1928  and 
the  balance  was  paid  when  the  compromise  was  concluded  on  January 
26,  1929,  after  which  the  cases  were  closed  as  a  matter  of  court  record  by 
the  filing  of  appropriate  agreements.  The  compromise  was  recommended 
by  this  Department  because  the  concession  as  to  interest  was  justified  as' 
against  the  expense  which  trials  involved  and  because  the  justice  of  the 
assessments  was  for  all  practical  purposes  recognized  and  sustained. 

Moneikis  v.  Sullivan — -  Yamalowicz  v.  Sullivan 

The  suit  of  Anthony  Moneikis  against  William  H.  Sullivan,  Chief  of 
Police,  in  his  individual  capacity,  being  an  action  or  tort  for  alleged  false 
arrest  and  imprisonment  with  damages  stated  at  Twenty  Five  Thousand 
($25,000)  Dollars  and  referred  to  in  the  report  of  1928  was  entered  in  the 
Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  on  January  7,  1929  and  is  now  pending 
therein. 

As  requested  by  the  Selectmen  this  Department  has  appeared  and 
answered  for  Chief  Sullivan  and  is  prepared  to  offer  evidence  in  defense 
if  and  when  trial  is  had  which  should  relieve  him  from  liability. 

On  January  28,  1929  John  Yamalowicz  of  Brockton  brought  suit  against 
Chief  Sullivan  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  with  damages 
stated  at  Twenty  Five  Thousand  ($25,000)  Dollars,  being  an  action  of 
tort  for  alleged  false  arrest  and  imprisonment  which  was  entered  on  March 
4,  1929  and  is  now  pending. 

As  requested  by  the  Selectmen  this  Department  has  appeared  and 
answered  for  Chief  Sullivan  and  has  prepared  for  trial.  It  is  expected 
that  the  defense  to  be  offered  will  absolve  the  Chief  from  liability.  Both 
cases  arise  out  of  the  same  situation,  wherein  the  Chief  was  acting  in  the 
performance  of  duty.  Trials  by  jury  have  been  claimed  and  in  conse¬ 
quence  the  cases  will  not  be  heard  in  the  near  future. 

Keating  Cases 

On  July  31,  1928  the  Selectmen  acting  in  behalf  ot  the  Town  entered 
into  a  contract  in  the  form  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
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Works  with  Philip  J.  Keating  of  Shirley,  doing  business  under  the  name 
and  style  of  Guaranty  Construction  Company,  for  the  construction  work 
required  to  widen  Washington  Street  northerly  from  Railroad  Avenue  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  referred  to  in  the  contract 
and  thereafter  the  work  was  undertaken  and  carried  through  to  completion 
and  was  finally  accepted  by  the  Selectmen  on  April  16,  1929. 

Payments  were  made  to  the  contractor  from  time  to  time  during  the 
progress  of  the  work  on  monthly  estimates  furnished  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  but  in  all  cases  an  amount  was 
reserved  as  the  contract  provided  to  be  paid  only  on  the  proper  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  work  and  compliance  with  other  terms  of  the  contract  and  in 
addition  other  sums  were  withheld  because  of  the  situation  which  was 
found  to  exist  as  to  sums  claimed  to  be  due  by  various  creditors  of  the 
contractor  who  furnished  materials  and  labor  for  his  work. 

When  the  contract  was  made  a  bond  was  furnished  by  the  Contractor 
in  the  sum  of  $25,400  with  the  New  Amsterdam  Casualty  Company  as 
surety  for  the  payment  by  the  contractor  for  labor  performed  or  furnished 
and  materials  used  as  required  by  law. 

To  reach  the  funds  held  by  the  Town  and  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  the 
bond  security  for  the  satisfaction  of  its  unpaid  claim  H.  E.  Fletcher  Com¬ 
pany  a  creditor  filed  a  bill  in  equity  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Middlesex 
County  against  Keating,  the  Surety  Company  and  the  Town  in  behalf 
of  itself  and  other  creditors  entitled  to  establish  liens.  Several  other 
creditors  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  while  thereafter  certain 
other  creditors  undertook  the  establishment  of  their  claims  and  payment 
of  same  by  actions  at  law  in  which  the  Town  was  summoned  as  alleged 
trustee.  In  all,  the  suits  in  which  the  Town  became  thus  involved,  num¬ 
bered  seven.  Of  these  suits  four  have  been  disposed  of  and  three  are 
pending  with  likelihood  of  satisfactory  settlement  and  the  discharge  of 
the  Town  as  trustee  early  in  1930. 

A  cross  bill  in  equity  was  brought  by  the  New  Amsterdam  Casualty 
Company  against  Keating  and  the  Town  through  which  the  surety  com¬ 
pany  sought  to  establish  its  claim  to  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Town. 

The  bill  and  cross  bill  were  referred  to  and  heard  by  a  Master.  While 
the  cases  were  pending  before  the  Master  certain  claims  by  Keating  for 
payment  of  sums  in  addition  to  the  amount  allowed  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
in  the  final  estimate  were  made  and  certain  counter  claims  were  set  up 
by  the  Town  which  were  settled  by  agreement  and  the  balance  due  from 
the  Town  to  Keating  was  established  by  the  Master’s  report  which  in  due 
course  was  confirmed. 

The  balance  found  to  be  due  which  was  admitted  by  the  Town  was 
$7,437.51  and  creditors  whose  liens  were  established  in  the  Fletcher  Com¬ 
pany  case  were  paid  on  executions  which  issued  sums  totalling  $4735.99 
leaving  the  sum  now  on  hand  available  to  meet  judgments  if  and  when 
obtained  in  the  law  suits  now  pending  $2701.52. 

The  cross  bill  brought  by  the  Surety  Company  was  after  a  contest  dis- 
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missed.  The  Fletcher  Company  case  was  also  dismissed  as  to  the  town 
after  the  lien  or  creditors  were  paid  and  the  executions  were  returned 
satisfied.  This  department  cooperated  with  the  creditors  as  far  as  it 
was  proper  to  do  so  to  bring  about  the  payments  of  their  claims  while  at 
the  same  time  the  interests  of  the  Town  were  safeguarded. 

In  its  totality  the  litigation  was  extensive  in  character  and  required 
with  incidental  matters  a  very  considerable  amount  of  attention  in  its 
various  phases  including  preparation  of  court  papers  and  participation 
in  hearings,  the  Town  being  forced  to  participate  although  in  reality  but 
a  stakeholder  as  between  Keating  and  his  creditors. 

Releases  have  been  prepared  for  delivery  to  the  Town  by  Keating  and 
the  Surety  Company  and  upon  receipt  of  same  and  proper  discharge  of  the 
pending  trustee  suits  by  agreement  payment  of  remaining  funds  will  be 
made  in  such  distributive  shares  as  may  be  indicated  but  otherwise  in 
accordance  with  court  orders.  It  is  expected  that  the  curtain  will  be  rung 
down  in  this  prolonged  litigation  early  in  1930. 

Claims 

The  following  claims  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  resulted  from 
defective  sidewalk  conditions  as  to  which  the  Town  received  notice  as 
required  by  law  received  the  attention  requested  by  the  Selectmen  which 
involved  the  customary  reports  following  investigation  and  other  necessary 
action  including  advice  as  to  liability  and  disposition,  viz.: 

Richard  S.  Leary,  which  was  settled  for  160.00  by  compromise  agreement  . 

Annie  E.  Curran ,  wrhich  was  settled  by  compromise  agreement  for 
$500.00. 

Johanna  A.  Smith,  which  was  settled  by  compromise  agreement  for 
$45.00. 

Walter  Lappin,  as  to  which  the  Town  denies  that  a  proper  statutory 
notice  was  received  and  further  denies  that  a  liability  otherwise  exists. 

A  claim  by  O.  F.  Aylesbury  made  April  1,  1929  for  property  (motor 
vehicle)  damage  due  to  alleged  obstruction  on  Neponset  Street  appeared 
on  investigation  to  lack  essential  elements  to  establish  liability  and  ac¬ 
cordingly  was  denied  and  no  statutory  notice  was  given. 

Certain  claims  by  the  Town  had  attention  at  the  request  of  General 
Manager  Bingham  which  were  satisfactorily  adjusted  or  are  in  process  of 
adjustment  and  as  to  which  only  general  mention  appears  to  be  desirable. 
A  small  claim  is  pending  and  is  receiving  the  necessary  attention .

This 
Department  assisted  the  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
and  the  officials  of  other  towns  who  joined  in  the  opposition  by  participa¬ 
tion  in  their  conferences,  advising  on  the  course  of  action  and  attendance 
and  conducting  the  opposition  hearing  before  the  Ways  and  Means  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  rejection  of  the  measure  following  the  Committee’s  report  “ought 
not  to  pass”  marked  the  end  of  an  attempt  to  penalize  Norwood  partic¬ 
ularly  for  its  successful  efforts  as  reported  in  1928  to  secure  admission 
into  the  South  District  Metropolitan  Sewerage  System  through  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  that  system  in  the  Upper  Neponset  River  Valley. 
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Petition  and  Bill  drafted  for  legislation  as  to  assessments  for  future 
extensions  of  the  sewer  system.

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

During  the  year  1929,  for  the  first  time  since  the  establishment  of  the 
Library,  the  circulation  has  exceeded  100,000.  With  an  increase  of  2734 
volumes  over  the  previous  year  the  circulation  reached  the  figure  of  101,140 
volumes.  Detailed  figures  for  the  circulation  will  be  found  in  the  report 
of  the  Librarian. 

Co-operative  work  with  the  schools  has  continued  and  better  results 
are  being  obtained  than  ever  before.  Through  this  work  the  children  are 
led  to  the  reading  of  better  books  and  are  shown  the  advantages  of  using 
the  Children’s  Room  at  the  Library  as  well  as  its  other  departments. 

The  Library  has  stressed  the  courses  devoted  to  "Reading  With  a 
Purpose”  and  books  on  the  following  courses  may  now  be  found  at  the 
Library  on  shelves  devoted  to  each  course:- — Modern  Drama,  Good  English, 
Music,  Psychology,  Good  American  Books,  English  Reading. 

During  the  year  the  Library  was  the  recipient  of  a  gift  of  books  pur¬ 
chased  by  funds  donated  by  the  churches  which  had  held  union  services. 
Books  have  been  purchased,  devoted  to  good  English,  from  the  income 
of  the  Cudworth  Fund.  Among  the  latest  acquisitions  of  books  has  been 
the  Eliot  Five  Foot  Bookshelf. 

The  Building  Committee  reports  that  its  work  is  now  completed  and 
the  Trustees  are  glad  to  say  that  the  Library  plant  is  now1'  in  excellent 
condition.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION 


January  7,  1930 

The  Finance  Commission  for  1929  was  comprised  of  Messrs.  Fred  R. 
Ellis,  Francis  J.  Foley  and  John  J.  Coakley.  The  Commission  organized 
with  Mr.  Ellis  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Coakley  as  Clerk;  Mrs.  Clarissa  G. 
Maier  was  elected  Executive  Secretary. 

During  the  year  the  Commission  held  regular  meetings,  one  public 
hearing  in  connection  with  the  School  program,  and  many  informal  con¬ 
ferences  with  other  town  officials.  It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Finance 
Commission  to  cooperate  in  every  way  possible  with  all  officials  and  de¬ 
partments  of  the  town  to  the  end  that  such  assistance  as  the  Commission 
might  render  would  be  of  constructive  help  in  the  solution  of  our  municipal 
problems. 

We  wish  to  record  here  our  appreciation  of  the  able,  efficient  and  exceed¬ 
ingly  valuable  service  rendered  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  by  Mr.  Charles  J. 
Prescott  during  his  tenure  of  office  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission 
for  a  period  of  nine  years.  In  the  performance  of  his  official  duties  he 
gave  freely  and  willingly  of  his  time  and  effort,  having  uppermost  in  mind 
at  all  times  the  welfare  and  high  standing  of  our  town.  In  addition,  his 
numerous  benefactions  for  the  upbuilding  of  our  community  have  con¬ 
tributed  immeasurably  in  many  ways  to  the  progress'  which  Norwood 
has  enjoyed. 

In  our  report  of  one  year  ago  we  stated  that  “Experience  in  other  locali¬ 
ties  would  seem  to  indicate  that  a  tax  rate  of  more  than  $30.00  is  extremely 
detrimental,  not  only  to  the  growth  of  the  town  but  to  the  real  estate 
values,  and  we  believe  that  Norwood  must  finance  itself  so  as  to  come 
within  this  figure  and  still  continue  to  have  a  very  substantial  amount 
($4.00  to  $6.00)  of  capital  expenditures  in  the  tax  levy.” 

We  are  firmly  convinced  that  such  a  policy  is  the  safest  and  wisest 
course  for  the  town  to  follow,  and  while  we  are  not  unmindful  of  the  de¬ 
sirable  and  necessary  improvements  which  are  continuously  engaging 
the  attention  of  our  public  officials,  we  believe  that  such  improvements 
should  be  secured  only  in  conformity  with  the  financial  policy  above  out¬ 
lined  and  over  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

The  citizens  of  Norwood  have  loyally  responded  in  all  matters  relating 
to  the  splendid  advancement  which  has  been  made  in  all  departments  of 
the  Town.  They  are  the  ones  who  pay  the  bills.  Public  officials  should 
see  to  it  that  the  tax  burden,  heavy  enough  at  best,  is  not  made  unduly 
so  by  excessive  expenditures.  The  Finance  Commission  feel  that  every 
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endeavor  should  be  made  to  so  arrange  our  municipal  business  as  to  keep 
within  a  $29.00  tax  rate. 

A  detailed  statement  of  our  consideration  of  the  1929  budget  was  in¬ 
corporated  in  our  report  submitted  at  the  adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting 
held  February  26th,  1929. 

The  assistance  and  cooperation  given  us  by  other  Boards  and  officials 
has  been  exceedingly  helpful  in  carrying  on  our  work,  and  for  this  we  wish 
to  express  our  sincere  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  together 
with  the  statement  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1929. 

Organization,  April  1,  1929 

Patrick  J.  Lydon  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  Assessor  for  the 
term  of  three  years  beginning  April  1,  1929. 

The  Board  organized  as  follows:  Patrick  J.  Lydon  was  elected  Chair¬ 
man  and  Agnes  M.  Coughlin,  Clerk. 

Assistant  Assessors 

Albert  Rafuse,  Robert  Oldham,  George  L.  Banks,  Benjamin  Paddleford, 
Edmund  J.  Sullivan,  Charles  Jewett  and  John  J.  Owens  were  appointed  by 
vote  of  the  Board  under  authority  of  Town  Meeting  to  serve  for  the  period 
of  thirty  days  or  such  shorter  period  as  the  Board  of  Assessors  may  deter¬ 
mine. 


Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1929 

The  table  of  comparison  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith  ex¬ 
hibits  the  differences  as  to  the  years  1928  and  1929. 

On  August  2,  1929,  it  was  voted  that  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  1929  be 
determined  as  $29.50  per  thousand. 

It  was  also  voted  at  this  meeting  that  no  assessments  should  be  levied 
as  a  Special  Assessment  against  individual  parcels  of  land  in  the  Neponset 
Valley  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expense  which  the  Town  has  been 
called  upon  to  pay  because  no  special  benefit  can  be  found  to  exist. 

Filing  of  Statement 

The  Board  of  Assessors  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  all  taxpayers  the 
responsibility  placed  upon  each  taxpayer  under  the  Law  with  regard  to 
the  filing  of  statements  of  property  taxable  in  each  year. 

The  Law  directs  a  mandatory  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  the  matter  of 
abatements  of  taxes  where  application  is  made  to  the  taxpayer  after  the 
15th  day  of  Mayr  in  each  yrear.  The  Board  of  Assessors  are  permitted  to 
abate  only  as  the  Law  directs.  If  the  taxpayer  would  file  an  early  state¬ 
ment  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  May  it  would  save,  in  all  cases  in  ques¬ 
tion,  the  requirements  of  the  doomage  as  directed  by-  Law. 


Excise  Tax  Law 


Chapter  60  A 

The  motor  excise  tax  law  enacted  through  Chapter  379  Acts  of  1928 
is  an  amendment  to  the  General  Laws  known  as  Chapter  60A  and  entitled 
“An  Act  to  provide  for  an  Excise  Tax  on  registered  motor  vehicles  for  the 
privilege  of  operating  such  vehicles  upon  the  highways  and  to  repeal  the 
local  property  tax  on  such  motor  vehicles.” 

This  law  requires  that  there  must  be  an  excise  assessed  on  every  regis¬ 
tered  motor  vehicle  using  values  determined  from  the  book  of  values 
furnished  by  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  at  the 
average  state  rate  for  the  calendar  year,  which  rate  for  the  year  1929  was 
$29.65. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  tax,  the  value  of  each  motor  vehicle  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  the  value  as  determined  by  the  commissioner  of  corporations 
and  taxation,  of  motor  vehicles  of  the  same  make,  type,  model  and  year 
of  manufacture,  but  not  in  excess  of  the  following  percentages  of  the  list 
price  established  by  the  manufacturer  for  the  year  of  manufacture;  namely, 


*In  the  year  of  manufacture .  90% 

In  the  second  year .  60% 

In  the  third  year .  40% 

In  the  fourth  year .  25  % 

In  the  fifth  and  succeeding  years .  10% 


*An  opinion  rendered  by  the  Town  Counsel  relative  to  the  interpretation 
of  the  words  “in  the  year  of  manufacture”  is  to  the  effect  that  they  refer 
to  the  year  determined  by  the  manufacturer  as  indicated  by  the  designated 
model  year  and  do  not  refer  to  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  motor  vehicle 
was  fabricated. 

The  Assessors  have  no  discretion  as  to  the  assessment,  they  must  use 
the  card  and  the  value  book,  nor  in  the  matter  of  abatement  which  deals 
only  with  value  or  refund.  They  must  follow  the  law  and  the  regulations 
which  govern  the  same. 

Abatements  by  Local  Assessors 

In  the  event  that  a  registered  motor  vehicle  is  transferred  during  the 
calendar  year,  the  assessors  shall  upon  application  within  sixty  days  of 
the  date  of  transfer  or,  if  the  excise  bill  has  not  then  been  committed, 
within  sixty  days  of  the  date  of  the  excise  tax  bill,  abate  to  the  transferor 
so  much  of  the  excise  as  is  proportionate  to  the  unexpired  portion  of  calen¬ 
dar  year 

In  the  event  that  a  registered  motor  vehicle  is  transferred  during  the 
calendar  year  and  is  registered  by  a  transferee,  the  assessors  shall  assess 
the  excise  as  in  the  case  of  a  motor  vehicle  not  previously  registered. 
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The  transferee  maj  apply  in  writing  to  the  Assessors  satisfying  them  that 
an  excise  has  already  been  paid  on  this  vehicle,  and  relief  or  refund  may  be 
granted.  There  is  no  sixty  day  limitation. 

Booabdallah  vs.  Inhabitants  of  Town  of  Norwood 

John  Booabdallah  made  application  for  an  abatement  of  taxes  assessed 
as  of  April  1,  1929  upon  real  estate  owned  by  him,  located  on  Washington 
Street  and  Oolah  Avenue.  After  due  consideration  the  abatement  re¬ 
quested  was  not  granted.  Thereupon,  Mr.  Booabdallah  appealed  from 
the  refusal  of  the  Assessors  to  abate  by  filing  a  complaint  with  the  County 
Commissioners  for  the  County  of  Norfolk  wherein  he  claimed  that  certain 
of  the  property  assessed  was  over-rated.  The  hearing  was  had  on  the 
complaint  by  the  County  Commissioners  on  December  3,  1929  at  the 
Court  House  in  Dedham  and  by  an  Order  made  and  issued  on  that  day 
the  complaint  was  dismissed  upon  legal  grounds  presented  by  the  Assessors 
through  the  Town  Counsel.  The  Assessors  were  prepared,  however,  to 
satisfy  the  County  Commissioners  by  ample  evidence  that  the  valuations 
placed  upon  the  properties  in  question  were  reasonable,  just  and  proper. 

The  Assessors  are  now  in  Room  37  of  the  Town  Office  Building.  The 
Moon  Hopkins  Machine  which  was  purchased  this  year  helped  greatly 
in  the  writing  of  the  valuation  list,  commitment  and  tax  bills.

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  its  report  for  the  year  1929: 

The  support  of  the  poor  in  Massachusetts  was  provided  for  at  an  earlv 
date,  and  was  committed  to  certain  officials  designated  as  “Overseers  of 
the  Poor.”  The  name  was  copied  from  England  where  they  were  created 
in  1601,  and  remained  unchanged  until  the  Legislature  in  1927  (Chapter 
165,  Acts  of  1927)  changed  the  statutory  name  of  “Overseers  of  the  Poor” 
to  “Board  of  Public  Welfare,”  and  the  name  of  “Almshouses”  to  “In¬ 
firmaries.” 

The  methods  and  objectives  of  relief  work  are  very  different  today  from 
those  of  years  ago,  and  the  basis  of  social  work  today  is  eminently  practical. 
There  are  a  large  number  of  individuals  in  distress  who  seem  incapable  of 
solving  their  problems  without  help.  Account  must  be  taken  of  them 
and  of  their  families,  else  the  welfare  of  the  community  is  threatened. 
Self-preservation  as  well  as  the  spirit  of  humanity  requires  that  the  well¬ 
being  of  all  members  of  society  be  set  as  a  goal.  Such  appears  to  be  the 
philosophy  of  today,  and  from  it,  doubtless,  the  name  “Public  Welfare” 
grew. 

Yet  there  is  no  marked  diminution  in  the  number  of  those  in  distress. 
On  the  contrary,  from  year  to  year,  an  increasing  number  of  cases  come  to 
the  attention  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  local 
Boards  of  Public  Welfare.  But  in  connection  with  this  increasing  number 
of  cases  needing  help  and  guidance,  it  may  be  interesting  to  see  the  number 
of  agencies  available  and  their  scope  at  the  present  time. 

Each  Town  and  City,  of  course,  has  a  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  or  the 
Selectmen  may  be  authorized  to  act  as  such.  Many  towns  and  cities 
have  infirmaries,  and  city  or  town  farms.  The  State  has  the  following 
institutions  and  agencies  coming  under  its  Department  of  Public  Welfare: 

Care  of  Children: — The  Division  of  Child  Guardianship  receiving  and 
caring  for  neglected,  delinquent,  and  dependent  children  in  certain  cases; 
The  Massachusetts  Hospital  School  at  Canton,  caring  for  certain  crippled 
and  deformed  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen;  The  Lyman 
School  for  Boys  at  Westboro;  The  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls  at 
Lancaster;  The  Industrial  School  for  Boys  at  Shirley. 

Hospital  Care: — State  Infirmary  at  Tewksbury;  Mental  Hospitals  at 
Boston,  Danvers,  Foxboro,  Gardner,  Grafton,  Medfield,  Northampton, 
Taunton,  Westboro,  Worcester  and  Bridgewater;  Feeble  Minded  Schools 
at  Waltham,  Wrentham  and  Belchertown;  Epileptic  Hospital  at  Monson; 
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Tuberculosis  Sanatoria  at  Rutland,  Westfield,  North  Reading  and  Lake¬ 
ville;  Cancer  Hospital  at  Wrentham. 

Among  the  private  charitable  agencies  in  Massachusetts  are  29  Family 
Welfare  Societies,  75  Branches  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  20  Trust  Funds, 
17  Charitable  Lodging  Houses,  27  Corporations  for  Aid  to  Students, 
5  Prisoners’  Aid  Societies,  17  Social  Service  Exchanges,  3  Legal  Aid  Socie¬ 
ties,  15  Agencies  for  placing  out  children,  53  Homes  for  Children,  110 
Homes  for  the  Aged,  5  Agencies  for  the  Blind,  S  Agencies  for  the  Deaf, 
4  Agencies  for  Crippled  Children. 

With  this  enormous  field  of  specialized  agencies  available,  Public  Wel¬ 
fare  work  today  can  go  beyond  the  immediate  and  transient  granting  of 
relief,  and  seriously  seek  to  remove  the  cause.  And  in  this  connection 
your  Board  of  Public  Welfare  would  urge  that  the  citizens  feel  free  to  get 
in  touch  with  the  Board  at  any  time  if  there  seem  to  be  problems  to  be 
solved.  Often  times  the  Board  can  help  solve  them,  and  when  they 
cannot,  it  may  be  that  some  of  the  agencies  above  referred  to  can  be 
consulted. 

While  the  calls  for  help  have  increased  in  Norwood  this  past  year,  we 
are  fortunate  in  having  so  many  varied  industries  and  the  calls  for  help 
on  account  of  unemployment  have  not  increased  as  much  as  they  have  in 
many  other  communities. 

There  have  been  a  total  of  S4  eases  aided  this  past  year,  totalling  152 
children  and  60  adults,  as  against  68  cases  for  1928,  and  the  causes  remain 
about  the  same:  Illness,  23;  Old  Age,  14;  Unemployment,  13;  Dependent 
Children,  10;  Widows,  11;  Arrest,  4;  Desertion,  6;  Insanity,  3. 

There  have  been  four  cases  with  settlements  in  other  towns  and  cities 
aided  in  Norwood  as  Temporary  Aid,  and  two  State  cases  of  Temporary 
Aid;  thirteen  Mother’s  Aid  cases,  10  of  which  were  Norwood  settled  cases, 
and  three  State  settled  cases;  there  have  been  fifteen  aged  and  ill  cases 
where  it  was  necessary  to  provide  board  and  nursing  care;  ten  dependent 
children  to  be  boarded;  four  children  at  the  Canton  Hospital  School; 
twenty-two  Norwood  settled  cases  aided  as  Temporary  Aid,  and  seven 
Norwood  settled  cases  aided  as  Temporary  Aid  outside  of  Norwood.

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  the  following  as  their  report  for 
the  year  1929: 

Following  the  annual  election  the  Board  of  Health  met  and  organized 
with  Harold  L.  Alden  as  Chairman,  John  A.  Shannon  as  Inspector  of 
Plumbing,  Dr.  Charles  L.  Lynch  being  the  new  member  of  the  Board. 
Dr.  James  J.  Mulvehill  was  reappointed  Inspector  of  Milk  and  Agent,  and 
Clarissa  G.  Maier  was  appointed  as  Clerk  and  Agent. 

It  has  been  a  year  light  in  contagious  diseases,  and  the  total  number  of 
reportable  diseases  is  less  than  half  what  it  was  last  year.  The  following 
table  shows  a  comparison  of  the  last  ten  years:

An  interesting  feature  of  the  report  is  that  there  were  5  cases  of  measles 
as  against  217  the  previous  year.  The  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were 
apparently  contracted  from  the  same  source,  as  the  men  worked  at  the 
same  plant  which  was  outside  of  Norwood. 

Last  year  the  Board  adopted  the  yellow  arm  band  for  children  con- 
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valescing  from  whooping  cough.  Bands  were  to  be  procured  from  the 
Board  of  Health.  Not  a  single  application  has  been  received  by  the  Board. 

As  regards  acute  contagious  diseases,  it  was  necessary  to  hospitalize 
only  two  cases. 

The  Board  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  formulating  a  set  of  rules  and 
regulations  which  will  appear  in  printed  booklet  form  within  a  short  time. 
They  cover  quarantine  regulations,  milk  regulations,  regulations  with 
regard  to  nuisances,  etc.  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  of  assistance  to 
the  public. 

The  Town  is  still  growing,  and  the  collection  of  garbage  remains  a  prob¬ 
lem.  However,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  see  that  the  townspeople 
receive  satisfactory  service,  and  a  great  deal  of  time  and  thought  has  been 
put  into  the  matter,  in  an  endeavor  to  work  out  satisfactory  routes  and 
service.  The  Board  would  again  urge  that,  whenever  possible,  under¬ 
ground  containers  be  installed,  and  beyond  that,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  garbage  will  not  be  collected  if  it  contains  rubbish,  paper,  tin  cans,  etc. 

The  various  activities  of  the  Board  have  been  carried  on  in  the  usual 
way,  and  the  report  of  the  Dentist  at  the  Dental  Clinic  shows  an  increase 
in  the  work  done  there,  2061  children  having  been  examined  as  compared 
with  1524  for  1928.  And  of  this  number  685  in  Grades  1,  2  and  3  have 
been  cared  for  as  against  354  last  year,  while  712  children  have  been  cared 
for  by  their  family  dentist.  It  might  be  interesting  in  this  connection  to 
note  that  the  constructive  work  in  the  Dental  Clinic  is  bearing  fruit  as 
Norwood  has  a  record  of  70%  in  dental  corrections  in  the  grade  schools, 
being  second  in  the  State,  for  towns  and  cities  of  a  comparative  size. 

The  Milk  Inspector,  Dr.  James  J.  Mulvehill,  submits  the  following 
report  showing: 

110  Samples  of  milk  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content,  and  for  number 
of  bacteria  per  c.  c. 

35  Samples  were  examined  for  fat  and  solid  content  alone. 

153  Samples  were  examined  for  the  number  of  bacteria  per  c.  c.  and  clean¬ 
liness  and  keeping  quality. 

93  Dairies  supplying  milk  to  Norwood  were  inspected  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  certain  corrections  and  conditions  were  made  in  places 
where  it  seemed  necessary. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse,  Miss  Katherine  Kingman,  submits  the  fol¬ 
lowing  tabulation  of  the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic: 

109  patients  attended  the  clinic. 

73  were  new  patients,  38  being  children,  and  35  adults. 

36  were  old  patients,  14  being  children,  and  22  being  adults. 

335  follow-up  visits  were  made  by  the  nurse  to  clinic  patients. 

1 1  sputum  tests  were  found  positive. 

4  sputum  tests  were  found  negative. 

1 1  patients  were  found  having  tuberculosis. 
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5  patients  were  sent  to  a  sanitorium. 

The  clinic  was  held  on  36  days  during  the  year. 

250  visits  were  made  to  patients  outside  the  clinic. 

For  inspection  of  plumbing,  including  new  work  and  alterations,  Mr 
John  A.  Shannon  reports  that  he  has  made  191  inspections  for  the  year  1929

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  town  of 
Norwood  for  the  period  from  January  1,  1927  to  September  4,  1928,  made 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 
This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton 
Chief  Accountant  of  this  Division.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Norwood  for  the  period  from  January  1,  1927 
to  September  4,  1928,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  were 
checked  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  treasurer’s  and  the  ac¬ 
countant’s  departments. 

The  records  of  receipts,  as  recorded  in  the  accountant’s  office,  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  with  the  records  in  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town;  and  the  payments  werechecked 
by  a  comparison  of  approved  bills  and  pay-rolls  with  the  warrants  authoriz¬ 
ing  disbursements  and  with  the  treasurer’s  books. 

The  appropriations,  transfers,  and  loan  orders  voted  by  the  town,  as 
recorded  by  the  town  clerk,  were  checked  to  the  accountant’s  appropriation 
ledger,  and  the  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  checked  and  analyzed. 

The  general  ledger  accounts  had  not  been  kept  up  to  date,  and  it  -was 
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therefore  necessary  to  compile  the  general  and  control  accounts  from  in¬ 
formation  obtained  from  an  examination  of  various  departmental  records, 
a  balance  sheet  being  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
as  of  September  4,  1928.  It  is  contemplated  that  general  ledger  accounts 
will  be  opened,  so  that  the  work  of  the  office  may  be  facilitated  and  so  that 
a  proper  check  may  be  provided  on  the  accounting  of  the  several  depart¬ 
ments. 

The  apportioned  sewer,  sidewalk,  street  and  park  assessment  accounts 
were  checked,  and  also  listed  in  order  to  show  the  revenue  accounts  for 
the  amounts  due  in  each  year. 

The  outstanding  debt  was  listed  and  proved,  the  loans  issued  during 
the  year  being  found  to  be  properly  authorized.  The  reported  payments 
of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  reported  receipts  as  entered  on  the  cash  book  were 
compared  with  the  records  in  the  accountant’s  office  and  with  the  de¬ 
partmental  records,  the  necessary  correcting  entries  being  made;  and  the 
payments  were  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them  and  with 
the  accountant’s  books. 

The  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  an  actual  count,  and  the  outstanding 
checks  were  reconciled  with  the  bank  statements. 

The  securities  and  bank  books  representing  the  investments  of  the  several 
trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked, 
the  income  being  verified  and  found  to  be  correct.  The  receipts  of  ceme¬ 
tery  perpetual  care  bequests  for  several  years,  amounting  to  $5,450,  have 
been  included  in  the  treasurer’s  general  cash.  These  funds  should  be 
invested  in  securities  or  deposited  in  savings  banks,  in  order  that  the  town 
may  receive  income  on  them  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  deposited. 

The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments  were  added  and  proved  to 
the  warrants,  as  well  as  the  commitments  of  departmental  accounts, 
licenses,  and  water  charges  for  the  years  from  1923  to  September  4,  1928, 
and  of  the  electric  light  charges  for  1928. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  proving  the  work,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  check  the  postings  of  the  collections  for  taxes,  assessments, 
and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  the  abatements,  from  the  collector’s 
cash  books  to  the  commitment  books,  and  to  make  necessary  adjusting 
and  correcting  entries. 

The  abatements  were  checked  with  the  departmental  records  of  abate¬ 
ments  granted,  where  available,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  proved.  A  further  verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town.  One  person  showed  a  receipted 
tax  bill  which  was  not  entered  on  the  books,  as  the  stub  had  not  been 
detached  from  the  bill.  This  was  adjusted  by  an  entry  on  the  cash  book. 
From  the  balance  of  the  replies  received,  it  appears  that  the  outstanding 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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The  receipts,  as  entered  on  the  collector’s  cash  books,  are  recorded  on 
the  treasurer’s  cash  book  in  totals,  the  amount  of  the  receipts  being 
deposited  in  the  bank.  In  checking  the  entries  in  the  cash  books,  however, 
numerous  errors  were  disclosed  between  the  records,  which  materially 
increased  the  work  of  the  audit,  thereby  adding  to  the  cost  of  the  examina¬ 
tion. 

Although  due  allowance  is  made  for  the  fact  that  the  office  of  the  trea¬ 
surer  and  collector  had  been  moved  into  small  and  temporary  quarters 
just  prior  to  the  date  of  the  audit,  much  time  was  consumed  in  looking  for 
records  and  accounts  during  the  process  of  the  audit. 

If  the  cash  receipts  are  proved  daily,  which  is  being  done  at  present; 
if  the  collections  are  written  up  promptly,  showing  each  day’s  receipts  on 
the  cash  sheets,  which  should  be  kept  in  binders;  and  if  the  stubs  and 
records  are  filed  systematically,  it  will  facilitate  the  work  of  the  office  and 
materially  reduce  the  work  of  auditing  the  accounts. 

Many  of  the  water  and  the  departmental  accounts  are  very  much  over¬ 
due.  Determined  efforts  should  be  made  towards  their  collection,  and 
those  found  to  be  uncollectible  should  be  abated. 

The  tax  levies  of  the  older  years  are  to  be  closed  at  once,  either  by  collec¬ 
tion  or  by  abatement  of  the  taxes  if  found  to  be  uncollectible. 

The  outstanding  electric  light  charges,  which  are  being  collected  by  the 
manager  of  the  electric  light  department,  were  listed  and  proved  to  the 
control  accounts  in  the  office  billing  the  electric  light  charges. 

The  reported  payments  to  the  treasurer  by  the  manager  of  the  electric 
light  department  were  checked  to  the  books  in  the  treasurer’s  office  and 
to  the  control  accounts  in  the  billing  office. 

Included  in  the  outstanding  charges  are  old,  inactive  accounts  amount¬ 
ing  to  $17,036.93,  it  being  noticed  that  some  of  the  names  on  the  inactive 
accounts  are  also  on  the  active  list  and  should,  therefore,  be  transferred 
to  the  active  accounts.  In  order  that  the  outstanding  charges  may  rep¬ 
resent  good  assets,  those  which  are  found  to  be  uncollectible  should  be 
abated. 

The  receipts  of  the  town  clerk  and  accountant,  as  town  clerk,  for  re¬ 
cording  fees  and  for  fees  on  account  of  sporting  and  dog  licenses  were 
examined  and  checked  with  the  office  records,  as  well  as  with  the  records 
of  sporting  and  dog  licenses  issued. 

The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s 
books,  and  the  payments  by  the  treasurer  to  the  State  and  county,  re¬ 
spectively,  were  verified  by  receipts  on  file. 

Apparently,  owing  to  a  clerical  error,  some  receipts  of  the  town  clerk 
and  accountant  had  not  been  paid  over  to  the  town  treasurer.  This  matter 
was  adjusted  during  the  process  of  the  audit  by  the  payment  of  the  amount 
due  to  the  treasurer. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  and  of  the 
library  department  were  examined,  and  the  reported  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  books. 
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The  record  ol  receipts  of  the  school  department  was  examined.  It  was 
found  that  only  a  part  of  the  receipts  had  been  paid  to  the  treasurer  by 
the  present  superintendent  of  schools,  there  being  a  balance  unpaid  on 
December  31,  1927,  of  $100.36  and  on  December  31,  192$,  of  $407.57. 

The  reported  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  books,  and  the  cash  and  checks  on  hand  were  verified,  a  cash  dis¬ 
crepancy  of  $145.26  being  shown.  Included  in  the  checks  on  hand  were 
several  from  the  superintendent  of  schools,  amounting  to  $149.40  and 
bearing  dates  as  follows: — July  1,  1928,  December  3,  1928,  December  28, 
1928,  and  January  6,  1929. 

In  the  future  receipts  should  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  at  least  monthly, 
and  all  receipts  should  be  turned  over  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

It  was  noted  that  one  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  selectmen  has 
contracted  each  year  with  the  town  for  the  use  of  horses  or  trucks,  and  it 
seems  that,  while  holding  such  office,  he  should  annually  notify  the  finance 
commission  in  writing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  36,  Chapter 
197,  Acts  of  1914. 

At  the  time  of  the  audit,  several  of  the  1928  appropriations  were  over¬ 
drawn,  but  were  to  be  taken  care  of  by  a  later  town  meeting  or  by  transfers 
from  the  reserve  fund. 

In  the  past,  the  overdrawn  appropriation  accounts  at  the  end  of  a  year 
have  been  included  in  the  next  tax  levy  by  the  assessors  without  being 
appropriated  by  the  town,  which  practice  should  be  discontinued,  as  it  is 
necessary  to  have  appropriations  voted  by  the  town  for  the  purpose  of 
closing  these  accounts. 

Departmental  officials  should  plan  their  work  for  the  year  so  as  to  make 
expenditures  come  within  their  appropriations;  if  their  appropriations 
are  insufficient  to  permit  the  performance  of  work  which,  in  their  judgment, 
should  be  done,  they  are,  nevertheless,  bound  by  the  amounts  appro¬ 
priated,  and  before  incurring  liabilities  in  excess  of  the  appropriations, 
should  get  additional  appropriations,  or  have  a  transfer  voted  from  the 
reserve  fund  by  the  finance  commission.  The  statute  covering  this  subject 
is  contained  in  Section  31,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  and  is  as  follows: 


No  department  of  any  city  or  town,  except  Boston,  shall  incur 
liability  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  use  of  such  de¬ 
partment  except  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health 
or  safety  of  persons  or  property,  and  then  only  by  a  vote  in  a  city  of 
two  thirds  of  the  members  of  the  city  council,  and  in  a  town  by  a 
vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  selectmen. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  departmental  officials  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 

form. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  conciliation  of  the  treas- 


urer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  and  departmental  accounts 
receivable,  together  with  tables  showing  the  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  co-operation  and  courtesy  extended  by  the  departmental  officials 
during  the  process  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  School  Committee,  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  has  held  a  total  of 
twenty-seven  meetings,  fifteen  of  which  have  been  special  meetings.  Many 
of  the  special  meetings  have  been  necessary  because  of  the  building  situa¬ 
tion  and  the  extra  study  required  in  solving  the  housing  situation.  The 
School  Committee  believes  that  wooden  school  buildings  should  be  elim¬ 
inated  as  soon  as  the  Town  can  possibly  provide  appropriations  to  sup¬ 
plant  them  with  modem,  fire-proof  structures.  With  the  elimination  of 
the  East  and  Everett  buildings  and  the  burning  of  the  Guild  School,  only 
two  wooden  structures  remain  in  Norwood — the  Beacon  School  and  the 
two  room  West  School. 

Tables  I  and  II — Enrollment 

In  studying  school  enrollment,,  Table  I  should  not  be  confused  with 
Table  11.  Table  I  shows  the  average  day  school  membership  and  not  the 
enrollment  of  any  specified  date.  The  figures  given  are  the  results  of 
averages  computed  in  June  for  the  State  report  with  the  exception  of  the 
figures  for  1929  and  1930  which  are  the  exact  enrollment  figures  taken  for 
September  of  that  year. 

In  studying  enrollment  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  conclusions  as  to  the 
school  housing  and  fore-casting  requirements,  Table  II  should  be  largely 
used  with  a  study  of  Table  IIA  which  shows  the  divisions  of  the  elementary 
school  enrollment.  The  figures  in  Table  II  are  taken  from  the  enrollment 
of  December  1,  and  show  the  following: 

a.  That  the  high  school  enrollment  for  December  1,  1929  is  practically 
the  same  as  that  of  a  year  ago. 

b.  That  the  junior  high  school  has  gained  thirty-one  in  enrollment. 

t.  That  the  elementary  schools,  including  the  special  classes,  have  lost 
112  as  compared  wdth  the  enrollment  of  December  1,  1928. 

The  falling  off  in  elementary'  school  enrollment  is  due  chiefly'  to  two 

causes: 

a.  A  smaller  first  grade  entering  the  Balch  School. 

b.  The  number  of  children  enrolling  in  St.  Catherine’s  Parochial  School. 

Examination  of  the  column  for  December  1,  1929  shows  that  the  first 
four  grades  are  all  below  300  while  grades  five  to  eight  inclusive,  are  all 
w'ell  over  300  wdth  the  exception  of  grade  five  which  is  293.  The  smallest 
grade  of  the  first  nine  is  the  present  second  grade  w'hich  totals  but  245. 
It  is  quite  apparent  that  there  wdll  be  a  falling  off  in  the  first  six  grades  of 
the  system  for  the  next  two  years  providing  there  is  no  unusual  growth  in 
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town  and  the  usual  number  enter  the  first,  grade  at  St.  Catherine’s  School. 
The  census  taken  this  year  shows  only  a  few  over  200  prospective  first 
grade  pupils  for  entrance  in  September,  1930.

The  conclusion  may  also  be  reached  from  the  study  of  this  same  column 
that  the  Junior  High  School  will  be  amply  able  to  provide  for  entering 
groups  from  the  elementary  schools  in  Norwood,  including  St.  Catherine’s 
School,  providing  these  pupils  are  at  any  time  sent  to  any  grade  of  the 
Junior  High  School  group,  grades  seven,  eight,  and  nine. 

A  study  of  this  column  serves  to  prove  that  the  high  school  accomoda¬ 
tions  for  September  1931  will  be  far  inadequate  as  is  explained  under  a 
special  heading  of  this  report.

Everett  School 

The  School  Committee,  following  the  completion  of  the  new  elementary 
school,  should  be  able  to  abandon  use  of  the  Everett  School.  At  present 
this  school  is  being  completely  occupied  by  former  Guild  School  pupils 
and  a  janitor  has  been  placed  on  full  time  service  in  this  building  as  a 
precautionary  measure.  Formerly  the  time  of  one  janitor  was  divided 
between  the  Everett  and  Beacon  Schools. 

Providing  the  Everett  School  is  finally  abandoned,  it  is  the  puipose  of 
the  School  Committee  to  surrender  the  building  and  the  site  for  such 
disposal  as  the  Town  may  vote. 

East  School 

The  two  room  East  School  building  which  at  present  houses  a  first  and 
second  grade,  will  be  closed  and  pupils  enrolled  there  sent  to  the  new 
elementary  east  side  school.  It  is  probable  that  the  School  Committee 
will  retain  this  building  and  site  until  it  is  definitely  known  that  all  pupils 
may  be  accommodated.  In  order  to  make  use  of  the  East  School  for  the 
present  school  year  much  repair  work  has  been  necessary.  A  new  boiler 
has  been  recently  installed,  stairways  and  floors  have  been  repaired, 
weatherstrips  have  been  installed  for  the  windows  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  smaller  repairs  has  been  necessary. 

Senior  High  School 

The  Committee  wishes  once  more  to  go  on  record  in  regard  to  the  addi¬ 
tional  accommodations  in  the  way  of  classrooms  which  will  be  needed  for 
the  Senior  High  School  for  occupancy  in  September,  1931.  At  present, 
with  an  enrollment  of  525,  all  available  home  room  and  special  classroom 
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seating  capacity  is  being  used.  Graduation  in  June,  1930,  should  number 
136  and  the  number  entering  the  tenth  grade  from  the  Junior  High  School 
will  total  approximately  245. 

It  will  be  only  with  inconvenience  to  pupils  and  teachers,  resulting  in 
an  uncomfortably  crowded  school,  that  a  program  can  be  arranged  for 
the  school  year  1930-31.  Classes  have  been  made  as  large  as  the  seating 
capacity  of  the  school  rooms  will  permit  and  every  classroom,  including 
shops,  gymnasia,  science  rooms  and  other  special  rooms,  are  in  use  every 
period  of  the  day.  Unfortunately,  the  purpose  of  the  library  has  been 
partially  cast  aside  through  the  need  of  using  that  room  for  study  hall 
purposes  and  direct  classroom  groups. 

Failure  to  provide  at  least  eight  additional  classrooms,  as  indicated  in 
the  accompanying  print,  will  mean  a  double  session  school  in  the  senior 
high  beginning  in  September,  1931.  When  plans  are  made  for  an  addition 
to  the  Senior  High  School,  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  provision 
of  a  music  room.  What  little  music  work  is  being  done  in  the  Senior  High 
School  is  for  the  most  part  being  done  after  school  hours.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  gymnasia  are  in  use  practically  all  periods  of  the  week 
which  allows  no  elasticity  in  the  program  of  other  large  group  classes. 
Furthermore,  the  gymnasia  are  not  adapted  to  musical  study  and  a  room 
which  will  seat  at  least  125  pupils  and  provide  adequate  space  for  orchestra 
rehearsals  is  a  vital  necessity  for  the  high  school.  This  room  could  be 
put  to  many  other  uses  when  not  employed  for  musical  recitations.  It 
would  provide  study  hall  space,  be  excellent  for  debating  and  dramatics, 
and  suitable  for  sectional  school  meetings. 

Loss  of  Guild  School 

The  loss  of  the  Guild  School  by  fire  on  April  21,  1929,  deprived  the  school 
department  of  twelve  elementary  classrooms.  Pupils  were  distributed 
throughout  other  schools — -six  grades  being  placed  in  the  old  Everett 
building.  The  Committee,  after  reviewing  the  situation,  voted  that  the 
Guild  School  site  was  no  longer  of  value  as  a  school  site  and  that  the  re¬ 
maining  portions  of  the  structure  should  be  torn  down  and  the  land  sur¬ 
rendered  by  school  authorities  for  such  uses  as  the  Town  might  decide. 

Loss  of  Elementary  School  Rooms 

With  the  construction  of  the  new  school  on  the  Fisher  lot  which  will 
supply  ten  rooms,  the  number  of  elementary  school  rooms  in  Town  wall 
be  reduced  by  four.  This  reduction  is  brought  about  by  the  loss  of  two 
rooms  in  the  Guild  School  and  two  rooms  in  the  closing  of  the  East  School, 
w7hich  is  practically  decided  upon.  It  is  believed  that  by  redistricting 
the  Shattuck  and  Beacon  territories  it  will  be  possible,  for  the  present  at 
least,  to  accommodate  all  elementary  pupils  with  the  facilities  at  hand. 

New  Elementary  School  Accommodations 

The  School  Committee  employed  Professor  Jesse  B.  Davis  to  study  the 
situation  created  by  the  loss  of  the  Guild  School  and  make  recommenda- 
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tions  as  to  the  location  of  new  school  accommodations.  Professor  Davis 
reported  as  follows: 

“To  the  School  Committee, 

Norwood,  Mass. 

As  requested  through  Superintendent,  Mr.  L.  W.  Grant,  I  herewith 
submit  the  following  report  regarding  the  school  building  situation  re¬ 
sulting  from  the  burning  of  the  Guild  School. 

In  the  survey  of  the  Norwood  school  buildings  found  on  page  34  of 
the  Annual  Report  for  1927,  the  following  statement  is  made  with  respect 
to  the  Guild  building.  “This  building  is  of  wood  construction,  poorly 
planned  for  school  purposes.  The  lighting  is  very  bad  for  the  eyes  of 
the  children.  The  toilets  are  of  an  ancient  type,  ill  smelling  and  are  none 
too  sanitary.  This  building  should  soon  be  discarded  with  the  other 
frame  structures.” 

The  accident  of  fire  has  brought  about  the  necessity  of  facing  this  prob¬ 
lem  of  replacement  at  once.  Again  referring  to  the  Annual  Report  of 
1927,  page  35,  it  will  be  found  that  of  the  410  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Guild 
School  at  that  time,  267,  or  more  than  one-half,  lived  east  of  the  railroad. 
These  pupils  were  compelled  to  cross  the  railroad  through  the  underpass 
and  by  busy  thoroughfares.  This  was  not  only  dangerous,  but  it  forced 
them  to  go  distances  unreasonable  for  children  in  the  first  six  grades.  ■ " 

The  great  need  resulting  from  this  fire  is  to  provide  now  for  the  pupils 
of  the  Guild  School  in  the  best  manner  possible  in  line  with  the  future 
building  needs  of  Norwood.  This  situation  should  be  faced  squarely  in 
the  interests  of  the  pupils  concerned. 

The  Problem  of  the  East  Side 

Attention  is  called  to  the  map  studies  of  the  home  locations  of  the  pupils 
of  grades  1-6  found  in  the  1927  report,  pages  .38  and  39.  It  can  fairly  be 
assumed  that  the  home  locations  have  not  changed  materially  since  these 
studies  were  made. 

A  study  of  the  home  locations  of  the  elementary  school  pupils  living 
oast  of  the  railroad  tracks  and  north  of  the  Neponset,  river  shows  a  total 
of  approximately.  388  pupils  in  grades  one  to  six.  The  geographic  center 
of  this  district  is  also  not  far  flora  the  school  population  center.  The 
geographic  center  is  found  very  near  to  the  coiner  cf  Pleasant  and  East 
Cross  Streets.  By  drawing  a  line  east,  and  west  through  this  point  we 
find  165  pupils  living  south  of  the  line  and  223  pupils  living  north  of  the 
line.  Of  this  numbei,  forty-six  are  now  in  the  East  School,  leaving  177 
pupils  in  the  district  to  be  housed.  This  total  of  342  pupils  includes  those 
who  attended  the  Guild  School  and  a  few  more  from  the  East  side  who 
are  now  crossing  the  railroad  to  attend  the  Balch  School.  Practically  all 
of  these  pupils  now  live  within  a  radius  of  five-sixths  (5  /6)  of  a  mile  from 
the  suggested  center. 
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The  advantages  of  a  school  at  this  center  would  include  the  following 
points: 

1.  It  places  an  elementary  school  for  children  of  the  ages  from  six  to 
twelve  in  the  approximate  center  of  the  residential  district. 

2.  This  not  only  brings  the  school  nearer  to  the  homes  of  these  small 
children,  but  it  has  the  great  advantage  of  keeping  them  away  from  the 
dangerous  highways  and  from  crossing  the  railroad. 

3.  It  has  the  very  important  educational  and  moral  advantage  of  keeping 
these  small  children  away  from  the  contacts  with  the  older  children  in 
the  former  proximity  to  the  Junior  High  School. 

4  It  also  will  keep  these  children  in  a  residential  district,  away  from 
the  dangers  and  distractions  of  the  old  business  center. 

5.  It  will  eliminate  most  of  the  cost  of  transportation  which  the  location 
of  the  old  Guild  School  made  necessary. 

6.  It  will  provide  these  children  from  the  East  side  with  a  modern 
building  offering  many  educational  benefits  which  were  denied  them  in 
the  old  building. 

7.  It  will  make  possible  the  closing  of  the  East  School,  an  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  two  room  wooden  building.  All  of  the  pupils  now  attending  the  East 
School  would  live  within  an  easy  walking  distance  of  the  proposed  site. 

Recommendations 

Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  a  new  elementary  school  building 
to  accommodate  at  the  present  time  not  less  than  400  pupils  be  erected 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  intersection  of  East  Cross  and  Pleasant  Streets. 

The  Problem,  of  the  West  Side 

The  fire  has  also  left  a  group  of  143  pupils  who  live  West  of  the  railroad 
without  school  facilities.  It  is  impossible  for  the  present  buildings  to 
care  for  this  number.  While  the  Beacon  and  the  Shattuck  Schools  might 
receive  a  few  more  pupils,  the  Winslow  is  in  need  of  equal  relief  as  is  shown 
in  the  1927  report  on  page  35.  Therefore,  some  additional  provision  must 
be  made  to  care  for  these  children. 

This  emergency  situation  necessarily  changes  the  entire  schedule  of 
buildings  recommended  for  elementary  schools  in  the  former  report. 
The  problem  must  be  met  on  the  basis  of  the  immediate  needs. 

The  143  pupils  left  without  school  accommodations  in  the  Guild  dis¬ 
trict  live  mainly  between  the  railroad  tracks  and  Washington  Street,  and 
in  the  region  of  the  present  Junior  High  School.  The  elementary  school 
now  standing  the  nearest  to  the  center  of  this  district  is  the  Beacon.  If 
this  building  were  relieved  of  most  of  the  present  enrollment,  it  could 
easily  care  for  the  former  Guild  pupils  in  its  own  immediate  vicinity. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  studies  of  new  homes  and  of  births  in  the  1927 
report  on  pages  40  and  45.  Here  it  will  be  seen  that  the  greatest  develop¬ 
ment  in  new  homes  has  been  in  the  outlying  portions  of  the  Beacon  and 
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Shaltuck  districts  as  well  as  in  the  Guild  district  East  of  the  railroad. 
Also  it  should  be  noted  that  next  to  the  Balch.  district  the  largest  number 
of  births  were  recorded  in  the  Beacon  and  Shattuck  districts.  New  homes 
and  births  give  us  a  very  sure  index  of  the  needs  of  the  elementary  schools. 
This  would  lead  us  to  the  conclusion  that  in  meeting  the  future  as  well  as 
the  immediate  needs  of  the  situation,  an  elementary  school  must  be  built 
somewhere  in  the  outlying  region  of  the  Beacon  and  Shattuck  districts. 

Referring  again  to  the  report  of  1927  on  page  50,  there  will  be  found  a 
map  showing  the  recommended  location  of  future  school  buildings.  Such 
a  building  as  is  now  needed  is  suggested  in  the  neighborhood  of  Winter 
Street  and  Bellevue  Avenue.  A  small  six  room  building  erected  at  this 
point  would  relieve  the  Beacon  and  Shattuck  Schools  to  the  extent  that 
the  homeless  143  pupils  would  be  taken  care  of  in  these  buildings.  It 
would  probably  also  make,  it  possible  to  abandon  the  little  West  School. 
In  this  very  rapidly  growing  section,  such  a  building  would  be  a  forward 
looking  project  as  well  as  an  immediate  relief.  This  proposal  also  has 
the  advantage  of  bringing  the  elementary  school  nearer  to  the  homes  ot 
the  very  small  children. 


Summary  of  Recommendations 


Two  definite  building  recommendations  are  made  as  a  result  of  the 
present  study. 

1.  That  an  elementary  school  to  accommodate  400  pupils  be  erected 
East  of  the  railroad  in  a  site  approximately  at  the  intersection  of  Pleasant 
and  East  Cross  Streets. 

2.  That  a  second  elementary  school  of  six  rooms  be  erected  on  a  site 
near  the  intersection  of  Winter  Street  and  Bellevue  Avenue. 

These  recommendations  serve  to  meet  the  emergency  caused  by  the 
fire  and  at  the  same  time  follow  the  proposed  plan  of  future  construction. 
It  has  the  very  definite  advantage  of  bringing  about  much  earlier  than 
anticipated  the  breaking  up  of  the  very  unsatisfactory  and  dangerous 
centralization  of  very  young  children  in  a  down-town  district  and  at  an 
undesirable  distance  from  their  homes.

After  giving  consideration  to  the  report  of  Professor  Davis  and  con¬ 
sidering  the  school  site  on  the  east  side  of  the  Town,  as  recommendedjin 
his  report,  the  Committee  felt  that  the  expense  of  such  a  site  would  be 
too  great.  The  Committee  gave  consideration,  in  conjunction  wdth  the 
Town  Planning  Board,  to  many  school  sites  on  the  east  side  as  the  follow¬ 
ing  summary  -will  indicate: 


At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Committee  Thursday  evening,  June  27th, 
it  was  voted  that  a  ten  room  school  building  for  grades  one  to  six  be  built 
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on  the  Fisher  lot.  This  final  decision  of  the  School  Committee  is  based 
on  several  considerations,  the  most  important  being  the  following: 

a.  A  re-census  of  the  children  enrolled  in  grades  one  to  six  living  on 
the  East  side  of  the  Wrentham  Branch  taken  beginning  the  week  of  June 
17,  1929,  shows  that  a  large  proportion  of  such  a  classification  live  an 
average  distance  of  less  than  a  half  mile  from  the  Fisher  lot. 

b.  A  greater  number  of  pupils  would  have  a  shorter  distance  to  walk  to 
the  Fisher  lot  than  to  any  lot  which  has  been  considered. 

c.  The  town  already  owns  the  Fisher  lot. 

d.  The  East  School,  an  unsatisfactory  wooden  building,  badly  in  need 
of  extensive  repairs,  could  be  closed  and  the  pupils  included  in  the  enroll¬ 
ment  of  the  building  placed  on  the  Fisher  lot.  This  would  leave  for  sale 
the  East  School  lot. 

e.  The  Fisher  lot  already  has  been  in  part  prepared  as  a  playground 
center  and  very  little  expense  would  be  required  for  laying  out  or  com¬ 
pleting  the  playground. 

/.  It  is  an  excellent  location  for  a  school  building  because  of  the  following 
facts: 

1.  Far  distant  from  any  factories  or  other  industrial  agencies  which  may 
cause  noise  or  smoke. 

2.  Not  situated  near  heavily  trafficked  streets. 

3.  Fisher  lot  is  high  level  land. 

The  following  land  sites  have  been  considered  by  the  School  Committee 
for  possible  school  building  sites  east  of  the  Wrentham  branch : 

1.  Fisher  lot  '3.  Kelley  lot 

2.  Hennessey  lot  4.  Smith  lot  (opposite  Holliston  Mills) 

I.  Reasons  for  favorable  consideration  of  the  Fisher  lot  and  special 
studies  concerning  this  lot  are  present  on  other  pages. 

II.  There  are  listed  below  a  few  of  the  reasons  for  discontinuing  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  other  three  lots  mentioned  above  as  possible  school  sites • 

1 .  Hennessey  lot : 

a.  Cost  of  excavation  due  to  ledge. 

b.  Lack  of  suitable  playground  space  due  to  uneven  ground  and  out¬ 
croppings  of  ledge. 

c.  The  necessity  of  taking  two  houses  providing  access  was  to  be  gained 
from  Cross  Street  or  the  school  located  facing  Cross  Street. 

d.  A  probable  very  high  cost  of  connecting  with  sewers. 

e.  Cost  of  taking  over  the  land  and  the  probable  necessity  for  suitable 
orientation  of  the  school  of  taking  over  and  moving  two  houses  which  face 
on  Willow  Street.  (The  consulting  architect  stated  that  he  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  a  school  can  be  placed  on  top  of  the  hill  part  of  the  Hennessey  lot 
and  be  satisfactory .  He  felt  the  best  location  on  the  Hennessey  property 
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would  be  the  two  lots  facing  on  Cross  Street  and  the  taking  of  land  ex¬ 
tending  easterly  on  Pleasant  Street.  The  architect  stated  that  it  would 
be  very  costly  to  build  a  school  at  the  top  of  the  hill  due  to  the  sewer  lines 
and  the  building  up  necessary  for  the  connection  with  the  sewers.) 

2.  Kelley  lot: 

a.  To  obtain  a  suitable  site  for  a  ten  room  school,  it  would  have  been 
necessary  to  make  the  following  takings:  land  of  Catherine  Drummey — 

1  parcel;  Hub  Realty  Company — 22  parcels;  Carl  and  Suzanna  Tribuson — 

2  parcels;  T.  J.  DeAlmedia — 4  parcels;  and  Mr.  Kelley — 1  parcel.  This 
would  have  involved  a  great  deal  of  cost  and  probably  much  legal  procedure. 

b.  The  lowest  amount  estimated  for  these  taking,  including  the  land 
owned  by  Mr.  Kelley,  exclusive  of  the  gas  station,  would  have  been  $25,000. 

c.  It  would  have  been  necessary  to  purchase  the  house  owned  by  Carl 
Tribuson,  formerly  the  Boyden  property,  and  to  move  this  house  or  tear 
it  down.  This  would  have  involved  additional  expense. 

d.  The  architect  stated  that  the  construction  on  this  site  would  be 
expensive  and  much  cubage  would  have  to  be  added,  due  to  the  building 
up  of  the  basement  wall  to  meet  the  contours  at  the  proposed  location 
facing  Pleasant  Street.  The  land  in  its  present  condition  does  not  supply 
a  good  playground  and  much  grading  and  filling  in  would  have  to  be  done. 
The  lots  owned  by  DeAlmedia  are  low  and  swampy. 

3.  Smith  lot: 

a.  This  lot  is  directly  across  the  street  from  a  large  manufacturing 
plant.  It  is  also  very  near  the  main  tracks  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Rail¬ 
road.  It  would  therefore  be  noisy  and  difficult  for  teachers  to  conduct 
classes  satisfactorily.  There  is  also  much  dirt  and  smoke  which  settles 
over  this  particular  field. 

b.  It  is  very  low  land  and  partially7  surrounded  by  swampy  fields. 

c.  A  large  number  of  the  employees  of  the  Plimpton  Press  and  Holliston 
Mills  own  automobiles,  making  a  traffic  danger  for  pupils  at  the  noon 
hour. 

d.  The  site  is  on  a  street  which  already  is  much  used  by  traffic  and 
which  may  possibly7  some  day  become  part  of  a  main  highway  for  trucks. 

e.  In  order  to  properly  make  use  of  this  site,  it  would  have  been  most 
desirable  to  obtain  a  parcel  of  land  owned  by7  the  Plimpton  Press,  bordered 
by  Lenox  and  Rock  Streets  and  38,335  feet  square.  This  lot  of  land  could 
not  become  available  as  it  is  being  held  for  possible  extension  of  the  Plimp¬ 
ton  Press  for  factory  or  warehouse  purposes. 

/.  The  extension  of  Nahatan  Street,  if  one  of  the  plans  now  in  existence 
is  followed,  would  cut  directly  through  this  site,  leaving  small  acreage 
for  school  purposes. 

q.  This  is  the  poorest  site  of  all  in  consideration  of  the  possibilities  of 
getting  a  playground.  The  cost  of  preparing  one  would  probably  be  greater 
because  of  the  tilling  required  than  any  of  the  other  lots  under  consideration.

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h.  The  cost  of  the  land  itself. 

i.  It  has  always  been  a  practice  to  keep  schools,  wherever  possible,  out 
of  manufacturing  districts.  To  build  a  school  on  the  Smith  lot  would  be 
placing  400  children  for  their  schooling  within  200  feet  of  the  largest 
factory  in  Norwood. 

The  School  Committee  finally  voted  to  request  the  Town  to  select  the 
Fisher  lot,  so  called,  as  the  site,  for  a  new  elementary  school  on  the  east 
side,  and  in  a  succeeding  article  in  the  same  warrant,  that  a  sum  of  money 
be  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  such  a  school  building. 

School  Furniture 

By  way  of  assisting  the  Building  Committee  for  the  new  elementary 
school,  the  School  Committee  wall  be  able  to  surrender  school  desks  and 
chairs  now  in  use  in  the  Everett  School  and  some  which  were  salvaged 
from  the  Guild  School,  to  equip  fully  at  least  five  of  the  ten  classrooms. 
At  the  time  of  the  Guild  School  fire  two  rooms  of  movable  chairs  were 
purchased— these  will  be  among  the  number  of  furniture  pieces  which  will 
be  moved  for  use  in  the  new  building. 

Public  Use  of  School  Buildings 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  School  Committee  to  allow  broad  use  of  school 
facilities  by  Town  organizations.  With  the  provision  of  a  fine  double 
gymnasium  at  both  the  Senior  and  the  Junior  High  Schools  and  the  pros¬ 
pects  of  a  community  auditorium  for  the  new  elementary  building  on  the 
east  side,  some  excellent  accommodations  for  meetings  of  a  public  nature 
are  available. 

Application  forms  for  use  of  these  accommodations  may  be  procured  at 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  A  schedule  of  payments  to 
cover  the  expense  of  opening  buildings,  janitorial  service,  heat,  light  and 
upkeep  will  of  course  be  required. 


Tuition 

The  tuition  rates  established  for  the  current  school  year  are: 


For  the  Senior  High  School .  $165.85 

For  the  Junior  High  School .  97.14 

For  the  Elementary  Schools .  94.31 


These  rates  are  based  upon  the  per  capita  cost  for  educating  Norwood 
pupils  and  this  cost  is  obtained  from  the  financial  report  submitted  each 
year  on  the  State  returns. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  nine  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  Schools  from  the  Town  of  Westwood  and  one  from  Medfield 
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in  the  Junior  High  School.  Where  over-crowding  is  not  necessary  and 
where  pupils  may  readily  be  accommodated  in  classrooms,  the  Committee 
believes  it  advisable  to  accept  such  pupils  as  considerable  revenue  is 
accrued  thereby  for  the  Town. 

Tuition  pupils  are  also  accepted  in  the  evening  school  divisions  from 
Walpole  and  the  per  capita  cost  rate  is  employed  there  also. 

Transportation 

Norwood  has  never  furnished  transportation  for  high  school  pupils 
until  the  present  school  year.  Requests  brought  by  parents  of  pupils 
who  live  a  distance  exceeding  two  miles  from  the  Senior  High  School, 
for  transportation  to  and  from  that  building,  were  considered. 

The  State  law  reads  as  follows:  ‘‘If  the  distance  between  a  child’s  resi¬ 
dence  and  the  school  he  is  entitled  to  attend  exceeds  two  miles,  and  the 
school  committee  declines  to  furnish  transportation,  the  department,  upon 
appeal  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  child,  may  require  the  town  to 
furnish  the  same  for  a  part  or  for  all  of  the  distance”. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  declared  that  it  was  necessary 
for  Norwood  to  furnish  transportation  for  High  School  pupils  and  there¬ 
fore  arrangements  were  made.  This  matter  will  be  treated  more  broadly 
in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.

His  knowledge  and  interest  in  the 
health  program  have  been  of  particular  assistance  to  the  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

I  submit  herewith  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Teaching  Force 

There  were  few  changes  in  the  entire  teaching  force  for  the  start  of  the 
school  year  1929-1930.  There  were  employed,  however,  six  additional 
teachers,  three  of  whom  were  assigned  to  the  Junior  High  School  because 
of  increased  enrollment  in  that  school  and  three  to  special  departments. 
The  only  schools  m  which  resignations  were  received  were  the  Junior 
High  School  and  the  Balch  School.  A  Beacon  School  resignation  which 
occurred  in  the  early  fall  was  filled  by  the  transfer  of  a  Guild  School  teacher. 
The  services  of  this  teacher  became  available  when  the  pupils  in  a  Guild 
School  grade  were  transferred  to  other  rooms  in  that  school  or  to  other 
schools,  bringing  about  the  elimination  of  one  grade  school  position. 

The  only  resignation  in  the  special  departments  was  that  of  Miss  Vera 
H.  Brooks,  Health  Director,  who  is  taking  a  year  for  study  to  obtain  her 
degree.  The  resignations,  transfers  and  newly  appointed  teachers  are 
as  follows:

Vacation  School 

The  vacation  school  enrollment  shows  a  decrease  of  thirty-nine  over 
that  of  last  year.  The  number  enrolled  was  112  and  of  this  number, 
fifty-two  were  given  promotion  certificates  to  the  next  grade.  The  others 
were  given  intensive  review  work  to  insure  their  promotion  at  the  end  of 
the  present  school  year.  The  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  vacation  school 
this  summer  was  $566,  an  average  cost  of  only  $5.05  per  pupil.  Figuring 
$94.31  as  a  per  capita  cost  for  elementary  education  for  1928-1929,  it  is 
certain  that  a  total  of  several  times  this  amount  or  $4904.12  was  saved 
the  Town  through  promotion  gained  at  summer  school. 

Courses  of  Study 

The  new  Tentative  Course  of  Study  in  Health  which  was  done  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Vera  H.  Brooks  has  been  in  use  throughout  the  year. 
This  course  of  study  has  received  much  favorable  comment  from  outside 
agencies  and  copies  of  it  have  been  requested  on  several  occasions. 

The  geography  outline  for  grades  four  and  six  is  entirely  completed  and 
the  work  mostly  done  for  grade  five.  These  outlines  are  in  the  hands  of 
all  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grade  teachers  and  are  being  used.  A  uniform 
textbook  adoption  for  geography  has  been  made  after  careful  study  of 
the  Principals’  Committee  appointed  for  this  purpose.  Miss  Julia  A. 
McCarthy  is  Chairman  of  this  committee. 

Another  committee  of  Principals,  with  Miss  Julia  I.  Drummy  as  Chair¬ 
man,  has  been  appointed  to  make  a  study  of  the  different  methods  of 
penmanship  used  in  the  elementary  schools  and  to  make  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  a  uniform  adoption  for  Norwood.  This  committee  should  report 
early  in  the  spring  of  1930  and  adoptions  will  be  made  in  the  schools,  it 
is  hoped,  before  the  close  of  the  school  year. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  research  is  being  made  for  obtaining  rec¬ 
ommendations  for  the  social  science  courses  to  be  used  there.  This 
branch  of  work  is  continually  undergoing  a  change  and  new  textbooks  are 
appearing  every  year. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  the  most  outstanding  rearrangement  of  courses 
and  requirements  has  occurred  in  the  Commercial  and  Home  Economics 
Departments.  In  the  Home  Economics  curriculum  every  High  School 
girl  is  now  required  to  take  at  least  one  course  during  her  attendance  at 
school.  In  the  Commercial  Department  much  expansion  has  taken  place 
in  the  study  and  practice  of  office  work  as  shown  in  the  High  School  Princi¬ 
pal’s  report  under  the  Commercial  Department. 
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It  is  of  great  interest  as  usual  that  a  large  percentage  of  pupils  have 
elected  the  Commercial  course.  Since  most  of  the  graduates  of  the  High 
School  from  this  branch  of  work  find  employment  in  Norwood  offices  and 
stores,  it  seems  good  business  that  the  department  should  be  equipped  to 
meet  the  requirements  in  the  way  of  business  machine  work  and  filing  or 
general  office  work  such  as  the  graduates  will  be  assigned  to. 

Enrollment 
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The  graphical  representation  of  enrollment  shown  above  re-emphasizes 
strongly  two  statements  which  have  been  brought  forth  in  previous  reports 
and  which  are  dealt  with  in  other  parts  of  this  issue. 

1.  The  largest  group  of  three  grades  placed  together  in  the  entire  system 
includes  six,  seven  and  eight.  The  facilities  in  the  Junior  High  School  will 
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accommodate  comfortably  1050  pupils.  With  a  prospective  first  grade 
enrollment  in  September,  1930,  of  less  than  250,  the  conclusion  may  be 
reached  that  there  is  ample  Junior  High  School  accommodation  for  the 
next  six  years.  Even  should  the  public  schools  be  called  upon  to  receive 
beginning  in  1932  a  seventh  grade  enrollment  from  St.  Catherine’s  School, 
the  accommodations  in  the  Junior  High  School  would  not  require  expansion. 

2.  The  Senior  High  School  will  be  called  upon  in  September,  1931,  to 
receive  the  largest  grade  in  the  system — grade  eight.  At  that  time  grades 
eight,  nine  and  ten  as  shown  in  the  chart,  will  become  grades  ten,  eleven 
and  twelve.  This  fact  alone  is  proof  that  additional  classrooms  must  be 
ready  for  occupancy  at  the  Senior  High  School  for  the  opening  of  school 
in  1931.  The  school  will  face  an  enrollment  of  approximately  750  pupils 
with  accommodations  for  less  than  600. 

Re-Districting  for  Elementary  Schools 

Several  factors  have  entered  into  the  need  for  re-districting  the  Town 
in  respect  to  elementary  schools.  Some  of  the  most  important  of  these 
are: 

1.  Burning  of  the  Guild  School. 

2.  Building  of  a  new  elementary  school  on  the  east  side  of  the  Town. 

3.  Prospective  closing  of  the  East  School. 

4.  Falling  off  in  enrollment  at  the  Shattuck  School. 

5.  Crowded  conditions  at  Winslow  School. 

6.  Crowded  conditions  at  Beacon  School. 

Preliminary  studies  have  already  been  under  way  for  some  time  and 
completion  of  this  work  with  definite  recommendations  to  the  School 
Committee  will  be  made  during  the  ensuing  spring.  An  outline  of  the 
work  being  done  is  as  follows: 

1.  Present  location  of  every  elementary  pupil  by  schools  indicated  on 
maps  of  Norwood  which  have  been  recently  published  by  the  Town  En¬ 
gineer’s  Department.  These  locations  will  be  indicated  by  use  of  colored 
pins,  a  different  color  being  used  for  each  grade. 

2.  A  combination  list  prepared  for  each  grade  school  showing  streets, 
street  numbers  and  grades. 

3.  Comparative  studies  of  districts,  particularly  the  Shattuck  and 
Beacon  groups. 

4.  Assignment  of  former  Guild  School  pupils  living  west  of  the  railroad 
to  other  schools.  It  is  probable  that  most  of  these  will  be  classified  under 
the  Shattuck  or  Beacon  districts. 

5.  Sending  of  notices  to  all  parents  where  transfers  are  necessary  as 
soon  as  plans  have  been  approved  and  definite  re-districting  has  been 
made. 
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Special  Classes 

Last  year  a  survey  was  made  by  Mr.  A.  B.  Lord  of  the  State  Department 
with  respect  to  special  class  arrangements.  In  this  report  definite  rec¬ 
ommendations  were  made.  The  entire  report  was  published  in  the 
School  Committee’s  report  of  1928. 

The  recommendation  made  for  a  special  class  for  older  children  at  the 
Balch  School  has  been  carried  out  this  year  and  a  division  of  fifteen  pupils 
of  this  classification  has  been  formed. 

It  was  not  possible  to  carry  forth  the  recommendation  for  the  special 
class  now  in  the  Beacon  School  to  be  transferred  to  a  larger  room.  While 
plans  were  under  way  to  transfer  the  Beacon  division  to  the  Shattuck 
School,  where  there  was  a  room  not  in  use,  the  plan  had  to  be  given  up 
as  the  extra  room  was  necessary  for  a  Guild  School  division  following  the 
fire. 

Much  new  equipment  for  the  elementary  vocational  training  required 
for  special  class  boys  and  girls  has  been  installed  both  in  the  Balch  and 
Beacon  buildings.  Teachers  have  made  research  and  investigation  as  to 
what  is  being  done  in  other  systems  and  every  possible  effort  has  been 
made  to  arrange  the  day’s  work  in  such  a  way  that  the  boys  and  girls 
assigned  to  these  divisions  may  be  happy  and  contented. 

In  connection  with  our  special  class  work,  Dr.  C.  B.  J.  Schorer,  the 
State  Psychiatrist,  has  visited  Norwood  and  made  examinations  as  follows:

Her  recommendations  have  been  submitted  to  the  Principal  of  each  pupil 
examined  and  there  is  a  possibility  that  a  fourth  special  class  for  Norwood 
may  be  formed. 

Intelligence  Tests 

During  the  school  year  1928-1929  much  more  attention  was  given  to 
arranging  for  intelligence  tests,  to  the  study  of  results  of  these  tests  and 
the  direct  application  of  results  than  in  any  previous  year.  Up  to  1928 
tests  had  been  given  in  only  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  with  but 
a  few  widely  scattered  and  non-applied  tests  made  use  of  in  elementary 
schools.  During  the  past  year  tests  were  given  throughout  all  schools 
except  the  Senior  High.  All  pupils  in  the  Senior  High  had  been  examined 
last  year  and  because  of  the  expense,  it  was  decided  to  omit  tests  in  that 
building,  using  last  years  scales  in  making  divisions. 
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In  applying  the  results  of  intelligence  tests,  standard  subject-matter 
tests,  etc.,  school  authorities  do  not  wish  to  give  the  impression  that  these 
are  the  only  standards  used  in  making  divisions  or  arranging  any  desired 
groupings  for  classroom  organization.  When  such  groupings  are  made 
up,  all  other  elements  entering  into  the  past  performances  of  a  pupil  in 
school  are  taken  into  consideration.  Particular  consideration  is  given 
the  accomplishments  of  the  year  or  the  marks  which  a  pupil  has  received 
on  his  report  card,  and  other  things  which  are  considered  are  attendance, 
punctuality,  general  deportment,  classroom  application  and  general  interest 
in  school  work.  The  following  tabulation  shows  the  number  of  tests 
given  in  the  system  the  past  year:

Professional  Improvement 

Norwood  is  near  enough  to  Boston  so  that  teachers  are  able  to  take 
advantage  of  the  very  broad  opportunities  offered  for  course  taking  in 
such  institutions  as  Boston  University,  Harvard  University,  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  and  several  other  leading  schools  and  colleges. 
The  total  number  of  teachers  taking  courses  for  the  present  school  year 
is  fifty-six.  During  the  year  from  January  1,  1929  to  December  31,  1929, 
ninety-seven  courses  were  attended  by  Norwood  teachers.

The  school  savings  record  for  the  past  year  is  as  follows:

The  grand  total  for  savings  since  the  plan  of  buying  savings  stamps  has 
been  installed  (February  1,  1923)  is  $57,672.25.  This  is  proof  of  the 
desirability  of  the  plan  over  others  which  were  in  use. 

Transportation 

The  petition  of  a  group  of  citizens  living  in  the  Morse  Hill  district  that 
transportation  be  furnished  to  High  School  pupils  brought  about  a  survey 
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of  the  transportation  situation  of  Norwood  school  pupils  as  furnished  by 
the  Town.  Under  the  School  Committee  regulation  made  April  1,  1918, 
pupils  in  grades  one  to  six  who  live  at  a  distance  exceeding  one  and  one- 
quarter  miles  from  the  school  they  are  entitled  to  attend  are  furnished  free 
transportation.  Pupils  in  grades  seven  and  eight  who  live  over  one  and 
one-half  miles  from  the  Junior  High  School  are  also  entitled  to  transporta¬ 
tion,  but  pupils  above  grade  eight  have  never  received  such  service.  The 
State  law  requires  towns  to  carry  pupils  to  and  from  the  school  they  are 
entitled  to  attend  providing  they  live  at  a  distance  exceeding  two  miles 
This  law  includes  High  School  pupils  and  in  accordance  with  it,  the  School 
Committee  voted  to  make  arrangements  for  carrying  High  School  pupils 
in  this  classification  to  and  from  school  as  soon  as  arrangements  could  be 
made.  The  service  desired  was  advertised  in  the  Norwood  Messenger 
and  bids  were  received,  which  resulted  in  awarding  of  a  contract  to  Mr. 
B.  W.  Sparrow.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  pupils  receiving 
free  transportation  for  the  period  beginning  December  1,  1929.

With  the  increased  demand  for  transportation,  the  cost  under  this  sub¬ 
heading  in  the  budget  necessarily  has  gone  up.  From  an  appropriation 
of  $2600  in  1929-1930,  it  has  been  necessary  to  ask  for  an  appropriation 
of  $4150  for  1930-1931.  With  the  increase  in  enrollment  in  the  Senior 
High  School  which  is  anticipated  for  the  next  three  years  a  mounting  cost 
under  this  sub-heading  cannot  be  avoided.  It  is  estimated  that  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  three  busses  will  be  required  for  High  School  work  alone  by  1932. 

The  School  Committee  rules  on  transportation  as  amended  and  changed 
are: 

1 .  Pupils  in  grades  one  to  six  who  live  a  distance  exceeding  one  and  one- 
quarter  miles  from  the  school  they  are  entitled  to  attend  will  be  furnished 
transportation  at  the  expense  of  the  Town. 

2.  Pupils  in  the  Junior  High  School  (grades  seven,  eight  and  nine)  who 
live  a  distance  exceeding  one  and  one-half  miles  from  the  school  will  be 
furnished  transportation  at  the  expense  of  the  Town. 

3.  Pupils  in  the  Senior  High  School  (grades  ten,  eleven  and  twelve)  who 
live  a  distance  exceeding  two  miles  from  the  school  will  be  furnished  trans¬ 
portation  at  the  expense  of  the  Town. 
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Extraordinary  Outlay 

During  the  past  school  year  the  School  Department  has  been  called 
upon  to  make  many  unusual  expenditures,  practically  all  of  which  were 
not  planned  for  or  included  in  the  original  school  budget  for  the  school 
year.  Outstanding  among  these  expenditures  was  the  outlay  for  equip¬ 
ment,  books  and  supplies,  etc.,  for  the  Guild  school  children  who  lost 
theirs  in  the  fire.  The  total  cost  of  this  outlay  for  fire  loss  was  $4,950.92, 
$2,590.70  of  which  was  required  for  textbooks. 

Another  unexpected  expenditure  was  the  purchasing  of  a  new  Ford 
service  truck  for  the  department  to  replace  a  truck  which  had  been  used 
for  three  years  and  which  was  badly  damaged  in  a  collision  accident  on 
Washington  Street. 

At  the  start  of  the  year  the  School  Committee  was  called  upon  to  expend 
$850  for  emergency  repairs  for  the  heating  system  at  the  Junior  High 
School  and  this  cost  had  not  been  figured  in  the  original  estimate  for 
repairs  and  replacements  in  buildings. 

Employment  of  Minors 

The  following  tables  show  the  employment  and  educational  certificates 
which  have  been  issued  through  the  School  Department  office  during  the 
fiscal  year  1929.  Most  of  the  certificates  issued  to  the  group  under  the 
ages  of  eighteen  to  twenty-one  are  for  those  who  are  out  of  school  and  who 
obtained  certificates  because  of  State  law  requirements. 

Conclusion 

Authorities  in  general  agree  that  education  today  is  for  the  most  part 
centered  in  matters  of  technique.  The  foundations  for  our  education  are 
inheritances  from  Europe.  Under  the  social  conditions  of  living,  a  great 
part  of  the  work  was  done  in  the  home  and  it  was  easy  for  a  child  to  become 
adjusted  to  life  through  home  contacts.  Schools  were  depended  upon 
to  give  simple  techniques  only. 

Conditions  of  the  present  day  are  entirely  different.  Work  is  done  in 
factories  and  offices,  science  and  modern  inventions  removing  most  of 
the  opportunities  for  work  formerly  centered  in  the  home.  The  child 
therefore  has  had  removed  the  opportunity  of  adjustment  to  life  through 
home  contacts  and  he  is  unable  to  gain  this  adjustment  through  school 
contacts  because  only  techniques  are  given  him.  It  is  a  duty  of  the  schools 
to  relate  objectives  with  techniques  in  such  a  way  that  the  life  of  a  child 
may  be  satisfactorily  integrated.  The  demand  is  at  hand  not  only  for 
self-expression,  but  self-expression  in  activities  of  life  which  can  be  inte¬ 
grated  in  purposeful  living. 

The  Norwood  schools  are  attempting  to  meet  the  demands  of  tying 
up  techniques  and  objectives  and  to  help  a  child  as  far  as  possible 
to  gain  the  adjustments  which  he  should  have  upon  leaving  the  school 
system.  To  teach  the  three  R’s  and  the  simple  processes  of  instruction 


Home  Permits,  Employment  and  Educational  Certificates  Issued  Within  the  Calendar  Year,  1929 
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once  in  use  would  be  meeting  only  the  demands  made  upon  the  schools  in 
early  days— merely  the  giving  out  of  techniques.  In  extending  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  vocational  training,  taking  proper  care  and  guidance  of  the 
health  of  pupils,  through  group  instruction,  assembly  work,  through  use 
of  modern  devices  and  equipment  and  through  a  broader  instruction  in  the 
social  sciences  the  school  authorities  believe  that  real  objectives  are  being 
given  and  that  the  schools  are  striving  to  do  their  part.  It  is  regretted 
that  some  are  prone  to  call  the  new  things  in  education  fads  and  frills, 
and  it  is  believed  that  most  of  those  who  take  this  position  would  change 
their  point  of  view  with  a  closer  study  of  what  the  schools  are  called  upon 
to  do  in  the  present  era.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  am  presenting,  herewith,  my  third  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Norwood  Senior  High  School. 

Faculty 

No  changes  whatever  were  made  in  the  personnel  of  the  faculty  during 
the  year  1928-1929.  In  June  our  list  comprised  twenty-six  full  time 
teachers  and  five  part  time  teachers  or  supervisors.  There  being  no  resig¬ 
nations  and  only  a  slight  increase  in  student  enrollment,  additions  and 
replacements  were  not  necessary. 

Enrollment 

On  the  opening  day  of  school,  September  10,  1929,  our  school  registered 
five  hundred  fifty-five  (555)  pupils  as  follows:

This  shows  an  increase  of  thirty-two  pupils  over  the  enrollment  of  Sep¬ 
tember  5,  1928.  The  figures  as  given  by  the  Junior  High  School  enroll¬ 
ment  show  that  for  the  coming  year  we  can  reasonably  expect  an  increase 
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of  from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  students  beginning  September,  1930. 
If,  as  it  appears  now,  we  begin  our  school  year  with  approximately  650 
pupils,  it  most  certainly  will  tax  to  capacity  the  physical  equipment  and 
housing  accommodations  of  our  Senior  High  School.  Our  555  now  require 
using  the  special  rooms  such  as  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Typewriting 
room  for  home  room  purposes.  Next  September,  to  take  care  of  the  in¬ 
crease  of  100  pupils,  we  shall  be  called  upon  to  increase  our  faculty  by 
three  teachers,  and  house  our  students  in  such  rooms  as  the  Library, 
Freehand  Drawing,  and  Sewing  Rooms;  an  altogether  undesirable  but 
necessary  emergency  measure  until  relief  can  come  by  way  of  additional 
class  rooms. 

School  Program 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  no  radical  changes  in  the  plan  of 
administration  or  in  the  general  school  program.  There  are  six  52-minute 
periods  for  all  days  except  Friday  exclusive  of  filing  time  and  allowance 
made  for  recess  of  one  half  hour. 

Our  Accomplishment  Plan  of  work  apparently  is  functioning  quite  as 
expected,  bringing  about  two  distinct  and  very  desirable  results;  namely, 
more  students  than  ever  before  are  learning  that  it  is  for  their  own  personal 
good  and  benefit  to  take  an  assignment,  and  to  accomplish  work  com¬ 
mensurate  with  their  ability — that  is  to  do  a  job  up  to  the  limit  of  their 
native  capacity.  Secondly,  we  are  not  having  any  where  near  the  amount 
of  failures  that  occurred  before  and  during  the  early  introduction  of  the 
Accomplishment  Plan  of  work.  At  the  end  of  the  school  year,  June,  1928, 
we  were  obliged  to  have  six  Seniors,  twenty-one  Juniors,  and  twenty-nine 
Sophomores  repeat  the  year’s  work — a  total  of  fifty-six  pupils,  or  twelve 
per  cent  of  the  enrollment  at  that  time.  At  the  end  of  last  year,  June, 
1929,  four  Seniors,  seven  Juniors  and  eleven  Sophomores — a  total  of 
twenty-two,  or  four  per  cent  of  the  enrollment  were  obliged  to  remain 
in  the  same  grade  a  second  year.  Some  of  these  were  lacking  only  slightly 
in  their  promotion  credits  and  will  be  able  to  catch  up  to  their  class  by 
additional  effort  this  .year.  Both  of  these  advantages  of  the  Accomplish¬ 
ment  Plan  are  highly  desirable.  The  first  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
pupil  himself.  He  is  establishing  the  habit  of  doing  his  best,  not  being- 
satisfied  with  a  piece  of  work,  the  level  of  which  is  below  his  capacity. 
Educationally,  we  consider  this  sound  as  part  of  character  building  and 
training  and  the  establishment  of  proper  habits  for  life  work. 

Secondly,  in  minimizing  the  number  of  repeaters,  we  are  saving  the 
town  the  cost  of  duplicating  the  instruction.  There  are  many  other 
benefits  derived  by  the  Accomplishment  Plan  of  study,  these  having  been 
enumerated  in  the  reports  of  the  past  three  years. 

In  our  bell  schedule  for  this  year,  we  have  made  provision  for  an  eight- 
minute  mid-morning  lunch  period  for  the  pupils  of  the  school  who  require 
additional  nourishment.  Working  with  the  Department  of  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  in  nutrition,  the  teachers  of  the  Physical  Education  Department 
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have  co-operated  by  listing  all  pupils  underweight  or  in  any  way  in  need 
of  additional  nourishment.  These  have  been  urged  to  take  advantage  of 
receiving  a  cup  of  cocoa,  hot  soup  or  milk  with  crackers  at  10  o’clock  each 
morning.  Our  list  now  includes  about  sixty-five  of  the  not-too-robust 
members  of  our  student  body,  and  the  effort  of  our  teachers  in  Home 
Economics  in  the  interest  of  the  pupils’  physical  well  being  is  decidedly 
meritorious  and  commendable.  We  feel  that  it  is  eight  minutes  of  school 
time  well  invested.

This  tabulation  shows  that  not  too  many  of  our  graduates  choose  to 
enter  upon  a  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor 
of  Science  in  college  work.  This,  I  believe,  is  primarily  caused  by  the 
failure  to  see  the  advantages  of  a  general  college  training,  and  the  benefits 
to  the  individual  of  the  cultural  background  secured  through  such  a  college 
course.  We  all  may,  as  parents,  unless  we  use  care  to  avoid  it,  stress  the 
necessity  and  importance  of  having  our  children  rush  to  a  wage-earning 
position.  Certainly  college  enrollments  can  be  taken  to  mean  something 
by  way  of  criterion.  We  should  encourage  more  college  attendance  from 
Norwood,  and  it  can  not  be  stated  as  a  reason  for  not  going  to  college, 
that  our  preparation  is  faulty.  No  pupil  in  the  class  of  1929  who  applied 
for  college,  with  serious  intentions  of  making  the  grade  early  in  his  High 
School  days,  was  refused  entrance,  and  letters  from  universities  and 
colleges  having  our  graduates  testify  that  we  are  sending  very  desirable 
boys  and  girls  to  their  institutions.  They  express  their  desire  to  have 
more  from  our  school. 
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Departments 

Much  of  the  detail  work  as  is  conducted  in  the  various  departments  in 
the  school  is  . outlined  by  the  several  department  heads  in  their  reports. 
Hence  I  will  save  duplication  of  reading  by  giving,  in  brief  form  only, 
departmentalized  aspects  of  the  school  work. 

As  has  been  the  case  during  the  past  decade,  the  Commercial  Depart¬ 
ment  enrolls  a  larger  percentage  than  any  other  one  department  in  school 
with  the  exception  of  the  English  and  Physical  Education  Departments, 
whose  work  is  required  of  all  pupils.  That  there  is  a  direct  value  received 
ifi  securing  the  training  in  our  Commercial  Department  is  not  questioned. 
Graduates  of  our  Commercial  Department  are  filling,  in  good  numbers, 
positions  of  a  clerical  or  a  business  nature,  and  are  doing,  according  to  all 
information  received,  very  creditable,  work.  There  is  ample  room, however, 
for  debate  as  to  whether  of  not  wage-earning  capacity  should  be  made 
the  goal  and  objective  of  secondary  school  education  for  so  many  of  our 
pupils.  We  are  doing  everything  possible  to  introduce  into  our  Com¬ 
mercial  Department  as  much  of  the  cultural  background  as  can  be  had. 
We  do  not,  as  a  faculty,  wish  to  convey  the  idea  to  parents  that  our  Com¬ 
mercial  Department  work  is  similar  to  that  of  a  business  school.  In  the 
opinion  of  most  of  our  educators  of  today,  the  pendulum  has  swung  far 
enough  toward  the  vocational  training  aspects  of  the  High  School  curri¬ 
culum. 

The  Following  Is  A  Special  Report  from  Miss  Grace  C.  McGonagle,  Head 
of  the  Commercial  Department 

“The  Commercial  Department  is  the  largest  vocational  department  in 
the  school  having  a  student  enrollment  of  44%.  This  is  an  increase  of 
about  4%  over  the  preceding  year.  In  September,  1929,  the  subject 
enrollment  in  commercial  work  was  as  follows:  Bookkeeping,  147;  Clerical 
Practice,  245;  Shorthand,  211;  Typewriting,  258;  making  a  total  of  861. 
This  figure  includes  pupils  who  are  taking  from  one  to  four  commercial 
studies  in  the  department.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  are  not  as  many 
pupils  studying  bookkeeping  and  shorthand  as  are  studying  clerical 
practice  and  typewriting.  This  change  has  been  brought  about  by  a  re¬ 
vision  of  our  curriculum  of  study. 

Recent  vocational  research  in  Commercial  Education  has  shown  that 
high  schools  have  over-emphasized  the  importance  of  shorthand  and  book¬ 
keeping,  and  that  commercial  education  was  giving  inadequate  training 
in  general  clerical  practice.  Our  revised  curriculum  is  well-balanced  in 
that  it  is  a  good  combination  of  technical  and  social  studies,  and  aims  to 
meet  the  change  in  business  and  social  organization.  Grade  X  offers 
basic  training  in  “try-out”  courses  in  bookkeeping,  combined  shorthand 
and  typewriting,  and  clerical  practice.  Differentiation  begins  in  Grade  XI 
which  allows  a  pupil  to  select  the  major  field  of  business  activity  he  wishes 
to  enter.  Shorthand,  which  was  formerly  a  required  subject  in  Grades 
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XI  and  XII,  has  been  changed  to  an  elective.  It  is  now  offered  only  to 
those  who  are  interested  in  it  and  who  are  capable  of  doing  good  work. 
A  study  of  the  curricula  of  study  will  show  that  the  Commercial  curri¬ 
culum  offers  pupils  a  wide  selection  of  elective  subjects.  In  a  30-period 
a  week  program,  the  required  work  of  the  curriculum  is  as  follows: 

Grade  X — twelve  periods  of  work  required,  of  which  eight  periods  is 
prepared  work. 

Grade  XI — eight  periods  of  unprepared  work  is  required. 

Grade  XII — five  periods  of  unprepared  work  is  required. 

The  new  course  of  study  in  clerical  practice  has  proved  to  be  generally 
practical  in  the  following  ways: 

1.  It  meets  a  distinct  vocational  need  in  commercial  education.  This 
course  is  made  up  of  short  units  of  instruction  in  filing,  calculating  and 
bookkeeping  machine  operation,  and  in  the  vise  of  the  dictaphone. 

2.  It  provides  guidance  and  “try-out”  opportunities  in  general  and 
special  clerical  occupations. 

3.  It  solves  some  of  the  problems  of  individual  differences,  “drop-outs”, 
and  “misfits”. 

4.  It  is  a  clearing  house  for  a  large  amount  of  “special  work”  not  only 
for  the  High  School,  but  for  the  School  Department. 

5.  It  aids  in  developing  a  vocational  attitude  and  atmosphere  by  giving 
practice  and  functioning  subject-matter  on  real  jobs.  In  so  far  as  possible, 
instruction  is  based  on  prevailing  occupational  standards. 

6.  It  has  been  conducive  to  greater  co-operation  between  the  school 
and  local  business  concerns. 


During  the  year,  requests  were  made  for  Senior  co-operative  part-time 
work  in  local  concerns.  We  were  able  to  arrange  pupils’  programs  for 
this  type  of  work  by  excusing  them  from  their  commercial  work,  believing 
that  the  practical  office  experience  was  immeasurably  worth  more  than 
the  class  room  work.  A  few  of  our  Seniors  were  employed  on  full  time 
before  graduation.  These  pupils  were  excused  from  commercial  work 
and  were  allowed  an  opportunity  to  make  up  the  other  subjects  they  missed. 

The  placement  and  follow-up  records  of  the  graduating  class  show  that 
many  of  our  graduates  were  fortunate  in  securing  employment  in  the 
following  local  offices:

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For  both  boys  and  girls,  a  broad  foundation  in  the  fundamental  academic 
and  cultural  subjects  makes  for  a  more  complete  and  useful  life  after  school 
and  does  not  retard  the  acquiring  of  a  means  to  a  livelihood — rather,  it 
makes  it  easier. 

For  girls  we  feel  that  more  thought,  time,  and  attention  should  be  given 
to  “Worthy  home  membership”,  even  though  the  trend  of  times  seems  to 
point  in  the  direction  of  placing  women  actively  in  the  field  of  business 
and  the  work-a-day  world.  The  future  homes  of  Norwood  and  every 
other  community  are  going  to  suffer  unless  girls  are  trained  to  see  that 
caring  for  the  home  efficiently  and  effectively  is  just  as  much  a  business 
and  far  more  important  than  to  be  trained  for  a  career  as  a  business  or 
professional  woman. 

Believing  this  to  be  true  and  educationally  sound,  the  faculty,  at  the 
recommendation  of  Miss  Bridges,  Flead  of  the  Home  Economics  Depart¬ 
ment,  has  voted  that  every  girl,  before  she  graduates  from  the  High  School 
should  be  required,  in  all  curricula,  to  take  two  periods  a  week,  during 
ione  of  her  three  years,  in  Home  Economics.  This  course  is  called  Home 
Economics  Required,  and  in  September,  1930,  the  majority  of  our  girls 
of  the  Junior  Class  will  be  enrolled  in  the  divisions  of  this  instruction.  In  * 
requiring  this  course,  and  in  support  of  its  necessity,  the  faculty  holds  no 
brief  for  the  ability  of  women  in  the  field  of  business  or  in  professional  life, 
but  does  hold  grave  apprehensions  as  to  the  general  usefulness  and  fitness 
of  man  as  a  housekeeper  and  a  trainer  of  little  children. 

In  the  Practical  Arts  for  boys,  we  have  long  since  reached  our  capacity 
for  work  in  this  department.  We  are  at  a  standstill  now  and  using  our 
equipment  provided  for  up  to  the  maximum  enrollment.  Expansion  on 
this  program  to  meet  the  increased  demand  for  instruction  is  impossible 
until  further  room  is  provided.  The  department  head,  Mr.  Wheeler,  very 
amply  covers  the  work  and  needs  of  his  department  in  his  report. 

In  athletics,  Mr.  Murray  admirably  holds  up  the  traditionally  high 
character  and  standards  of  achievement.  His  combined  seasons  show 
uniformly  reasonable  success  in  the  different  sports,  and  our  aim  to  ex¬ 
emplify  the  highest  type  of  sportsmanship  is  constantly  in  evidence  and 
remarked  upon  by  our  opponents.  From  an  educational  point  of  view, 
we  feel  our  boys  and  girls  are  receiving  not  only  instruction  in  the  games 
themselves,  but  far  more  important,  they  are  coming  in  contact  with  the 
kind  of  leadership  which  makes  for  character  building  and  is  bound  to 
make  of  them  better  men  and  women. 

The  program  of  the  club  activities  has  been  expanded  in  an  effort  to 
meet  the  increased  need  of  social  training  of  our  boys  and  girls.  We  now 
have  in  school  fifteen  clubs  enrolling  450  pupils,  or  better  than  81%  of 
our  students.  These  clubs  are  as  follows:

The  meeting  of  these  clubs  come  one  period  every  other  week  approx¬ 
imately,  and  alternates  with  our  school  assemblies  in  the  extra  curricula 
program.  To  give  the  entire  details  of  the  activity  of  these  clubs  would 
be  needless.  It  is  widely  known  that  not  only  are  we  doing  much  good  by 
our  clubs,  but  much  very  valuable  training  is  coming  to  those  partici¬ 
pating.  Their  importance  to  the  life  of  the  High  School  boy  or  girl  is  no 
longer  a  debated  matter. 

In  passing,  it  might  be  well  to  add  that  our  Orchestra  has  received  the 
rating  of  the  “A”  group  of  the  Massachusetts  High  School  Orchestral 
Society.  We  are  to  compete  for  the  first  time  in  the  annual  competition 
of  High  School  orchestras  from  all  over  the  state.  This  year  this  com¬ 
petition  is  being  held  in  Waltham,  Massachusetts,  in  May. 

All  of  our  clubs  are  a  distinct  credit  to  the  school  and  make  for  a  very 
vital  and  important  part  in  the  school  organization. 

Among  the  outstanding  needs  of  the  school,  as  enumerated  in  my  report 
of  December  1,  1929,  these  seem  to  require  most  immediate  attention  and 
consideration : 

1 .  Additional  class  room  facilities  to  take  care  of  an  anticipated  enroll¬ 
ment  of  September,  1931,  of  over  700  pupils. 

2.  An  auditorium  in  which  to  carry  on  the  necessary  program  of  as¬ 
semblies,  dramatics,  debating,  and  all  musical  and  club  activities. 

The  Following  Is  A  Report  from  Miss  Ruth  M.  Gow,  Dean  of  Girls 

“/.  The  Little  Office 

This  year  the  little  office  (near  the  teachers’  room)  has  been  shared  by 
Miss  McGonagle,  Principal’s  Assistant,  and  me.  Each  of  us  have  the  use 
of  it  three  periods  a  day. 

The  office  has  been  made  physically  and  aesthetically  comfortable  and 
attractive  by  the  addition  of  window  box,  flowers,  cushions,  pictures,  and 
other  colorful  articles. 

Books  on  etiquette,  manners,  entertaining,  vocational  guidance,  and 
other  inspirational  subjects  have  been  placed  in  the  office  for  the  use  of 
the  girls  any  period  when  the  office  is  occupied  by  the  Dean. 

A  private  office  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Dean  would  be  most  advan¬ 
tageous. 

II.  Dean's  Cards 

Tn  the  Dean’s  office  there  is  filed  for  each  girl  in  the  school  a  large  card 
containing  personal  information  about  the  girl,  her  picture,  her  school 
record,  and  her  personality  record. 
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Personality  Records.  The  personality  record  of  students  has  been  re¬ 
corded  this  year  for  the  first  time.  Hereafter  every  spring,  records  will 
be  made  of  the  combined  estimate  of  the  Faculty  about  each  student’s 
personality.  Pupils  are  marked  on  seventeen  qualities.  Any  girl  ma\ 
see  her  record  upon  request  and  discuss  her  shortcomings  with  the  Dean. 

III.  Attendance 

As  in  previous  years,  absent,  tardy,  and  dismissal  cards  were  used  which 
had  to  be  signed  by  the  girls’  parents. 

The  home  of  every  girl  whose  name  was  on  the  absent  list  and  who  had 
a  telephone  was  called  each  morning. 

There  were  four  known  cases  of  truancy  among  girls.  Three  of  these 
were  very  early  in  the  year. 

The  number  of  dismissals  was,  I  believe,  too  large.  Miss  Kiley,  Physical 
Director  for  the  girls,  has  agreed  to  help  in  reducing  this  number  next  year. 

We  have  no  separate  record  of  the  attendance  of  girls  for  previous  years 
in  tabulated  form  so  I  could  draw  no  comparisons. 

I  V.  Withdrawals  from  School 

No  girl  has  been  allowed  to  leave  school  this  year  without  a  full  in¬ 
vestigation  being  made  as  to  the  reasons  for  it.  Unless  it  was  quite 
obvious  that  the  girl  was  unable  to  do  High  School  work  and  was  w  asting 
time  in  remaining,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  prevent  her  leaving.

V.  Health 


Twenty-six  girls  whose  health  seemed  poor  were  referred  to  the  school 
nurse.  Appointments  were  made  through  the  Dean’s  office  for  a  personal 
interview  between  the  nurse  and  each  of  these  girls.  Advice  on  personal 
hygiene  and  health  was  given.  Whenever  necessary  the  case  was  fol¬ 
lowed  up  by  either  the  nurse  or  the  Dean. 
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VI.  Scholarship 

The  importance  of  high  scholarship  has  been  emphasized  consistently 
throughout  the  year.  Effort  has  been  made  to  reduce  the  number  ot 
failures  and  increase  the  number  of  names  on  the  honor  roll  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  ways: 

1.  Every  girl  who  failed  any  subject  was  interviewed  after  each  mark¬ 
ing  period. 

2.  Whenever  possible,  a  girl  who  showed  inability  to  master  one  subject 
was  transferred  to  another. 

3.  If  a  girl  whose  program  was  heavy  was  doing  poor  work  in  general, 
her  program  was  lightened  by  the  dropping  of  one  subject. 

4.  Insofar  as  time  allowed,  honor  roll  pupils  were  personally  com¬ 
mended. 

5.  When  home  conditions  were  found  to  account  for  poor  scholarship, 
an  explanation  to  the  teachers  frequently  proved  sufficient  to  bring  about 
an  adjustment  and  understanding  which  improved  the  situation. 

6.  When  poor  health  seemed  responsible  for  low  scholarship,  the  school 
nurse  was  consulted.  (One  case  of  chronic  appendicitis  was  discovered 
in  this  way.) 

7.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year  letters  were  sent  to  the  parents  of 
twenty-five  girls  whose  work  seemed  worthy  of  special  note. 

No  girl  who  began  the  year  with  senior  rating  failed  to  graduate. 

One  girl  who  failed  promotion  a  year  ago  but  who  hoped  to  make  up 
her  wrork  and  graduate,  failed  to  do  so. 

There  was  a  total  of  18  failure  marks  for  the  year  for  girls  of  the  Sopho¬ 
more  and  Junior  Classes. 

Three  girls  from  the  Sophomore  and  Junior  Classes  failed  to  be  pro¬ 
moted. 

An  extensive  questionnaire  concerning  her  school  work  was  filled  out  by 
every  girl  after  the  second  marking  period.  •  These  questionnaires  were 
unsigned  and  gave  the  pupil  an  opportunity  to  comment  favorably  or 
unfavorably  upon  her  work. 

Statistics  were  compiled  by  the  Dean  and  a  copy  given  to  the  Head  of 
each  Department.  They  proved  interesting  and  enlightening  in  some 
cases.  One  definite  result  was  the  establishment  of  a  system  in  the  giving 
of  term  examinations  whereby  no  pupil  can  have  more  than  two  examina¬ 
tions  in  one  day. 

VII.  Group  Meetings 

There  have  been  nine  meetings  held  by  the  Dean  with  all  the  girls,  or 
all  the  girls  of  one  class.

One  period  a  week  was  devoted  to  “Activities”.  During  that  period 
meetings  of  all  girls  in  any  of  the  activities  in  Group  B  took  place.  There¬ 
fore,  it  was  possible  for  a  girl  to  partake  in  only  one  of  the  activities  in 
this  group. 

The  girls  who  took  part  in  more  than  three  extra-curricula  activities 
were  good  students.  Generally  two  of  their  activities  were  from  Group  D . 

A'  I.  Employment 

Thirty-two  girls  were  placed  in  part  time  positions  through  the  Dean’s 
office. 

These  positions  were  mostly  for  nurse  maids  or  mother’s  helpers.  (All 
office  positions  or  positions  of  a  clerical  nature  are  filled  through  the 
Commercial  Department.) 

At  least  two  and  sometimes  three  or  four  girls  were  sent  out  to  be  inter¬ 
viewed  for  each  position. 

The  employer’s  report  of  each  girl  hired  has  been  filed.” 

We  feel  certain  that  the  school  is  going  forward  and  its  progress  is  steady 
and  in  keeping  with  educational  trends  in  the  more  up-to-date  communi¬ 
ties.  We  appreciate  the  fact  that  Norwood  has  done  unusually  and  re¬ 
markably  well  by  its  boys  and  girls  in  the  High  School.  In  fact,  our 
educational  advantages  offered  are  equaled  by  only  a  few  communities  in 
the  state.  It  sometimes  seems  that  a  limit  has  been  reached  as  to  what 
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can  be  done,  yet  we  must  ever  try  to  better  the  educational  facilities,  the 
equipment,  and  instruction  for  our  boys  and  girls. 

The  continued  support  of  the  townspeople,  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
our  Committee,  with  your  helpful  leadership  and  readiness  to  counsel, 
the  untiring  and  never-ceasing  efforts  on  the  part  of  our  teachers  are  all 
important  factors  in  the  successful  year  just  completed. 

I  sincerely  appreciate  the  combined  endeavors  to  keep  moving  effectively 
this  big  job  of  ours — training  our  youth.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

On  January  1,  1929,  the  total  enrollment  in  the  Junior  High  School  was 
897;  and  on  January  1,  1930,  it  is  930.  The  present  sixth  grade  enroll¬ 
ment  is  339.  We  are  sending  about  240  to  high  school  in  June,  which  will 
leave  a  gain  in  enrollment  of  nearly  100  for  the  present  year,  and  will  make 
our  enrollment  over  1000  in  September,  1930. 

We  shall  of  necessity,  have  ten  ninth  grades,  nine  eighth  grades,  and 
ten  seventh  grades,  since  the  new  rooms  are  arranged  to  seat  only  thirty  - 
five  pupils.  None  of  the  sections  should  have  more  than  thirty-five 
pupils  per  section.  All  of  the  eighth  grades  will  have  more  than  thirty- 
five  pupils  and  every  room  that  can  possibly  be  used  as  such  will  contain 
a  home  room  section,  including  the  Mechanical  Drawing  room,  while  the 
“Library”  (room  200)  will  have  two  sections.  In  other  words,  the  building 
will  be  practically  full  to  seating  capacity  in  the  fall  of  1930. 

Attendance 

Attendance  so  far  this  year  has  been  very  much  better  than  last  year. 
This  is  particularly  true  in  the  matter  of  punctuality.  Last  year  up  to 
December  10,  there  were  693  cases  of  tardiness;  this  year  there  have  been 
440  cases  up  to  January  1,  which  shows  quite  a  gain  and  improvement; 
but  we  still  are  having  too  many  cases  of  both  tardiness  and  absence. 
We  have  too  many  weak  alibis  from  parents,  and  the  responsibility  of 
getting  pupils  to  school  on  time  really  rests  with  them,  not  with  the  teachers. 

The  New  Addition 

At  this  writing,  the  new  addition  is  nearly  completed  and  we  expect  to 
occupy  it  fully  sometime  in  January.  The  new  classrooms  were  occupied 
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in  October,  and  are  all  filled  to  capacity,  as  the  Everett  building  was 
abandoned  for  all  Junior  High  School  activities  as  soon  as  the  new  rooms 
were  ready.  We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  work  out  our  plans  because 
three  of  the  rooms  in  the  building  are  occupied  by  sections  which  normally 
were  in  the  Guild  School  and  this  has  of  necessity  compelled  us  to  abandon 
the  plans  for  opportunity  classes,  and  the  library  arrangements  which 
are  becoming  more  and  more  a  necessity.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Fisher 
building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  October  so  that  we  can  proceed 
with  these  plans. 

Some  provision  will  have  to  be  made  for  stage  furnishings  in  the 
gymnasium  if  the  stage  is  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  dramatics, 
as  there  are  none  of  any  kind  at  present.  Suitable  curtains  and  stage 
settings  will  be  required  and  a  place  to  store  them  when  they  are  not  in 
use  must  be  provided,  since  none  can  be  left  in  place,  as  the  stage  is  in  use 
daily  and  all  day  as  a  girls’  gymnasium.  The  splendid  gymnasium  ap¬ 
paratus  is  on  hand  but  we  find  that  it  is  of  such  size  that  there  is  no  ade¬ 
quate  storage  room  for  it,  since  it  will  not  go  through  the  door  into  any 
of  the  rooms  provided,  so  that  the  only  place  where  it  can  be  stored  when 
not  in  use  is  in  the  public  entrance  lobbies  to  the  main  building,  which 
from  various  angles  does  not  seem  a  suitable  place  to  keep  such  properties. 

The  Library 

Educators  maintain  that  in  a  school  of  this  description  and  size  a  library 
is  a  necessity  if  we  are  to  educate.  We  have  at  present  about  six  or  seven 
hundred  volumes  or  more,  including  a  very  good  collection  of  reference 
books,  with  no  adequate  housing  facilities  where  they  may  be  made  avail¬ 
able  for  pupils  use.  Some  are  at  present  in  the  library  (room  200)  which 
is  in  use  constantly  as  a  music  room  with  classes  averaging  seventy  pupils; 
some  are  distributed  in  various  classrooms;  and  others,  particularly  the 
reference  books  are  in  the  Principal’s  office,  the  only  place  in  the  building 
where  pupils  can  use  them,  so  that  in  this  small  room  from  one  to  a  dozen 
or  fifteen  boys  and  girls  (the  capacity  of  the  room),  are  trying  to  do  some 
studying,  while  school  administration  is  proceeding  at  the  same  time. 
The  situation  does  not  admit  of  efficiency  in  either  activity  lor  there  is 
constant  friction. 

It  has  been  the  plan  to  take  one  of  the  classrooms  on  the  middle  floor, 
strip  it,  and  refit  it  as  a  library,  where  all  books  may  be  made  available  to 
pupils  of  all  grades.  This  proposition  has  been  defeated  by  the  fact  that 
all  the  rooms  arc  needed  for  classroom  purposes,  but  if  the  new  school  on 
the  Fisher  lot  is  completed  for  use  in  September  1930,  we  can  have  our 
purpose  carried  out.  For  this  plan,  much  of  the  furniture  is  on  hand, 
and  stored  in  the  basement  where  it  is  in  the  way.  The  school  will  need 
a  librarian  to  care  for  the  activities  of  this  room,  and  properly  care  for  the 
property. 
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Practical  Arts  Department 

Perhaps  the  biggest  need  of  the  school  is  more  adequate  equipment  of 
the  Practical  Arts  Department.  There  have  been  no  additions  to  equip¬ 
ment  nor  teacher  personnel  in  this  department  since  1923.  Meantime 
registration  has  increased  from  700  to  over  900.  Professor  J.  B.  Davis 
tells  us  that  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  school  should  be  in  this  activity  as 
much  as  possible.  This  is  provided  for  as  far  as  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  are  concerned.  We  have  five  Practical  Arts  instructors  and  over 
seven  hundred  of  the  nine  hundred  and  forty  pupils  in  the  school  are  in 
these  two  grades.  Many  of  the  ninth-grade  pupils  however,  are  not 
doing  anything  in  this  line.  The  proposed  enlargement  of  the  shop  and 
printing  rooms  will  admit  of  larger  classes  in  this  department,  which  at 
present  are  limited  to  twenty-four  pupils  per  class.  The  new  addition 
has  an  additional  food-laboratory,  the  provision  for  an  additional  sewing 
room,  and  with  proper  equipment  and  with  additional  instructors,  a  great 
step  in  advance  could  be  made  along  the  line  in  increasing  the  amount  of 
work  in  the  department.  At  present  the  instructors  already  here  are 
working  too  many  periods  a  week,  but  willingly  and  cheerfully  accept  the 
situation.  More  pupils  in  this  grade,  and  in  high  school,  are  electing 
to  follow  this  course  and  it  is  only  proper  that  they  should  do  so,  for  here 
a  boy  or  girl  who  has  no  expectation  nor  desire  to  go  to  college  to  pursue 
an  academic  education  beyond  high  school,  can  get  a  training  in  all  trades 
to  help  start  in  life,  for  while  these  courses  in  no  sense  of  the  word  are  trade 
courses,  nor  do  they  pretend  to  teach  a  trade,  the  experience  in  these  classes 
form  a  basis  for  intelligent  choice  and  judgement. 

Extra  Curricula 

All  the  extra  curricular  activities  are  well  and  fully  organized.  Aside 
from  the  regular  gymnasium  work,  an  extensive  intra-mural  soccer  pro¬ 
gram  was  carried  through  to  a  conclusion  in  the  fall,  each  room  being 
represented  in  a  competition  by  a  series  of  twenty-eight  games  for  each 
team  in  the  school.  A  trophy  was  awarded  to  grade  8J.  As  has  been 
done  in  former  years  a  similar  Basketball  program  for  both  boys  and  girls 
is  to  be  organized  this  winter  as  soon  as  the  gymnasium  is  available. 
There  being  twenty-seven  home  rooms,  there  will  be  at  least  twenty-seven 
teams  organized  to  play  in  the  Basketball  series;  each  team  including  at 
least  ten  or  twelve  pupils  in  this  activity.  All  these  games  are  played 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  instructors.  In  the  spring  we  have 
baseball  for  boys  and  volley  ball  for  girls  organized  along  the  same  line. 
A  trophy  is  awarded  to  each  winning  team,  and  the  name  of  the  winning 
team  with  the  date  is  engraved  on  the  trophy.  These  trophies  remain 
in  the  school  for  future  competitions  Good  sportsmanship  is  the  aim  of 
these  competitions  along  with  physical  development,  and  we  feel  that  the 
training  received  is  of  lasting  benefit  and  value  to  both  boys  and  girls. 
A  place  will  be  needed  for  baseball  as  we  no  longer  have  the  use  of  the 
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Civic  field.  We  have  a  team  in  basket  ball  representing  the  school  which 
will  take  about  eight  or  ten  games  with  teams  of  the  same  age  from  neigh¬ 
boring  towns. 

In  addition  to  these  athletic  activities  we  have  seventeen  organized 
clubs,  the  work  of  which  needs  to  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.  One  of  the 
best  of  these  clubs  is  the  “Arguelot”.  This  club  has  charge  of  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  school  paper,  a  six-  or  eight-page  publication  issued  monthly 
filled  with  school  news  and  items  of  interest  for  the  pupils  in  the  school. 
It  is  set  up  and  printed  in  the  school  print  shop  by  boys  in  the  printing 
classes  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  McAuliffe.  It  is  sold  to  pupils  only  for 
two  cents  a  copy.  The  money  obtained  is  used  to  defray  expenses  of  the 
paper  itself  and  of  the  various  activities  of  the  school  otherwise  unpro¬ 
vided  for.  This  club  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Cooney.  All  the 
officials  in  charge  of  the  paper  are  pupils  of  the  school.  The  paper  is 
supplemented  by  the  “Year  Book”,  a  club  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Cullinane  which  club  has  charge  in  the  same  manner  of  the  “Year  Book”, 
the  school  magazine  which  is  issued  once,  in  June,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Teachers 

During  the  year,  out  of  thirty-two  teachers,  the  Junior  High  School 
has  lost  three;  the  first  time  in  two  years  any  teacher  has  been  lost.  One 
of  these  resigned  because  of  marriage,  and  the  other  two  to  take  better 
positions.  An  increase  of  one  hundred  pupils  in  grade  nine  next  year  will 
mean  two  teachers  more  as  one  of  the  present  teachers  will  be  shifted  from 
grade  eight  to  grade  nine.  I  can  but  concede  that  very,  very  much  of 
the  present  good  condition  in  which  we  find  the  school,  in  every  respect, 
is  due  to  the  loyalty  and  energy  of  the  teaching  force. 

We  have  many  cases  of  home  “trouble”  which  should  have  special  in¬ 
vestigation,  and  a  “home-school”  visitor  in  the  system  for  such  investi¬ 
gations  would  be  a  valuable  addition  in  the  school  force,  not  alone  for  this 
school,  but  for  the  entire  system- — a  woman  preferably,  and  specially 
trained  to  go  to  the  home  on  errands  where  the  truant  officer  does  not 
seem  to  be  the  one  to  send. 


Opportunity  Classes 

Attached  hereto  is  an  Age-Grade  Chart  of  this  school  as  of  October  1, 
1929;  twelve  years  and  six  months  being  the  normal  age  of  a  child  in  grade 
seven,  thirteen  years  and  six  months  in  grade  eight,  and  fourteen  years 
and  six  months  in  grade  nine. 

Of  course  if  a  child  is  thirteen  years  and  six  months  old  and  still  in 
grade  seven,  it  means  that  somewhere  along  the  line,  for  some  reason  he 
has  been  held  back,  and  is  a  year  behind  where  he  should  be  chronologically. 
A  glance  at  the  chart  will  showr  that  a  great  many  children  are  thus  re¬ 
tarded,  some  of  them  as  many  as  three  years,  and  are  still  beyond  their 
depths  floundering  about  getting  nowhere. 

For  this  reason,  opportunity  classes  are  organized  and  it  is  evident  we

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need  one  in  this  school,  but  as  stated  before  we  can  have  nothing  of  the 
kind  until  rooms  at  the  present  occupied  by  Guild  School  elementary 
grades,  are  vacated.  These  children  should  not  be  mixed  with  other 
children  for  various  reasons— the  chief  one  being  that  it  is  not  well  for  the 
children  themselves.  A  special  room  should  be  provided  and  children 
-should  be  removed  from  groups  which  they  do  not  fit,  and  provide  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  their  health  and  development  which  because  of  numbers, 
they  cannot  obtain  elsewhere.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Physical  Education  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  work  in  the  Physical  Education  Department  during  the  past  year 
has  been  carried  on  along  the  lines  of  the  program  issued  by  the  State 
Department  of  Physical  Education.  During  the  year  of  1930  the  Junior 
High  School  pupils  will  have  their  own  gymnasium,  lockers,  and  shower 
baths,  which  will  help  us  to  carry  out  a  more  extensive  program  in  this 
school. 

In  the  grade  schools  the  competition  for  best  results  in  three  phases  of 
health  work,  Weight,  Teeth  and  Posture  was  carried  on  again  this  year. 
The  results  in  good  posture  showred  an  increase  over  last  year.  The  extra 
school  activities  program  is  also  increasing:  soccer  and  volley  ball,  are 
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played  during  fall  and  spring.  In  the  spring,  an  inter-school  baseball 
league,  is  carried  on  with  high  school  boys  acting  as  umpires 

On  June  first,  a  demonstration  of  Physical  Education,  by  all  the  pupils 
of  the  first  six  grades  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  was  given  on  the 
Senior  High  School  Athletic  Field.  Every  phase  of  Physical  Education 
work  taught  in  the  grades  was  shown  during  the  program.  This  was  a 
large  undertaking  and  could  not  have  been  successfully  carried  out  without 
the  cooperation  of  all.  The  principals  and  teachers  cooperated  in  every' 
way  with  Miss  Osborn  both  in  making  costumes  and  helping  in  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  the  various  numbers,  as  well  as  giving  up  theii  Saturday  to  be 
present  with  their  classes  at  the  demonstration.  Mr.  Dethier  formed  a 
band  of  thirty-two  pieces  for  the  occasion.  The  Practical  Arts  Depart¬ 
ment  at  Junior  High  School  printed  the  programs  and  the  boys  at  Senior 
High  School  made  the  May  Pole  and  helped  mark  out  the  field. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  the  girls,  in  addition  to  regular  class  work, 
play'ed  elimination  tournaments  in  modified  soccer  ball,  volley  ball  and 
dodge  ball.  The  ninth  grade  girls  also  play  inter-division  basket  ball  and 
in  the  spring  are  taught  the  rudiments  of  field  hockey.  Practically  every 
girl  is  entered  in  some  form  of  extra  school  activity. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  the  girls  of  the  two  upper  classes  entered 
100%  in  the  state-wide,  all  student  track  meet.  Margaret  Corcoran 
won  a  place  in  the  state  meet  with  thirty-four  points.  A  great  deal  of 
interest  was  shown  in  tennis.  Last  spring  a  great  number  of  girls  par¬ 
ticipated  in  this  form  of  sport  and  this  fall  a  very  successful  tennis  tourna¬ 
ment  was  conducted  for  the  girls.  Field  hockey'  w'as  also  played  during 
the  fall  months  and  in  December  about  fifty  girls  reported  for  basket  ball. 
Inter-class  games  will  be  play'ed  first  and  then  a  team  will  be  picked  to 
represent  the  school  in  a  few  outside  games.  A  good  many  girls  in  the 
High  School  work  after  school  but  for  those  who  do  not,  there  is  ample 
opportunity  to  engage  in  some  form  of  sport  outside  of  school  hours. 

Intramural  athletics  are  being  stressed  for  boys  in  the  Junior  High 
School,  i.e.  athletics  within  the  school,  although  competition  with  other 
schools  is  carried  on  in  a  moderate  way'. 

In  basket  ball  a  league  was  formed  consisting  of  10  seventh  grade  teams, 
8  eighth  grade  teams,  and  8  ninth  grade  teams,  which  makes  a  total  of 
208  boys  playing  in  this  sport.  There  were  in  all,  101  games  of  basket 
ball  played  outside  of  the  final  championships. 

Pupil  leadership  and  officiating  is  practiced  throughout  both  the  Senior 
and  Junior  High  Schools  with  very  good  results. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  a  team  was  selected  from  the  class  teams  to 
represent  the  school  in  outside  competition  and  a  schedule  of  8  games  was 
played.  The  class  team  representing  9C  wron  the  basket  ball  cup. 

During  the  spring  term,  baseball  w'as  played  by  all  grades  of  the  Junior 
High  School. 

A  seventh  grade  baseball  league  was  formed  and  games  weie  play'ed  at 
the  Everett  School  grounds.  Mrs.  Everett,  head  teacher  of  the  Everett 
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School,  supervised  the  running  of  these  games,  and  a  great  deal  of  credit 
is  due  her  for  the  success  of  this  league. 

A  league  was  also  conducted  in  the  8th  grade  and  a  team  was  selected 
to  represent  the  school  in  8  outside  games. 

Soccer  is  the  game  played  in  the  fall  by  the  boys  in  the  Junior  High. 
About  275  boys  played  in  the  23  league  games.  The  winner  of  the  soccer 
cup  was  the  team  representing  8B. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  all  pupils  were  given  a  physical  examination 
by  the  school  physicians  and  only  a  very  small  per  cent  was  excused  from 
regular  class  work. 

The  regular  class  work  with  both  Senior  and  Junior  High  School  pupils 
consists  of  drill,  calisthenics,  apparatus,  exercises  and  games.  Correct 
posture,  proper  physical  development,  and  proper  coordination  of  mind 
and  body,  are  the  ends  sought  for  in  our  class  work. 

Athletics  for  boys  in  the  Senior  High  consisted  of  basket  trail,  baseball, 
football,  hockey,  track,  and  tennis. 

The  basket  ball  squad  consisted  of  forty-two  members.  Of  this  number, 
nine  were  considered  members  of  the  school  team.  Nine  others  made  up 
the  school  second  team.  The  remaining  candidates  formed  class  teams 
and  played  a  series  for  the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School. 

Twenty-eight  boys  reported  to  Mr.  McBay  for  hockey  and  a  schedule 
of  ten  games  was  played  with  outside  teams.  The  rink  provided  in  the 
rear  of  the  school  would  not  hold  water  and  therefore  all  games  had  to  be 
played  away  from  home. 

In  April,  sixty-five  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
Senior  High  School  baseball  team.  Fifteen  players  were  considered  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  first  team.  Twelve  others  played  on  the  second  team.  The 
school  team  played  a  schedule  of  fifteen  games,  while  the  second  team 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Wallace  Sawyer  played  ten  games. 

A  school  track  team  was  organized  in  April  and  six  meets  were  par¬ 
ticipated  in.  Mr.  Eastwood  had  charge  of  the  field  event  men,  and  Mr. 
McBay,  the  runners.  About  twenty-five  boys  enjoyed  this  branch  of 
sport  and  a  very  successful  season  was  the  result. 

In  September,  seventy-two  boys  reported  for  football  and  a  schedule 
of  nine  games  was  played  with  outside  teams.  As  a  result  ol  the  season, 
the  team  won  all  of  their  games.  The  second  team  played  two  games  with 
outside  teams.  The  third  played  two  games  with  other  opponents. 

The  tennis  courts  were  in  use  practically  every  day  during  the  Spring 
and  Fall,  and  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  was  derived  through  this  medium  of 
exercise. 

Basket  ball  practice  for  boys  started  in  December  and  so  far,  forty -six 
candidates  have  signified  their  intention  of  playing  during  the  winter 
season.  A  schedule  of  twelve  games  has  been  arranged  with  other  schools, 
and  also  a  second  team  schedule.  A  series  of  class  games  will  be  played 
during  the  season. 
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About  thirty  boys  have  reported  to  Mr.  McBay  for  hockey  and  a  suit¬ 
able  schedule  will  be  arranged. 

Tn  the  State  All-Student  Track  Meet  100%  of  the  boys  of  the  two  upper 
classes  competed,  six  boys  winning  honor  certificates. 

The  members  of  this  department  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  to 
all  members  of  the  school  department  and  the  citizens  for  their  loyal  sup¬ 
port  in  our  work.

The  dental  program  has  been  carried  out  in  the  same  manner  as  last 
year,  that  is,  the  examination  of  all  children  in  Grades  I  to  VI  inclusive. 
Only  children  in  Grades  I,  II  and  III  who  could  not  employ  the  services 
of  a  private  dentist  were  treated  at  the  dental  clinic.  Notices  of  defects 
for  children  in  all  grades  were  sent  to  parents  and  the  correction  of  these 
by  the  family  dentist  was  urged  for  all  children  in  Grades  IV,  V  and  VI. 

The  health  work  for  the  year  was  brought  to  a  close  on  June  first,  the 
May  Day,  Health  Day  Exercises  taking  place  then. 

The  committees  of  awards  and  publicity  were  made  up  of  grade  teachers. 
Attractive  buttons  were  distributed  to  the  children  in  place  of  the  more 
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or  less  perishable  paper  tags  supplied  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health.  Children  within  the  limits  of  10%  below  and  20%  above  normal 
weight  for  height  and  age  were  given  the  weight  buttons.  Dental  buttons 
were  earned  by  all  who  brought  certificates  from  their  dentists  stating  that 
all  necessary  work  had  been  completed.  Children  who,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  classroom  teacher  and  the  physical  education  director,  demonstrated 
good  standing,  sitting  and  walking  posture  throughout  the  year,  received 
posture  buttons.  Those  eligible  for  all  three  buttons  were  decorated  with 
a  large  button  with  a  gold  lettered  blue  ribbon  attached. 

Shattuck  School  received  the  highest  per  cent  of  all  the  buttons  and 
was  awarded  the  large  white  silk  banner.  Small  blue  felt  banners  were 
given  out  to  the  classroom  in  each  grade  showing  the  highest  per  cent  in 
each  of  the  three  buttons.  There  were  many  rooms  that  had  100%  for 
the  correction  of  dental  defects. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  per  cent  of  dental  corrections  in  the 
grade  schools  was  70,  an  increase  of  18%  over  the  record  of  the  previous 
year.  We  hope  to  do  even  more  during  the  coming  year.  The  State 
report  of  the  dental  campaign  placed  Norwood  second  in  the  list  for  towns 
of  its  size. 

The  success  of  the  program  was  due  to  the  hard  work  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers,  physical  education  directors  and  the  pupils  themselves  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  homes. 

Dr.  Schorer  came  in  September  to  examine  the  mentally  retarded  chil¬ 
dren.  Fifty-nine  were  examined  and  recommendations  have  been  made 
which  will  enable  the  children  to  receive  the  greatest  help  in  their  school 
work. 

The  Follow-up  Clinics  for  the  State  “Ten-Year  Program”  were  held  in 
April  and  December.  Chest  X-rays  of  all  the  children  were  taken  in 
advance  of  the  December  clinic.

Brooks  has  been  completed  and  is 
now  in  use  in  the  elementary  grades. 

We  thank  the  Norwood  High  School  Quest  Club,  the  Norwood  Women's 
Club  and  the  Norwood  Mothers’  Club  for  their  generous  support  of  the 
health  work. 
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We  wish  also  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  loyal  support  and 
helpful  advice  from  you,  the  supervisors  and  teachers. 

It  was  a  decided  loss  to  the  department  when  Miss  Vera  H.  Brooks, 
Health  Supervisor,  resigned  to  continue  her  studies  at  Boston  University 
and  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  We  thank  her  for  her 
able  leadership  in  the  past  and  wish  her  the  best  of  success  in  her  future 
work.

The  detailed  outline  provides  for  a  twelve-year  course  and  is  so  graded 
as  to  give  all  the  pupils  an  equal  opportunity  to  acquire  a  good  musical 
foundation. 

With  the  growth  of  this  department,  the  need  of  proper  accommodation 
in  the  Senior  High  School  has  become  acute.  Last  year,  in  the  Sophomore 
class  alone,  thirty-four  students  who  wished  to  study  Counter-point  and 
Harmony  had  to  be  refused  the  opportunity. 
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Choruses  and  Glee  Clubs  meet  in  the  gymnasium  under  great  difficulties 
and  discomfort,  due  in  part  to  poor  acoustics  and  seating  accommodations 
wholly  unsuited  for  music  classes.  The  orchestra  rehearses  in  the  library, 
which  means  the  moving  of  tables,  chairs,  piano  and  music  stands  before 
and  after  every  rehearsal.  Added  to  this,  the  distraction  caused  bv 
students  going  in  and  out  of  the  library  make  this  arrangement  very  un¬ 
satisfactory.  The  use  of  gymnasium,  auditorium,  library  and  such,  as 
music  room  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  room  requirements  for  progress  in 
school  music. 

The  most  important  equipment  of  a  music  department  is  a  room  large 
enough  to  have  desks  for  the  chorus  and  theory  classes  and  a  raised  plat¬ 
form  with  chairs  and  stands  for  the  orchestra,  thereby  providing  a  place 
where  music  may  be  taught  either  in  or  out  of  school  time  without  inter¬ 
ruptions. 

The  use  of  such  a  room  has  proven  its  worth  in  the  Junior  High  School, 
where  the  work  is  being  carried  on  very  successfully  through  the  able 
assistance  of  Mrs.  Marie  S.  Brown. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  musical  interest  in  the  schools  has 
increased  in  the  following  proportions  during  the  past  four  years. 

From  one  orchestra  of  twenty-three!  pieces  to  four  orchestras  of  over 
one  hundred  players. 

From  one  Glee  Club  to  eight,  with  a  membership  of  more  than  four 
hundred  singers. 

For  the  first  time  in  Norwood,  a  school  band  of  thirty-five  Senior  and 
Junior  High  School  pupils  made  their  first  appearance  on  the  athletic  field 
Thanksgiving  Day  where  their  marching  and  playing  brought  forth  high 
commendation. 

Continuous  demand  by  Senior  High  School  students  for  courses  in 
Harmony  and  Counterpoint  have  prompted  the  addition  of  these  courses 
to  the  outline. 

The  Senior  Orchestra  which,  besides  the  Glee  Club  concert  and  the 
graduation,  appeared  many  times  in  public  with  great  success,  has  entered 
Class  A  of  the  New  England  Orchestra  Contest,  which  is  to  take  place 
this  spring. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  principals  and  teachers 
for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  of  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929. 

During  my  leave  of  absence  last  year  the  general  supervision  was  taken 
over  by  Mrs.  Ethel  Id.  Cook,  while  Miss  Madaleen  B.  Dora  planned,  super¬ 
vised  and  taught  the  drawing  in  the  elementary  grades.  In  general,  she 
followed  the  main  subjects  usually  taught  under  the  head  of  drawing  in 
our  schools,  although  of  course  with  some  changes  of  methods  and  indi¬ 
vidual  projects. 

The  spirit  of  co-operation  and  interest  on  the  part  of  both  pupils  and 
teachers  has  always  been  good,  but  at  the  present  time  it  is  unusually 
gratifying  and  should  lead  to  bigger  and  better  things  than  ever  before. 

As  in  most  other  school  systems  at  the  present  time  much  emphasis  is 
being  placed  on  “creative  art”.  This  is  carried  out  in  two  directions: 
first,  the  free  illustration  of  incidents  in  the  child’s  daily  experiences  or 
any  stories,  poems  or  subjects  studied  in  connection  with  history,  geog¬ 
raphy,  etc.;  second,  creative  design  by  the  free  brush  method,  either  for 
the  joy  of  originating  or  creating  or  wrhich  may  be  applied  to  some  object 
of  daily  use  to  make  it  more  beautiful.  The  first  gives  the  child  a  chance 
to  use  his  memory  and  imagination;  the  second,  his  originality  and  in¬ 
genuity.  If  the  child  is  encouraged  to  express  his  ideas  freely  by  the 
making  of  pictures  and  designs  in  all  grades,  he  will  be  much  more  capable 
of  expressing  himself  by  means  of  sketches  in  High  School,  College  or 
later  life,  as  well  as  be  better  able  to  appreciate  pictures  and  designs  by 
real  artists. 

While  this  free  brush  method  in  design  has  been  tried  out  for  two  years 
in  Grade  IX  and  the  Senior  High  School,  this  fall  has  been  the  first  time 
it  has  been  introduced  in  the  elementary  grades.  The  children  are  much 
interested  in  producing  something  absolutely  their  own  and  much  origin¬ 
ality  has  been  shown.  Much  more  along  this  line  will  be  attempted  this 
spring.  We  also  plan  to  introduce  w'ater  color  painting  soon  in  Grade  IV. 

The  imaginative  illustrations  in  Grades  I  and  II  especially  have  been 
surprisingly  full  of  action  and  individuality. 

The  old  and  always  true  principles  of  perspective,  proportion,  color 
harmony,  etc.,  are  still  being  taught  in  addition  to  the  creative  work. 

As  usual,  poster  planning  of  many  subjects  occupied  much  time  and 
aroused  much  interest.  Health,  Safety  and  Conservation  of  Plant  Life 
posters  were  made  in  the  elementary  grades,  Kindness  to  Animals  posters 
in  Grades  VII  and  IX  and  posters  advertising  the  various  activities  of 
school  and  town  life  in  Senior  High.  As  has  been  our  custom  for  a  number 
of  years,  the  best  posters  from  Grade  VII  were  sent  to  the  annual  State- 
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wide  contest  of  the  Massachusetts  S.  P.  C.  A.  Thirteen  medals  and 
eight  honorable  mentions  were  received.  Posters  from  Grade  IX  on  the 
same  subject  were  sent  to  a  contest  conducted  by  the  American  Humane 
Association  and  five  certificates  received. 

The  number  of  pupils  electing  drawing  in  Grades  IX  to  XII  is  increasing 
every  year,  there  being  sixty-six  art  pupils  in  Grade  IX  and  about  130 
in  Senior  High.  The  latter  number  is  more  than  can  be  accommodated 
easily  in  the  Present  Art  room  with  the  amount  of  teaching  time  now 
provided  for.  As  for  several  years  past,  the  drawing  in  the  Senior  High 
School  is  much  handicapped  by  having  pupils  of  all  three  grades  in  the 
same  class  period,  so  that  it  is  still  impossible  to  follow  a  graded  course 
as  is  possible  in  the  elementary  grades  and  the  Junior  High  School.  Pupils 
intending  to  study  Art  after  leaving  High  School  or  to  enter  Normal  School 
should  have  different  Art  training  than  those  taking  it  while  in  High  School 
for  credit  or  a  liking  for  the  subject. 

Since  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  entirely  new  graded  outlines 
have  been  distributed  to  the  elementary  teachers  each  month,  while 
several  changes  have  also  been  made  in  Junior  and  Senior  High  projects. 
The  supervisor  has  visited  and  taught  in  all  elementary  grades,  visiting 
Grades  I  to  III  once  in  three  weeks  and  Grades  IV  to  VI  once  in  two  weeks. 
A  few  lessons  in  new  subjects  have  been  given  in  Grade  VII,  but  the  regular 
teaching  of  the  drawing  in  Junior  and  Senior  High  has  been  carried  on  by 
two  teachers  in  Grade  VII,  one  in  Grade  VIII  and  in  Grades  IX  to  XII 
by  Mrs.  Ethel  H.  Cook,  all  being  under  my  general  supervision.  This 
seems  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  arrangement  at  the  present  time,  but  with 
the  increase  of  elective  pupils  in  Grades  IX  to  XII  that  can  reasonably 
be  expected,  more  teacher  time  will  be  necessary  somewhere. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the  helpful  interest 
and  the  spirit  of  cooperation  shown  by  the  superintendent,  principals  and 
teachers.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1929. 

Home-making  is  a  universal  profession  and  an  administrative  job. 
The  profession  of  home-making  calls  for  selective  judgment,  adaptability 
and  resourcefulness.  The  art  of  living  is  a  universal  need.  Since  Home 
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Economics  today  covers  in  content  all  phases  of  the  fine  art  of  living  and 
deals  directly  with  life  itself  it  is  viewed  in  the  school  curriculum  as  a 
social  subject  for  boys  and  girls.  This  subject  should  train  to  a  state  of 
mmd  as  regards  personal  lining  matters.  The  needs  of  human  beings 
and  not  subject  matter  should  be  our  first  concern. 

Some  of  our  outstanding  educators  have  wisely  said;  “No  one  field  can 
contribute  more  to  the  improvement  of  American  living  than  Home 
Economics.  It  is  destined  to  become  one  of  the  fundamental  subjects  in 
the  training  of  cultivated  men  and  women.”  “Home  Economics  should 
be  able  to  bring  together  and  weld  together  into  a  whole  those  constructive 
forces  which  make  for  wholesome,  human  living.” 

This  department  cannot  expect  to  meet  the  tremendous  responsibilities 
which  have  been  placed  upon  it,  as  outlined  above,  through  simply  impart¬ 
ing  knowledge  and  developing  skills  in  home-making  activities.  We 
await  the  opportunity  to  expand  this  branch  of  education  along  lines  of 
the  social  and  cultural  development  of  the  pupil.  There  is  a  wide  field 
of  content  yet  to  be  explored.  Only  through  demonstration  of  the  adapta¬ 
bility  of  Home  Economics  as  a  subject  suited  to  present  social  conditions 
can  the  newer  values  of  this  educational  field  be  realized  or  appreciated. 

Club  work  is  being  continued  in  this  department  effectively  and  with 
increased  interest.  Again  this  year  the  High  School  Home  Economics 
Club  centered  its  interest  on  the  scattering  of  cheer  at  Christmas  time 
both  in  Norwood  and  at  the  Canton  Hospital  School.  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  dinners  were  distributed  in  Norwood  as  part  of  the  regular 
work  of  this  department. 

The  mid-morning  lunch  established  last  year  by  this  department  at 
Senior  High  School  has  increased  more  than  100%  enrollment.  Pupils 
have  shown  added  interest  in  the  possibility  of  improving  their  health 
through  attention  to  their  diet.  We  are  now  following  up  this  nutrition 
program  at  the  regular  noon  luncheon  when  pupils  who  wish  special  con¬ 
sideration  as  to  diet  may  receive  attention  according  to  their  needs. 

At  Junior  High  School  we  have  adopted  twro  texts  for  class  work,  viz.; 
“Junior  Home  Problems”  and  “Junior  Food  and  Clothing”  by  Kinyon- 
Hopkins.  A  number  of  excellent  modern  texts  have  been  supplied  for 
general  reference  work  in  Home  Economics  at  Senior  High  School. 

We  continue  to  have  a  high  enrollment  in  elective  Home  Economics  at 
Senior  High  School.  At  Junior  High  School  a  54%  decrease  in  9th  grade 
Home  Economics  classes  might  indicate  the  bare  possibilities  of  finding 
time  for  elective  Home  Economics  in  crowTded  programs.  We  have  ob¬ 
served  much  disappointment  on  the  part  of  girls  who  desire  this  work  and 
are  not  able  to  include  it  in  their  programs.  It  would  seem  that  the  time 
has  now  arrived  when  Home  Economics  should  be  viewed  as  a  constant 
for  ninth  grade  girls.  The  very  nature  of  this  work  should  prove  its 
value  as  a  fundamental  subject.  If  Home  Economics  were  made  a  re¬ 
quirement  (2  periods  per  week)  for  9th  grade  girls  it  might  simplify  some 
of  the  administrative  difficulties  of  arranging  for  this  work;  the  sequence 


in  Home  Economics  Education  would  remain  unbroken  from  the  fifth 
through  the  ninth  grades,  thus  forming  a  complete  unit  of  instruction  and 
consequently  a  more  stable  foundation  for  elective  work  in  High  School. 
This  measure  would  be  entirely  in  keeping  with  modern  trends  and  newest 
theories  in  regard  to  the  importance  of  general  Home  Economics  education 
as  fundamental  instruction  for  all  girls.  I  therefore  recommend  that  two 
periods  of  general  Home  Economics  instruction  be  required  of  all  ninth 
grade  girls. 

There  is  great  need  of  providing  both  equipment  and  space  for  de¬ 
veloping  Home  Economics  along  lines  of  present  interests  of  girls.  Much 
should  be  done  in  the  way  of  making  these  courses  more  attractive  to  our 
girls.  I  earnestly  seek  for  this  department  the  opportunity  to  prove  the 
value  and  worth  of  present  day  Home  Economics.  Any  recommendations 
for  advancement  along  lines  of  objectives  stated  above  are  wholly  in 
keeping  with  those  recommendations  made  in  previous  reports. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  extend  my  appreciat  ion  to  those  who  have  con- . 
tributed  to  the  growth  of  this  department.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Practical  Arts  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929. 

Senior  High  School 

The  demand  for  shopwork  the  past  year  exceeded  the  quota  that  the 
General  Shop  could  accommodate.  One  hundred  twenty  boys  were  en¬ 
rolled  for  shopwork,  taking  it  as  a  major  subject  five  periods  during  the 
week.  Many  others  signified  their  intention  of  electing  the  work  for  two 
periods  a  week,  but  as  teacher  time  and  teacher  load  would  not  warrant  it, 
they  had  to  be  turned  down.  This  should  not  be  the  case,  for  every  boy 
should  be  permitted  to  take  some  training  in  this  subject  in  addition  to 
his  academic  studies 

Much  has  been  said  about  shopwork  as  classified  under  two  distinct 
headings — prevocational  and  vocational.  In  prevocational  education 
students  find  their  occupational  aptitudes,  while  in  vocational  it  is  just 
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a  natural  sequel  to  training  of  those  who  are  mechanically  inclined — fine 
objectives  to  a  limited  number  and  wasteful  it  seems  when  applied  to  all 
students. 

If  our  shop  program  could  be  elective,  the  greater  number  of  students 
would  take  the  subject  for  no  particular  reason  than  that  they  liked  it. 
They  would  come  to  the  shop  for  relaxation,  joy  of  achievement,  individual 
expression,  and  an  opportunity  to  express  themselves.  With  this  in  mind 
we  should  endeavor  to  have  the  right  facilities  so  that  any  boy  or  girl  might 
benefit  by  its  training. 

The  work  of  the  general  shop  has  followed  the  work  of  previous  years, 
and  gratifying  results  have  been  shown.  We  have  required  each  boy 
entering  the  shop  in  his  sophomore  year  to  hav  e  a  ten-weeks  period  of 
instruction  in  each  of  the  four  units  comprising  the  shop.  A  note  book 
which  contained  informational  notes  of  their  progress  in  each  unit,  together 
with  sketches  and  drawings  of  projects  and  bills  of  material  was  also  re¬ 
quired.  A  boy  in  his  junior  and  senior  year  was  allowed  a  half  year  in 
any  of  two  units.  Boys  in  the  senior  class  at  the  present  time  are  under¬ 
taking  the  construction  of  several  smoking  stands,  to  be  carried  out  on  a 
semi-factory  basis. 

The  General  Shop  is  undoubtedly  attracting  the  attention  and  comment 
among  school  administrators  of  other  places.  We  have  had  many  visitors 
and  each  one  expressed  his  interest  and  made  favorable  comment  upon  a 
shop  of  this  type. 

Many  projects  have  been  made  in  the  shop  for  other  school  and  town 
departments.  Among  some  of  these  are  the  following:  a  large  bulletin 
board  for  the  main  corridor  in  the  Senior  High  School;  sheet  metal  work 
for  the  town  Water  Department;  Christmas  tree  standards  for  elemen¬ 
tary  schools,  and  wooden  toys  made  from  our  scrap  pieces  were  given  to 
the  needy  of  the  town  through  the  Quest  Club  at  Christmas  time. 

A  course  in  Mechanical  Drawing,  elementary  through  advanced,  was 
offered  to  all  boys  and  girls  as  an  elective  subject.  One  hundred  twelve 
were  enrolled  and  of  this  number  eight  were  girls,  one  taking  it  for  her 
second  year.  The  same  general  plan  of  instruction  was  followed  as  in  the 
previous  year,  instruction  in  a  majority  of  cases  being  entirety  individual, 
because  of  mixed  groups.  The  subject  is  now  a  four-year  course,  the  first 
year  having  been  taken  in  the  ninth  grade  at  Junior  High  School.  Our 
aim  in  the  last  year  is  to  offer  an  opportunity  for  self-expression  in  design 
and  originality,  especially  in  machine  drawing  and  architectural  drawing. 

Junior  High  School 

Quite  a  problem  presented  itself  in  the  ninth  grade  the  past  year,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  fact  that  Practical  Arts  was  an  elective  subject.  Our  Wood¬ 
working  and  Print  Shops  were  overcrowded  so  that  it  was  necessary  to 
request  many  to  elect  a  substitute  subject,  or  not  have  any  Practical  Arts 
work  at  all.  The  situation  will  be  partially  overcome  when  the  Print 
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Shop  is  enlarged,  and  the  Home  Mechanics  is  moved  into  the  new  room, 
as  the  space  now  being  used  for  Home  Mechanics  can  be  turned  into  a 
second  Woodworking  Shop,  thus  supplying  additional  shop  room. 

Ninth  grade  woodwork  consisted  of  many  projects  in  furniture,  an  end 
table  proving  very  popular.  All  large  jobs  in  printing  were  done  by  this 
class.  The  school  paper,  “The  Arguelot,”  was  an  outstanding  feature  of 
our  work,  and  the  interest  shown  in  its  make  up  was  unequalled  by  any 
other  form  of  shopwork. 

The  eighth  grade  followed  the  rotating  schedule  of  ten  weeks  in  each 
of  the  two  shops,  Printing  and  Mechanical  Drawing.  These  subjects  are 
classed  as  try-out  courses  in  order  to  enable  the  boy  to  find  his  true  ability 
and  aptitude  for  the  work.  New  text  books  were  introduced  in  Mechanical 
Drawing,  and  the  work  that  has  been  submitted  bears  favorable  comment. 

The  seventh  grade  had  a  half  year’s  training  in  Woodwork  and  Home 
Mechanics.  In  the  woodworking  unit  the  instruction  in  the  use  and  care 
of  bench  woodworking  tools  was  continued  from  the  sixth  grade  but  was 
more  advanced  in  its  scope.  Projects  made  were  for  the  home  and  in¬ 
cluded  bread  boards,  knife  and  fork  boxes,  clothes  dryers,  costumers, 
footstools,  lamps  and  taborets. 

The  same  general  plan  of  instruction  in  Home  Mechanics  was  followed, 
and  our  work  consisted  of  a  study  in  electrical  connections,  hook-ups  and 
general  wiring  of  bells  and  buzzers.  Some  sheet  metal  projects  were  made 
and  minor  repairs  frequently  brought  in  from  the  home  were  discussed 
and  when  possible  the  actual  repair  made. 

While  the  name  Home  Mechanics  is  applied  to  the  shop,  in  reality  it 
does  not  function  as  such.  It  is  difficult  to  teach  boys  repairs  when  our 
equipment  is  inadequate,  and  boys  are  anxious  to  make  something  for 
themselves.  I  would  recommend  that  the  name  be  changed  to  General 
Shop  and  instruction  carried  out  similar  to  that  of  the  shop  in  Senior  High 
School,  using  the  unit  form  of  instruction. 

We  undertook  a  worth  while  project  using  two  units  of  instruction,  sheet 
metal  work,  and  electrical  work.  The  project  was  an  electric  grill,  using 
110-120  volts,  single  phase  alternating  current,  with  the  body  and  legs 
made  of  aluminum,  using  a  very  high  grade  heating  element.  It  was  a 
very  popular  project  with  the  boy,  as  he  made  the  entire  grill  himself, 
following  closely  each  operation  in  order,  with  our  job  sheets  and  blue 
prints  prepared  especially  for  him.  Fifty-two  grills  were  completed  and 
taken  home. 


Elementary  Schools 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  about  one-third  of  the  boys  in  the 
fifth  grade  had  the  opportunity  to  take  shopwork.  Teacher  time  was  not 
to  be  had  because  the  instructor  was  used  part  time  in  the  Junior  High 
School.  This  condition  was  not  of  the  best  for  only  a  comparatively  small 
number  of  the  boys  received  instruction.  In  September  the  condition  was 
adjusted  by  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  instructor  for  the  grades. 
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We  attempted  one  main  project  with  boys  of  the  sixth  grade  in  the  form 
of  a  22"  model  sailing  yacht.  It  was  not  successful  in  many  cases,  as  it 
seemed  a  bit  too  extensive  in  scope  and  the  majority  of  the  boats  were  not 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Lack  of  adequate  equipment 
was  responsible  in  a  large  measure,  and  also  the  destruction  of  the  Guild 
School  by  fire  caused  the  loss  of  the  boys’  boats  and  tools.  During  the 
construction  of  the  boats  many  nautical  terms  and  various  ship  parts  and 
fittings  were  taught.  The  keels  for  the  boats  were  cast  by  the  Home 
Mechanics  class. 

In  September  Mr.  Wy naught  was  transferred  from  his  teaching  in  the 
grades  to  Junior  High  School  and  Mr.  Riley  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  Through  Mr.  Riley’s  efforts  and  initiative  some  interesting- 
projects  have  been  made.  Before  completing  the  article  we  have  required 
each  boy  to  paint  his  project,  allowing  him  to  select  his  own  harmony  of 
colors  and  to  apply  them  correctly.  The  finishing  proved  interesting  to 
each  boy  as  he  took  great  pains  to  outdo  his  classmates  in  the  appearance 
of  his  completed  project. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent,  principals  and  teachers 
for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

In  my  report  as  Principal  of  the  Norwood  Evening  School  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1929,  I  submit  the  following  information: 

The  evening  school  opened  on  the  night  of  October  7,  with  classes  in 
Junior  High  Studies,  Mechanical  Drawing,  English,  Bookkeeping,  Cook¬ 
ing,  Decorative  Arts  and  Dressmaking.  This  is  the  same  curriculum 
that  was  offered  last  year,  with  the  exception  of  English  and  Decorative 
Arts.  The  former  is  a  new  subject  and  Decorative  Arts  is  the  name  given 
to  a  combination  of  millinery  and  home  decorations. 

At  the  present  time  the  enrollment  is  about  eighty-five  per  cent  of  the 
original  number  that  registered  at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  This  is  a 
little  better  than  last  year.  I  might  also  add  that  the  number  enrolled 
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is  considerably  higher  and  these  two  facts  make  it  safe  to  conclude  that 
the  interest  in  evening  schools  in  Norwood  is  not  abating.  Many  people 
have  signified  their  interest  in  Spanish,  French,  Wood-work  and  other 
subjects,  but  it  is  of  course,  impracticable  to  employ  extra  teachers  for 
classes  of  five  or  six. 

The  Junior  High  group  is  composed  of  men  who  find  time  three  evenings 
a  week  to  come  to  school  and  study.  They  know  that  in  order  to  advance 
in  their  work  it  is  necessary  to  learn  once  more  the  fundamentals  of  arith¬ 
metic,  spelling  and  grammar. 

With  the  introduction  of  English  it  has  been  possible  to  start  a  business 
course  on  a  small  scale.  Several  of  the  bookkeeping  students  go  to  their 
own  class  twice  a  week  and  take  the  third  evening  to  attend  the  English 
class.  Combining  typing,  bookkeeping  and  English,  Norwood  could  offer 
a  commercial  opportunity  that  is  available  to  people  in  other  evening 
schools. 

Cooking  has  attracted  a  large  group  of  young  women.  Much  of  the 
success  of  this  class  is  due  to  the  excellence  of  the  teacher  who  is  making 
this  her  second  year  at  Norwood  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  larger  schools 
desired  her  services.  The  present  class  numbers  thirty  which  is  larger 
than  the  state  wishes  a  class  to  be.  With  the  extra  facilities  offered  by 
the  addition  to  the  Junior  High  building,  it  will  be  possible  to  have  two 
large  classes  m  cooking  next  year. 

The  Decorative  Arts  course  met  with  approval  from  the  start.  After 
the  class  had  been  running  two  weeks  it  was  found  that  an  additional 
teacher  would  be  needed  to  meet  the  individual  instruction  that  is  necessary 
for  such  work.  In  this  course  is  included  millinery,  net-weaving,  woven 
purses,  Kloster  embroidery,  lamp  shades  and  other  useful  articles.  This 
class  can  be  fully  as  successful  next  year  because  of  the  fact  that  new 
projects  are  being  continually  introduced. 

Young  men  have  found  that  Mechanical  Drawing  plays  an  important 
part  in  the  trades.  The  attendance  in  this  class  has  been  very  consistent 
and  each  week  they  accomplish  much  in  the  four  hours. 

Two  other  classes  that  are  held  in  the  building  are  Child  Psychology  and 
the  making  of  children’s  garments.  The  former  is  conducted  by  the  State 
Extension  Course  and  is  for  parents  and  teachers.  The  children  garment 
group  is  led  by  the  home  demonstration  agent  of  Norfolk  County. 

The  work  in  Americanization  is  continuing  successfully  under  the 
guidance  of  Miss  Yose.  Good  weather  or  bad,  a  high  percentage  of  the 
pupils  are  there  each  evening  ready  for  the  lessons  that  are  ably  presented 
by  the  teachers.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  secure  persons  of  the 
town  who  will  explain  to  the  classes  how  the  local  affairs  and  businesses 
are  managed.  Visitors  are  always  welcomed  and  anyone  who  is  interested 
enough  in  what  is  being  done  with  our  Americanization  group  will  feel 
amply  repaid  for  time  spent  at  the  Balch  School. 

I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  teachers  make  every 
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effort  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  the  students.  Observations  show 
that  this  policy  has  been  successful. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and  vour  office  force  for  the 
assistance  they  have  given  me.

My  dear  Mr.  Grant: 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Adult  Alien 
Education. 

We  have  this  year  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  foreign  born  men  and 
women  enrolled  in  our  classes.  Whereas  the  number  enrolled  is  smaller 
than  it  was  two  or  three  years  ago  the  interest  in  the  work  and  the  at¬ 
tendance  at  the  classes  is  far  greater. 

We  have  six  evening  classes  at  the  Balch  School  and  two  classes  at  the 
Junior  High  School.  All  of  these  classes  meet  three  evenings  a  week. 

Because  of  the  new  naturalization  laws  which  went  into  effect  last  July 
the  enrollment  in  our  citizenship  classes  is  larger  than  ever  before. 

The  average  American  has  no  appreciation  of  the  difficulties  that  may 
arise  in  securing  citizenship  papers.  Because  of  the  great  amount  of 
red-tape  now  necessary,  the  foreigner  becomes  perplexed  and  discouraged. 
Only  through  friendly  guidance  is  his  interest  retained  and  his  discontent 
at,  what  seems  to  him  needless  detail,  removed. 

Under  the  old  law  an  alien  paid  $5  to  become  an  American  citizen  but 
since  July,  1929,  every  new  applicant  pays  from  $20  to  $40  according  to 
his  status.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  advance  in  price  has  not 
cooled  the  alien’s  ardor  to  become  an  American  citizen.  In  fact,  quite 
the  reverse  seems  to  be  true.  The  theory  now  seems  to  be — “The  more 
it  costs,  the  more  desirable  it  is  for  us”. 

The  women  in  the  evening  classes  at  the  Balch  School  have  had  an  added 
opportunity  to  learn  by  attending  the  sewing  class  conducted  twice  a 
month  by  Miss  Virginia  Paul  of  the  Norfolk  Agricultural  School.  Our 
women  have  made  good  use  of  this  chance  to  learn  the  use  of  patterns,  and 
in  making  garments  for  themselves  and  their  children.  After  Christmas 
Miss  Howe,  from  the  Norfolk  Agricultural  School,  will  give  a  course  of 
lessons  in  cooking. 

The  Supervisor  meets  groups  of  Lithuanian,  Jewish,  Finnish  and  Italian 
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women  in  their  homes  during  the  daytime.  This  gives  many  mothers 
who  cannot  attend  evening  classes  an  opportunity  to  learn  English. 

On  December  3,  1929,  a  class  of  Italian  mothers  was  invited  to  attend 
the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Norwood  Mothers’  Club.  It  would 
be  hard  for  the  average  American  woman  to  realize  just  what  this  little 
outing  meant  to  these  women,  all  of  whom  are  well  educated  in  Italian. 
There  remains  a  great,  unexplored  field,  of  work  for  the  American  woman 
in  Norwood. 

A  group  of  \oung  ladies  in  the  Baptist  Church  who  last  year  took  their 
Christmas  cheer  into  a  foreign  home,  asked  for  a  similar  opportunity  again 
this  year.  They  will  send  Christmas  boxes  to  four  children  from  foreign 
homes  who  are  in  hospitals  in  different  parts  of  the  state. 

Evening  School  graduation  for  1929  was  held  in  Everett  Hall  on  March 
19.  Mr.  William  Gould  of  Boston,  a  man  much  interested  in  all  foreign 
people,  was  our  speaker.  He  gave  our  students  a  stirring  address  on  their 
duties  and  privileges  as  Americans.  A  class  of  twenty  pupils  received 
diplomas  from  the  citizenship  course. 

A  series  of  talks  by  outside  speakers  has  been  planned  for  our  evening- 
school  classes  this  year.  Men  representing  our  leading  industries,  our 
bank,  and  our  town  will  come  before  the  school  from  time  to  time.  This 
will  give  our  foreign  born  friends  a  better  understanding  of  the  conditions 
under  which  they  are  living  than  any  amount  of  book  study  can.  Mr. 
Clarence  Bingham,  Norwood’s  Towrn  Manager,  was  our  first  speaker  and 
explained  about  our  town  government. 

This  year  our  Christmas  party  was  held  at  the  Balch  School  on  the 
evening  of  December  19.  The  classes  at  the  Balch  invited  as  their  guests 
the  classes  at  the  Junior  High  School.  This  “get-to-gether”  proved  to 
be  very  interesting  and  worth  while.  A  musical  program  furnished  largely 
by  the  pupils,  games  for  all  conducted  by  Miss  Osborn,  with  refreshments 
provided  by  the  teachers  made  a  long  to  be  remembered  evening. 

The  Supervisor  wishes  to  extend  grateful  thanks  to  all  of  the  eight 
teachers  of  the  evening  classes  for  their  faithful  work.  Their  fine  spirit 
has  done  much  to  foster  the  happy  atmosphere  which  our  school  enjoys. 

Learning  English  with  many  of  these  people  is  a  matter  of  years.  It  is 
mostly  for  the  sake  of  their  children  that  immigrant  fathers  and  mothers 
go  to  school.  They  are  anxious  to  keep  up  with  their  sons  and  daughters 
and  to  make  themselves  understood  in  a  common  language. 

Yet  the  knowledge  of  English  is  not  a  panacea  for  all  their  troubles  ■ 
The  first  immigrant  generation,  no  matter  how  willing  it  may  be,  cannot 
meet  the  second  generation  on  the  latter’s  own  ground.  Few  immigrants 
can  assimilate  the  life  of  America  so  rapidly  as  to  be  able  to  cope  with  the 
influence  of  our  “lawless  heritage”  on  their  children.  The  parents  must 
be  met  halfway  by  the  children  themselves. 

The  longer  the  Supervisor  works  with  these  people  the  more  she  believes 
that  the  greatest  value  of  this  department  in  our  schools  is  in  the  many 
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opportunities  given  us  to  help  in  this  great  problem  of  assimilation.  To 
be  able  to  interpret  America  to  the  alien  and  the  alien  to  America  is  a 
glorious  task. 

Shall  we  not  say  with  Walt  Whitman,  “This  America  is  only  you  and 
me”.

This  is  my  report  for  the  year  1929  as  Supervisor  of  Janitors. 

The  following  is  some  of  the  special  work  done  the  past  year  by  the 
janitors: 

All  iron  work  and  fire  escapes  at  the  Senior  High  School  painted. 
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Room  in  Beacon  School  painted. 

Eight  rooms  in  the  Junior  High  School  painted. 

All  gutters  and  flat  part  of  roof  on  Winslow  School  painted. 

All  screens  at  Shattuck  School  on  upper  part  of  building  painted. 

At  the  Balch  School  about  150  lights  of  glass  have  been  put  in  the  past 
year  and  about  100  the  previous  year.  It  seems  that  something  should 
be  done  to  stop  this  breakage. 

Three  rooms  of  desks  were  refinished  at  the  Balch  School. 

Two  rooms  of  desks  were  refinished  at  the  Shattuck  School. 

Two  rooms  of  desks  were  refinished  at  the  Everett  School. 

We  removed  desks  from  four  rooms  in  the  Guild  School  and  two  rooms 
in  the  Everett  School.  We  replaced  the  Everett  rooms  with  desks  taken 
from  the  Guild  School.  We  also  replaced  desks  in  one  room  at  the  Beacon 
with  desks  from  the  Guild  School. 

All  sheet  iron  work  on  the  roof  of  the  Junior  High  was  painted. 

850  desks  and  seats  in  the  Junior  High  were  varnished. 

All  minor  repairs  are  taken  care  of  as  far  as  possible  by  this  department. 

The  janitors  have  done  all  required  office  errands  in  their  respective 
buildings  and  have  moved  books  from  the  Public  Library  to  different 
schools  and  returned  them.  Most  of  the  supplies  for  the  different  schools 
come  to  the  Junior  High  School  and  the  janitors  there,  transfer  them  to 
the  other  schools.  I  would  recommend  that  one  central  store  room  be 
procured  and  all  supplies  shipped  from  it.
